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ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE  NURSERY. 


The  Secretary  of  the  "  Nursery  for  the  Children  of  Poor  Wo- 
men," presents  the  second  Annual  Report  to  its  friends  and  mem- 
bers. Our  original  conviction  of  the  pressing  necessity  and  great 
usefulness  of  the  Institution  is  greatly  strengthened  by  the  past 
year's  experience.  We  have  decided  encouragement  to  persevere 
in  the  work  to  which  we  have  devoted  ourselves,  and  it  is  a  sub- 
ject for  general  congratulation  that  our  labors  have  not  been 
checked  by  any  insurmountable  obstacles,  while  they  have  been 
constantly  encouraged  by  the  approval  of  many  whose  opinion  we 
respect,  and  by  the  confidence  and  great  liberality  of  some  of  our 
patrons.  Within  the  past  year  the  Nursery  has  been  removed 
from  its  former  location  in  St.  Mark's  Place,  to  the  corner  of  Sixth 
Avenue  and  Fifteenth  street.  The  former  situation  was  not  as 
eligible  or  healthy  as  desired,  and  the  rent  very  high.  The  pres- 
ent position  is  in  every  respect  most  desirable — the  ventilation 
of  the  building  much  more  perfect  than  could  be  obtained  in  St. 
Mark's  Place,  while  the  pleasant  shrubbery  and  somewhat  exten- 
sive grounds  around  it,  render  it  as  pleasant  and  healthful  a  place 
for  the  residence  of  children,  especially  during  the  hot  months,  as 
could  well  be  obtained  in  the  city.  We  regret  that  we  cannot  re- 
tain this  situation  permanently,  but  it  can  only  be  leased  from  year 
to  year,  and  our  occupation  of  it  depends  upon  the  continuance  in 
life  of  the  present  owner,  a  lady  now  85  years  of  age.  It  is  there- 
fore very  important  for  us  to  take  immediate  steps  not  only  to 
obtain  an  equally  favored  place,  but  funds  wherewith  a  suitable 
Nursery  can  be  erected,  commensurate  to  the  wants  of  this  great 
city. 
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m  order  to  give  some  idea  of  the  benefits  arising  from  our  In- 
stitution, we  think  it  proper  to  illustrate  its  operations  by  the  reci- 
tal of  a  few  incidents  and  cases.  Within  the  past  year  two  hun- 
dred and  sixty-seven  children  have  been  received,  and  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-two  women  benefitted  by  this  charity.  Many 
of  the  latter  were  respectable  and  worthy  women,' who  having  been 
deserted  by  their  worthless  husbands  at  a  time  when  they  most  re- 
quired care,  were  forced  to  resort  to  Ward's  Island,  or  Bellevue 
Hospital,  and  become  dependents  on  public  charit}7.  When  proof 
of  their  good  character  and  certificates  of  marriage  could  be  pro- 
duced, our  Nursery  has  opened  its  doors  to  these  poor  creatures, 
sheltered  them  for  a  time,  and  prevented  their  being  any  longer 
degraded  as  Paupers ;  then  having  procured  places  in  respectable 
families  for  the  Mothers,  we  have  taken  charge  of  their  little  ones. 
We  can  point  to  several  of  these  children  hitherto  inmates  of  the 
Alms  House,  who,  though  coming  to  us  in  a  sickly  and  diseased 
condition,  are  now  running  about  in  good  health.  By  preventing 
Pauperism  we  strike  at  the  root  of  one  of  the  crying  evils  of  our 
city.  With  us  the  maternal  tie  is  never  severed,  for  the  mother's 
wages  as  wet  nurse  easily  enable  her  to  support  her  own  child, 
as  the  amount  required  by  us  for  the  children's  board  is  not  only 
veiy  small,  but  they  are  also  clothed  at  the  expense  of  the  society. 
One  child  was  found  in  a  Sailor's  Boarding  House,  the  father  on 
the  point  of  sailing,  his  wife  dying,  and  the  baby,  then  only  eleven 
days  old,  had  received  no  other  care  than  that  which  could  be  giv- 
en by  a  rough  seaman  and  a  child  nine  years  of  age.  Another  child 
who  interests  all  who  see  him  is  the  infant  of  a  wet  nurse  living  in 
Brooklyn.  She  paid  very  high  board  for  her  child,  but  the  woman 
who  had  charge  of  him  had  let  him  fall  so  that  he  had  received  a  se- 
vere injury  in  his  spine.  She  had  concealed  the  fact  from  his 
mother  till  the  child's  failing  health  and  loss  of  the  use  of  his  limbs 
revealed  it.  He  has  been  for  some  time  with  us  and  is  now  recov- 
ering, so  that  he  attempts  to  walk  again. 

A  poor  woman,  one  of  the  patients  of  the  "  W Oman's  Hospi- 
tal," had  the  privilege  of  placing  two  of  her  children  with  us,  du- 
ring the  time  she  was  under  treatment  there.    Thus  while  the 
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mother  was  the  recipent  of  the  charity  of  one  institution,  her 
otherwise  destitute  offspring  were  cared  for  by  the  other.  In  one 
case,  a  wet  nurse  refused  to  leave  the  city  with  a  lady  whose  child 
she  nursed,  until  she  could  obtain  a  place  for  her  infant  in  the 
Nursery.  It  had  been  placed  with  several  nnrses  who  neglected 
and  maltreated  it,  and  finally  refused  to  take  any  further  care  be- 
cause it  was  blind,  and  consequently  helpless.  The  mother  knew 
it  must  die  from  disease  incurred  by  former  neglect,  but  waited 
with  patience  until  it  was  admitted  into  the  Nursery,  and  then 
left  the  city  satisfied  that  it  would  have  faithful  attention  in  its  last 
moments.  The  child  lived  sometime  longer  than  could  have  been 
expected,  and  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  if  it  could  have 
been  admitted  sooner  its  life  might  have  been  saved. 

Two  infants  have  been  received  whose  mothers1  were  deranged  ; 
and  another  child  was  placed  here  by  the  father,  in  the  hope  that 
separation  from  its  mother  would  prove  the  means  of  reforming 
her  intemperate  habits.  She  was  in  other  respects  a  good  woman, 
but  the  vice  had  so  strong  a  hold  upon  her  that  no  argument  could 
be  used  forcible  enough  to  prevent  her  giving  way  to  it.  She  was 
passionately  fond  of  her  son,  and  yet  would  pawn  his  clothes  to 
get  liquor.  She  had  been  threatened  with  separation  from  her 
child  but  she  well  knew  the  father  would  not  trust  her  little  one 
to  the  care  of  those  who  profess  to  board  such  children,  and  she 
had  never  heard  of  the  Nursery.  The  child  was  brought  to  us, 
and  in  course  of  time  maternal  love  proved  stronger  than  her  vice, 
and  she  was  reclaimed.  The  father  then  restored  the  child  to  her 
with  the  express  understanding  that  on  the  first  occasion  of  her 
drinking  it  would  again  be  removed  to  the  Nursery.  We  have 
not  seen  them  since,  and  sincerely  hope  this  child  will  never 
again  be  obliged  to  seek  other  shelter  than  a  worthy  mother  can 
provide.  We  have  with  us,  almost  daily,  an  idiot,  whose  deformed 
head  and  senseless  <eyes  shock  our  sensitive  visitors,  but  the  poor 
mother  who  would  be  detained  at  home  by  this  unfortunate  infant 
is  able  to  go  to  her  daily  labor,  knowing  that  it  receives  care  far 
better  than  she  could  give  it. 

If  we  were  not  afraid  of  wearying  our  readers  we  might  allude 


to  many  other  equally  touching  and  interesting  cases.  Such  can 
always  be  seen  with  us,  and  we  are  ready  and  anxious  to  have  our 
"  Nursery"  visited  at  any  and  all  times,  and  feel  sure  it  cannot  fail 
to  interest  the  philanthropist.  We  have  received  many  grateful 
letters  from  various  quarters,  some  from  mothers  who  have  left 
their  infants  with  us,  while  travelling  with  their  employers  ;  and 
some  from  gentlemen  acknowledging  with  gratitude  that  the  lives 
of  their  children  have  been  saved  by  the  excellent  nurses  provided 
from  our  Institution. 

We  have  also  employed  many  deserving  women  as  laundresses, 
dry  nurses,  etc.,  who  have  all  been  grateful  for  so  good  a  home. 

While  showing  the  good  that  has  been  done,  we  must  remind 
our  patrons  that  our  means  are  small,  and  that  a  withdrawal  of 
their  patronage  would  be  fatal  to  us.  We  have  all  been  aston- 
ished at  hearing  that  several  persons  had  proposed  withdrawing 
their  subscriptions,  because  we  were  regarded  as  too  prosperous 
to  need  them.  We  believe  that  our  true  friends  will  at  once  per- 
ceive that  this  idea  is  erroneous  and  the  result  to  those  dependent 
upon  us  cruel  in  the  extreme.  As  long  as  we  continue  to  deserve 
their  assistance  we  trust  that  they  will  not  fail  to  give  it.  So  far 
are  we  from  being  too  prosperous,  we  have  daily  occasion  bitterly 
to  regret  that  our  want  of  means  prevents  our  receiving  a  larger 
number  of  those  who  are  worthy  and  desirous  of  admittance  into 
our  Institution  ;  and  only  too  frequently  have  our  sympathies  been 
sorely  tried  by  being  obliged  to  refuse  admission  to  infants  who 
needed  the  most  tender  care  and  skillful  medical  attendance  for 
dreadful  diseases  brought  on  by  neglect  and  starvation  ;  and 
while  we  were  confident  that  similar  care  and  attention  to 
that  in  common  use  at  the  Nursery  would  save  their  lives,  we 
still  have  been  forced  to  send  them  away,  to  what  we  felt  sure 
must  be  certain  death,  on  account  of  our  want  of  means  and  room. 
During  the  months  of  November,  December  and  January,  the 
number  who  were  denied  admission  was  very  large.  Our  house 
was  so  full  it  was  impossible  to  take  more,  and  yet  daily  were  seen 
fathers  imploring  that  we  would  take  in  their  motherless  infants, 
often  only  a  few  days  old.    A  deficiency  of  means  and  room  has 
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also  prevented  us  from  properly  separating  the  sick  from  the  well 
children.  Our  accommodations  are  so  limited  as  almost  to  pre- 
clude the  possibility  of  isolating  more  than  one  child  at  a  time. — 
In  order  to  obviate  this  the  Governors  of  the  New  York  Hospital 
were  applied  to  for  a  donation  of  one  of  their  temporary  wooden 
cottages  which  would  be  vacated  as  soon  as  their  stone  edifice 
should  be  finished.  The  Governors  generously  acceded  to  this 
request  and  have  recently  presented  us  with  a  building  25  feet  by 
40,  which  we  intend  using  as  an  Infirmary  and  Hospital  for  our 
Nursery.  This  is  a  subject  of  great  congratulation,  as  we  shall 
soon  be  enabled  to  prevent  the  spread  of  contagious  diseases,  by 
immediately  removing  any  child  attacked  to  this  separate  building. 

It  is  to  the  untiring  efforts  of  our  First  Directress,  we  in  a  great 
measure  owe  our  success  during  the  past  year.  She  has  devoted 
all  the  energies  of  her  active  mind  to  the  furtherance  of  this  most 
necessary  charity. 

To  our  Board  of  Physicians  we  are  under  a  great  debt  of  grati- 
tude for  their  unwearying  care  and  kind  attention,  ready  as  they 
ever  have  been  to  attend  our  sick  infants,  not  only  by  day  but 
even  at  night. 

Our  financial  affairs  are  most  ably  conducted  by  our  Treasurer. 
Every  Wednesday  all  bills  are  paid,  so  that  the  Institution  is  nev- 
er in  debt    The  Treasurer's  report  will  be  found  very  satisfactory.

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The  Visiting  Physicians  of  the  New  York  Nursery,  take  this 
opportunity,  in  presenting  a  report  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
Institution  at  the  close  of  the  second  year  of  its  existence — to  con- 
gratulate the  ladies  under  whose  auspices  it  has  been  conducted, 
on  its  increased  usefulness  and  continued  efficiency. 

A  large  number  of  cases  of  disease  of  great  interest  have  been 
submitted  to  their  charge:  122  women,  and  267  children  have 
been  cared  for  in  the  Nursery  during  the  year,  nearly  all  of  whom, 
at  some  period,  were  the  subjects  of  medical  treatment. 

The  disease^  which  prevailed  to  the  greatest  extent,  were  Chole- 
ra Infantum,  (upwards  of  50  cases,)  Marasmus,  with  cases  of  Croup, 
Congestion  of  Brain  and  Lungs,  Pulmonary  Consumption,  and  at 
times  Ophthalmia  in  some  form,  with  other  affections  peculiar  to 
infants. 

Notwithstanding  that,  during  the  year,  and  particularly  in  the 
summer  months,  nearly  three-fourths  of  the  whole  city  mortality 
were  composed  of  children,  the  mortality  in  this  institution  (which 
has  been  confined  to  children  alone)  has  not  been  greater  than  in 
the  previous  year ;  nor  has  there  been  a  death  of  any  child  over 
two  years,  and  the  large  majority  of  fatal  cases  was  in  infants  un- 
der six  months  of  age. 

j!  As  was  stated  last  year,  some  children  are  received  in  such  a 
condition  as  to  make  it  evident  that  they  can  not  long  survive  ;  yet 
humanity  forbids  that  such  cases  should  be  refused  admittance. 

Among  the  benefits  that  will  accrue  from  the  Nursery,  to  the  in- 
fants of  the  destitute  poor  in  this  city,  and  its  neighborhood,  this 
may  be  mentioned:  it  will  prevent  some  mothers  from  practising 
a  deception  to  which  they  are  driven,  from  the  inability  to  pro- 
vide for  their  infant  children  at  home,  when  they  are  ill ;  they  are 
excluded  from  the  Children's  Hospital  until  they  are  two  years  of 
age ;  but  to  procure  admission  for  them  there,  the  mothers  declare 
their  age  to  be  much  greater  than  it  is,  and  thus  the  tender 


infant  is  placed  where  provision  has  been  made  only  for  older 
children ;  and  although  all  that  the  utmost  solicitude  can  accom- 
plish, is  performed  for  them,  they  inevitably  suffer.  Before  this 
point  of  deception  is  reached,  these  children  are  often  for  some 
time  invalids,  and  thus  enfeebled  by  disease  they  are  received  into 
the  Hospital  in  a  prostrated  condition,  which  frequently  results 
fatally.  This  would  be  avoided  if  there  were  hospital  accommoda- 
tion in  the  Nursery  sufficient  to  receive  them  at  once ;  where  the 
mother  may  visit  them  as  often  as  would  be  necessary.  But  by 
the  arrangement  alluded  to  they  are  separated  at  this  tender  age 
from  all  maternal  care,  and  even  when  they  survive,  under  the  most 
vigilant  care  and  unmeasured  kindness,  from  association  with  chil- 
dren so  much  older,  and  seeing  daily,  unfamiliar  faces,  while  look- 
ing in  vain  for  the  winning  smile  and  self-sacrificing  attention 
which  the  poorest  babe  will  receive  from  its  parent,  they  become 
prematurely  old,  and  inexorable  Time  anticipates  his  power  over 
these  children  by  imprinting  upon  their  saddened  countenances 
the  "  crow-foot  stamp,"  which  belongs  legitimately  only  to  totter- 
ing age. 

The  Physicians  also  beg  to  congratulate  the  ladies  of  the  Nur- 
sery in  having  accomplished  the  first  step  in  this  important  mat- 
ter, by  the  erection  of  a  small  Hospital  for  the  treatment  of  sick 
children,  apart  from  those  in  health  ;  this  will  be  the  means  of  di- 
minishing the  mortality,  and  of  improving  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  whole  institution. 

In  conclusion,  the  Physicians  beg  to  return  their  thanks  to  the 
ladies  for  the  uniform  and  prompt  manner  in  which  they  have 
been  always  seconded  and  aided  by  them  in  carrying  out  every 
improvement  for  the  welfare  of  the  Nursery ;  and  they  feel  the  as- 
surance, that  in  the  year  just  now  commenced,  that  its  benefits  to 
those  for  whom  it  was  originated,  will  be  largely  augmented ; 
while  to  the  philanthropist  and  the  political  economist  the  "  New 
York  Nursery  "  cannot  be  a  matter  of  indifference.

ARTICLE  L 

This  Institution  shall  be  called  "  The  Nursery  for  the  Chil- 
dren of  Poor  Women." 

ARTICLE  II. 

This  Society  shall  consist  of  persons  of  all  denominations, 
who  shall  annually  contribute  to  its  funds. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Its  objects  are  the  maintenance  and  care  of  the  children  of 
Wet  Nurses,  and  the  daily  charge  of  Infants  whose  parents 
labor  away  from  home. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  consist  of  thirty  ladies,  who 
shall  contribute  annually  at  least  five  dollars  to  the  funds  of 
the  Society. 

ARTICLE  V. 

They  shall  hold  their  stated  meetings  on  the  last  Thursday 
of  each  month,  at  eleven  o'clock,  a.  m.  And  their  annual 
meeting  on  the  last  Thursday  of  February,  at  the  same  hour. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

At  the  annual  meeting  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  fill  all 
vacancies  in  their  number  by  ballot,  and  shall  receive  the  an- 
nual report  of  the  officers. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  request  of  any  five  man- 
agers. 
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ARTICLE  VIII. 

The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  first,  second  and  third 
Directress,  a  Treasurer,  an  Assistant  Treasurer,  and  a  Secre- 
tary, who  shall  be  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and 
annually  elected  by  the  same. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Seven  members  of  the  Board,  including  one  of  the  officers, 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  alter  and 
amend  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Society,  provided 
two  months'  notice  shall  be  given  of  any  contemplated  amend- 
ment. They  shall  have  power  to  transact  all  business  of  the 
Nursery,  saving  the  investment  or  sale  of  any  property  be- 
longing to  the  same,  for  which  purpose  the  presence  of  thir- 
teen managers,  including  one  Directress,  and  one  Treasurer, 
shall  be  necessary,  as  well  as  the  assent  in  writing  of  the 
"  Advisory  Committee."

ARTICLE  XI. 

Three  gentlemen  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  to 
act  as  an  advisory  committee.  They  shall  be  consulted  in  all 
matters  of  finance,  especially  in  tho  investment  of  funds,  and 
shall  audit  the  Treasurer's  yearly  report. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  eight  consulting 
and  visiting  physicians,  who  shall  hold  office  until  displacec 
by  the  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 


BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE  I.  OFFICERS. 

Sec.  1.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  perform  the  duties 
directed  by  the  Constitution,  By-Laws  and  Resolutions  of  the 
Society. 

ARTICLE  II.  DIRECTRESSES. 

Sec.  1.  The  first  Directress  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of 
the  Board  of  Managers,  and  shall  appoint  all  committees  un- 
less otherwise  ordered  by  special  resolution  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  2.  The  first  Directress  shall  possess  the  power  of  voting 
on  all  questions  before  the  Board,  and  shall,  in  addition,  have 
the  casting  vote  whenever  one  may  be  necessary. 

Sec.  3.  Two  of  the  Directresses  shall  visit  the  Nursery  at 
least  once  in  every  month,  to  inspect  its  condition  and  man- 
agement, and  shall  report  their  observations  at  the  monthly 
meetings. 

Sec.  4.  The  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  or  in  her 
absence,  a  Manager  elected  at  the  time,  shall  preside  at  the 
meetings  of  the  Society,  whether  special  or  stated. 

ARTICLE  III.  SECRETARY. 

Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Managers  to  give  such  public  notice  of  the  annual  meetings 
as  may  be  specially  resolved  upon.  She  shall  furnish  each 
Manager  with  due  notice  of  each  special  meeting,  and  shall 
inform  them  of  their  election.  She  shall  attend  the  meetings 
of  the  Board,  and  shall  keep  a  wiitten  record  of  their  proceed- 
ings, and  shall  have  charge  of  such  papers  and  documents  as 
may  be  entrusted  to  her  by  the  Directresses. 

Sec.  2.  At  each  meeting  she  shall  present  for  approval,  or 
correction,  the  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting.  She  shall, 
1* 
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in  addition,  at  her  option,  share  in  all  duties  devolving  on  her 
as  Manager. 

Sec.  3.  She  shall  receive  all  donations  and  subscriptions, 
as  well  as  all  moneys  that  may  be  paid  towards  the  funds  of 
the  Nursery,  and  having  taken  an  account  of  the  amounts,  as 
well  as  of  the  names  of  the  donors  and  subscribers,  to  pay  the 
same  to  the  Treasurer,  taking  her  receipt  therefor. 

ARTICLE  IV.  TREASURERS. 

Sec.  1.  The  Treasurer  and  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  per- 
form, at  their  option,  all  their  duties  as  Managers  in  addition 
to  the  duties  of  their  offices. 

Sec.  2.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  written  account  of  all 
her  receipts  and  expenditures,  and  shall  pay  out  such  moneys 
as  she  may  be  authorized  to  do,  by  order  from  the  Committee 
on  Supplies,  or  by  resolution  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  3.  She  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  funds  belonging 
to  the  Nursery,  together  with  all  papers  and  documents  relat- 
ing to  its  property. 

Sec.  4.  In  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer,  the  Assistant 
Treasurer  shall  sign  such  drafts  on  the  treasury  as  may  be  au- 
thorized by  order  of  the  Committee  on  Supplies,  or  by  resolu- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Sec.  5.  The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  audit  weekly,  and: 
enter  on  her  book,  the  account  of  the  matron's  receipts  (ex- 
cept such  sums  as  are  received  by  the  matron  from  the  Com- 
mittee on  Supplies,)  and  pay  the  same  to  the  Secretary,  tak- 
ing her  receipt  therefor. 

Sec.  6.  The  Treasurer  shall  present  a  written  statement  of 
the  monthly  receipts  and  expenditures  at  each  stated  meet- 
ing, and  shall  furnish  an  annual  report,  together  with  her 
vouchers  for  the  same,  as  directed  by  the  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  V.  PHYSICIANS. 

Sec.  1.  The  Physicians  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacan- 
cies occurring  in  their  Board,  and  shall  make  such  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  health  of  the  infants  as  they  may  deem 
necessary. 

Sec.  2.  One  of  their  number  shall  visit  the  House  daily, 
and  shall  inspect  the  children  carefully,  excluding  all  sufTer- 
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ing  from  contagious  disease,  vaccinating  such  as  require  it, 
and  giving  such  advice  and  assistance  as  may  tend  to  ensure 
the  health  of  the  infants  and  nurses. 

Sec.  3.  They  shall  furnish  a  written  report  of  the  health  of 
the  Nursery  during  the  year,  at  each  annual  meeting,  and 
shall  communicate  with  the  Board  of  Managers  at  such  stated 
or  special  meetings  as  they  may  deem  advisable. 

ARTICLE  VI.  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

Sec.  1.  An  annual  report  of  the  condition,  progress,  and 
prospects  of  the  Nursery,  shall  be  made  by  one  of  the  three 
Directresses  or  Secretary. 

ARTICLE   VII.  COMMITTEES. 

Sec.  1.  The  first  Directress,  or,  in  her  absence,  the  presiding 
officer,  shall  appoint,  at  each  stated  meeting,  the  following, 
and  all  such  other  standing  Committees  as  may  hereafter  be 
deemed  necessary. 

Sec.  2.  All  Committees  to  be  composed  of  three  members 
each,  with  the  exception  of  the  Committee  on  Admissions, 
which  said  Committee  shall  consist  of  six  members. 

Sec.  3.  The  names  of  the  Standing  Committees  shall  be  as 
follows  : — 

Committee  ox  Supplies. 
Committee  ox  Admissions. 
Committee  of  Ixspectiox. 


ARTICLE  VIII.  COMMITTEE  OX  SUPPLIES. 

Sec.  1.  This  Committee  shall  inquire  into  the  condition  and 
amount  of  all  stores  of  clothing,  provisions,  medicines,  furni- 
ture, and  necessaries  of  the  Nursery,  and  shall  give  a  written 
order  on  the  treasury  for  the  purchase  of  whatsoever  may  in 
their  judgment  be  necessary. 

Sec.  2.  They  shall  meet  twice  during  each  month,  and  shall 
jointly  examine  and  certify  all  bills  presented  against  the 
Nursery,  and  pay  the  same  monthly,  applying  to  the  Treasu- 
rer for  a  sum  sufficient  to  discharge  them,  giving  her  their 
receipt  therefor.  They  shall  retain  as  their  vouchers  these 
bills  receipted  and  certified. 
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Sec.  3.  They  shall  give  some  amount  to  the  matron,  to 
meet  the  incidental  expenses  of  the  Institution,  taking  her 
receipt  and  auditing  her  account  of  the  same  weekly. 

Sec.  4.  They  shall  render  a  yearly  report,  together  witnl 
their  vouchers  for  the  same,  to  the  Auditing  Committee  of  I 
the  Treasurer's  Report.  In  case  of  the  resignation  or  other- 
wise of  this  Committee,  within  the  financial  year,  a  Committee,  ^ 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  chair  to  audit  their  accounts  and  i 
vouchers  for  the  same. 

Sec.  5.  They  shall  preserve  a  written  record  of  their  pro-  ' 
ceedings,  and  report  the  same  at  each  stated  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IX.  COMMITTEE   OX  ADMISSIOXS.

Sec.  1.  This  Committee  shall  decide  upon  the  character  and  I 
need  of  parents  applying  for  the  benefits  of  the  Nursery,  and 
shall  be  entitled  to  grant  permits  for  the  deserving.  . 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  they  shall  suspect  that  an  infant  apply-  1 
ing  for  admission  is  the  subject  of  contagious  disease,  it  shall  j 
be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  consult  the  visiting  physician 
before  issuing  a  permit. 

Sec.  3.  They  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  names  and  resi- 
dences of  the  beneficiaries  of  this  Institution  ;  also  of  the  period  I 
of  time  during  which  the  children  shall  have  enjoyed  the  bene-t: 
fits  of  the  charity. 

Sec.  4,  They  shall  report  their  proceedings  at  each  stated  I 
meeting.  | 

ARTICLE  X.  COMMITTEE   OF  INSPECTION. 

Sec.  1.  This  Committee  shall  visit  the  Nursery  at  least  once 
in  each  week,  and  shall  inquire  into  and  observe  the  conduct 
of  the  matron,  nurse,  and  servants  of  the  Nursery  ;  they  shall  L 
inspect  the  condition  of  the  beds,  clothing,  and  persons  of  the  j? 
infants  ;  tlie  quality  of  the  food,  and  the  cleanliness  of  the  cook-  K: 
ing  and  other  utensils,  and  shall  use  every  endeavor  to  enforce  | 
the  sanitary  and  police  regulations  of  the  House. 

Sec.  2.  They  shall  report  at  each  stated  meeting,  such  de-  k 
ficiencies,  neglect  and  misconduct,  as  they  may  deem  worthy 
of  disapproval. 

Sec.  3.  They  shall  have  power  to  engage  or  dismiss  the 
nurses  and  servants  of  the  Nursery. 
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ARTICLE  XI.  OF  FIXES  FOR  XOX-ATTEXDAXCE,  6zC. 

Sec.  1. — Any  Manager  absenting  herself  from  a  stated  meet- 
ing of  the  Board,  from  any  other  cause  than  sickness  or  ab- 
ence  from  the  city,  shall  be  required  to  pay  a  fine  of  twentv- 
ive  cents  into  the  treasury. 

1  Sec.  2.  Any  Manager  absenting  herself  from  three  consecu- 
ive  stated  meetings,  except  from  the  above-mentioned  causes, 
hall  no  longer  continue  to  be  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers. 

Sec.  3.  When  the  Board  shall  have  been  called  to  order, 
ill  conversation  shall  cease. 

Sec.  4.  One  Member  only  of  the  Board  shall  be  allowed  to 
ipeak  at  a  time,  and  then  only  on  the  business  before  the  meet- 
ng.  The  Manager  having  the  floor  shall  rise  and  address  her- 
•elf  to  the  Chair. 

Sec.  5.  In  the  event  of  more  than  one  Manager  rising  to 
.peak,  the  Chair  shall  always  decide  between  the  claimants. 

Sec.  6.  Any  Manager  infringing  one  of  these  regulations 
.hall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  offence. 

ARTICLE   XII.  MATROX. 

Sec.  1.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Matron,  who  shall 
[iold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  2.  She  shall  have  charge  of,  and  be  responsible  for  all 
:he  furniture  and  appurtenances  of  the  Xursery,  as  well  as  all 
stores  of  provisions,  clothing,  fuel  and  medicines. 

Sec.  3.  She  shall  carry  into  effect  the  rules  and  regulations 

the  Nursery,  and  shall  carefully  inspect  the  condition  of  the 
■fonts  many  times  during  the  day. 

Sec.  4.  She  shall  report  to  the  Committee  of  Inspection  any 
behavior  on  the  part  of  the  nurses  which  may  cast  a  doubt 
ipon  their  fitness  for  their  charge,  and  shall  earnestly  endeavor 
:o  aid  the  Board  in  advancing  the  aims  and  interests  of  the 
Srnrsery. 

Sec.  5.  The  Matron  shall  have  power  to  allow  any  child  to 
•emain  in  the  Nursery  during  the  night  when  suffering  from 
llness,  or  from  any  other  causes  which  may,  in  her  judgment, 
lender  the  permission  advisable. 
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IN  RELATION  TO  CHILDREN  ADMITTED  INTO  THE  NURSERY.

In  case  a  child  is  not  called  for,  it  will  be  sent  to  the  Alms- 
louse  on  the  second  day.

Mothers  employed  elsewhere  as  wet  nurses,  on  presentin 
the  usual  certificates  of  character,  will  have  their  childre 
taken  charge  of  in  the  Nursery,  at  the  rate  of  five  dollars  pe 
month.

In  case  of  the  adoption  of  a  child  out  of  the  Nursery,  th 
arrangement  must  be  made  entirely  between  the  party  adopl 
ing  it  and  the  parents  or  guardian  of  the  child,  the  Nurser 
assuming  no  responsibility  in  the  premises  whatever.

REGULATIONS 


FOR  THE  NURSES  OF  THE  DAILY  XURSERT. 


1. 

Nurses  shall  be  ready  for  duty  at  five  o'clock  in  the  morn- 
:g  in  summer,  and  half-past  five  o'clock  in  winter,  and  pro- 
ied  at  o ice  to  ventilate  and  clean  the  rooms,  halls,  staircases, 
id  thoroughlv  air  the  bedding. 

II. 

They  shall  then  hold  themselves  in  readiness  to  receive  the 
jiildren  as  they  are  brought  in.  Each  Nurse  shall  undress 
er  child  as  soon  as  received,  bathe  it  if  necessary,  and  always 
ash  its  face  and  hands  and  brush  its  hair,  and  then  dress  it 
i  the  clothing  of  the  house,  and  put  around  its  neck  the  num- 
3r  of  its  crib,  hanging  the  child's  own  clothes  upon  the  hook 
earing  the  same  number  as  the  crib. 

in. 

Each  Nurse  will  be  held  strictly  responsible  for  the  neat  and 
eanly  appearance  of  the  children  under  her  charge. 

IV. 

Each  Nurse  shall  have  twelve  children  under  her  immediate 
ire.  In  addition  to  the  duties  already  prescribed,  she  shall 
eep  them  constantly  under  her  eye,  and  attend  promptly  to 
leir  wants  in  every  particular. 

v. 

The  covering  of  each  child  is  to  be  carefully  attended  to, 
ad  suited  to  the  temperature  of  the  apartment.  No  child 
lall  be  allowed  to  be  in  a  current  of  air. 
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VI. 

In  lifting  an  infant,  the  Nurse  must  use  both  hands  to  sup 
port  its  body;  lifting  a  child  by  the  arms  is  expressly  forbidden 
a  Nurse  should  never  allow  towels,  or  other  linen  whicl 
may  have  been  used  about  the  children,  to  remain  in  th» 
apartment. 

VII. 

No  preferences  shall  be  shown  by  Nurses  under  any  circum  N 
stances. 

VIII. 

Nurses  are  strictly  forbidden  ever  to  receive  additional  re  - 
muneration, of  any  kind,  from  the  mothers  or  friends  of  th< 
children. 

IX. 

No  Nurse  will  be  allowed  to  absent  herself  from  he  [ 
duties  in  the  House,  without  the  express  permission  of  th^| 
Matron. 

It 

On  Sunday  they  will  be  allowed  to  go,  in  their  turn,  to  I 
church ;  always  with  the   approval  and  permission  of  tin 
Matron. 

XI. 

No  male  visitors  will  be  admitted,  at  any  time,  to  visit  the 
Nurses  or  servants  employed  in  the  House. 

XII. 

The  children  will  be  fed  at  regular  intervals  during  the 
day,  according  to  their  ages  and  the  directions  of  the  phy- 
sicians. 

XIII. 

Children  who  have  been  weaned,  will  have  bread  and 
milk  twice  a-day,  and  a  bowl  of  soup  or  broth.  The  children 
should  have,  as  regularly  as  possible,  their  hours  for  meals, 
sleep  and  play. 

XIV 

All  sponges,  basins,  mugs,  and  nursing  bottles,  are  to  be 
kept  perfectly  clean  and  in  their  appropriate  places ;  for 
this  the  Nurse  in  charge  is  responsible,  it  being  the  exclu-

e  duty  of  one  of  the  Nurses  appointed  by  the  Matron, 
lm  time  to  time,  to  inspect  the  cooking  utensils  and  see 
it  the  food  is  properly  prepared.  Carelessness  on  the  part 
'  any  Nurse  in  this  particular,  will  render  her  liable  to  dis- 
ssal. 


Nurses  are  expressly  instructed  to  use  invariably  to  the 
lildren  the  most  gentle  and  kind  expressions;  no  coarse 
harsh  language  shall  ever  be  uttered  in  the  establishment. 
I  questions  by  visitors  are  to  be  answered  politely  and  cour- 
jmsly,  and  perfect  submission  and  respect  will  be  uniformly 
,acted  by  the  Managers  of  the  Nursery  from  all  Nurses  and 
|wants  in  its  employ. 

All  persons  employed  in  the  Nursery  are  to  understand 
at  any  infringement  of  the  above  rules,  or  any  want  of  re- 
pct  and  obedience  to  those  placed  in  authority  over  them, 
jll  deprive  them  at  once  of  the  privilege  of  remaining  in  the 
(iployment  of  the  establishment. 

lit  is  the  duty  of  the  Matron  to  report  to  the  ladies  of  the 
Upecting  Committee,  every  instance  of  the  infringement  of

ilThose  who  fulfill  their  duties  faithfully  shall  always  be  enti- 
jd  to  a  written  certificate  of  good  character  from  the  ladies.

THIRD  AXSUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  "NURSERY." 


rhe  Secretary  of  tie  "  Xursery  and  Child's  Hospital"  take 
•at  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Third  Annual  Report  to  the  sub- 
ibers,  members  and  friends  of  the  Institution.  Within  the 
i>t  year  the  undertaking,  now  no  longer  an  experiment,  has 
in  surpassed  the  expectations  of  its  friends  in  the  extent  and 
:cess  of  its  usefulness,  though  the  heavy  expenses  insepara- 
froni  so  arduous  an  undertaking  have  still  cramped  some- 
at  the  charitable  wishes  and  intentions  of  its  Managers. 
The  kindness  and  liberality  of  the  many  friends  of  the  Xur- 
y  have  been  most  conspicuously  displayed,  and  we  have  re- 
ved  aid  and  countenance  from  all  quarters,  aDd  encourage- 
j  nt  to  persevere  in  the  work  of  relieving  the  distress  of  a  class 
persons  whose  peculiar  circumstances  and  occupations  sub- 
t  them  to  unusual  difficulties.  But  all  this  is  attended  with 
ich  expense — the  very  nature  of  the  Institution  presupposes 
heavy  current  expenditure — while  the  Xursery  income  is 
all,  the  list  of  subscribers  not  so  large  as  could  be  wished, 
'i  difficulty  is  sometimes  experienced  in  raising  funds  to  meet 
[  ordinary  monthly  outlay. 

iln  spite  of  these  great  drawbacks,  however,  the  Managers 
ve  yielded  to  no  sense  of  discouragement,  but  have  steadily 
rsevered  in  the  path  of  charity  and  duty,  trusting  that  the 
ure  will  bring  forward  aid  and  friends  to  sustain  the  under- 
dng  in  a  moment  of  necessity.  That  their  exertions  have 
m  crowned  with  success  in  a  remarkable  degree,  considering 
5  obstacles  they  have  had  to  contend  with,  may  be  inferred 
m  the  following  facts,  taken  from  the  records  of  the  Institu- 
li  :

The  fourteen  remaining  are  all  convalescent,  though  ma 
of  the  number  when  admitted  were  considered  nearly  hopel 
cases.    It  is  not  generarlly  understood  that  many  of  the  infa 
have  been  brought  to  us  either  diseased  or  drugged,  often  in  1 
most  disgusting  state,  and  frequently  half  starved.    If  the 
dies  who  conduct  the  affairs  of  the  Institution  were  actuated 
a  desire  to  make  a  favorable  report  to  the  patrons  of  the  N 
sery,  many  hopeless  cases  would  daily  be  refused  admittan  I 
But  the  Christian  motives  from  which  they  act,  induce  tin 
to  relieve  all  the  suffering  they  can,  and  to  soothe  the  last  || 
ments  of  those  who  are  beyond  recovery.    A  most  inter*  I 
ing  case  is  now  in  the  Hospital,  in  the  person  of  a  child  aged 
years,  whose  mother  had  died  after  a  long  illness,  and  wh< 
father,  an  organist,  supported  it  by  teaching  music  wlj: 
in  health ;  but  he  also  was  taken  ill  and  forced  to  go  to  the  H;!; 
pital.  The  board  of  his  child  was  regularly  paid,  and  he  suppflE 
it  doing  well,  until  two  members  of  his  church,  who  called 
his  request  to  see  her,  found  her  nearly  dying  of  starvation  a  E 
neglect.    Her  face,  now  showing  glimpses  of  returning  reas<  ^

ras  then  so  covered  with  dirt  and  vermin  as  to  present  a  most 
)athsome  spectacle.  Cleanliness,  good  food  and  kindness  are 
ow  restoring  this  poor  child,  we  trust,  to  health.  Her  limbs, 
artially  paralyzed,  are  now  recovering  their  power,  and  her 
lind,  previously  weakened  by  starvation  and  neglect,  is  now 
iving  daily  symptoms  of  returning  intellect.  There  are  also 
tvo  other  children  who  had  lost  the  use  of  their  limbs,  who 
ave  been  restored  within  a  very  short  time. 

We  not  only  offer  inducements  to  mothers  to  stay  with  their 
lfants,  but  a  monthly  reward  of  two  dollars  is  given  to  the 
urse  most  attentive,  though  the  fact  of  having  two  fat,  healthy 
lfants  is  not  considered  evidence  of  extra  care,  otherwise  no 
urse  would  take  a  sickly  one  ;  the  Physician  on  duty  decides 
rho  has  been  the  most  judicious,  and  the  Matron  has  to  report 
)  him  who  has  been  most  attentive  by  day  and  night. 

To  correct  the  impression  that  our  Nurses  are  changed  daily, 
b  is  now  rumored,  during  the  past  year  as  little  change  as 
ossible  has  occurred,  the  Manao-ers  retaining,  as  far  as  circum- 
:ances  would  allow,  the  same  Nurse  for  the  same  child  :  in

It  is  true  that  we  provide  many  Wet  Nurses  with  places,  but 
i  a  majority  of  cases,  we  take  down  their  addresses  as  soon 
3  passed  by  our  physician,  and  then  either  send  for  them  as 
anted,  or  they  sit  waiting  in  our  hall  during  the  hours  of  ap- 
lication. 

It  is  the  custom  among  the  very  poor  women  of  the  city  to 
pply  at  the  Alms-house  or  advertise,  for  infants  to  nurse,  and 
ley  are  paid  $4  a  month  for  their  support.  These  women 
ften  take  3  or  4  infants  at  a  time,  in  a  room  9  feet  by  12. 
'ot  having,  of  course,  sufficient  nourishment  for  even  their 
svn,  as  their  poverty  precludes  their  obtaining  good  food  for 
lemselves,  these  poor  children  are  fed  on  the  wretchedly  adul- 
;rated  milk  sold  throughout  the  city ;  to  still  their  cries,  gin 
2 
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and  brandy  are  administered  to  them,  and  thus  the  seeds  of  ma* 
rasmusare  sown — that  terrible  disease  of  which  our  city's  weeklj 
statistics  show  such  fatal  results.  The  mothers  of  these  childreD 
are  often  worthy  women  living  out  as  Wet  Nurses,  who  pa\ 
liberally  for  their  support,  hoping  and  believing  that  theii 
child  is  the  only  one  nursed  by  the  woman  applying.  "When 
they  call  to  see  the  child  they  can  hardly  recognize  it  in  ita 
starved  and  drugged  condition,  and  come  to  us  with  tears,  im- 
ploring a  home  in  the  Nursery.    The  limited  accommoda- 
tions preclude  the  possibility  of  relieving  more  than  a  twen* 
tieth  part  of  those  who  apply,  and  it  is  one  of  the  hardest  du^ 
ties  of  the  Managers,  to  turn  from  their  asylum  so  many  that 
might  be  saved  by  care.    The  city  authorities  have  granted 
the  lease  of  lots,  141  feet  by  100,  on  which  the  new  Nurserj 
and  Child's  Hospital  will  be  erected.    An  appropriation  ol' 
$10,000  was  passed  by  the  Legislature  for  the  building.  The 
Governor's  veto  has  crushed  the  Supply  Bill,  in  which  this  apia 
propriation  was  included,  and  has  delayed  its  receipt.    At 13 
architect  is  now  engaged  in  designs  and  estimates  for  the  nev)e 
building,  and  it  is  hoped  that  some  of  our  wealthy  citizens  wilF 
contribute  to  the  fund  which  is  as  yet  too  small  to  ensure  suon£ 
cess.    A  ball  was  given  on  the  15th  of  January,  which  has  ad -  ^ 
ded  $5,000  to  our  funds,  but  we  are  obliged  to  reserve  froir^ 
this  something  to  meet  current  expenses,  as  the  annual  sub 
scriptions  are  not  sufficient.    We  regret  to  say  that  some  hav(  f 
withdrawn  their  subscriptions,  from  the  idea  that  we  no  longei111 
need  them,  a  mistake  which  may  cause  much  distress.  Th^ 
ladies  would  rejoice  if  it  should  no  longer  be  necessary  to  adj 
to  our  means  by  applications  in  the  form  of  ball  tickets.

PHYSICIANS'  REPORT 


!  The  visiting  Physicians  of  the  11  New- York  Nursery  and 
Ihild's  Hospital,"  have  again  to  congratulate  the  ladies 
nder  whose  supervision  it  has  been  sustained,  upon  its  in- 
reased  efficiency  and  extended  usefulness,  throughout  the 
j-ast  year. 

j  As  was  predicted,  the  separate  Hospital  building,  which 
,ad  just  been  completed  at  the  commencement  of  the  year, 
|.as  produced  great  benefits.  Notwithstanding  there  have 
.een  three  epidemics  of  scarlet  fever,  forty-four  cases  of 
leasles,  and  many  of  hooping-cough,  the  results  have  been 
lost  gratifying  ;  the  mortality  in  these  epidemics  not  hav- 
ig  exceeded  that  in  private  practice  under  the  most  fortu- 
ate  and  favored  circumstances. 

There  have  been  under  the  inspection  of  the  Physicians, 
wo  hundred  and  four  women,  and  three  hundred  and  twenty - 
,Iine  children ;  and  in  the  Hospital  department  there  have 
een  under  treatment  one  hundred  and  sixty  patients. 

The  ophthalmia,  which  is  a  frequent  incubus  upon  most 
nstitutions  appropriated  to  children,  has  entirely  disap- 
eared. 

It  should  not  be  overlooked,  that  every  year  large  num- 
ers  of  children  are  admitted,  as  a  matter  of  charity,  in  a 
opeless  condition ;  there  being  no  other  hospital  in  the 
ity  for  their  reception.  Many  of  these  found  here  an  asy- 
lm  during  the  past  year.  Among  them  were  some  suffer- 
lg  from  paralysis,  burns,  and  frost-bites,  all  of  whom  were 
ured  ;  and  the  acute  cases  must  necessarily  have  terminated 
itally,  if  there  had  not  been  a  children's  hospital  into  which 
hey  could  have  been  immediately  admitted.  Of  the  deaths, 
lore  than  fifty  occurred  from  incurable  diseases,  such  as 
ulmonary  consumption,  marasmus,  &c.  Only  six  deaths 
ere  in  children  over  two  years,  two  of  these  from  pulmo- 
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nary  consumption,  the  others  from  malignant  scarlet  fever | 
and  its  sequelae  ;  nor  was  there  a  fatal  case,  over  two  and  a 
half  years,  from  any  disease,  while  the  great  majority  was 
in  infants  under  one  year. 

The  plan  of  extra  remuneration  to  the  Nurses  who  receive! 
feeble  and  sick  children,  requiring  extraordinary  attention,! 
has  been  found  to  work  well ;  and  the  efforts  to  avoid  the 
frequent  change  of  the  Wet  Nurses  has  also  produced  great  I 
improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  infants. 

The  Physicians  feel  pleasure  in  recording  their  testimony 
to  the  unwearied  care  and  attention  of  the  present  Matron, 
as  they  believe  their  labors  have  been  lightened  by  her 
ceaseless  vigilance. 

The  happy  and  beneficial  effects  of  the  constant  and  daily 
supervision  of  the  Institution,  by  the  ladies,  who  have  vis- 
ited it  both  in  its  healthy  condition,  and  during  the  exist- 
ence of  epidemic  diseases,  have  been  plainly  apparent;  as 
the  continued  influence  of  woman's  watchful  eye  and  sym- 
pathizing heart,  aids  the  Physician  in  the  discharge  of  hia 
duties  as  emphatically  in  the  public  hospital  as  in  the  pri-J 
vate  chamber.  For  this  the  Physicians  beg  to  thank  them,} 
as  well  as  for  their  readiness  in  having  in  every  way  second-! 
ed  their  efforts  for  the  improvement  of  the  sick  childrenJ 
They  look  back  with  satisfaction  and  pleasure  upon  thq 
work  of  the  year,  and  trust  that  all  who  have  labored  sq 
faithfully  in  the  past,  will  feel  encouraged  to  continue  their* 
efforts  in  the  future.

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SECRETARY'S  REPORT. 


On  this,  our  Fourth  Anniversary,  we  can  but  record  with  gratitude  the  goodness  and 
care  of  that  Providence  u  Who  rulcth  over  all,"  and  the  many  proofs  of  kind  sympathy 
from  our  numerous  patrons.  That  we  have  been  prospered  in  the  increasing  health  of 
our  Institution's  inmates — in  the  growing  confidence  of  the  parents  who  intrust  their 
childreu  to  us,  as  well  as  that  of  the  public — that  even  during  the  time  of  great  finan- 
cial distress,  we  were  assisted  by  many  liberal  donations,  when  we  had  almost  feared  a 
necessary  diminution  in  our  charitable  endeavors — all  induces  us  to  hope  that  our  suc- 
ceeding efforts  will  meet  with  the  same  cordial,  open-handed  sympathy.  At  the  time  of 
our  last  report  there  were  in  the  Institution  C8  children  and  19  women  ;  since  then  109 
women  and  189  children  have  been  admitted  to  the  full  privileges  of  "  The  Nursery, " 
89  women  have  been  provided  with  places,  thus  enabling  them  to  support  their  families. 
78  of  the  children  admitted  were  in  a  wretchedly  diseased  state,  their  constitutions 
weakened,  some  by  the  constant  use  of  spirits  and  anodynes,  some  by  brutal  personal 
mal-treatment  and  starvation  ;  others  were  the  offspring  of  parents  dead  or  dying  with 
consumption.  In  all  these  cases  the  persons  entrusting  them  to  us,  have  been  warned 
of  the  unfavorable  result,  but  invariably  they  implore  us  to  admit  them,  confident  that 
they  will  have  the  benefit  of  tender  nursing,  and  hoping  thus  to  mitigate  their  last  suf- 
ferings. 

There  have  been  three  contagious  diseases  during  the  past  year,  chicken  pox,  measles 
and  scarlet  fever  ;  but  even  during  their  prevalence  mothers  beg,  as  a  favor,  to  enter 
their  children,  preferring  the  risk  of  contagion  to  leaving  them  in  the  usual  boarding 
places,  where  they  are  subjected  to  want  and  neglect.  We  are  gratified  to  be  able  to 
state,  that  notwithstanding  the  fearful  odds  against  us  in  the  matter  of  the  numbers 
admitted  in  a  diseased  and  prostrated  condition,  and  the  fact  of  three  separate  epidemics, 
the  deaths  during  the  year  number  only  fifty-four.  To  the  faithful  and  untiring  efforts 
of  our  Board  of  Physicians,  this  happy  result  is  most  undoubtedly  owing.  We  feel  it  im- 
possible to  attribute  too  much  of  our  prosperity  to  their  disinterested  vigilance — the 
health  of  our  little  ones  being  our  first  object.  The  children  have  improved  very  much 
in  their  education  ;  several  can  read,  and  many  begin  to  spell  ;  they  are  taught  the  ru- 
diments of  arithmetic  and  geography,  and  already,  by  their  proficiency,  begin  to  reward 
the  ladies  who  have  undertaken  the  task  of  instruction. 

The  new  building  for  the  "The  Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital,"  situated  on  Fifty, 
first  Street,  near  Third  Avenue,  is  nearly  completed,  and  we  hope  to  enter  on  the  first  of 
May.  The  proceeds  of  the  Ball  given  in  December  will  enable  us  to  meet  all  building 
expenses,  but  we  must  still  trust  to  the  kindness  of  our  friends  for  the  means  of  fur- 
nishing.   We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  donations  of  clothing  and  sheeting  recently 
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received,  and  hope  that  once  established  in  our  new  home,  oar  accommodations  will  be 
so  much  increased,  our  sphere  of  usefulness  so  much  enlarged,  that  no  further  induce- 
ments will  be  needed  to  ensure  a  continuance  of  the  trust,  support  and  confidence  of  the 
community. 

"We  grieve  to  be  obliged  to  record  the  death  of  Mrs.  Albert  Mathews,  late  Financial 
Secretary.  Her  memory  is  dear  to  us,  as  one  of  the  most  earnest  in  the  performance  of 
all  her  duties,  one  of  the  most  zealous  and  energetic  of  our  Board  of  Managers.  We 
cannot  close  our  yearly  record,  without  some  reference  to  the  unlimited  labors  of  the 
foundress  of  the  Institution,  both  in  her  own  individual  efforts  and  in  combination  with 
the  ever  active  Board  of  Managers,  we  may  say  that  their  unanimity  of  purpose  and 
action,  is  our  great  stronghold. 

"We  appeal  to  our  subscribers  for  a  renewal  of  past  favors,  reminding  them  that  our 
Charity  takes  its  success  from  their  liberality.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

f  I]ptiiMS  of  %  Itaij  anfr  Cp&'s  hospital, 

FOR  THE  YEAR  E\DISG  FEB.  24:,  1838. 


The  Board  of  Physicians  of  the  "  Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital"  offer  their  hearty 
congratulations  to  the  Board  of  Managers  on  the  prospects  of  extended  usefulness  now 
opening  before  this  charity.  The  difficulties  attending  its  establishment  can  never  be 
appreciated,  except  by  those  who  have  undertaken  a  similar  task. 

"While  the  solicitude  of  government,  and  the  energy  of  individuals  afforded  a  shelter 
for  nearly  all  general  and  special  diseases,  the  feeble  cry  of  infancy  fell  on  listless  ears  ; 
and  both  in  Great  Britain  and  this  country  the  minds  of  statisticians  and  philanthro- 
pists are  but  awakening  to  the  subject. 

The  careless  and  superficial  find  in  the  task  so  much  that  is  disheartening,  as  soon  to 
shrink  from  the  obstacles  in  their  way  ;  and  a  larger  class  of  well-meaning  persons  are 
discouraged  by  its  inherent  difficulties,  and  shudder  at  the  condition  and  fate  of  the 
very  spectres  which  such  charity  invokes. 

That  the  mortality  of  infancy  and  childhood  should  be  so  great  is  startling  indeed, 
and  most  so  to  those  whose  studies  fit  them  for  appreciating  tbe  subject  ;  and  yet  it  is 
scarcely  less  startling  to  think  of  the  number  of  such  bereavements  within  the  limited 
range  of  one's  own  experience. 

What  then  are  we  to  think  of  such  facts  as  these?  Take  the  last  City  Inspector's 
Report — that  for  1856 — and  substract  from  the  whole  number  of  deaths  those  from  pre- 
mature birth,  parturition  and  malformation,  and  you  have  19,587  deaths  remaining  ;  of 
those  8,987  died  during  the  first  two  years  of  life,  while  in  the  first  five  years  the  mor- 
tality amounted  to  11,436. 
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But  this  appalling  fact  was  not  noticed  by  the  City  Inspector  alone,  statisticians  are 
accumulating  massive  data  relating  to  the  subject. 

The  able  Report  of  Dr.  Wynne,  on  vital  statistics  published  in  1857,  calls  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  low  standard  of  the  average  age  at  death  in  Philadelphia  and  New- 
York,  is  due  to  the  great  mortality  among  the  infantile  population. 

A  fact,  well  borne  out  by  the  City  Inspector's  Report  for  1855,  in  which  we  find  that 
the  total  mortality  in  this  City  for  the  years  1850,  '51,  '52,  '53,  '54  and  '55,  exclusive  of 
still-born  children  and  premature  births,  amounted  to  124,510  ;  of  these  51,195  died  be- 
fore they  had  passed  their  second  year. 

Dr.  Snow,  the  City  Registrar  for  Providence,  remarks  in  his  official  Report  for  1856: 
"The  sources  of  disease  are  so  numerous  in  this,  as  well  as  in  other  cities,  that  the 
children  of  a  considerable  portion  of  our  population  have  a  poorer  chance  for  life  than 
the  young  of  the  brute  creation." 

The  valuable  article  in  the  British  and  Foreign  Medeio-Chirurgical  Review  for  1857, 
by  Dr.  Tripe,  gives  some  most  interesting  observations  on  the  mortality  of  children.  Ho 
shows  from  an  immense  "body  of  statistics,  that  out  of  every  10,000  deaths  of  children 
under  five  years  of  age,  5,576  would  occur  during  the  first  year  of  life;  2,028  in  the 
second  ;  and  only  529  In  the  fifth  ;  thus  that  nearly  four-fifths  of  the  mortality  under 
five  years  of  age,  occur;?  by  the  completion  of  the  second. 

The  Second,  Third,  Fourth  and  Fifth  Reports  from  the  Registrar  General  of  Great 
Britain,  give  a  total  of  1,730,076  births,  and  a  mortality  of  377,053  in  the  first  year  of 
life  ;  or,  in  other  words,  that  in  Great  Britain,  where  the  standard  of  infantile  life  is 
higher,  where  the  peculiarities  of  climate  do  not  tell  so  fearfully  on  the  tender  frame  of 
childhood,  that  the  sacrifice  of  nearly  one  life  in  three  is  paid  before  the  first  year  is 
completed. 

It  is  only  after  appreciating  such  a  state  of  things  as  this,  that  the  necessity  for 
exertion  in  this  neglected  field  becomes  apparent.  Let  one  tithe  of  any  similar  danger 
threaten  the  lives  of  those  more  mature,  and  the  instinct  of  self-preservation  would  call 
forth  all  the  energy  of  the  human  character  ;  but  these  little  ones  die  and  make  no 
sign,  save  in  the  hearts  of  the  bereaved,  and  one  can  scarcely  credit  the  results  obtained 
from  calm  investigation  of  the  subject. 

In  the  "  Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital"  a  shelter  is  afforded  for  the  class  which 
furnishes  this  dread  mortality  ;  and  preference  is  given  to  those  applicants  whose  en- 
feebled and  distressed  state  makes  the  strongest  appeal  to  sympathy.  In  the  Book  of 
Admissions,  again  and  again  do  you  meet  the  memorandum — dictated  at  the  time  by  the 
Attending  Physician — "  Taken  in  to  die." 

While  no  other  charity  on  the  Island  will  recruit  its  inmates  from  the  four  fatal 
years  of  life,  the  most  hopeless  of  this  doomed  class  receives  the  readiest  welcome  from 
you. 

Thus,  while  the  past  year  has  given  you  257  children  and  128  women,  or  a  total  of 
385  inmates  of  the  Nursery,  78  of  these  children  are  stated  in  the  book  to  have  been 
admitted  in  a  diseased  condition  ;  and  it  is  well  known  to  your  Board,  that  if  more  careful 
entries  had  been  made,  this  class  would  be  shown  to  have  been  more  numerous,  while  it 
is  also  well  known  that  nearly  the  whole  number  have  been  frequently  under  medical 
treatment.  Fifty  four  of  the  whole  number  have  died,  all  recruited  from  the  first  two 
years  of  life— and  but  ten  dying  during  their  second  year.  This,  be  it  remembered,  is 
the  entire  mortality  occuring  among  238  children  of  this  tender  age,  who  have  passed 
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the  entire  year  in  the  city,  who  hare  been  exposed  to  scarlet  fever,  measles,  whooping, 
cough,  chicken-pox  as  well  as  to  the  risks  from  Opthalmia  and  Erysipelas,  and  cholera 
infantum — all  of  which  broke  out  in  the  Xursery  during  the  past  year  :  while  41  of 
their  number  gave  evidence  on  admission  and  in  their  post  mortem  appearances,  of  the 
fatal  character  of  their  diseases. 

The  most  numerous  class  of  fatal  diseases  is  that  from  atrophy,  of  which  sixteen  died 
before  the  completion  of  the  eighth  month  ;  while  20  of  the  number  were  seriously  dis- 
eased when  admitted.  It  is  probable  that  the  largest  number  of  deaths  will  always 
occur  from  this  cause.  The  balance  of  nutrition  in  infancy  is  so  easily  lost  and  so  dif- 
ficult to  regain,  even  under  the  most  favorable  circumstances,  that  it  is  not  surprising 
that  the  children  of  parents  dying  or  dead  from  consumption,  ill-fed,  drugged,  neglected, 
inheriting  not  only  the  weakness  of  their  parents,  but  the  results  of  their  vices,  should 
succumb  at  an  early  age  to  the  necessities  of  their  condition. 

The  value  of  post  mortem  examinations  has  been  conclusively  shown  this  year  in 
revealing  diseases  from  which  there  is  no  issue  but  death,  as  well  as  bringing  great 
comfort  and  satisfaction  to  some  parents  who  were  the  most  reluctant  to  consent. 

It  is  at  the  present  time  an  interesting  question  of  inquiry,  whether  the  class,  to 
which  the  inmates  of  the  Nursery  belong,  do  not  add  to  the  risks  peculiar  to  their  age 
and  the  climate,  additional  danger  from  the  fact  of  their  beiDg  in  the  immense  propor- 
tion of  cases,  the  offspring  of  parents  foreign  to  the  soil. 

This  brief  sketch  of  the  medical  history  of  the  Xursery  during  the  past  year  has  been 
offered  in  the  earnest  hope  that  its  teachings  may  stimulate  the  friends  of  the  Xursery 
to  renewed  efforts  ;  that  the  experience  of  the  last  four  years  may  be  brought  to  bear 
with  increased  efficiency  on  the  duties  which  await  us  in  the  spacious  building  now 
nearly  completed. 

And  the  Board  of  Physicians  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  their  admiration  of  the 
energy  and  good  feeling  so  conspicuous  in  the  management,  as  well  as  the  pleasure  de- 
rived from  the  sympathy  and  assistance  extended  to  their  own  efforts.

[Report  of  Building  Committee. 


The  Building  Committee  respectfully  report  to  the  Managers  of  the  M  Nursery  a>d 
Child's  Hospital,"  that  the  new  edifice  (the  corner  stone  of  which  was  laid  on  the  22d 
of  June  last)  will  be  completed  on  or  about  the  middle  of  April,  and  ready  for  occupa- 
tion by  first  of  May.  The  work  has  been  prosecuted  with  vigor  since  the  corner  stone 
was  laid,  and  the  favorable  state  of  the  weather  through  the  Autumn  and  Winter  has 
enabled  the  builders  to  continue  their  labors  without  interruption.  The  plastering  was 
finished  several  weeks  since,  the  gas  pipes  have  since  been  put  into  the  building, 
and  the  floors  are  nearly  all  laid.  The  work,  so  far,  appears  to  have  been  done  in  a  man- 
ner creditable  to  the  contractors,  and  the  Committee  trust  that  it  will  be  found  eqnal  to 
the  expectations  of  the  Managers.  It  is  believed  that,  for  the  limited  means  provided,  a 
better  building,  for  the  purpose  intended,  will  be  erected,  than  any  other  which  has  ever 
been  built  in  this  City. 

The  Committee  are  under  great  obligations  to  John  W.  Ritch,  Esq.,  for  the  ability, 
fidelity  and  attention  manifested  by  him  in  superintending  the  work. 

The  contracts  for  the  masonry  of  the  building  were  made  on  the  27th  of  June  last, 
for  the  sum  of  $12,400  ;  the  carpenter  work  was  contracted  for  at  the  sum  of  $12,500  ; 
for  plumbing,  furnaces,  gas  pipes  and  bells,  the  estimated  expenses  are  $3,100 — making 
$28,000  for  the  building,  in  addition  to  which  are  the  necessary  sums  for  furnishing,  now 
in  course  of  collection  from  the  friends  of  the  Institution. 

A  further  report  will  be  made  upon  the  completion  of  the  building,  at  the  monthly 
meeting  in  May  next.

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SECRETARY'S  REPORT,  1859. 


Many  are  the  causes  of  thankfulness  that  spring  to  our  recollection  in 
reviewing  another  year,  a  year  of  labor  which  has  reaped  its  harvest  of 
reward,  a  year  not  exempt  from  trial,  not  unclouded  in  its  prosperity,  but 
one  in  which  we  feel  that  each  impediment  in  our  path  has  but  given  a 
new  impulse  to  that  good  work  which  our  hands  found  to  do,  helping  each 
member  of  our  Board  "  to  do  it  with  her  might.  " 

Situated  in  the  purest  atmosphere  that  our  great  city  affords,  built 
with  the  keenest  regard  to  all  healthful  necessities,  such  as  ventilation,  light, 
large  and  lofty  wards ;  every  comfort  that  even  the  rich  man  can  secure  for 
his  own  cherished  child,  our  "  Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital "  now  places 
within  reach  of  the  poorest. 

In  addition  to  these  advantages,  care,  cleanliness,  and  strict  discipline, 
the  best  of  food,  unwearied  nursing,  the  most  reliable  medical  advice,  the  [ 
constant  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  the  hourly  vigilance  of  { 
a  day  and  night  watch,  should  insure  us  the  confidence  of  all  who  lend  us 
their  aid,  or  place  their  little  ones  among  our  inmates. 

Although  we  have  lived  down  much  of  the  prejudice  that  at  first  met 
us  on  every  side,  there  are  those  who  still  expect  more  of  us  than  it  is  pos- 
sible for  poor  humanity  to  give ;  forgetting  that  the  springs  of  life  are  not 
under  our  control,  forgetting  that  many  are  brought  to  us  with  vitiated 
constitutions,  the  victims  of  hereditary  and  deep-seated  diseases  which 
time  will  develop,  notwithstanding  all  the  care  and  nursing,  the  pure  air 
and  generous  diet,  that  seemingly  should  insure  their  health. 

We  entered  our  new  building  with  grateful  hearts  at  the  prospect  of  • 
increased  advantages,  and  means  of  usefulness.    Since  then  our  numbers 
have  steadily  enlarged.

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115  children  are  now  in  the  institution,  41  adults,  26  of  whom  are  wet- 
nurses;  94  women  have  been  provided  with  situations  as  wet-nurses. 

The  health  of  the  establishment  has  manifestly  improved,  the  order  and 
system  of  the  household  become  very  much  methodized — :we  feel,  in  fact, 
that  our  first  few  years  of  patient,  sometimes  desponding,  toil,  have  been 
blessed  to  us,  and  that  our  lesson  of  experience  will  prove  the  safeguard  of 
our  future. 

We  have  now,  attached  to  the  Hospital,  a  Dispensary  under  the  care  of 
the  Resident  Physician,  where  the  poor  of  all  classes  can  receive  gratuitous 
advice.  This  is  of  course  without  reference  to  the  applicants  being  under 
our  own  immediate  care,  or  belonging  to  our  household.  It  is  open  to  all 
who  choose  to  avail  themselves  of  its  benefits. 

A  course  of  clinical,  bedside  lectures  has  been  inaugurated  by  Dr.  Elliot 
with  the  sanction  and  expressed  approbation  of  the  Board  of  Physicians. 
To  these  gentlemen  a  renewal  of  thanks  for  their  earnest  labors  in  behalf 
of  our  little  ones  would  but  poorly  express  our  obligations  for  their  courtesy, 
their  devotion  to  our  interests,  their  repeated  endeavours  to  make  the 
t{  Child's  Hospital"  a  promoter  of  medical  science,  which  we  recognize  in 
each  and  all  of  their  movements  in  regard  to  us,  and  which  we  can  not  but 
appreciate  and  acknowledge. 

During  the  last  few  months  the  nucleus  of  a  Servants'  School  has  been 
formed. 

We  now  receive  a  limited  number  of  children  from  12  years  old  ai^ 
upwards,  who,  upon  binding  themselves  to  remain  a  year  with  us,  are 
subjected  to  an  apprenticeship  of  three  months  in  each  of  the  necessary 
household  duties.  The  first  three  are  given  to  the  kitchen  department ; 
including  baking  and  the  care  of  cooking  utensils ;  the  next  to  housework, 
scrubbing,  cleaning,  sweeping,  etc.;  the  third  to  the  laundry  department ;  and 
the  last  quarter  is  devoted  to  sewing.  Whilst  they  are  with  us  they  are 
clothed,  fed,  and  housed,  and  an  arrangement  is  being  made  with  the 
"  Chidren's  Aid  Society"  that  each  young  girl  who  is  sent  by  that  Associa- 
tion, shall  receive,  on  leaving  us,  two  dollars  per  month  for  the  time  she 
has  been  at  the  Nursery,  provided  her  conduct  shall  have  been  free  from 
censure. 

We  think  that  this  step  has  supplied  a  great  want  in  our  midst.  We 
hope  that  it  will  be  the  means  of  rescuing  many  from  the  blight,  and  some- 
times shame,  which  results  from  want  of  occupation  and  proper  training 
in  girls  of  this  age.  The  instances  are  numerous  where  shame  and  reproach > 
even  a  future  of  misery  might  have  been  averted  by  one  word  in  season, 
one  look  of  encouragement  and  sympathy.  A  year  of  kind  and  gentle 
treatment,  sound  moral  discipline,  and  freedom  from  all  evil  temptations 
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will  do  much  towards  establishing  integrity  of  purpose  and  action  in  the 
young.  Is  it  too  much  then  to  hope,  and  hope  confidently,  that  this  almost 
untried  experiment  will  eventually  prove  an  education  of  souls  for  a  better 
world,  as  well  as  a  training  for  the  accomplishment  of  duties  in  this  ? 

We  are  pained  to  be  again  obliged  to  record  the  death  of  one  of  our 
members.  There  was  none  among  our  Board  more  worthy  of  esteem,  or 
more  hearty  in  her  endeavors  to  aid  us,  than  Mrs.  Handy.  We  feel  that  in 
her  our  Institution  has  lost  a  most  reliable  and  active  friend. 

We  can  not  conclude  our  yearly  record  without  a  word  of  praise  and 
encouragement  to  those  who  have  so  faithfully  served  us.  Our  Matron  by 
her  unflagging  energy  and  sympathizing  kindness  has  won  the  esteem  and 
confidence  of  the  Board  of  Managers  and  the  gratitude  of  children  and 
nurses.  The  sick  nurses  and  Head  nurse  have  proved  themselves  reliable, 
and  conscientious  and  prompt  in  the  performance  of  all  their  duties. 

And  now,  having  very  simply  stated  what  we  are  doing  for  the  poor  of 
our  city,  we  would  remind  our  many  kind  friends  that  they  furnish  us  the 
means  for  this  work.  Our  obligations  are  only  exceeded  by  our  gratitude. 
Surely  those  who  have  hitherto  so  liberally  aided  us,  now  that  we  can  show 
them  the  result  of  their  generosity,  will  not  cease  to  befriend  us. 

We  are  not  a  self-supporting  Institution,  we  never  can  be,  the  expenses 
of  so  large  a  family  must  be  immense.  A  ball  was  given  in  December,  1857, 
to  enable  us  to  meet  our  absolute  necessities  and  furnish  funds  for  the 
completion  of  the  new  building.  More  than  happy  would  we  be  if  such 
appeals  to  the  public  could  be  avoided,  but  at  present  they  are  inevitable 
We  are  dependent  upon  the  generosity  and  support  of  the  community  in 
which  we  live ;  it  has  never  yet  failed  us,  and  our  trust  is,  that  it  never  will, 
confident  that  the  Providence  which  feeds  the  young  ravens  will  ever  suc- 
cor those  little  ones  of  whom  it  is  said,  "  Of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven."

REPORT  OF  CASES. 


In  corroboration  of  some  passages  in  the  foregoing,  I  annex  the  follow- 
ing report  of  cases,  compiled  by  the  First  Directress  from  the  records  of  the 
Institution.  That  she  who  has  labored  most  strenuously  in  the  cause  of 
our  "Nursery"  should  best  understand  its  condition,  its  wants,  and  its  use- 
i  fulness,  must  be  evident  to  all. 

"We  have  outlived  much  of  the  prejudice  which  existed  in  consequence 
of  ignorance,  or  malice  in  misstating  in  regard  to  the  mortality  of  infants 
in  our  Institution.  We  are  always  exposed  to  it,  for  nurses  dismissed  for 
.  incompetency,  bad  behavior,  or  other  causes,  revenge  themselves  by  speak- 
i  ing  ill  of  "  The  Nursery  "  which  sheltered  them  and  their  children. 

"  Many  infants  must  die.  Some  are  brought  in  merely  that  their  last  few 
days  may  be  in  comfort  away  from  those  homes  where  their  disease  had 
i  been  brought  on  by  drugs,  neglect,  and  uncleanliness. 

"  It  is  hardly  credible  that  in  a  city  like  this,  children  could  be  starved 
to  death,  yet  our  experience  shows  it  is  not  so  uncommon.  A  child  of  four 
years  old  was  brought  this  winter,  taken  off  the  dead  body  of  her  mother 
who  had  starved  to  death,  her  infant  brother,  also  dead  from  want,  lying 
close  by. 

"  The  humane  lady,  who  found  this  group  in  a  cellar,  on  discovering 
the  breath  of  life  still  in  the  girl,  caused  her  instant  removal  to  the  u  Nurse- 
ry and  Child's  Hospital."  It  was  scarcely  possible  to  determine  if  she  were 
white  or  black,  from  the  filth  and  vermin  with  which  she  was  covered. 
Her  mind  was  entirely  gone.  For  days,  or  even  weeks,  it  was  doubtful  if 
either  health  or  mind  could  be  restored.  But  a  blessing  followed  the 
efforts  made  in  her  behalf,  and  she  recovered  both,  and  left  us  quite  cured 

"  Since  then  there  has  appeared  in  all  the  daily  papers  an  account  of  a 
boy  of  less  than  two  years,  who  had  been  so  bitten  by  his  drunken  father 
as  to  endanger  his  life.  The  child  was  brought  to  us  in  its  frightfully  muti- 
lated condition,  with  but  little  hope  of  restoration.  The  father  was  of 
course  imprisoned. 

"  It  would  be  too  painful  to  describe  this  case,  but  we  are  gratified  that, 
though  still  scarred  badly,  the  child  has  entirely  recovered,  and  in  a  year 
or  more  may  have  outlived  even  his  scars. 
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"But  while  we  mention  these  recoveries,  we  must  also  state  that  those 
children  of  consumptive  parents,  those  drugged  with  paregoric  or  gin,  have 
passed  away  to  the  rest  that  was  not  allowed  them  in  this  world.  AVe 
know  that  their  last  days  were  soothed,  and  more  than  maternal  care 
extended. 

"  A  few  instances  may  be  related  to  show  the  relief  we  extend  to  suffer- 
ing childhood. 

"B.  M. — Four  years  old,  was  sent  to  us  by  a  police  justice,  dreadfully 
burned  and  brutally  treated  by  a  step-mother.  A  blow  had  been  given 
with  a  hot  poker,  which  had  burned  and  lacerated  this  child's  abdomen. 
When  one  of  the  ladies  took  the  child  to  examine  the  extent  of  its  injury, 
the  policeman  begged  her  to  leave  it  to  the  nurse,  for  fear  she  would  faint 
at  the  sight.  It  is  needless  to  state  that  our  Managers  do  not  shrink  from 
such  duties.    The  child  recovered  entirely. 

"  G.  A. — A  premature  child  admitted  for  a  few  days,  as  the  mother  was 
told  her  eldest  son,  who  was  in  Boston,  had  fallen  out  of  a  window,  and  a 
telegraph  had  urged  her  to  come  in  haste  to  receive  his  dying  embrace. 
She  was  not  able  to  take  her  infant,  and  had  no  one  she  could  leave  it 
with.  It  was  asleep  when  left  with  us,  and  on  waking  it  was  discovered 
that,  though  only  four  weeks  old,  both  eyes  were  already  destroyed  by 
disease.    It  died. 

M  B.  D. — Drugged,  perfectly  incurable,  left  on  a  dirty  floor  to  die,  but  a 
kind  lady  obtained  permission  for  it  to  come  and  die  on  a  bed. 
"  A.  F. — Burned  on  a  hot  stove.  Cured. 

"M.  W, — Nearly  blind  of  both  eyes,  disease  of  spine,  arms  twisted  en- 
tirely round  from  disease  and  want  of  care.    Much  improved. 

"  A.  J.  W, — Head  badly  bruised  from  a  fall,  very  ill-used.  The  mother 
said  she  had  a  bad  habit  of  falling  out  of  bed,  though  she  herself  had  the 
care  of  it. 

"  W.  E. — An  infant  of  six  months  —  no  mother — had  been  fed  by  the 
father  with  cabbage,  was  covered  with  vermin. 

"  E.  K. — Hip-joint  disease  of  one  year  standing — admitted  to  die. 

"  A  common  idea  prevails  that  if  infants  are  placed  in  so  fine  a  building, 
with  ladies  to  watch  the  nurses,  and  good  food  provided,  the  children 
would  not  get  sick  or  die  unless  from  accident  or  neglect,  and  when  a 
child  sickens  we  are  held  accountable  and  blamed  for  it.  The  issues  of  life 
or  death  are  not  in  our  hands ;  we  pretend  to  do  no  more  than  this  :  we 
can  keep  them  clean,  warm,  well-fed,  and  provide  well-ventilated  apart- 
ments, such  as  can  not  be  obtained  in  any  other  way.  If  it  is  possible  for 
any  to  be  neglected,  where  constant  watch  is  kept  day  and  night,  what 
must  be  the  case,  where  infants  are  boarded  out  with  poor  women,  who 
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have  to  labor,  sometimes  out  of  their  own  house,  and  are  forced  to  lock 
them  up  in  the  cold  room  alone,  or,  if  with  a  fire,  to  run  the  risk  of  the 
fearful  accidents  so  frequently  recorded  in  our  daily  papers. 

One  great  difficulty  that  we  labor  under  is  the  want  of  wet-nurses.  We 
keep  twenty-five  constantly.  But  women  in  the  station  they  occupy  are 
seldom  found  with  the  maternal  instinct  strong  enough  to  induce  them  to 
remain  and  nurse  their  own  infants,  even  though  they  are  at  no  expense 
whatever.  They  are  told  of  the  difficulty  in  raising  an  infant  deprived  of 
the  nourishment  provided  by  nature,  but  the  six  dollars  a  month  which  they 
receive  as  wet-nurses,  after  deducting  enough  for  the  child's  board,  is  worth 
much  more  to  them  than  the  life  of  the  child,  and  very  few  will  remain,  as 
a  matter  of  choice.  Of  course,  even  if  we  tried  to  obtain  wet-nurses  by 
paying  the  same  wages,  namely,  twelve  dollars  a  month,  any  woman  would 
prefer  the  luxurious  life  of  a  wet-nurse  in  a  private  family,  to  a  position 
where  over  a  hundred  infants  are  in  one  building.  We  have  some  excel- 
lent wet-nurses,  who  have  sufficient  love  for  their  own  to  remain,  and  to 
all  such,  who  are  content  to  divide  their  care  with  a  motherless  child,  we 
offer  a  comfortable  home.  Extra  food  is  always  ready,  so  that  no  woman 
need  be  taxed,  for  an  instant,  beyond  her  strength,  and  whenever  it  is  pos- 
sible, we  prevent  a  woman  wet-nursing  two  infants. 

We  appeal  to  the  public  now  for  encouragement.  Shall  we  refuse  ad- 
mission to  the  hopeless,  incurable  infants,  and  present  in  our  Annual  Report 
a  much  smaller  ratio  of  mortality,  or  shall  we  extend  aid  to  the  suffering, 
food  to  the  starving,  and  sympathy  to  the  dying  ?  Are  we  to  be  guided 
by  the  selfish  considerations  of  worldly  policy,  or  by  the  charity  that  "  en- 
dureth  all  things"  ? 


EEPOKT 

OF  THE 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  FEB.  23,  1859. 


The  past  year  has  been  one  of  great  importance  to  the  future  of  the 
"Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital,"  and  the  Eeport  derives  especial  interest 
from  its  association  with  the  inauguration  of  our  new  edifice. 

Nor  can  it  be  denied  that  the  experience  of  the  year  has  quickened  the 
hopes  of  the  management,  and  strengthened  its  trust  in  the  future  of  this 
difficult  and  novel  undertaking.  It  were  an  easy  matter  so  to  arrange  affairs 
in  the  Nursery  as  greatly  to  lighten  the  duties  devolving  on  the  management, 
and  to  present  annually  that  placid  summary  of  success  so  pleasing  to  that 
large  class  of  charitably  disposed  persons  who  do  not  know  and  could  not 
grapple  with  the  insuperable  difficulties  attending  the  full  development 
of  our  enterprise. 

Every  where  else  children  under  two  years  of  age,  have  been  excluded 
from  Hospitals  and  other  charities,  (unless  exceptionally,)  with  the  effect 
thereby  of  instantly  removing  that  fearful  ratio  of  mortality  demonstrated 
in  the  last  Annual  Report  to  be  inseparable  from  those  years  of  life. 

The  favorable  ratio  of  deaths  thus  obtained  may  be  still  farther  dimin 
ished  by  rigid  scrutiny  of  applicants,  and  careful  exclusion  of  all  not  pre- 
senting the  best  evidences  of  health  ;  and  again,  a  still  farther  reduction 
may  be  obtained  by  promptly  sending  out  children  with  contagious  or 
acute  disease ;  or  by  recommending  the  withdrawal  of  those  beyond  the 
relief  of  art. 

This  charity  sternly  refuses  to  be  trammelled  by  any  such  measures  of 
mere  policy ;  or  to  be  beguiled  by  any  seductive,  specious  reasoning  into 
neglect  of  its  self-imposed  duty  to  the  most  miserable  of  that  miserable 
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class  of  infants,  whose  claims  but  now  begin  to  awaken  attention,  but  for 
whose  sake  this  enterprise  originated,  and  in  whose  behalf  many  a  well- 
considered  plan  only  awaits  the  means  of  accomplishment. 

But  in  this  future  every  step  is  encompassed  with  its  inherent  difilcul- 
I   ties,  inevitable  as  Sin  and  Death,  to  which  they  owe  their  beginning  and 
their  end.    In  the  very  face  of  the  community  must  this  reeking  mass  of 
misery  be  probed  and  examined — but  alas !  never  entirely  removed ! 

Is  it  not  natural  that  charity  herself  should  sometimes  falter  ?    Can  we 
hope  that  many  will  be  willing  patiently  to  investigate  details  of  suffering 
ever  recurring ;  presenting  the  like  saddening  sameness ;  relieved  by  no 
grace  of  manner  or  of  language ;  and  not  often  turn  from  the  Augean  task  ? 
And  yet  deeper  and  deeper  into  the  difficulties  of  the  position  must  this 
\  organization  descend,  before  it  can  hope  to  reach  that  secure  foundation  in- 
\  dispensable  to  its  aims.    That  it  has  thus  far  triumphed  over  these  difficul- 
ties, uninjured  by  those  who  do  not  recognize  its  scope,  or  who  shrink  from 
|  the  tedium  and  the  melancholy  of  its  investigations,  speaks  volumes  for  the 
I  cause,  for  the  gentle  hands  which  have  guided  it,  and  for  that  unconquera- 
ble resolve  and  enthusiasm  derived  from  its  foundress,  whose  prescience  of 
the  Future  animates  the  Present,  as  it  has  animated  the  Past. 

The  three  fold  character  of  the  nursery  must  never  be  lost  sight  of.  It 
I  combines  in  itself  what  is  believed  to  be  no  where  else  combined,  namely  : 

1.  A  home  for  those  infants  whose  neglect  has  formed  a  theme  of  occa- 
!  sional  philanthropic  and  medical  comment  for  a  centmy;  who  have  lived 

as  these  recently  the  subject  of  notice  in  the  newspapers  have  lived;  who 
,  are  constantly  brought  to  our  Dispensaries  just  in  time  for  a  certificate  of 
death. 

2.  A  Hospital  for  the  cure  of  those  seized  with  the  most  fatal  diseases  of 
\  our  race. 

3.  A  Dispensary  whence  medical  care  and  medical  instruction  may  be 
:  reflected  among  the  neighboring  poor ;  offering  beyond  all  other  Dispensa- 
ries in  this  city,  a  Hospital  or  a  Home  to  those  applicants  who  can  thus  be 
•  better  cured  for. 

To  this  three-fold  character  may  be  added  another  in  the  fulfillment  of 
its  duty  to  medical  education.  A  systematic  course  of  Lectures  is  in  ope- 
ration, by  which  for  the  first  time  in  this  city  the  diseases  of  infancy  have 
been  made  the  subject  of  bed-side  Lectures;  the  advantages  of  which  to 
the  student  are  here  enhanced  by  the  opportunities  given  of  studying  those 
phenomena  of  health  so  indispensable  for  a  knowledge  of  disease. 

For  the  development  of  these  features  of  our  charity  the  Medical  Board 
itand  pledged,  and  they  eagerly  desire  that  their  efforts  may  be  strength 
med  by  three  necessary  adjuncts.

1st.  More  space  for  exercise  in  the  open  air. 

2d.  A  sanatorium  or  winter-room  covered  in  with  glass  where  change  of 
air  and  scene  may  be  afforded  in  the  inclement  season. 

3d.  A  place  in  the  country  for  convalescents  and  for  the  refuge  of  the 
feeble  in  our  summer  months. 

There  have  been  423  inmates  of  the  Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital  during 
the  past  year.  These  children  have  given  373  cases  for  Hospital  treatment* 
although  numerous  cases  of  slight  indisposition,  valuable  as  betokening 
predisposition  to  various  diseases,  have  not  been  enumerated.  Scarlet 
Fever,  Measles,  Hooping-cough,  Chicken-pox,  Cholera  Infantum,  and  Re" 
mittent  Fever,  have  been  the  principal  diseases  of  a  contagious  character 
or  dependent  on  influences  of  locality  or  season. 

In  addition  to  these  scourges  of  Infancy  we  have  been  called  on  to  treat 
the  ophthalmia? ;  membranous  or  true  croup ;  peritonitis ;  gangrene  of  the 
mouth  ;  hip-joint  disease  ;  convulsions;  rupture;  inflammations  of  the  mem- 
branes and  substance  of  the  brain ;  cyanosis  or  blue  disease  ;  water  on  the 
brain  ;  inflammations  of  the  lungs  and  pleura  ;  bronchitis ;  ninety  cases  of 
diarrhea,  dysentery,  and  cholera  infantum,  so  marked  as  to  deserve  a  re- 
cord ;  not  to  mention  the  various  discharges  from  the  ears ;  and  the  non- 
contagious eruptive  diseases  of  infancy.  Small-pox  has  been  excluded  from 
the  nursery  by  close  examination  of  applicants  and  by  thorough  vaccina- 
tion. 

There  have  been  seven  cases  of  remittent  fever,  though  the  type  and 
history  would  not  justify  apprehensions  on  the  score  of  locality. 

Six  have  died  who  were  over  two  years  of  age.  Of  these  Rachel  Agnew 
and  George  Odell  will  be  remembered  by  all  acquainted  with  the  Nursery 
for  their  hopeless  condition  on  admission,  and  for  the  length  of  time  in 
which  the  latter  struggled  against  incurable  tubercular  disease ;  Rachel 
succumbing  finally  to  cholera  infantum.  Two  of  this  class  of  children  died 
from  scarlet  fever;  one  from  extensive  peritonitis ;  and  the  last  from  ma- 
rasmus. 

Of  those  certainly  known  to  be  between  the  ages  of  one  and  two  years, 
ten  have  died,  namely,  six  from  marasmus;  one  from  entero-colitis;  one 
from  membranous  croup ;  one  from  the  complications  of  measles  ;  and  one 
from  inflammation  of  the  lungs.  This  last-mentioned  child  was  born  of  a 
consumptive  mother,  and  had  suffered  from  varioloid  before  admission.  The 
majority  of  the  patients  of  this  class  were  recorded  as  delicate  or  hopeless 
on  admission. 

Of  those  children  dead  before  completion  of  their  first  year,  but  fourteen 
are  noted  as  healthy  at  the  tender  age  of  their  admission,  when  time  had 
not  as  yet  developed  the  hereditary  predispositions  to  which  so  vast  a  pro 
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portion  of  our  inmates  are  liable,  or  before  these  symptoms  had  been  re- 
cognized by  closer  examination. 

The  greatest  proportion  of  deaths  has  been  from  infantile  atrophy,  or 
marasmus,  depending  as  it  does  on  hereditary  tubercular  disease,  or  specific 
taint,  or  on  diseases  of  the  glandular  apparatus  of  digestion.  A  more  strict 
classification  would  scarcely  be  possible  from  the  frequent  extent  and  corns 
binations  of  these  diseases  in  the  same  subject,  any  one  of  which  would  be 
sufficient  to  stamp  the  patient  as  hopeless ;  and  however  deeply  interesting 
to  the  physician,  details  would  perhaps  be  out  of  place  in  such  a  report  a- 
this,  which  seeks  simplicity  of  statement,  and  avoidance  of  technicality. 

Nevertheless  it  may  be  permitted  to  introduce  one  of  these  cases  in 
support  of  the  assertion. 

Case. —  Mary  Bradford,  aged  six  months,  an  infant  at  the  breast,  but 
emaciated  and  hopelessly  feeble.  Has  had  diarrhea,  mugnet,  and  sto_ 
matitis,  and  is  suddenly  seized  with  excrutiating  pain  in  the  abdomen,  and 
dies  in  convulsions. 

Post-mortem  examination — "Brain  not  examined.  Eight  lung  presents 
tubercular  softening  at  the  apex,  and  the  left  is  studded  with  miliary  tu- 
bercles which  have  not  yet  softened.  The  liver  has  undergone  fatty  degene- 
ration, many  of  the  cells  displaying  under  the  microscope  as  many  as 
eighteen  oil  globules.  Kidneys  also  very  fatty.  On  examining  the  small 
intestines  a  double  invagination  is  found  above  the  middle  of  the  ilium, 
pervious  but  with  cherry-colored  engorgement  above,  which  proves  its 
ante-mortem  origin.  The  mucous  follicles  of  the  large  intestines  and  the 
mesenteric  glands  are  greatly  enlarged. 

Now  some  of  these  post-mortem  disclosures  may  be  anticipated  with 
unerring  certainty  before  death  ;  but  others  require  careful  examination  of 
i  the  body  with  the  aid  of  the  microscope  for  their  appreciation ;  nor  do 
these  alterations  yield  in  importance  to  the  more  advanced  and  more 
readily  recognized  lesions. 

Thus  in  the  class  of  cases  to  which  we  are  alluding,  the  balance  of 
nutrition  becomes  lost  from  a  great  variety  of  causes.  In  a  very  large  pro- 
portion the  vital  spark  is  overshadowed  and  extinguished  by  the  inherited 
taint  of  tubercle  or  worse ;  in  others,  it  is  lost  from  early  neglect,  impro- 
per food ;  and  the  abominable  practice  of  stifling  the  faint  unreasoning  cry 
?f  infancy  with  opiates.  In  other  cases  an  apparently  healthy  child  suckles 
m  apparently  healthy  and  fond  mother;  but  it  may  pine  and  dwindle 
without  disease ;  and  receiving  no  benefit  from  change  of  milk,  dies 
perhaps  from  pure  exhaustion  before  it  is  greatly  emaciated  ;  when  the 
iver  may  show  fatty  degeneration,  or  some  tubercles  be  displayed  in  the 
ungs  or  elsewhere  by  the  microscope. 
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Why  wonder  at  this  ?  Though  some  be  so  strong  as  to  set  the  ordinary- 
fatal  diseases  of  our  race  at  defiance,  and  reach  a  greatly  advanced  green 
old  age  —  yet  must  they  then  succumb,  if  it  be  only  to  that  exhaustion  of 
the  vital  principle  which  so  promptly  deserts  the  feeble  infant. 

Fourteen  of  those  dying  under  one  year  of  age  are  recorded  as  dying 
from  diarrhea,  dysentery,  and  entero-colitis.  And  precisely  the  same  re- 
marks apply  here  as  to  the  class  just  described.  But  four  are  recorded  as 
healthy  on  admission. 

Eight  have  died  from  pneumonia  and  pleurisy —  two  of  whom  were 
healthy  on  admission.  It  is  interesting  here  to  remark  that  of  the  entire 
number  of  all  ages  dying  from  these  diseases,  (ten,)  no  one  has  occurred  in  an 
uncomplicated  case.  In  four  the  inflammation  affected  both  lungs ;  in  four 
the  pneumonia  was  complicated  with  pleurisy ;  and  in  two  with  entero- 
colitis. One  of  these  patients,  aged  four  months,  was  admitted  with  the 
lower  half  of  the  right  lung  solid  and  useless  for  respiration.  By  the  morn- 
ing the  other  lung  was  involved,  and  death  shortly  occurred.  Of  the  eight 
cases  fatal  under  one  year,  one  died  at  two  months;  one  at  two  months 
and  a  half;  three  at  four  months;  two  at  five  months;  and  one  at  seven 
months — while  all  were  noted  as  delicate  on  admission. 

Five  children  of  this  class  have  died  from  cholera  infantum ;  a  very 
encouraging  result  when  we  remember  the  exposure  of  these  children 
throughout  the  summer. 

Two  from  scarlet  fever;  two  from  membranous  croup;  one  from  hydro- 
cephalus; and  two  from  inflammation  of  the  membranes  of  the  brain 
complete  the  list  of  deaths.  The  review  will  prove  the  truth  of  the  sta- 
tistics in  the  last  Annual  Report,  showing  that  the  fatality  of  infantile 
diseases  is  in  direct  ratio  to  proximity  to  birth ;  and  that  the  two  first  are 
the  fatal  years  of  life. 

The  Dispensary  has  received  and  cared  for  some  seventy  applicants,  and 
the  numbers  will  steadily  and  rapidly  increase  until  this  becomes  a  pro- 
minent feature  of  this  charity. 

It  is  now  to  be  hoped  that  the  Hospital  department  of  the  charity  may 
become  steadily  more  prominent — since  the  experience  of  the  past  demon- 
strates the  great  advantages  here  offered  in  the  treatment  of  acute  disease. 
At  present  we  can  only  receive  a  few  representatives  of  the  large  class  of 
sufferers  whom  We  wish  to  relieve.  The  great  question  now  before  us  is  — 
Shall  we  fill  our  wards  with  those  little  patient  sufferers  whose  pillows  we  ■ 
can  soothe — whose  sufferings  we  can  palliate,  and  who  may  linger,  but  who 
must  die  —  or  shall  we  rather  seek  to  extend  our  advantages  by  opening 
our  doors  in  quick  succession  to  the  ever  abounding  cases  of  acute  disease, 
the  neglect  of  which  may  so  promptly  invite  death,  or  incurable  degenera- 
tion of  tissue  $ 
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To  do  this  will  demand  a  more  general  advertisement  of  our  purpose ; 
it  -will  exclude  the  incurable  in  favor  of  the  curable  ;  but  this  result  will  be 
but  temporary.  Greater  accomodations,  as  you  know,  are  needed  for  these 
neglected  ones.  We  are  in  the  van  of  the  movement  for  their  relief,  and 
there  can  be  no  doubt  but  that  the  State  and  the  charitable  will  second  our 
efforts,  and  that  the  time  must  come  when  the  sick  and  destitute  children  of 
this  metropolis  will  be  cared  for  in  Hospitals  bordering  on  the  water  or  the 
parks ;  while  in  the  development  of  our  plan  the  homeless  infants  will  be 
sheltered  in  an  appropriate  asylum. 

Let  us  hope  that  the  energy  which  has  so  successfully  lightened  the 
past,  may  not  falter  in  the  future,  and  that  this  charity  may  continue  steadily 
to  advance  its  three-fold  purpose  in  harmony  with  the  wonderful  progress 
of  our  city. 

In  all  these  plans  for  the  future,  as  in  the  labors  of  the  present,  the  Me- 
dical Board  express  their  hearty  sympathy,  and  proffer  their  earnest  co- 
operation ;  and  they  are  happy  to  bear  testimony  to  the  zeal  and  fidelity  of 
the  Resident  Physicians  during  the  year,  Drs.  Brian  and  Strozer. 

In  conclusion,  they  desire  to  say  that  they  have  forwarded  to  the  Legisla- 
ture a  petition  for  an  appropriation.

SECRETARY'S  REPORT,  1800. 


Those  who  look  for  novelty  or  striking  incidents  in  the  yearly  records  of  ouf 
"  Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital,"  must  meet  with  disappointment.  Time  passef 
quietly  on  among  its  inmates  in  an  uninterrupted  round  of  duties,  every  houn 
bringing  its  appointed  routine  of  action,  and  its  opportunity  of  winning  that  reri 
ward  of  praise  accorded  by  our  blessed  Master  to  the  faithful  in  life's  little  things, 

And  this  is  what  we  have  labored  for :  a  methodized  household.    This  onck\ 
realized,  and  the  shrinking  doubt  of  success  which  invariably  accompanies  everjj 
institution  in  the  first  experimental  years  of  its  existence,  replaced  by  a  sure  conjj 
sciousness  of  usefulness,  each  day  reaps  its  own  reward  in  the  certainty  tha* 
much  evil  is  averted  among  the  sick  and  suffering  of  our  city,  and  many  a  youngl 
head  sheltered  that  had  perished  for  want,  of  refuge,  but  for  our  open  doorsi 
This  fact  was  plainly  proved  last  summer  when  the  physicians  forbade  our  rel 
ceiving  any  children  who  could  find  a  home  elsewhere ;  and  yet  our  wards  wen 
always  filled.    Motherless  little  ones  are  constantly  brought  to  us  destitute  o 
friends  or  home.   They  are  clothed  and  fed,  watched  and  cherished  as  they  neve 
could  have  been  except  by  that  parent  who  died  in  giving  them  birth,  and  whos-i 
fate  they  must  so  soon  have  shared,  but  for  the  protecting  shelter  which  God* 
blessing  has  permitted  us  to  afford. 

We  could  individualize  many  cases  that  are  full  of  interest  to  the  Manager* j 
but  which  from  their  similarity  would  be  tedious  to  our  out-door  friends.  Th 
same  tales  of  suffering  poverty  reach  us  day  by  day ;  of  needy  mothers  wit 
young  babies  deserted  by  their  husbands,  sometimes  after  base  unkindness,  wh 
come  to  us  for  a  home;  of  helpless  infants  who  have  been  boarded  out  in  th 
city,  drugged,  neglected,  half-starved,  followed  by  entreaties  for  admission  when 
they  will  be  sure  of  warm  clothing,  cleanliness,  and  plenty  of  substantial  foo< 
Do  we  require  greater  proofs  than  these  that  the  11  Nursery  and  Child's  IIospi 
tal"  supplies  a  great  want  in  our  city;  greater  incentives  to  encourage  us  in  01 
trying  but  interesting  labors  ? 
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Our  list  of  applicants  almost  always  exceeds  in  number  the  accommodations 
pf  our  building,  and  all  nations  and  religions  find  their  representatives  among  our 
i/early  inmates.   The  lives  of  charitable  institutions,  like  those  of  individuals,  find 
iometimes  in  their  own  community,  active  enemies,  as  well  as  friends.  Many, 
pxcited  by  the  misrepresentations  of  others,  have  railed  at  our  charity,  and  while 
gnorant  of  the  inner  workings  of  our  system,  have  condemned  it ;  but  those  who 
ia.ve  seen  for  themselves  the  vigilance  of  the  matron,  the  care  and  kindness  of  the 
kead  nurses,  and  the  strict  conformity  to  rule  and  discipline  exacted  from  our  wet 
[urses  and  subordinates,  have  left  us  convinced  that  so  far  as  human  efforts  for 
lie  comfort,  welfare  and  happiness  of  young  children  avail,  the  successful  results 
Ire  to  be  found  with  us.    Most  thankfully  do  we  assert  that  many  strong  oppo- 
jents  have  become  our  warm  friends  during  the  past  year.    The  health  of  the 
ouse  has  been  much  improved  by  our  present  quarantine  arrangements,  by 
'hich  the  spread  of  contagious  disease  has  been  prevented,  and  chicken  pox, 
hooping  cough,  measles,  the  more  terrible  scarlet  fever,  and  erysipelas,  limit- 
l  in  their  progress. 

I  The  Dispensary  now  attached  to  the  Hospital,  under  the  care  of  our  resident 
pysician,  is  daily  visited  by  the  sick  and  suffering  for  relief;  many  come  from 
•eat  distances  to  receive  the  advice  and  medicine  which  is  bestowed  gratis  to 
applicants. 

Our  Board  of  Physicians,  by  their  daily  attendance  and  advice,  their  constant 
ingestions  for  the  improvement  of  our  sanitary  rules,  their  active  interest  in  the 
eviation  of  suffering,  command  our  thanks.  We  feel  that  gratitude  is  but  a 
or  equivalent  for  their  toil  and  labor,  which  is  freely  given,  irrespective  of  time 
season ;  but  a  sense  of  obligation  in  the  past,  and  the  hope  of  their  continued 
brts  in  our  behalf,  make  the  expression  of  it  a  pleasure,  if  not  a  duty. 
The  resignation  of  Dr.  H.  G.  Cox,  one  of  the  most  prominent  members  of  the 
ard,  was  received  with  deep  regret,  his  services  during  the  first  trying  years 
our  Society,  having  been  of  most  unwearied  energy.  The  Board  of  Managers 
:  3m  themselves  fortunate  in  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Robert  Watts  to  supply  the 
ancy. 

During  the  past  year  the  following  numbers  have  been  in  the  Institution  *. — 
[  women,  510  children :  total  704.  The  present  number  of  inmates  amounts 
163 — of  whom  35  are  wet  nurses,  109  children. 

Many  women  have  been  provided  with  situations  as  wet  nurses.  These;  latter 
terally  leave  their  children  with  us.    Whenever  it  is  possible,  we  persuade  the 
1  thers  to  remain  and  nurse  their  own  children,  but  the  prospect  of  high  wages 
a  luxurious  and  comparatively  idle  life,  usually  proves  too  tempting  an  allure- 
it:  they  prefer  to  risk  the  life  of  the  child  by  giving  it  up  to  the  care  of  stran- 
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gers,  rather  than  remain  with  it  themselves.  The  older  children  thrive  admira- 
bly both  in  mind  and  body.  A  resident  teacher  has  them  under  constant  super- 
vision, and  their  progress  during  the  year  in  the  minor  branches  of  an  Englisl 
education  is  gratifying  from  its  steady  increase. 

The  past  twelvemonth  has  been  burdened  with  trying  anxieties  for  every  men* 
ber  of  the  Board,  Our  financial  embarrassments  have  surpassed  those  of  any 
preceding  year.  During  the  early  autumn,  serious  apprehensions  were  felt  that 
the  Institution  must  be  closed,  owing  to  an  empty  treasury,  and  very  heavy  bills: 
but  the  energetic  efforts  of  the  Managers,  some  of  whom  raised  hundreds  of  dol- 
lars by  their  individual  exertions,  have  relieved  present  necessities,  and  we  arc 
now  out  of  debt.  * 

With  unassuming  thankfulness,  we  acknowledge  the  cheerful,  ready  response 
that  our  appeals  for  aid  have  always  met  with.  We  can  but  recognize  the  pro 
tecting  power  of  Providence  in  thus  opening  the  hearts  and  the  hands  of  His  sei| 
vants.  We  bestow  many  benefits  on  the  sick  and  needy,  but  our  means  of  coif 
tinuing  them  are  derived  from  our  subscribers,  our  well  wishers,  and  occasion! 
aid  from  public  authorities.  We  humbly,  but  confidently,  hope  that  our  need) 
will  be  supplied,  and  that  our  future  will  prove  but  a  blight  reflection  of  the  pas  I 
in  the  countenance  and  encouragement,  the  support  and  sympathy,  of  all  our  trie, 
friends  and  helpers,  when  they  remember  that — 

"He  that  giveth  to  the  poor,  lendeth  to  the  Lord."

REPORT 

OF  THE 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  FEB.  25,  1860. 


The  Board  of  Physicians  of  the  Nursery  and  Child's  Ho^jital,  beg  leave  to  of- 
fer their  cordial  congratulations  to  the  Board  of  Managers,  on  this  the  sixth  ad- 
versary of  their  organization,  and  assure  them  or  its  continued  usefulness  and 
prosperity. 

This  Institution  as  yet  in  its  infancy,  has  accomplished  much  for  an  unfortu- 
nate class,  heretofore  neglected  and  uncared  for,  and  as  year  after  year  brings  it 
experience,  we  feel  additional  confidence,  that  with  its  growth  it  will  gathers 
strength  for  more  extended  benefit. 

At  the  last  Annual  Meeting  in  February,  1859,  there  were  reported  as  re- 
maining in  the  House  117  children  and  41  adults — 393  children  have  since  been 
admitted,  by  far  the  larger  proportion  of  whom  were  under  one  year  of  age.  Of 
this  number  about  250  have  been  treated  as  Hospital  cases.  Forty  women,  ad- 
mitted as  nurses,  have  also  been  treated  and  cured  of  various  diseases.  Those  are 
not  included  who  have  been  prescribed  for  in  the  Dispensary  department.  Neither 
does  it  recognize  those  children  who  have  been  under  treatment  for  more  than 
one  disease.  Were  this  number  accurately  recorded,  it  would  swell  greatly  our 
list  of  patients,  and  present  a  still  more  favorable  per  centage  of  cures. 

Almost  every  child  presented  for  admission  is  more  or  less  diseased ;  either 
from  neglect,  drugging  with  narcotics  to  stop  its  cries,  or  from  unsuitable  food ; 
or  from  hereditary  taint,  as  scrofula,  syphilis,  &c.* 


*  We  now  meet  no  less  frequently  than  in  years  gone  by,  that  fearful  record,  entered 
over  against  the  date  of  the  child's  admission— "  taken  in  to  die." 
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Another  cause  of  the  frequent  mortality  among  this  class  of  children,  not  of-| 
ten  recognized  or  acknowledged— is  the  effort  made  by  the  mothers,  even  of 
legitimate  children,  to  destroy  them  before  birth.  Their  own  experience  of  thel 
world  and  its  cold  charity,  has  been  sueh,  that  they  are  unwilling  to  bear  child- 
ren to  follow  in  their  track  of  hardship  and  suffering. 

In  this  Institution  the  mother  is  told  that  she  need  not  be  separated  from  her  child, 
during  the  first  year  of  its  life,  if  she  desires  to  remain  with  it,  and  will  conform  I 
to  the  rules  of  the  house  ;  thus  removing  the  excuse  so  often  urged,  that  she 
must  seek  the  situation  of  wet  nurse  in  order  to  support  herself  and  child.  Iti 
must  however  with  sorrow  be  confessed,  that  the  temptation  of  gain  is  often 
Stronger  than  maternal  affection.  Many  of  the  deaths  which  have  occurred  I 
during  the  past  year  are  among  those  children  who  have  been  under  the  exclusive 
Care  of  their  own  mothers. 

Ihe  following  are  some  of  the  diseases  which  we  have  treated : 
Cholera  Infantum;  Diarrhoea.   Entero-Colitis ;   Marasmus;  Hydrocephalus; 
Conjunctivitis;   Bronchitis;   Pneumonia;   Croup;   Fevers;   Injuries;  Convul- 
sions. 

Owing  to  a  diligent  attention  to  vaccination,  small-pox  has  not  attacked  one  of; 
our  charge. 

Diseases  of  the  eye  have  been  of  a  mild  type  and  have  always  yielded  readily 
to  treatment. 

It  gives  us  great  pleasure  to  state  that  Ciioierp  Infantum,  that  scourge  of  in- 
fancy, has  committed  fewer  ravages  within  our  borders,  than  upon  any  former 
year.  This  is  in  part  owing  to  the  increased  accommodation  and  better  ventila-L 
tion  afforded  by  our  new  building;  and  in  part  to  the  fact  that  there  is  always  a 
competent  Resident  Physician  at  hand  to  watch  for  the  earliest  symptoms  and 
ward  off  the  threatened  danger. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  winter  we  had  a  few  mild  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  but| 
by  a  system  of  quarantine,  rigidly  pursued,  we  were  enabled  to  check  the  march  I 
of  the  "  Red  Demon  of  the  Nursery. 

Diptheria,  which  has  during  the  past  winter  so  scourged  our  city  and  is  ex- 
citing so  much  alarm  in  the  public  mind,  has  touched  us  with  a  light  hand. 

We  feel  assured  that  our  bill  of  mortality  for  the  past  year,  will  compare  fa- 
vorably with  that  of  the  city  at  large,  or  of  any  Institution  where  infants  and 
young  children  are  the  patients  cared  for. 

As  is  usual  in  all  our  mortality  reports,  it  will  be  found  that  by  far  the  larger 
proportion  of  deaths  occurred  in  infants  under  one  year  of  age.  The  reasons  for 
this  have  been  so  often  presented  to  you  that  it  is  hardly  necessary  to  repeat 
them  here. 
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The  Medical  Board  would  call  attention  to  the  allusion  made  in  our  last  year's 
report,  to  three  necessary  ad  juncts  for  the  perfect  development  of  our  chanty. 
"  1st.    More  space  for  exercise  in  the  open  air. 

2nd.  A  sanatorium  or  winter  room  covered  in  with  glas3,  where  change  of 
air  and  scene  may  be  afforded  in  the  inclement  season. 

3rd.  A  place  in  the  country  for  convalescents  and  for  the  refuge  of  the  feeble 
in  our  summer  months." 

Our  continued  experience  convinces  us  that  the  Hospital  is  the  great  feature 
of  our  charity,  which  must  be  nurtured  and  extended.  Ample  accommodation 
for  all  sick  infants  and  young  children  should  be  furnished,  so  that  none  suffering 
from  injury  or  disease  may  be  refused  admission. 

The  Dispensary  department  has  extended  relief  to  many  infants  whose  diseases 
lid  not  entitle  them  to  admission,  or  whose  parents  did  not  desire  to  surrender 
hem  entirely  into  our  hands. 

We  feel  that  much  has  been  accomplished  in  affording  comfort  to  the  poor 
nothers,  and  proper  food,  clothing  and  care  to  the  infants. 

We  are  also  confident  that  the  rate  of  mortality  has  been  lessened  by  our 
rfforts. 

<  ur  doors  have  been  freely  opened  to  all  who  earnestly  seek  information  on 
he  diseases  of  children.  Clinical  teaching,  post  mortem  examinations  and  mi- 
roscopic  observations,  present  advantages  never  before  offered  to  students.  And 
ie  also  desire  in  the  future  that  this  may  be  made  a  school  for  the  proper  educa- 
ion  of  nurses.

SECRETARY'S  REPORT  FOR  1860. 


Much  anxiety,  much  individual  labor,  and  many  changes, 
stand  prominent  in  the  chronicles  of  "  The  Nursery"  for  the 
year  1860.  Financial  embarrassments  that,  had  they  not  been 
met  by  the  strenuous  and  united  efforts  of  every  member  of 
.  our  Board,  would  have  overwhelmed  our  progress,  were  only 
overcome  through  the  medium  of  another  appeal  to  the  pub- 
lic, that  ready  friend  who  has  so  invariably  responded  with 
generosity  and  alacrity  to  all  our  calls  for  aid.  The  possi- 
bility of  debt  brings  always  with  it  many  cares,  and  each 
working  member  feels  at  such  a  time  called  upon  for  unwonted 
exertion.  In  addition  to  this,  the  carrying  out  of  our  plan  of 
internal  order  has  many  difficulties.  The  care  of  so  many 
homeless,  destitute  children,  each  one  a  claimant  for  sympathy, 
protection  and  support,  furnishes  heart,  brain,  and  hand-work 
for  all  who  are  interested  in  our  Society  ;  and  the  innumerable 
plans  and  arrangements  for  the  comfort,  health,  and  instruction 
of  these  little  ones  require  all  the  forethought  and  anxiety  at- 
tendant upon  family  life,  combined  with  the  methodized  dis- 
cipline indispensable  to  the  routine  of  public  institutions,  where 
the  housing  of  numbers  obliges  a  systematic  course  of  duty  to 
be  planned  for  and  pursued  by  each  individual  member  of  the 
household. 

But  we  have  had  more  than  this  to  struggle  against.  An 
almost  irreparable  loss  to  "  The  Nursery  "  has  occurred  in  the 
withdrawal  of  our  First  Directress  from  all  active  labor  in  our 
behalf.  That  any  expressions  of  regret  could  at  all  explain  the 
sorrow  felt  by  all  our  members  in  losing  her,  simply  as  a  friendly 
co-worker,  every  heart  will  answer  is  impossible ;  for  her  inter- 
est and  devotion  to  the  cause  reacted  upon  all  brought  within 
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her  influence,  imbuing  every  one  with  a  desire  to  attain  her 
high  standard  of  duty.  But  when  we  consider  the  active 
energy  she  brought  to  bear  upon  all  out-door  departments, 
how  all  obstacles  to  the  success  of  the  Nursery  she  has  found- 
ed and  finally  firmly  established  were  crushed  beneath  the  in- 
domitable determination  to  work  out  this  problem  of  helping 
tender,  neglected  infancy  to  live,  we  do  not  wonder  at  the  suc- 
cess which  has  attended  her  unswerving  efforts,  but  look  sadly 
and  fearfully  into  the  future  when  our  Institution  is  to  be  de- 
prived of  her  vigilant  labors  and  unwearying  zeal. 

That  her  name  yet  stands  first  upon  our  list  of  Managers, 
first  in  our  memories  and  in  our  hearts  as  the  foundress  and 
best  friend  of  "  The  Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital,"  must  be 
an  abiding  proof  that,  although  ill-health  deprives  us  of  her 
presence,  that  great,  good  spirit  of  Christian  charity,  love, 
and  sympathy  which  led  her  to  organize  this  Society,  will  be 
the  ever-present  guide  to  overrule  all  the  principles  and  actions 
of  our  Board. 

We  most  regretfully  record  the  resignation  of  some  of  our 
most  faithful  cooperators  on  the  Board  of  Physicians.  That 
they  have  served  us  long  and  well  is  sufficient  reason  we 
should  be  willing  to  grant  them  a  release  from  trying  duties, 
but  is  equally  a  reason  that  the  want  of  their  thoughtful  care 
and  interest  should  be  felt  and  mourned. 

We  welcome  those  who  have  replaced  them,  with  the  cer- 
tainty that  their  sympathy  must  be  elicited  by  our  cause,  and 
with  the  promise  that  they  will  share  the  poor  reward  of  our 
gratitude  for  their  services  with  those  who  have  gone  before. 

Notwithstanding  our  many  discouragements,  a  good  Pro- 
vidence permits  the  record  of  much  internal  prosperity.  The 
children  are  healthier  than  ever  before  since  the  opening  of 
the  Institution;  our  numbers  have  much  increased,  and  our  list 
of  applicants  from  all  classes  and  religions  is  daily  enlarging. 

Contagious  disease  has  been  almost  excluded  from  us,  and 
although  our  Hospital,  as  its  name  and  mission  implies,  has 
constant  cases  of  pitiable  suffering,  yet  our  house-wards, 
which  are  entirely  distinct  from  the  Hospital  limits,  show  much 
that  is  gratifying  to  the  constant  care  of  our  daily  committees. 

It  is  perhaps  little  known  to  the  public  that,  in  addition  to 
the  infants  that  we  shelter  from  harsh  usage  and  neglect,  the 
number  of  our  growing  children  is  seldom  less  than  forty. 
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These  children  are  subjected  to  the  kindest  and  most  judicious 
training.  Not  only  are  their  bodies  cared  for,  healthful 
nourishment,  cleanliness,  and  warm  clothing  provided  for 
them,  but  they  are  under  the  constant  supervision  of  our 
resident  teacher.  Four  hours  a  day  they  are  instructed  in  the 
rudiments  of  an  English  education,  reading,  writing,  history, 
geography,  and  arithmetic,  and  the  rest  of  their  time  is  use- 
fully employed — by  the  larger  girls,  in  sewing  and  house-work ; 
by  the  little  ones  in  healthful  games  and  exercise. 

The  school  department,  by  an  amendment  in  our  Constitu- 
tion, now  receives  the  undivided  attention  of  one  lady  manager 
for  a  term  of  four  months,  during  which  time  a  thorough  in- 
sight into  the  progress  and  attainments  of  each  child  is  gained 
and  the  course  of  study  and  moral  training  investigated.  We 
hope  by  this  means  to  gain  an  ascendency  over  the  minds  and 
affections  of  the  children,  to  ingraft  principles  of  honesty  of 
purpose  and  integrity  of  thought,  calculated  to  insure  to  them 
a  future  of  happiness,  both  in  this  world  and  the  next. 

Late  in  the  autumn  it  was  found  necessary  to  replenish  our 
exhausted  treasury.  Winter  fuel  and  clothing  had  to  be  pro- 
cured ;  the  daily  expenses  of  the  house  could  not  be  reduced. 
The  First  Directress  proposed  a  plan  by  which  the  rich  child- 
ren of  our  city  might  help  the  poor  little  dependents  of  char- 
ity. An  entertainment  was  given  under  the  name  of  u  Santa 
Claus  Festival,"  which,  thanks  to  our  out-door  friends'  liberal- 
ity, furnished  means  for  all  present  necessities,  and  will  proba- 
bly enable  us  to  go  through  the  year  without  debt.

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We  are  condemned  by  many  who  should  be  our  friends  for 
the  high  price  of  board  asked  for  our  children.  Many  think 
that  our  subscription  and  donation  lists  should  pay  all  our  ex- 
penses. How  gladly  would  we  open  wide  our  doors,  freely  and 
reservedly,  for  the  sick  and  homeless  children  of  charity  could 
we  do  so  !  but  a  reference  to  our  Treasurer's  Report  will  prove 
how  small  a  proportion  the  said  lists  bear  to  our  expenditures, 
and  give  a  sad  verification  of  the  absolute  necessity  of  our 
often-repeated  appeals  for  public  aid. 

The  four  or  five  dollars  a  month  paid  for  one  child,  it  must 
be  remembered,  is  all  that  is  asked  for  the  shelter,  food,  fuel,  and 
clothing,  not  only  of  that  child,  but  of  the  woman  who  nurses  it, 
and  the  second  baby  that  she  has  under  her  charge.  For  when  a 
mother  remains  with  her  own  infant,  giving  it  that  care  that  Pro- 
vidence intended  every  woman  should  give  her  offspring,  then 
she  and  her  child  are  housed,  fed,  and  clothed  without  charge, 
and  in  some  instances,  when  she  remains  a  long  time  with  us, 
and  the  nurse-child  under  her  care  is  delicate,  she  receives  low 
wages.  It  is  only  w^hen  the  luxuries  of  a  place  at  service,  and 
the  prospect  of  high  wages  tempt  the  mothers  to  sacrifice  their 
child  to  the  care  of  another  woman,  that  we  ask  five  dollars  a 
month  for  that  care.  Can  that  amount  cover  the  additional 
expenses  incurred  for  that  child's  nurse  and  her  own  infant  ? 

We  can  only  say  to  those  prejudiced  against  us,  Come  and 
see  for  yourselves  ;  see  the  bright,  happy  faces  of  our  growing 
children  ;  see  the  distressing,  diseased  condition  of  many  of  our 
applicants ;  see  the  care  bestowed  upon  the  sick  and  suffering 
of  our  Hospital ;  and  for  a  moment  consider  the  uncleanliness, 
wretchedness,  and  starvation  that  abound  in  the  homes  of  these 
little  ones  ;  contrast  their  birthright  with  their  present  benefits, 
and  then  answer  whether  we  are  right  or  wrong  in  reminding 
you,  in  your  plenty,  that  God's  "  poor  ye  have  always  with 
you,"  and  that  He  has  said :  "  Inasmuch  as  you  do  it  unto 
the  least  of  these  little  ones,  you  do  it  unto  me."

FAREWELL  LETTER  OF  FIRST  DIRECTRESS. 


My  Friexds  :  January  29th,  1861. 

I  have  neither  the  courage  nor  the  physical  ability  to  appear 
before  you  and  say  farewell.  Little  did  I  suppose  when  I  last 
presided  at  this  Board  that  it  was  for  the  last  time.  My  labors 
for  the  Nursery  were  uncommonly  arduous  during  the  Festival, 
and  at  a  time  when  my  failing  strength  warned  me  to  cease 
from  them.  Great  exertions,  however,  were  necessary,  owing 
to  the  inefficiency  of  others  on  whom  we  were  obliged  to  de- 
pend. If  the  result  had  been  a  failure,  or  if  the  Nursery  was 
in  further  need,  not  even  the  determined  action  of  my  physician 
could  have  induced  me  to  relinquish  my  post.  The  necessity  of 
surrendering  to  others  the  care  of  what  is  so  dear  to  me  would 
be  a  sorrow  greater  than  I  could  bear,  if  I  did  not  leave  the 
Nursery  in  a  perfectly  prosperous  condition.  Seven  years  of 
my  life  have  been  devoted  to  its  care.  Trials  and  vicissitudes, 
more  than  ordinarily  fall  to  the  lot  of  Institutions,  have  been 
borne,  because  its  very  novelty  was  an  obstacle.  The  poor,  al- 
ways suspicious  of  efforts  made  in  their  behalf,  could  not  com- 
prehend the  love  which  prompted  ladies  to  leave  comfortable 
homes  and  happy  faces,  to  take  care  of  their  wretched  and  un- 
attractive children,  whom  they  were  forced  to  leave,  in  order 
to  provide  even  the  drugs  which  stilled  their  cries.  It  has  not 
been  alone  the  suspicion  and  ignorance  of  the  poor  with  which 
we  have  contended.  The  richj  little  knowing  from  what  misery 
these  children  were  taken,  and  unwisely  listening  to  the  pitiful 
tales  of  mothers,  (only  made  more  pitiful  to  extort  money,)  have 
by  their  thoughtlessness  often  made  our  labors  greater  than 
they  otherwise  would  have  been.  Our  various  endeavors  to 
raise  funds  to  carry  on  our  enterprise,  though  uniformly  suc- 
1* 
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cessful,  have  caused  much  unpleasant  feeling.  But  the  seven  I 
years  of  labor  have  brought  forth  their  fruit.  The  Institution 
has  lived  down  its  calumnies,  tbe  poor  appreciate  your  kind- 
ness, and  the  blessing  of  God  has  evidently  been  with  the  I 
Nursery  from  its  commencement.  No  debt  hangs  over  your  | 
Institution  ;  the  health  of  its  inmates  is  uncommonly  good;  its  i 
rules  and  regulations  have  been  tested  sufficiently  to  show  their 
efficiency,  and  your  experience,  though  dearly  bought,  is  now 
invaluable.  In  several  cities  similar  Nurseries  have  sprung  up, 
taking  ours  as  their  model.  My  friends,  you  no  longer  need 
me  ;  and  yet  my  heart  throbs  painfully  as  I  write  that  which 
absolves  me  from  what  has  always  been  such  a  pleasure  as  well 
as  duty.  I  wish  I  could  express  to  you  the  love  I  feel  for  all 
of  you,  who  by  your  kind  sympathy,  your  ready  aid,  and  your 
uniform  personal  kindness,  have  made  my  path  brighter  and  my 
duties  lighter.  My  thanks  are  but  a  poor  return.  My  love  is 
all  I  can  leave  with  you,  and  be  assured  that  though  it  has 
pleased  our  heavenly  Father  to  remove  me  from  the  sphere  of 
usefulness  I  had  always  hoped  to  fill,  I  shall  never  cease  to  pray 
for  blessings  on  that  Institution  which  must  always  seem  to  me 
as  one  of  my  children,  and  whose  welfare  must  be  intimately 
associated  with  my  happiness.  Though  resigning  all  control 
and  responsibility,  I  shall  wish  to  come  among  you  when  my 
strength  allows,  and  retain  your  friendship — I  hope  I  may  say 
your  love.  Those  of  you  who  reciprocate  that  feeling  will,  I 
trust,  give  it  evidence  by  retaining  their  several  offices  and 
duties.  Nothing  could  add  more  to  my  sorrow  in  leaving  than 
the  knowledge  of  any  further  change.  I  fear,  my  dear  friends, 
that  I  weary  you,  yet  I  dread  the  moment  when  my  communi- 
cation with  you  ceases,  and  my  pen  almost  refuses  to  write  my 
Farewell.  Friends — Sisters — may  God  bless  you  all,  and  in 
your  prayers,  petition  for  me  that  I  may  be  among  the  number 
of  those  of  whom  it  is  said, 

l:  They  also  serve  who  only  stand  and  wait."

REPORT 

OF  THE 


ON   THE   YEAR   ENDIXG   MARCH    1st,   IS 61. 


The  Medical  Board  of  the  Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital  beg 
leave  to  transmit  to  the  Lady  Managers  the  accompanying  re- 
port of  that  branch  of  the  Institution  that  has  been  more  par- 
ticularly under  its  supervision,  and  at  the  same  time  to  congrat- 
ulate them  on  the  continued  usefulness  and  efficiency  of  the 
charity  in  which  they  have  so  nobly  interested  themselves,  and 
for  the  support  of  which  they  have  so  generously  given  bot 
time  and  money.  During  the  past  year  there  have  been  under 
medical  treatment  607  patients.  Of  these  463  have  been  dis- 
charged cured,  22  remain  under  our  care  at  present,  and  106 
have  died,  showing  a  most  favorable  per-centage  of  cures.  The 
diseases  most  rife  among  us  have  been  cholera  infantum,  dvs 
tery,  diarrhea,  croup,  bronchitis,  and  pneumonia.  Fortunately 
we  have  been  spared  an  epidemic  of  any  of  those  eruptive  dis- 
eases which  are  so  terribly  destructive  to  infants.  We  have 
had  no  cases  of  small-pox,  owing  to  a  diligent  attention  to  vac- 
cination. Diseases  of  the  eye  have  been  very  mild  in  their  cha- 
racter, and  have  been  attended  by  no  bad  consequences.  Two 
thirds  of  the  deaths  which  have  occurred  during  the  year  have 
been  due  to  disorders  of  the  digestive  apparatus ;  that  in  fact 
cholera  infantum  and  entero  colitis  are,  as  they  always  have 
been,  the  chief  opponents  with  which  we  have  to  contend, 
though  the  increased  attention  to  ventilation  and  the  scrupu- 
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lous  neatness  that  characterizes  the  establishment  have  brought 
down  the  death-rate.  The  vast  majority  of  those  who  have 
fallen  a  prey  to  its  ravages  came  to  us  with  the  disease  upon 
them ;  indeed  almost  every  child  presented  for  admission,  either 
from  unsuitable  food  or  from  the  irritation  of  dentition,  is  more 
or  less  diseased  in  this  way.  One  half  of  our  patients,  on  enter- 
ing the  Institution,  are  subjected  to  a  change  of  diet,  and  that 
at  an  early  age  and  when  suffering  from  teething,  and  conse- 
quently can  make  but  a  feeble  resistance  against  disease ;  and  it 
is  only  by  careful  watching  and  patient,  intelligent  experiment 
that  an  unirritating  substitute  can  be  found  for  that  natural 
nourishment  of  which  so  many  of  them  are  necessarily  deprived. 
Proper  hygienic  management,  minute  attention  to  ventilation 
and  food,  lie  at  the  foundation  of  the  successful  treatment  of 
infantile  disease,  and  these  subjects  demand  and  receive  the 
especial  watchfulness  of  the  Medical  Board.  It  is  with  feelings 
of  the  deepest  regret  that  the  Medical  Board  learn  of  the  re- 
signation of  the  late  First  Directress,  Mrs.  Dubois.  Under  her 
energetic  management  the  Nursery  has  risen  from  its  compara- 
tively humble  origin  to  its  present  successful  condition,  and  her 
name  has  become  intimately  identified  with  the  charity  she  has 
so  nobly  originated  and  sustained.  We  cordially  welcome  her 
successor,  and  feel  warranted  in  predicting  the  continued  pros- 
perity of  the  affairs  of  the  Institution  while  they  are  under  her 
guidance.  During  the  past  year  the  Nursery  has  lost,  by  re- 
signation, the  valuable  services  of  the  Attending  Physicians 
Drs.  Peters  and  Johnson,  and  Drs.  Lambert  and  Swift  have 
been  elected  to  fill  the  vacancies  in  the  Medical  Board  thus 
caused.  The  thanks  of  the  Board  are  due  to  the  House  Physi- 
cians who  have  resided  in  the  Institution  during  the  year,  for 
their  promptitude  and  kindness  in  the  care  of  the  children.  In 
conclusion,  the  Board  begs  leave  to  return  its  thanks  to  the 
ladies,  for  their  ready  and  eager  cooperation  in  any  suggestion 
for  the  prevention  or  relief  of  disease,  and  to  tender  them  the 
warmest  wishes  for  the  continued  advancement  of  the  charity 
for  winch  we  gladly  labor.

CONSTITUTION 


Article  L 

This  Institution  shall  be  called  "  The  Nursery  and  Child's 
Hospital." 

Article  II. 

This  Society  shall  consist  of  persons  of  all  denominations  who 
shall  annually  contribute  to  its  funds. 

*   Article  III. 

Its  objects  are  the  maintenance  and  care  of  the  children  of 
wet  nurses,  and  the  daily  charge  of  infants  whose  parents  labor 
away  from  home. 

Article  IV. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  consist  of  thirty-five  ladies,  who 
shall  contribute  annually  at  least  five  dollars  to  the  funds  of  the 
Society. 

Article  V. 

They  shall  hold  their  stated  meetings  on  the  last  Thursday 
of  each  month,  at  eleven  o'clock  a.m.  ;  and  their  annual  meeting 
on  the  first  day  of  March,  at  the  same  hour. 

Article  VI. 

At  the  annual  meeting  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  fill  all 
vacancies  in  their  number  by  ballot,  and  shall  receive  the  annual 
report  of  the  officers.

Article  VII. 

Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  request  of  any  five  Man- 
agers. 

Article  VIII. 

The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  First,  Second,  and  Third 
Directress,  a  Treasurer,  and  a  Secretary,  who  shall  be  members 
of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  annually  elected  by  the  same. 

Article  IX. 

Seven  members  of  the  Board,  including  one  of  the  officers, 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Article  X. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  alter  and  amend 
the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Society,  provided  two 
months'  notice  shall  be  given  of  any  contemplated  amendment. 
They  shall  have  power  to  transact  all  business  of  the  Nursery, 
saving  the  investment  or  sale  of  any  property  belonging  to  the 
same,  for  which  purpose  tiie  presence  of  thirteen  Managers,  in- 
cluding one  Directress  and  the  Treasurer,  shall  be  necessary,  as 
well  as  the  assent  in  writing  of  the  "  Advisory  Committee." 

Article  XI. 

Three  gentlemen  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  to 
act  as  an  Advisory  Committee.  They  shall  be  consulted  in  all 
matters  of  finance,  especially  in  the  investment  of  funds,  and 
shall  audit  the  Treasurer's  yearly  report. 

Article  XII. 

The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  eight  Consulting  and 
Visiting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  office  until  displaced  by  the 
unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 


BYLAWS. 


Article  L — Officers. 

Sec.  1.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  perform  the  duties 
directed  by  the  Constitution,  By-Laws,  and  Resolutions  of  the 
Society, 

Article  II. — Directresses. 

Sec.  1.  The  First  Directress  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of 
the  Board  of  Managers,  and  shall  appoint  all  committees,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  special  resolution  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  2.  The  First  Directress  shall  possess  the  power  of  voting 
on  all  questions  before  the  Board,  and  shall,  in  addition,  have 
the  casting  vote  whenever  one  may  be  necessary. 

Sec.  3.  Two  of  the  Directresses  shall  visit  the  Nursery  at 
least  once  in  every  month,  to  inspect  its  condition  and  manage- 
ment, and  shall  report  their  observations  at  the  monthly  meet- 
ings- 

Sec.  4.  The  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  or  in  her  ab 
sence  a  Manager  elected  at  the  time,  shall  preside  at  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Society,  whether  special  or  stated. 

Article  III. — Secretary. 

Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  to  give  such  public  notice  of  the  annual  meetings  as 
may  be  specially  resolved  upon.  She  shall  furnish  each  Man- 
ager with  due  notice  of  each  special  meeting,  and  shall  inform 
them  of  their  election.  She  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the 
Board,  and  shall  keep  a  written  record  of  their  proceedings, 
and  shall  have  charge  of  such  papers  and  documents  as  may  be 
intrusted  to  her  by  the  Directresses. 
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Sec.  2.  At  each  meeting  she  shall  present  for  approval,  or 
correction,  the  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting.  She  shall  in 
addition,  at  her  oj)tion,  share  in  all  duties  devolving  on  her  as 
Manager. 

Sec.  3.  She  shall  receive  all  donations  and  subscriptions,  as 
well  as  all  moneys  that  may  be  paid  towards  the  funds  of  the 
Nursery,  and  having  taken  an  account  of  the  amounts,  as  well 
as  of  the  names  of  the  donors  and  subscribers,  pay  the  same  to 
the  Treasurer,  taking  her  receipt  therefor. 

Sec.  4.  She  shall  prepare  an  annual  report  of  the  condition, 
progress,  and  prospects  of  the  Nursery. 

Article  IV. — Treasurer. 

See.  1.  The  Treasurer  shall  perform,  at  her  option,  all  her 
duties  as  Manager  in  addition  to  the  duties  of  her  office. 

Sec.  2.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  written  account  of  all  her 
receipts  and  expenditures,  and  shall  pay  out  such  moneys  as  she 
may  be  authorized  to  do,  by  order  from  the  Committee  on  Sup- 
plies, or  by  resolution  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  3.  She  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  funds  belonging  to 
the  Nursery,  together  with  all  papers  and  documents  relating 
to  its  property. 

Sec.  4.  In  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer,  the  Secretary  shall 
sign  such  drafts  on  the  Treasury  as  may  be  authorized  by  order 
of  the  Committee  on  Supplies,  or  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of 
Managers. 

Sec.  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  audit  and  enter  on  her  books, 
once  a  month,  the  account  of  the  Matron's  receipts  for  board  of 
children.  She  shall  also  pay  all  wages  on  the  first  of  every 
month,  taking  receipts  for  the  same. 

Article  V. — Physicians. 

Sec.  1.  The  Physicians  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
occurring  in  their  Board,  and  shall  make  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  the  health  of  the  infants  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

Sec.  2.  One  of  their  number  shall  visit  the  House  daily,  and 
shall  inspect  the  children  carefully,  excluding  all  suffering  from 
contagious  disease,  vaccinating  such  as  require  it,  and  giving 
such  advice  and  assistance  as  may  tend  to  insure  the  health  of 
the  infants  and  nurses. 
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See.  3.  They  shall  furnish  a  written  report  of  the  health  oi 
the  Nursery  during  the  year,  at  each  annual  meeting,  and  shall 
communicate  with  the  Board  of  Managers  at  such  stated  or 
special  meetings  as  they  may  deem  advisable. 

Sec.  4.  They  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  Resident  Physi- 
cian, to  hold  office  during  four  months,  and  subject  to  a  reap- 
pointment or  dismissal  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

Article  VI. — Committees. 

Sec.  1.  The  First  Directress,  or  in  her  absence,  the  presiding 
officer,  shall  appoint,  at  each  stated  meeting,  the  following  and 
all  such  other  standing  committees  as  may  hereafter  be  deemed 
necessary. 

Sec.  2.  All  committees  to  be  composed  of  three  members 
each,  with  the  exception  of  the  Committee  of  Admissions  and 
Inspection,  which  said  Committee  shall  consist  of  four  members. 

Article  VII. — Committee  on  Supplies. 

Sec.  1.  This  Committee  shall  inquire  into  the  condition  and 
amount  of  all  stores  of  provisions,  medicines,  furniture,  and  ne- 
cessaries of  the  Nursery,  and  shall  give  a  written  order  on  the 
treasury  for  the  purchase  of  whatsoever  may  be  necessary. 

Sec.  2.  They  shall  meet  twice  during  each  month,  and  shall 
jointly  examine  and  certify  all  bills  presented  against  the 
Nursery,  comparing  these  bills  with  the  housekeeper's  accounts. 
These  bills  must  be  indorsed  by  said  Committee  before  they  are 
paid  by  the  Treasurer. 

Sec.  3.  They  shall  preserve  a  written  record  of  their  proceed- 
ings, and  report  the  same  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Article  VIII. — Committee  of  Admissions  and  Inspection. 

Sec.  1.  This  Committee  shall  decide  upon  the  character  and 
need  of  parents  applying  for  the  benefits  of  the  Nursery,  and 
shall  be  entitled  to  grant  permits  for  the  deserving. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  they  shall  suspect  that  an  infant  applying 
for  admission  is  the  subject  of  contagious  disease,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  this  Committee  to  consult  the  Resident  Physician  before 
issuing  a  permit. 
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Sec.  3.  They  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  names  and  residences 
of  the  beneficiaries  of  this  Institution ;  also  of  the  period  of  time 
during  which  the  children  shall  have  enjoyed  the  benefits  of  the 
charity. 

Sec.  4.  They  shall  visit  all  the  wards,  shall  inquire  into  and 
observe  the  conduct  of  the  Matron,  nurses,  and  servants  of  the 
Nursery ;  they  shall  inspect  the  condition  of  the  beds,  clothing, 
and  persons  of  the  infants ;  the  quality  of  the  food,  and  the 
cleanliness  of  the  cooking  and  other  utensils,  and  shall  use  every 
endeavor  to  enforce  the  sanitary  and  police  regulations  of  the 
House. 

Sec.  5.  They  shall  report  at  each  stated  meeting  such  defi- 
ciencies, neglect,  and  misconduct  as  they  may  deem  worthy  of 
disapproval. 

Sec.  6.  They  shall  have  power  to  engage  or  dismiss  the  nurses 
and  servants  of  the  Nursery. 

Article  IX. — Separate  Departments. 

Sec.  1.  One  lady  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  four  months, 
to  visit  the  Nursery  at  least  once  in  each  week,  to  inspect  and 
regulate  the  lower  department  of  the  household,  namely :  the 
kitchen,  laundry,  cellar,  and  bakery.  She  will  enforce  the  rules 
for  the  general  cleanliness  of  the  servants  and  oversee  the  house- 
keeper. 

Sec.  2.  One  lady  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  four  months, 
to  visit  the  Nursery  at  least  once  in  each  week,  to  superintend 
the  wardrobe  and  laundry  of  the  Institution.  She  shall  report 
at  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  the  number 
of  garments  made,  also  those  required,  and  shall,  in  connection 
with  the  Committee  on  Supplies,  make  the  necessary  purchases 
for  the  department.  She  shall  report  any  misconduct  on  the 
part  of  the  seamstress  or  the  laundresses. 

Sec.  3.  One  lady  shall  be  appointed  to  have  the  care  of  the 
school  department  during  a  term  of  four  months.  She  shall 
visit  the  Nursery  at  least  once  in  each  week.  She  shall  have 
entire  control  over  the  resident  teacher,  and  inquire  into  the 
progress  of  the  children,  making  such  changes  in  the  studies 
and  plan  of  discipline  as  she  may  deem  necessary.  She  shall 
also  be  present  each  Saturday  afternoon,  to  see  that  the  sewing- 
school  is  provided  with  work,  and  assist  in  the  instruction  of 
the  children. 
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Article  X. — Fixes  foe  X  ox- attendance,  etc. 

Sec.  1.  Any  Manager  absenting  herself  from  a  stated  meeting 
of  the  Board,  from  any  other  cause  than  sickness  or  absence 
from  the  city,  shall  be  required  to  pay  a  fine  of  twenty-five 
cents  into  the  treasury. 

Sec.  2.  Any  Manager  absenting  herself  from  three  consecutive 
stated  meetings,  except  from  the  above-mentioned  causes,  shall 
no  longer  continue  to  be  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Sec.  3.  When  the  Board  shall  have  been  called  to  order,  all 
conversation  shall  cease. 

Sec.  4.  One  member  only  of  the  Board  shall  be  allowed  to 
speak  at  a  time,  and  then  only  on  the  business  before  the  meet- 
ing. The  Manager  having  the  floor  shall  rise  and  address  her- 
self  to  the  chair. 

Sec.  5.  In  the  event  of  more  than  one  Manager  rising  to 
speak,  the  chair  shall  always  decide  between  the  claimants. 

Sec.  6.  Any  Manager  infringing  one  of  these  regulations  shall 
be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  offense. 

DUTIES   OF   THE  MATRON. 

The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Matron  who  shall  hold  office  during  the  plea- 
sure of  the  Board. 

She  shall  receive  the  applicants  and  place  them  in  their  respective  wards, 
after  their  admission  by  Managers  or  physician,  and  shall  report  to  the  Com- 
mittee of  Admissions  and  Inspection  any  misconduct  on  the  part  of  the  nurses. 

She  shall  carry  into  effect  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Institution,  and 
carefully  inspect  the  condition  of  the  infants  many  time3  during  the  day. 

She  will  take  charge  of  the  board  paid,  and  of  premiums  received,  comparing 
her  accounts  with  the  housekeeper's  debit  and  credit  entries. 

She  shall  render  her  accounts  to  the  Treasurer  once  a  month. 

She  will  accompany  visitors  around  the  house  in  the  absence  of  the  Mana- 
gers. 1 

She  shall  have  power  to  allow  any  daily  child  to  remain  in  the  Nursery 
during  the  night,  when  suffering  from  illness  or  from  any  other  causes,  which 
may,  in  her  judgment,  render  the  permission  advisable. 

DUTIES   OF   THE  TEACHEK. 

The  Teacher  shall  call  her  scholars  together  every  morning  at  nine  o'clock. 
The  school  is  to  be  opened  by  prayer,  and  is  to  continue  until  twelve  o'clock. 

The  afternoon  school  will  commence  at  two  o'clock,  and  will  continue  until 
four  o'clock. 

The  Teacher  will  be  responsible  at  all  hours  for  the  good  conduct  of  her 
scholars,  and  have  them  under  her  constant  supervision. 
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On  Saturday,  a  sewing-school  shall  be  held  for  two  hours. 
The  Teacher  shall  take  the  children  to  church  every  Sunday  morning. 
She  must  also  walk  out  with  her  scholars  whenever  the  weather  is  suitable, 
having  the  assistance  of  one  of  the  dormitory  nurses. 

DUTIES  OP  THE  HOUSEKEEPER. 

She  is  responsible  for  the  cleanliness  and  order  of  the  establishment,  irre- 
spective of  the  children. 

She  is  to  go  to  market,  and  purchase  the  meat,  taking  the  boy  with  her  to 
bring  it  home. 

She  is  to  weigh  out  and  distribute  all  the  provisions  daily,  keeping  a  strict 
account  of  the  same. 

She  will  keep  the  debit  and  credit  account  of  the  board  of  the  children,  and 
submit  her  accounts  weekly  to  the  Treasurer. 

She  will  see  that  the  laundresses  perform  their  duties. 

She  will  keep  the  keys  of  the  store-room.  She  is  to  remain  in  the  refectory 
while  the  nurses  and  children  are  at  their  meals,  and  prevent  any  food  being 
taken  from  the  table. 

She  is  to  see  that  no  sewing  is  done  fey  the  nurses,  except  for  the  Institu- 
tion, but  the  clothes  must  all  be  kept  mended. 

She,  with  the  Matron,  will  see  that  the  nurses  are  sent  out  to  exercise  in 
the  open  air  with  the  children  twice  a  day. 

Any  nurse  who  refuses  to  go  out  when  ordered,  is  to  be  reported,  and  if  a 
second  time  she  is  complained  of,  she  is  to  be  dismissed. 

DUTIES   OP   THE  SEAMSTRESS. 

She  shall  have  the  entire  charge  of  the  clothes-room,  and  keep  an  inventory 
of  every  thing  that  is  made  in  the  Institution. 

She  shall  mend,  cut,  and  make  all  that  is  required.  She  shall  keep  a  list  of 
the  articles  sent  to  the  laundry,  comparing  them  with  the  same  when  returned. 

She  shall  give  out  the  clothes  belonging  to  the  nurses  and  children,  and 
shall  also  have  in  charge  the  necessary  garments  used  for  walking,  such  as 
shawls,  hats,  cloaks,  etc. 

She  shall  attend  to  her  own  room. 

DUTIES   OP   THE  HEAD-NURSES. 

DAY  AND  NIGHT  WATCH. 

The  Head-Nurses  will  receive  from  the  Housekeeper,  three  times  a  day,  the 
food  required  for  their  respective  wards. 

They  are  responsible  for  the  order  and  cleanliness  of  their  wards,  and  ol 
their  children,  and  are  accountable  to  the  housekeeper  for  any  disorder. 

They  are  to  walk  out  with  the  nurses  and  children,  one  nurse  going  in  the 
morning,  and  the  other  in  the  afternoon. 

After  dinner,  the  night-watch  must  go  to  bed  and  rest  seven  hours,  so  as  to 
l»p  ready  for  her  duties  during  the  night. 

They  will  receive  from  the  Matron  the  clean  clothes,  and  see  them  dis- 
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tributed  properly,  never  giving  the  clean  one3  until  they  receive  the  soiled  in 
return. 

The  Head-Nurses  are  to  see  that  only  one  half  of  the  women  in  each  ward 
go  to  their  meals  at  once. 

They  will  see  that  nurses  as  well  as  children  use  the  bath  constantly. 

They  will  report  to  the  resident  physician  any  change  in  the  health  of  a 
child  as  soon  as  noticed. 

They  will  see  that  every  bed  has  the  tickets  with  the  names  of  the  occupants 
properly  affixed.    They  will  attend  to  the  constant  ventilation  of  their  wards. 

They  will  diligently  attend  to  the  doctor's  orders,  and  see  them  thoroughly 
carried  out 

EULES 

IN  RELATION  TO  THE  ADMISSION  OF  WET-NURSES  EMPLOYED  IN  "  THE 
NURSERY  AND  CHTTj/S  HOSPITAL." 

Women  who  are  desirous  of  securing  situations  as  wet-nurses  in  private 
families,  will  be  received  and  provided  for  at  the  Institution  until  they  are 
supplied  with  places,  on  the  following  terms : 

I. 

Each  applicant  must  present  a  certificate  of  good  character,  and  also  her 
marriage-certificate. 

H 

Her  health,  that  of  her  child  and  her  qualities  as  a  nurse,  must  be  examined 
into  by  the  physician  in  attendance. 

ILL 

She  must  nurse  a  child  whilst  at  the  Institution,  in  addition  to  her  own 
or,  if  she  has  lost  her  child,  she  must  nurse  two  children. 

IY. 

She  must  conform  strictly  to  all  the  rules  of  the  Institution,  and  yield  im- 
plicit obedience  to  the  authority  of  the  Matron. 

T. 

Her  good  conduct  during  her  residence  at  "  The  Nursery  and  Child's  Hos- 
pital,'' will  secure  her  the  assistance  and  recommendation  of  the  ladies  of  the 
Institution  in  obtaining  a  desirable  situation  as  wet-nurse,  and  she  will  also  be 
entitled  to  the  recommendation  of  the  physician  in  attendance. 

TI. 

Persons  obtaining  wet-nurses  from  this  Institution,  shall  pay  five  dollars 
premium.  In  case  the  nurse  selected  should  not  give  satisfaction  within  ten 
days,  another  can  be  substituted,  without  additional  charge. 
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RULES 

IN  RELATION  TO  THE  ADMISSION  OF  CHILDREN  INTO  "THE  NURSERY  AND 
CHILD'S  HOSPITAL." 

L 

Every  child  presented  for  admission  must  be  perfectly  clean. 

n. 

A  marriage  certificate,  and  a  certificate  of  good  character,  always  required. 

III. 

No  child  will  be  admitted  over  six  years  of  ago,  unless  by  special  permis- 
sion of  First  Directress. 

IV. 

No  child  admitted  with  contagious  disease. 

V. 

Every  child  must  be  vaccinated,  unless  it  has  been  done  previously. 

VI. 

Infants  who  can  not  walk  pay  $5  per  month ;  children  who  can  walk  pay 
$4  per  month ;  hospital  or  sick  children  pay  $6  per  month. 

VII. 

The  charge  of  each  child  admitted  by  the  day  shall  be  six  per  cent  on  the 
mother's  daily  wages,  five  per  cent  for  the  second  child,  and  four  per  cent  for 
the  third. 

VIII. 

In  case  the  board  is  not  paid  punctually,  the  child  must  be  sent  to  the 
Almshouse. 

IX. 

In  case  a  daily  child  is  not  called  for,  it  will  be  sent  to  the  Almshouse  on 
the  second  day. 

X. 

Every  child  admitted  must  be  examined  by  the  physician. 

XI. 

The  parent  or  guardian  must  always  provide  shoes  for  the  child. 

xir. 

Clothing  will  be  provided,  as  far  as  possible,  by  the  Institution.  Boys  over 
two  years  must  bring  their  own  clothes. 
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XIII. 

One  complete  suit  and  six  diapers  must  be  left  with  the  child.  On  removal, 
another  suit  must  be  brought. 

XIY. 

In  case  of  the  adoption  of  a  child  out  of  "The  Nursery  and  Child's  Hos- 
pital," the  arrangement  must  be  made  entirely  between  the  party  adopting  it 
and  the  parents  or  guardian  of  the  child,  "the  Institution"  assuming  no  re- 
sponsibility in  the  premises  whatever.  . 

XV. 

Board  is  always  to  be  paid  in  advance. 

XVI. 

No  money  to  be  returned. 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

FOR  NURSES  AND  PERSONS  EMPLOYED  IN  H  THE  NURSERY  AND  CHILD'S 
HOSPITAL." 

L 

Nurses  shall  be  ready  for  duty  at  five  o'clock  in  the  morning  in  summer,  and 
at  half- past  five  o'clock  in  winter,  and  proceed  at  once  to  ventilate  and  clean 
the  rooms,  halls,  staircases,  and  thoroughly  air  the  bedding. 

II. 

They  shall  then  hold  themselves  in  readiness  to  receive  the  daily  children  as 
they  are  brought  in.  Each  nurse  shall  undress  her  child  as  soon  as  received, 
bathe  it  if  necessary,  and  always  wash  its  face  and  hands,  and  brush  its  hair, 
and  then  dress  it  in  the  clothing  of  the  house,  and  put  around  its  neck  the 
number  of  its  crib,  hanging  up  the  child's  own  clothes  upon  the  hook  bearing 
the  same  .number  as  the  crib. 

HL 

Each  nurse  will  be  held  strictly  responsible  for  the  neat  and  cleanly  appear- 
ance of  the  children  under  her  charge. 

IV. 

Each  nurse  shall  have  twelve  daily  children  under  her  immediate  care.  In 
addition  to  the  duties  already  prescribed,  she  shall  keep  them  constantly 
under  her  eye,  and  attend  promptly  to  their  wants  in  every  particular. 

V. 

The  covering  of  each  child  is  to  be  carefully  attended  to,  and  suited  to  the 
temperature  of  the  apartment.    No  child  shall  be  allowed  in  a  current  of  air. 
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VI. 

In  lifting  an  infant,  the  nurse  must  use  both  hands  to  support  its  body ; 
lifting  a  child  by  the  arms  is  expressly  forbidden ;  a  nurse  should  never  allow 
towels,  or  other  linen  which  may  have  been  used  about  the  children,  to  re- 
main in  the  apartment. 

VII. 

No  preferences  shall  be  shown  by  nurses  under  any  circumstances. 

VIII. 

Nurses  are  strictly  forbidden  to  receive  remuneration  of  any  kind  from  the 
mothers  or  friends  of  the  children. 

IX. 

No  cakes  or  candies  allowed. 

X. 

Any  woman  introducing  liquor  in  any  way  into  the  Institution,  must  be  in- 
stantly dismissed. 

XI. 

No  nurse  can  leave  the  house  without  permission  from  the  Matron. 

XII. 

On  Sunday  they  will  be  allowed  to  go,  in  their  turn,  to  church ;  always  with 
the  permission  and  approval  of  the  Matron. 

XIII. 

No  male  visitors  will  be  admitted,  at  any  time,  to  visit  the  nurses  or  ser- 
vants employed  in  the  house. 

XIV. 

No  visitors  will  be  allowed  to  go  up-stairs  unattended  by  the  Matron. 

XV. 

The  children  will  be  fed  at  regular  intervals  during  the  day,  according  to 
their  ages  and  the  directions  of  the  physicians. 

XVI. 

Children  who  have  been  weaned,  will  have  bread  and  milk  twice  a  day, 
and  a  bowl  of  soup  or  broth.  The  children  should  have,  as  regularly  as  pos- 
sible, their  hours  for  meals,  sleep  and  play. 

XVII. 

All  sponges,  basins,  mugs,  and  nursing-bottles,  are  to  be  kept  perfectly 
clean,  and  in  their  appropriate  places;  for  this,  the  nurse  in  charge  is  respon- 
sible, it  being  the  exclusive  duty  of  one  of  the  nurses  appointed  by  the  Ma-

tron,  from  time  to  time  to  inspect  the  cooking  utensils,  and  see  that  the  food 
is  properly  prepared.  Carelessness  on  the  part  of  any  nurse  in  this  particular, 
will  render  her  liable  to  dismissal. 

XVIII. 

Nurses  are  expressly  instructed  to  use  invariably  to  the  children  the  most 
gentle  and  kind  expressions ;  no  coarse  or  harsh  language  shall  ever  be  uttered 
in  the  establishment.  All  questions  to  be  answered  politely  and  courteously, 
and  perfect  submission  and  respect  will  be  uniformly  exacted  by  the  managers 
of  the  Nursery  from  all  nurses  and  servants  in  its  employ. 

XIX. 

All  servants  are  to  conform  to  the  rules  of  the  Institution,  and  yield  im- 
plicit obedience  to  the  Matron. 

Any  infringement  of  the  above  rules,  or  any  want  of  respect  and  obedience 
to  those  placed  in  authority  over  them,  will  deprive  them  at  once  of  the  privi- 
lege of  remaining  in  the  employment  of  the  establishment. 

XX. 

No  nurse,  servant,  Matron,  or  person  employed  in  the  Institution,  will  be 
allowed  to  strike  or  whip  a  child  as  a  punishment. 

XXI. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Matron  to  report  to  the  ladies  of  the  Inspecting  Com- 
mittee, every  instance  of  the  infringement  of  the  above  Rules.  Those  who 
fulfill  their  duties  faithfully,  shall  be  always  entitled  to  a  written  certificate  ot 
good  character  from  the  ladies. 

XXII. 

No  visitors  shall  be  allowed  on  Sunday  except  in  cases  of  sickness. 
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REPORT  OF  SECRETARY,  1861. 


The  time  has  again  arrived  for  a  public  statement  of  the 
needs,  prospects,  and  welfare  of  our  Institution ;  we  are  again 
called  upon  to  render  an  account  of  our  stewardship,  and  wre 
do  it  with  grateful  hearts,  inasmuch  as  the  certainty  of  much 
accomplished  good,  and  a  continuous  record  of  individual  be- 
nevolence, which  has  alone  supported  our  efforts  and  our 
charity  during  a  period  of  great  want,  will  form  the  promi- 
nent features  of  the  Report. 

Never  since  "The  Nursery"  first  opened  its  doors  to  poor, 
needy,  suffering  children  has  its  internal  system  and  order 
been  as  thorough  as  during  the  past  year.  Long  experience 
has  fully  taught  us  just  what  rules  are  necessary  for  the  health, 
comfort,  and  cleanliness  of  these  neglected  little  ones ;  and 
these  rules  are  now  rigidly  enforced.  The  pleasing  result  of 
happy,  joyous  faces  among  the  children  gladdens  the  hearts 
of  our  visitors  and  rewards  the  trying  labors  of  our  direct- 
resses and  managers.  Neatness,  promptitude,  and  order  are 
working  great  changes,  both  in  the  appearance  and  moral  de- 
velopment of  the  whole  household.  This  improvement  ex- 
tends to  all  the  in-door  departments — we  trace  it  in  the  Infants' 
Wards,  and  find  its  benefits  in  the  School  and  in  the  Hospital. 

The  children  who  are  old  enough  to  receive  instruction  of 
any  kind  have  four  hours'  teaching  every  day,  and  not  only  is 
their  time  occupied,  but  their  minds  are  really  well  trained. 
It  is  gratifying  to  mark  their  progress,  as  well  as  the  increas- 
ing interest  that  the  lessons  excite.  Since  the  Mission  Church 
has  been  established  in  Fifty-second  street,  all  the  larger  child- 
ren attend  it,  and  very  many  have  received  prizes  from  the 
Sunday-school  teachers,  testifying  that  their  recitations  were 
better  than  any  of  the  other  scholars.  This  early  religious 
training  must  work  some  good  to  these  children,  even  if  the 
hard  future  of  their  after  life  counteracts  it  for  a  time ;  and 
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we  can  and  do  hope  that  this  nurture  of  heart  and  soul  may 
perhaps  avert  many  an  evil  thought  and  act  in  the  coming 
years  of  those  whom  we  only  promise  to  keep  from  cold, 
hunger,  and  privation.  And  this  hope  has  been  encouraged 
by  the  support  and  sympathy  of  a  number  of  clergymen  who 
have  been  induced  to  visit  us.  They  came  not  untainted  by 
the  prejudice  which  so  many  bear  against  us,  to  investigate 
our  system,  and  they  left  us  convinced  that,  apart  from  the 
tenderness  and  comfort  that  we  give  to  our  infants,  much  last- 
ing good  is  secured  to  all  our  inmates  by  the  daily  religious 
teaching  and  moral  influence  exercised,  by  the  Bibles  which 
are  furnished  to  each  woman  on  admission,  by  the  Sunday  ex- 
ercises conducted  by  clergymen  at  the  Institution,  and  at- 
tended with  marked  interest  and  respect  by  both  women  and 
children. 

In  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Snelling,  who  for  some  years  acted 
as  Treasurer,  the  Board  of  Management  hns  suffered  a  great 
loss.  Combining  a  thorough  capacity  for  the  duty  she  so  well 
discharged,  and  great  executive  ability  as  member  of  the 
Board,  we  miss  her  counsels  and  suggestions,  as  well  as  the 
energetic  action  with  which  her  proposed  reforms  were  ac- 
complished. 

Since  the  last  Report  it  has  been  decided  that  the  presence 
of  a  resident  physician  is  unnecessary.  The  children,  however, 
have  the  daily  care  of  Dr.  Hadden,  who  devotes  a  certain  num- 
ber of  hours,  morning  and  evening,  to  visiting  the  wards.  His 
unremitting  attention  to  every  sanitary  regulation  is  a  matter 
of  surprise  and  thankfulness  to  all  who  share  his  labors  and 
their  beneficial  results.  Under  his  supervision  a  new  and 
very  healthful  system  of  diet  has  been  introduced  into  the  In- 
stitution, and  all  the  rules  of  in-door  and  out  door  exercise  have 
been  perfected  and  enforced.  To  this  we  attribute  the  marked 
improvement  in  the  health  of  the  Institution  which  existed 
during  the  summer  and  autumn  months.  During  December 
the  scarlet-fever  made  its  appearance  among  the  children,  and 
great  fears  were  felt  that  it  would  be  almost  universal ;  but 
the  contagion  was  not  so  great  as  we  anticipated,  and  the 
mortality  much  less  than  any  one  could  have  hoped.  But  an- 
other and  more  dreaded  disease,  the  small-pox,  wTas  introduced 
by  a  child  who  was  brought  to  us  for  gratuitous  medical,  ad- 
vice.   Although,  owing  to  our  very  well  conducted  system  of 
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vaccination,  the  spread  of  the  disease  has  not  been  rapid,  still 
the  mere  presence  of  it  is  much  to  be  regetted.  The  saddest 
result,  thus  far,  has  been  the  death  of  Mrs.  Diggory,  for  many 
years  head  nurse  in  one  of  the  largest  wards.  She  was  so 
patient  and  gentle,  so  trustworthy  and  efficient,  that  her  death 
has  been  a  sad  grief  to  her  associates,  her  loss  almost  irre- 
parable to  the  Institution. 

During  the  prevalence  of  these  two  epidemics  the  Board  of 
Physicians  showed  that  ready  dev7otion  to  the  cause  of  human- 
ity which  is  emblematic  alone  of  their  profession.  The  con- 
sulting physicians  have  been  in  constant  attendance,  encour- 
aging by  their  presence  and  aiding  by  their  example  all  who 
have  been  timorous  or  backward  in  duty  among  us.

It  must  be  remembered  that  during  the  prevalence  of  three 
epidemics,  measles,  scarlet-fever,  and  small-pox,  which  cov- 
ered a  period  of  six  months,  no  admissions  were  made ;  conse- 
quently, although  our  number  of  inmates  has  been  large,  our 
statistics  do  not  appear  as  great  as  ordinarily.  Our  income 
has  been  reduced  by  the  diminished  number  of  admissions, 
while  the  expenses  have  been  heavily  increased  by  the  illness 
which  has  prevented  our  receiving  new  applicants. 

Early  in  September  an  exhausted  treasury  gave  warning 
that  some  strenuous  effort  must  be  made  to  raise  funds  to 
meet  even  current  expenses.  The  system  of  diet  already  re- 
ferred to,  and  considered  imperative  by  our  physician,  very 
much  enlarged  the  monthly  bills,  by  the  great  increase  in  the

.amount  of  butter,  milk  and  meat  allowed  to  each  nurse  and 
jchild.  The  condition  of  the  furnaces  and  plumbing  through- 
out the  house  required  immediate  attention,  and  a  bill  of  $400 
jhad  to  be  incurred  for  these  repairs  before  the  return  of  the 
]inclement  season.  To  all  this  was  added  the  undeniable  fact 
]that  we  had  never  been  a  self-supporting  society,  and  that 
1  ,he  autumn  season  had  always  found  us  in  arrears,  even  when 
,  >ur  subscription  and  donation  lists  had  reached  their  highest 
i  range,  whereas,  now,  both  were  much  reduced  by  the  financial 
embarrassments  among  all  classes. 

A  large  committee  was  appointed  from  our  Board  of  Man- 
agers to  help  us  out  of  these  difficulties,  and  by  their  exertions 
two  amateur  concerts  were  given,  which  were  attended  with 
greater  success  than  any  ever  before  attempted  in  New- York. 
By  this  means  sufficient  money  was  raised  to  clear  us  of  imme- 
diate indebtedness,  but  not  enough  to  leave  any  surplus  upon 
which  to  start  again.  The  winter  coal-bill  is  now  due,  and  a 
portion  of  the  above-named  bill  for  repairs  on  furnaces  is  still 
unpaid.  Formerly  the  city  made  us  an  appropriation  of  a 
thousand  dollars  a  year,  but  this  also  has  been  withdrawn. 
At  the  risk  of  incurring  the  scoffs  of  some,  the  doubtful  queries 
of  more,  we  must  make  a  new  appeal  for  aid.  It  is  true  that 
we  have  been  for  many  years  the  grateful  recipients  of  much 
of  the  charity  dispensed  by  New- York  benevolence.  It  is  true 
that  constant  demands  havex  been  made  upon  all  classes  for 
means  to  carry  on  our  good  work,  and  that  the  response  has 
been  invariably  in  proportion  to  our  needs  ;  but  to  all  who 
have  given  us  this  aid  we  say,  Has  it  been  misapplied  ?  Let 
your  own  investigation  prove  the  contrary.  Come  and  we 
will  show  you  the  destitute,  the  depraved,  the  dying,  clothed, 
comforted,  and  soothed. 

Can  we,  in  common  humanity,  turn  from  our  doors  the 
wretched,  houseless,  forsaken  wife,  with  her  helpless  baby, 
who  seeks  shelter  and  support?  Can  we  refuse  admittance  to 
the  suffering,  deformed  child,  whose  mother  can  not  afford 
even  medical  advice,  apart  from  the  comforts  and  care  so  much 
needed  by  the  sick?  And  this  we  must  do  if  old  friends  and 
new  do  not  come  to  our  assistance.  Hopefully,  prayerfully, 
we  leave  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  the  benevolent  public,  and 
confidently  ask:  Shall  the  good  work  perish  for  want  of  means, 
while  ye  have  enough  and  to  spare  ?

1        The  Medical  Board  of  the  Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital 
I    take  this  occasion  to  congratulate  the  Lady  Managers  upon  the  | 

prosperous  condition  and  the  increased  usefulness  of  the  char- 
1    Ity  upon  which  they  have  so  liberally  bestowed  their  time  and 

money,  and  at  the  same  time  to  lay  before  them  the  following 
1    report  of  the  Hospital  Department  of  the  Institution  : 

During  the  past  year,  there  have  been  admitted  into  the 
1    Hospital  547  patients;  of  these  45G  have  recovered,  71  have 

died,  and  20  are  at  present  under  our  care,  a  more  favorable 
1    result  than  has  been  shown  in  some  years.    But  we  might 

have  expected  a  more  gratifying  success  than  this,  had  it  not 
(    been  for  the  unusual  prevalence  of  eruptive  diseases,  with  j 
1    which  we  have  been  beset,  never  originating  in  the  House,  but 
]    introduced  by  the  nurses  and  children,  in  spite  of  the  strictest 

surveillance  exercised  by  the  House  Physician.    The  Medical 

Board  are  very  happy  to  announce,  however,  that  the  fatality 
I    of  these  diseases  has  been  very  limited.    Thus,  out  of  56  cases 

of  measles,  we  have  lost  only  8  ;  out  of  40  cases  of  scarlet-fever, 
1    only  S  ;  and  of  7  cases  of  small-pox,  only  1  ;  and  in  nearly  every 

instance,  the  patient  has  not  died  of  the  disease  proper,  but  of 

some  complication,  as  diphtheria  or  inflammation  of  the  lungs. 

This  is  a  most  gratifying  result,  when  we  consider  the  physical 

condition  of  the  children  that  demand  our  care  ;  they  enter  the 
1    Institution  with  health  impaired,  either  hereditary,  or  as  the 

result  of  bad  air  and  bad  food. 

During  the  past  year,  only  16  cases  of  cholera  infantum  or 

entero  colitis  have  been  admitted  into  the  Hospital,  a  fact 
1    more  noticeable  when  your  attention  is  called  to  a  paragraph 

in  the  Report  of  the  Medical  Board  for  the  year  ending  March 
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1st,  1861,  wherein  it  is  remarked,  that  "cholera  infantum  01 
entero  colitis  is  the  chief  complaint  with  which  we  have  had 
to  contend,"  a  fact  which  is  attributable  to  the  impossibility  ol 
finding  a  suitable  substitute  for  the  natural  aliment  of  which 
the  children  are  necessarily  deprived.  The  subject  of  the  arti- 
ficial feeding  of  children  has  attracted  the  attention  of  the 
medical  profession  for  a  long  time  ;  but  nothing  has  yet  been 
found  as  nutritious  and  unirritating  as  the  natural  food  of  in- 
fants ;  and  in  order  to  secure  natural  wholesome  diet  for  the 
infant,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  the  diet  of  the  mother 
should  be  as  nutritious  as  possible  ;  and  especially  does  that 
rule  hold  good,  when,  as  at  the  Nursery,  one  nurse  takes  care 
of  two  children. 

Within  the  past  twelve  months,  the  diet-list  of  the  nurses 
has  been  carefully  revised  by  the  Medical  Board,  and  such 
corrections  made  as  the  age  and  experience  of  the  different 
members  had  suggested.  It  is  impossible  to  give  a  clear  idea 
of  the  changes  and  improvements  which  have  resulted  from 
this  inspection.  Suffice  it  to  say,  that  they  have  been  extended, 
and  the  Board  is  happy  to  announce  a  corresponding  improve- 
ment in  the  health  of  the  children,  obvious  not  only  in  the  de- 
creased mortality  from  cholera  infantum,  but  in  the  successful 
resistance  our  little  patients  have  been  able  to  make  to  the  at- 
tacks of  such  diseases  as  small  pox,  scarlet-fever,  and  measles. 
This  improvement  of  diet,  however,  is  attended  with  an  in- 
creased expense;  but  in  view  of  the  marked  beneficial  results 
with  which  this  expense  has  been  attended,  the  Medical  Board 
does  not  hesitate  to  urge  the  Lady  Managers  to  turn  their  lib- 
erality in  that  direction,  being  certain  that  the  increased  ex- 
pense will  be  cheerfully  met,  when  the  Lady  Managers  are  as- 
sured that,  without  it,  both  nurses  and  children  will  retrograde 
as  long  as  they  are  under  our  care  ;  while  with  it,  the  charity 
in  which  we  are  all  so  deeply  interested  will  realize  the  idea 
with  which  it  was  founded,  and  become  a  blessing  to  the  whole 
community. 

In  conclusion,  the  Medical  Board  desire  to  express  their 
approbation  of  the  improvement  that  has  taken  place  in  the 
domestic  management  of  the  Nursery,  under  the  direction  of 
the  present  Matron,  and  to  thank  the  House  Physican,  Dr. 
Hadden,  for  the  skill  and  attention  he  has  shown  in  the  care 
of  the  children.

CONSTITUTION. 


Article  I. 

This  Institution  shall  be  called  "  The  Nursery  and  Child's 
Hospital." 

Article  II. 

This  Society  shall  consist  of  persons  of  all  denominations,  who 
shall  annually  contribute  to  its  funds. 

Article  III. 

Its  objects  are  the  maintenance  and  care  of  the  children  of 
wet-nurses,  and  the  daily  charge  of  infants  whose  parents  labor 
away  from  home. 

Article  IV. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  consist  of  thirty-five  ladies,  who 
shall  contribute  annually  at  least  five  dollars  to  the  funds  of 
the  Society. 

Article  V. 

They  shall  hold  their  stated  meetings  on  the  last  Thursday 
of  each  month,  at  eleven  o'clock  a.m.  ;  and  their  annual  meeting 
on  the  first  day  of  March,  at  the  same  hour. 

Article  VI. 

At  the  annual  meeting  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  fill  all 
vacancies  in  their  number  by  ballot,  and  shall  receive  the  annual 
report  of  the  officers. 


Article  VII. 


Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  request  of  any  five  Man- 
agers. 

Aeticle  VIII. 

The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  First,  Second,  and  Third 
Directress,  a  Treasurer,  and  a  Secretary,  who  shall  be  members 
of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  annually  elected  by  the  same. 

Aeticle  IX. 

Seven  members  of  the  Board,  including  one  of  the  officers? 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Aeticle  X. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  alter  and  amend 
the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Society,  provided  two 
months'  notice  shall  be  given  of  any  contemplated  amendment. 
They  shall  have  power  to  transact  all  business  of  the  Xursery, 
saving  the  investment  or  sale  of  any  property  belonging  to  the 
same,  for  which  purpose  the  presence  of  thirteen  Managers,  in- 
cluding one  Directress  and  the  Treasurer,  shall  be  necessary,  as 
well  as  the  assent  in  writing  of  the  "  Advisory  Committee." 

Aeticle  XL 

Three  gentlemen  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  to 
act  as  an  Advisory  Committee.  They  shall  be  consulted  in  all 
matters  of  finance,  especially  in  the  investment  of  funds,  and 
shall  audit  the  Treasurers  yearly  report. 
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Aeticle  XII. 

The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  eight  Consulting  and 
Visiting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  office  until  displaced  by  the 
unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 


BY-LAWS. 


Article  L — Officers. 

Sec.  1.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  perform  the  duties 
directed  by  the  Constitution,  By-Laws,  and  Resolutions  of  the 
Society. 

Article  II. — Directresses. 

Sec.  1.  The  First  Directress  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of 
the  Board  of  Managers,  and  shall  appoint  all  committees,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  special  resolution  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  2.  The  First  Directress  shall  possess  the  power  of  voting 
on  all  questions  before  the  Board,  and  shall,  in  addition,  have 
the  casting  vote  whenever  one  may  be  necessary. 

Sec.  3.  Two  of  the  Directresses  shall  visit  the  Nursery  at 
least  once  in  every  month,  to  inspect  its  condition  and  man- 
agement, and  shall  report  their  observations  at  the  monthly 
meetings. 

Sec.  4.  The  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  or  in  her 
absence  a  Manager  elected  at  the  time,  shall  preside  at  the 
meetings  of  the  Society,  whether  special  or  stated. 

Article  III. — Secretary. 

Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  to  give  such  public  notice  of  the  annual  meetings  as 
may  be  specially  resolved  upon.  She  shall  furnish  each  Man- 
ager with  due  notice  of  each  special  meeting,  and  shall  inform 
them  of  their  election.  She  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the 
Board,  and  shall  keep  a  written  record  of  their  proceedings, 
and  shall  have  charge  of  such  papers  and  documents  as  may  be 
intrusted  to  her  by  the  Directresses. 
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Sec.  2.  At  each  meeting  she  shall  present  for  approval,  or 
correction,  the  minute^  of  the  previous  meeting.  She  shall,  in 
addition,  at  her  option,  share  in  all  duties  devolving  on  her  as 
Manager. 

Sec.  3.  She  shall  receive  all  donations  and  subscriptions,  as 
well  as  all  moneys  that  may  be  paid  toward  the  funds  of  the 
Nursery,  and  having  taken  an  account  of  the  amounts,  as  well 
as  of  the  names  of  the  donors  and  subscribers,  pay  the  same  to 
the  Treasurer,  taking  her  receipt  therefor. 

Sec.  4.  She  shall  prepare  an  annual  report  of  the  condition, 
progress,  and  prospects  of  the  Nursery. 

Article  IV. — Treasurer. 

Sec.  1.  The  Treasurer  shall  perform,  at  her  option,  all  her 
duties  as  Manager,  in  addition  to  the  duties  of  her  office. 

Sec.  2.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  written  account  of  all  her 
receipts  and  expenditures,  and  shall  pay  out  such  moneys  as 
she  may  be  authorized  to  do,  by  order  from  the  Committee  on 
Supplies,  or  by  resolution  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  3.  She  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  funds  belonging  to 
the  Nursery,  together  with  all  papers  and  documents  relating 
to  its  property. 

Sec.  4.  In  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer,  the  Secretary  shall 
sign  such  drafts  on  the  Treasury  as  may  be  authorized  by  order 
of  the  Committee  on  Supplies,  or  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of 
Managers. 

Sec.  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  audit  and  enter  on  her  books, 
once  a  month,  the  account  of  the  Matron's  receipts  for  board  of 
children.  -  She  shall  also  pay  all  wages  on  the  first  of  every 
month,  taking  receipts  for  the  same. 

Article  V. — Physicians. 

Sec.  1.  The  Physicians  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
occurring  in  their  Board,  and  shall  make  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  the  health  of  the  infants  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

Sec.  2.  One  of  their  number  shall  visit  the  House  daily,  and 
shall  inspect  the  children  carefully,  excluding  all  suffering  from 
contagious  disease,  vaccinating  such  as  require  it,  and  giving 
such  advice  and  assistance  as  may  tend  to  insure  the  health  of 
the  infants  and  nurses. 
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Sec.  3.  They  shall  furnish  a  written  report  of  the  health  of 
the  Nursery  during  the  year,  at  each  annual  meeting,  and  shall 
communicate  with  the  Board  of  Managers  at  such  stated  or 
special  meetings  as  they  may  deem  advisable. 

Sec.  4.  They  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  Resident  Physi- 
cian, to  hold  office  during  four  months,  and  subject  to  a  reap- 
pointment or  dismissal  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

Article  VI. — Committees. 

Sec.  1.  The  First  Directress,  or,  in  her  absence,  the  presiding 
officer,  shall  appoint,  at  each  stated  meeting,  the  following  and 
all  such  other  standing  committees  as  may  hereafter  be  deemed 
necessary. 

Sec.  2.  All  committees  to  be  composed  of  three  members 
each,  with  the  exception  of  the  Committee  of  Admissions  and 
Inspection,  wrhich  said  Committee  shall  consist  of  four  members. 

Article  VII. — Committee  on  Supplies. 

Sec.  1.  This  Committee  shall  inquire  into  the  condition  and 
amount  of  all  stores  of  provisions,  medicines,  furniture,  and 
necessaries  of  the  Nursery,  and  shall  give  a  written  order  on 
the  Treasury  for  the  purchase  of  whatsoever  may  be  necessary. 

Sec.  2.  They  shall  meet  twice  during  each  month,  and  shall 
jointly  examine  and  certify  all  bills  presented  against  the 
Nursery,  comparing  these  bills  with  the  housekeeper's  accounts. 
These  bills  must  be  indorsed  by  said  Committee  before  they 
are  paid  by  the  Treasurer. 

Sec.  3.  They  shall  preserve  a  written  record  of  their  proceed- 
ings, and  report  the  same  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Article  VIII. — Committee  of  Admissions  and  Inspection. 

Sec.  1.  This  Committee  shall  decide  upon  the  character  and 
need  of  parents  applying  for  the  benefits  of  the  Nursery,  and 
shall  be  entitled  to  grant  permits  for  the  deserving. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  they  shall  suspect  that  an  infant  applying 
for  admission  is  the  subject  of  contagious  disease,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  this  Committee  to  consult  the  Resident  Physician  before 
issuing  a  permit. 
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Sec.  3.  They  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  names  and  residences 
of  the  beneficiaries  of  this  Institution ;  also  of  the  period  of 
time  during  which  the  children  shall  have  enjoyed  the  benefits 
of  the  charity. 

Sec.  4.  They  shall  visit  all  the  wards,  shall  inquire  into  and 
observe  the  conduct  of  the  Matron,  nurses,  and  servants  of  the 
Nursery;  they  shall  inspect  the  condition  of  the  beds,  clothing, 
and  persons  of  the  infants ;  the  quality  of  the  food,  and  the 
cleanliness  of  the  cooking  and  other  utensils,  and  shall  use  every 
endeavor  to  enforce  the  sanitary  and  police  regulations  of  the 
House. 

Sec.  5.  They  shall  report  at  each  stated  meeting  such  defi- 
ciencies, neglect,  and  misconduct  as  they  may  deem  worthy  of 
disapproval. 

Sec.  6.  They  shall  have  power  to  engage  or  dismiss  the  nurses 
and  servants  of  the  Xursery. 

Article  IX. — Separate  Departments. 

Sec.  1.  One  lady  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  four  months, 
to  visit  the  Xursery  at  least  once  in  each  week,  to  inspect  and 
regulate  the  lower  department  of  the  household,  namely:  the 
kitchen,  laundry,  cellar,  and  bakery.  She  will  enforce  the  rules 
for  the  general  cleanliness  of  the  servants  and  oversee  the  house- 
keeper. 

Sec.  2.  One  lady  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  four  months, 
to  visit  the  Xursery  at  least  once  in  each  week,  to  superintend 
the  wardrobe  and  laundry  of  the  Institution.  She  shall  report 
at  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  the  number 
of  garments  made,  also  those  required,  and  shall,  in  connection 
with  the  Committee  on  Supplies,  make  the  necessary  purchases 
for  the  department.  She  shall  report  any  misconduct  on  the 
part  of  the  seamstress  or  the  laundresses. 

Sec.  3.  One  lady  shall  be  appointed  to  have  the  care  of  the 
school  department  during  a  term  of  four  months.  She  shall 
visit  the  Xursery  at  least  once  in  each  week.  She  shall  have 
entire  control  over  the  Resident  Teacher,  and  inquire  into  the 
progress  of  the  children,  making  such  changes  in  the  studies 
and  plan  of  discipline  as  she  may  deem  necessary.  She  shall 
also  be  present  each  Saturday  afternoon,  to  see  that  the  sewing- 
school  is  provided  with  work,  and  assist  in  the  instruction  of 
the  children. 
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Article  X. — Fixes  for  Nox- Attendant:,  etc. 

Sec.  1.  Any  Manager  absenting  herself  from  a  stated  meeting 
of  the  Board,  from  any  other  cause  than  sickness  or  absence 
from  the  city,  shall  be  required  to  pay  a  fine  of  twenty-five 
cents  into  the  treasury. 

Sec.  2.  Any  Manager  absenting  herself  from  three  consecutive 
stated  meetings,  except  from  the  above-mentioned  causes,  shall 
no  longer  continue  to  be  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Sec.  3.  When  the  Board  shall  have  been  called  to  order,  all 
conversation  shall  cease. 

Sec.  4.  One  member  only  of  the  Board  shall  be  allowed  to 
speak  at  a  time,  and  then  only  on  the  business  before  the  meet- 
ing. The  Manager  having  the  floor  shall  rise  and  address  her- 
self to  the  chair. 

Sec.  5.  In  the  event  of  more  than  one  Manager  rising  to 
speak,  the  chair  shall  always  decide  between  the  claimants. 

Sec.  6.  Any  Manager  infringing  one  of  these  regulations  shall 
be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  offense. 

DUTIES   OF   THE  MATRON. 

The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Matron  who  shall  hold  office  during  the  plea- 
sure of  the  Board. 

She  shall  receive  the  applicants  and  place  them  in  their  respective  wards, 
after  their  admission  by  Managers  or  physician,  and  shall  report  to  the  Com- 
mittee of  Admissions  and  Inspection  any  misconduct  on  the  part  of  the  nurses. 

She  shall  carry  into  effect  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Institution,  and 
carefully  inspect  the  condition  of  the  infants  many  times  during  the  day. 

She  will  take  charge  of  the  board  paid,  and  of  premiums  received,  comparing 
her  accounts  with  the  housekeeper's  debit  and  credit  entries. 

She  shall  render  her  accounts  to  the  Treasurer  once  a  month. 

She  will  accompany  visitors  around  the  house  in  the  absence  of  the  Mana- 
gers. 

She  shall  have  power  to  allow  any  daily  child  to  remain  in  the  Nursery  dur- 
ing the  night,  when  suffering  from  illness  or  from  any  other  causes  which  may, 
in  her  judgment,  render  the  permission  advisable. 

DUTIES   OF   THE  TEACHEK. 

The  Teacher  shall  call  her  scholars  together  every  morning  at  nine  o'clock 
The  school  is  to  be  opened  by  prayer,  and  is  to  continue  until  twelve  o'clock. 

The  afternoon  school  will  commence  at  two  o'clock,  and  will  continue  until 
four  o'clock. 

The  Teacher  will  be  responsible  at  all  hours  for  the  good  conduct  of  her 
scholars,  and  have  them  under  her  constant  supervision. 
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On  Saturday,  a  sewing-school  shall  be  held  for  two  hours. 
The  Teacher  shall  take  the  children  to  church  every  Sunday  morning. 
She  must  also  walk  out  with  her  scholars  whenever  the  weather  is  suitable, 
having  the  assistance  of  one  of  the  dormitory  nurses. 

DUTIES   OF   THE  HOUSEKEEPER. 

She  is  responsible  for  the  cleanliness  and  order  of  the  establishment,  irre- 
spective of  the  children. 

She  is  to  go  to  market,  and  purchase  the  meat,  taking  the  boy  with  her  to 
bring  it  heme. 

She  is  to  weigh  out  and  distribute  all  the  provisions  daily,  keeping  a  strict 
account  of  the  same. 

She  will  keep  the  debit  and  credit  account  of  the  board  of  the  children,  and 
submit  her  accounts  weekly  to  the  Treasurer. 

She  will  see  that  the  laundresses  perform  their  duties. 

She  will  keep  the  keys  of  the  store-room.  She  is  to  remain  in  the  refectory 
while  the  nurses  and  children  are  at  their  meals,  and  prevent  any  food  being 
taken  from  the  table. 

She  is  to  see  that  no  sewing  is  done  by  the  nurses,  except  for  the  Institu- 
tion, but  the  clothes  must  all  be  kept  mended. 

She,  with  the  Matron,  will  see  that  the  nurses  are  sent  out  to  exercise  in  the 
open  air  with  the  children  twice  a  day. 

Any  nurse  who  refuses  to  go  out  when  ordered,  is  to  be  reported,  and  if  a 
second  time  she  is  complained  of,  she  is  to  be  dismissed. 

DUTIES   OF   THE  SEAMSTRESS. 

She  shall  have  the  entire  charge  of  the  clothes-room,  and  keep  an  inventory 
of  every  thing  that  is  made  in  the  Institution. 

She  shall  mend,  cut,  and  make  all  that  is  required.  She  shall  keep  a  list  of 
the  articles  sent  to  the  laundry,  comparing  them  with  the  same  when  returned. 

She  shall  give  out  the  clothes  belonging  to  the  nurses  and  children,  and 
shall  also  have  in  charge  the  necessary  garments  used  for  walking,  such  as 
shawls,  hats,  cloaks,  etc. 

She  shall  attend  to  her  own  room. 

DUTIES   OF   THE  HEAD-NURSES. 

DAY  AND  NIGHT  WATCH. 

The  Head-Nurses  will  receive  from  the  Housekeeper,  three  times  a  day,  the 
food  required  for  their  respective  wards. 

They  are  responsible  for  the  order  and  cleanliness  of  their  wards,  and  of 
their  children,  and  are  accountable  to  the  housekeeper  for  any  disorder. 

They  are  to  walk  out  with  the  nurses  and  children,  one  nurse  going  in  the 
morning,  and  the  other  in  the  afternoon. 

After  dinner,  the  night-watch  must  go  to  bed  and  rest  seven  hours,  so  as  to 
be  ready  for  her  duties  during  the  night. 

They  will  receive  from  the  Matron  the  clean  clothes,  and  see  them  djs- 


tributed  properly,  never  giving  the  clean  ones  until  they  receive  the  soiled  in 
re tarn. 

The  Head-Nurses  are  to  see  that  only  one  half  of  the  women  in  each  ward 
go  to  their  meals  at  once. 

They  will  see  that  nurses  as  well  as  children  use  the  bath  constantly. 

They  will  report  to  the  resident  physician  any  change  in  the  health  of  a 
child  as  soon  as  noticed. 

They  will  see  that  every'bed  has  the  tickets  with  the  names  of  the  occupants 
properly  affixed.    They  will  attend  to  the  constant  ventilation  of  their  wards. 

They  will  diligently  attend  to  the  doctor's  orders,  and  see  them  thoroughly 
carried  out. 

RULES 

IN  RELATION  TO  THE  ADMISSION  OF  WET-NURSES  EMPLOYED  IN   u  THE 
NURSERY  AND  CHILD'S  HOSPITAL." 

Women  who  are  desirous  of  securing  situations  as  wet-nurses  in  private 
families,  will  be  received  and  provided  for  at  the  Institution  until  they  are 
supplied  with  places,  on  the  following  terms: 

i 

Each  applicant  must  present  a  certificate  of  good  character,  and  also  her 
marriage-certificate. 

II.  * 

Her  health,  that  of  her  child,  and  her  qualities  as  a  nurse,  must  be  examined 
into  by  the  physician  in  attendance. 

EEL 

She  must  nurse  a  child  whilst  at  the  Institution,  in  addition  to  her  own,  or, 
if  she  has  lost  her  child,  she  must  nurse  two  children. 

IV. 

She  must  conform  strictly  to  all  the  rules  of  the  Institution,  and  yield  im- 
plicit obedience  to  the  authority  of  the  Matron. 

V. 

Her  good  conduct  during  her  residence  at  u  The  Nursery  and  Child's  Hos- 
pital," will  secure  her  the  assistance  and  recommendation  of  the  ladies  of  the 
Institution  in  obtaining  a  desirable  situation  as  wet-nurse,  and  she  will  also  be 
entitled  to  the  recommendation  of  the  physician  in  attendance. 

VI. 

Persons  obtaining  wet-nurses  from  this  Institution,  shall  pay  five  dollars 
premium.  In  case  the  nurse  selected  should  not  give  satisfaction  within  ten 
days,  another  can  be  substituted  without  additional  charge. 
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RULES 

IN  RELATION  TO  THE  ADMISSION  OF  CHILDREN  INTO   U  THE  NURSERY  AND

IV. 

No  child  admitted  with  contagious  disease. 

V. 

Every  child  must  be  vaccinated,  unless  it  has  been  done  previously. 

VI, 

Infants  who  can  not  walk  pay  §5  per  month  ;  children  who  can  walk  pay 
$4  per  month ;  hospital  or  sick  children  pay  $6  per  month. 

VII. 

The  charge  of  each  child  admitted  by  the  day  shall  be  six  per  cent  on  the 
mother's  daily  wages,  five  per  cent  for  the  second  child,  and  four  per  cent  for 
the  third. 

VIII. 

In  case  the  board  is  not  paid  punctually,  the  child  must  be  sent  to  the  Alms- 
house. 

IX. 

In  case  a  daily  child  is  not  called  for,  it  will  be  sent  to  the  Almshouse  on 
the  second  day.  - 

X. 

Every  child  admitted  must  be  examined  by  the  physician. 

XI. 

The  parent  or  guardian  must  always  provide  shoes  for  the  child. 

XII. 

Clothing  will  be  provided,  as  far  as  possible,  by  the  Institution.  Boys  over 
two  years  must  bring  their  own  clothes. 
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xnt 

One  complete  suit  and  six  diapers  must  be  left  with  the  child.  On  removal, 
another  suit  must  be  brought. 

XIV. 

In  case  of  the  adoption  of  a  child  out  of  u  The  Nursery  and  Child's  Hos- 
pital," the  arrangement  must  be  made  entirely  between  the  party  adopting  it 
and  the  parents  or  guardian  of  the  child,  "the  Institution"  assuming  no  re- 
sponsibility in  the  premises  whatever. 

XV. 

Board  is  always  to  be  paid  in  advance. 

XVI. 

Xo  money  to  be  returned. 

KULES   AND  REGULATIONS 

FOR  NURSES  AND  PERSONS  EMPLOYED  IN   14  THE  NURSERY  AND  CHILD'S 
HOSPITAL." 

I. 

Xurses  shall  be  ready  for  duty  at  five  o'clock  in  the  morning  in  summer,  and 
at  half-past  five  o'clock  in  winter,  and  proceed  at  once  to  ventilate  and  clean 
the  rooms,  halls,  staircases,  and  thoroughly  air  the  bedding. 

II. 

They  shall  then  hold  themselves  in  readiness  to  receive  the  daily  children  as 
they  are  brought  in.  Each  nurse  shall  undress  her  child  as  soon  as  received, 
bathe  it  If  necessary,  and  always  wash  its  face  and  hands,  and  brush  its  hair, 
and  then  dress  it  in  the  clothing  of  the  house,  and  put  around  its  neck  the 
number  of  its  crib,  hanging  up  the  child's  own  clothes  upon  the  hook  bearing 
the  same  number  as  the  crib. 

III. 

Each  nurse  will  be  held  strictly  responsible  for  the  neat  and  cleanly  appear- 
ance of  the  children  under  her  charge. 

IV. 

Each  nurse  shall  have  twelve  daily  children  under  her  immediate  care.  In 
addition  to  the  duties  already  prescribed,  she  shall  keep  them  constantly  under 
her  eye,  and  attend  promptly  to  their  wants  in  every  particular. 

The  covering  of  each  child  is  to  be  carefully  attended  to,  and  suited  to  the 
temperature  of  the  apartment.    Xo  child  shall  be  allowed  in  a  current  of  air. 
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VI. 

Ill  lifting  an  infant,  the  nurse  must  use  both  hands  to  support  its  body  ; 
lifting  a  child  by  the  arms  is  expressly  forbidden  ;  a  nurse  should  never  allow 
towels,  or  other  linen  which  may  have  been  used  about  the  children,  to  re- 
main in  the  apartment. 

VII. 

No  preferences  shall  be  shown  by  nurses  under  any  circumstances. 

VIII. 

Nurses  are  strictly  forbidden  to  receive  remuneration  of  any  kind  from  the 
mothers  or  friends  of  the  children. 

IX. 

No  cakes  or  candies  allowed, 

X. 

Any  woman  introducing  liquor  in  any  way  into  the  Institution,  must  be  in- 
stantly dismissed. 

XI. 

No  nurse  can  leave  the  house  without  permission  from  the  Matron. 

XII. 

On  Sunday  they  will  be  allowed  to  go,  in  their  turn,  to  church  ;  always  with 
the  permission  and  approval  of  the  Matron. 

XIII. 

No  male  visitors  will  be  admitted,  at  any  time,  to  visit  the  nurses  or  servants 
employed  in  the  house. 

XIV. 

No  visitors  will  be  allowed  to  go  up-stairs  unattended  by  the  Matron. 

XV. 

The  children  will  be  fed  at  regular  intervals  during  the  day,  according  to 
their  ages  and  the  directions  of  the  physicians. 

XVI. 

Children  who  have  been  weaned,  will  have  bread  and  milk  twice  a  day, 
and  a  bowl  of  soup  or  broth.  The  children  should  have,  as  regularly  as  pos- 
sible, their  hours  for  meals,  sleep,  and  play. 

XVII. 

All  sponges,  basins,  mugs,  and  nursing-bottles,  are  to  be  kept  perfectly 
clean,  and  in  their  appropriate  places ;  for  this,  the  nurse  in  charge  is  respon- 
sible, it  being  the  exclusive  duty  of  one  of  the  nurses  appointed  by  the  Ma- 
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tron,  from  time  to  time,  to  inspect  the  cooking  utensils,  and  see  that  the  food 
is  properly  prepared.  Carelessness  on  the  part  of  any  nurse  in  this  particular, 
will  render  her  liable  to  dismissal. 

XVIII. 

Nurses  are  expressly  instructed  to  use  invariably  to  the  children  the  most 
gentle  and  kind  expressions  ;  no  coarse  or  harsh  language  shall  ever  be  uttered 
in  the  establishment.  All  questions  to  be  answered  politely  and  courteously, 
and  perfect  submission  and  respect  will  be  uniformly  exacted  by  the  Managers 
of  the  Nursery  from  all  nurses  and  servants  in  its  employ. 

XIX. 

All  servants  are  to  conform  to  the  rules  of  the  Institution,  and  yield  implicit 
obedience  to  the  Matron. 

Any  infringement  of  the  above  rules,  or  any  want  of  respect  and  obedience 
to  those  placed  in  authority  over  them,  will  deprive  them  at  once  of  the  privi- 
lege of  remaining  in  the  employment  of  the  establishment. 

XX. 

No  nurse,  servant,  Matron,  or  person  employed  in  the  Institution  will  be 
allowed  to  strike  or  whip  a  child  as  a  punishment. 

XXI.  * 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Matron  to  report  to  the  ladies  of  the  Inspecting  Com- 
mittee, every  instance  of  the  infringement  of  the  above  rules.  Those  who 
fulfill  their  duties  faithfully  shall  be  always  entitled  to  a  written  certificate  of 
good  character  from  the  ladies. 

XXII. 

No  visitors  shall  be  allowed  on  Sunday  except  in  cases  of  sickness.

SECRETARY'S  REPORT,  1863. 


When  the  last  Report  of  the  Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital 
was  made,  at  the  commencement  of  the  year  which  we  arc 
now  about  to  chronicle,  it  seemed  to  many  of  us  that  the  good 
work  for  which  we  labored  had  seen  its  best  days.  An  empty 
treasury  and  daily  increasing  debts,  the  constant  prevalence 
during  the  entire  winter  of  different  contagious  diseases,  stunt- 
ed the  possibility  of  effort  among  a  large  proportion  of  our 
Board,  and  the  proposition  to  close  two  of  the  wards  was  ac- 
cepted as  a  necessity.  But,  thanks  to  the  faith,  the  hopeful 
encouragements  of  our  First  Directress,  this  was  not  done. 
At  her  appeal  one  straining,  united  effort  was  made  by  all, 
and  with  what  a  result !  Our  charity  stands  this  day  above 
wrant  as  it  has  never  stood  before.  Individual  friends,  public 
benevolence  have  brought  us  that  great  panacea,  money,  and 
we  have  paid  our  old  debts,  and  been  enabled  to  do  more  than 
ever  to  mitigate  the  sufferings  of  the  little  poor  children  com- 
mitted to  us. 

Our  first  care,  at  the  opening  of  the  year,  was  to  reduce  our 
expenses,  and  with  some  misgivings  two  of  the  employees,  the 
seamstress  and  the  teacher,  were  dismissed  ;  our  Matron  as- 
sumed the  duties  of  the  former,  and  the  Housekeeper  offered 
her  assistance  in  teaching.  By  a  very  judicious  system,  all  the 
sewing  of  the  Institution  has  been  done  under  the  Matron's 
supervision,  by  the  nurses  and  children.  The  spare  minutes  of 
the  day  have  been  stitched  together  as  it  were,  and  the  result 
is  838  new  garments  made,  and  339  repaired  ;  this  includes 
women's  and  children's  dresses,  under-clothes,  sheets,  quilts, 
bedticks,  all  the  different  articles  required  in  our  very  large 
family.  The  clothes-room  has  never  been  in  better  order,  and 
the  seamstress  has  really  not  been  missed.  We  do  not  pretend 
to  have  entirely  clothed  our  inmates  in  this  way.  A  glance  at 
the  list  of  "Donations  in  Clothing,"  etc.,  will  prove  how  much 
we  have  received  from  friends,  and  in  thus  publishing  our 
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thanks  to  the  111,  we  say  to  all,  send  us  your  children's  halt- 
worn  clothing,  and  by  lightening  your  closets  of  a  burden,  in- 
crease our  store. 

From  the  first,  one  of  the  great  objects  of  our  Institution 
has  been  to  train  the  minds  and  hearts  of  the  children  intrust- 
ed to  us  and  to  lay  a  foundation  of  the  rudiments  of  educa- 
tion. Although  economy  obliged  us  to  dismiss  our  teacher, 
this  hitherto  accomplished  aim  was  not  forgotten ;  a  number 
of  young  ladies  volunteered  to  serve  daily  and  regularly  as 
teachers,  under  the  direction  of  the  Manager  of  the  school 
department,  the  Housekeeper  to  assist  in  the  task.  Thus  far 
the  plan  works  well ;  the  children  have  advanced  more  rapidly 
than  they  did  last  year,  and  the  course  of  instruction  is  more 
improving,  as  well  as  more  satisfactory  to  the  head  of  the 
department.    We  feel  that  this  self-imposed  task  must  require 

fjreat  effort  and  much  self-denial  on  the  part  of  these  young 
adies,  and  in  addition  to  the  reward  of  well-doing  which  is  so 
fully  theirs,  they  reap  the  true  thanks  of  the  Board,  lirst  for 
their  labor,  then  for  their  success. 

With  grateful  hearts  we  call  attention  this  year  to  the  Med- 
ical Report.  A  good  Providence  has  extended  his  best  gift  to 
us — health.  Freedom  from  contagious  disease  has  been  our 
most  welcome  blessing.  The  Medical  Board  have  as  usual 
earned  all  the  praise  and  thanks  we  can  bestow,  for  the  willing, 
untiring  zeal  they  have  evinced  in  our  cause. 

The  number  of  admissions  during  the  year  has  been  as  fol- 
lows :

We  have  furnished  21  women  with  situations  as  wet-nurses, 
and  our  present  number  of  inmates  is  :  .

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  our  numbers  have  much 
increased  since  the  last  Report ;  the  average  of  children  is  can* 
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siderably  greater,  particularly  among  the  "  runabouts,"  conse- 
quently Ave  require  more  nurses,  which  is  an  additional  ex- 
pense, these  nurses  being  paid  as  they  rarely  have  children  in 
the  Institution.  Eight  of  the  larger  children  who  have  been 
with  us  so  many  years  have  recently  returned  to  their  parents. 
Having  been  so  long  with  us,  we  kept  them  from  month  to 
month  contrary  to  our  established  rules,  and  now  we  desire,  if 
possible,  to  restrict  admissions  to  younger  children,  so  that  we 
may  have  none  over  eight  or  ten  years  of  age,  under  any  cir- 
cumstances. The  responsibility  of  controlling  and  guiding 
them  after  that  period,  and  the  expense  of  clothing  are  too 
great,  and  interfere  with  the  original  plan  of  the  Constitution. 
.  Another  unusual  item  of  expense  this  year  has  been  the  gratu- 
itous support  of  eight  children  whose  parents  have  been  ren- 
dered destitute  by  the  war,  or  have  deserted  them  to  serve 
their  country.  We  are  happy,  thankful  that  we  have  been 
able  to  keep  them,  and  we  owe  this  ability  to  those  who  have 
so  cordially  befriended  us.  But  whoever  may  have  been  skep- 
tical as  to  our  willingness  to  help  those  little  onr*s  who  are  un- 
able to  give  us  aught  in  return,  must  here  find  a  proof  that  it 
has  not  been  love  that  lacked,  but  the  means. 

We  acknowledge  with  a  gratitude  that  can  never  be  proper- 
ly expressed,  the  receipt  of  a  legacy  of  $5000,  by  the  will  of 
the  late  Mrs.  Elmendorf.  It  came  at  a  moment  of  extreme 
want,  and  to  it  we  owe  much  of  the  present  and  future  com- 
fort of  our  daily  life.  The  house  was  in  need  of  repair  in 
every  part;  the  plumbing,  roofing,  and  drainage  were  all  out  of 
order.  With  this  sum  we  have  cautiously  and  economically 
completed  many  necessary  repairs,  and  have  also  invested 
§3000  as  the  nucleus  of  a  permanent  fund.  In  connection,  we 
desire  to  thank  Mr.  James  Renwick,  who  kindly  and  gratui- 
tously examined  the  building,  superintended  the  work  of  put- 
ting it  in  order,  and  has  thus  laid  us  under  obligations  for  . 
many  services  and  advice. 

Our  appeals  to  the  city  and  State  authorities  this  year  re- 
sulted in  a  most  welcome  and  unusual  response.  For  two 
years  past  we  have  had  nothing  from  either  source  ;  but  com- 
ing as  it  did  when  our  debts  were  weighing  so  heavily,  it  en- 
abled us  to  pay  off  the  coal-bill  of  the  previous  year,  and  quite 
a  large  arrear  of  debt  in  the  present.  Last  spring,  through 
the  exertions  of  some  of  our  most  influential  managers,  an 
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Amateur  Burlesque  Opera  and  a  Matinee  were  given  for  the 
benefit  of  "the  Nursery."  Those  who  have  never  undertaken 
it,  have  little  idea  of  the  meaning  of  the  word  exertions  as 
applied  to  sueh  efforts,  but  our  Managers,  each  in  her  own 
sphere  and  way,  use  their  uttermost  abilities  for  the  good  cause 
in  which  they  all  unite. 

With  deep  regret  we  are  called  upon  to  record  the  death  of 
one  of  our  number,  Mrs.  Thurston.  Pleasant  memories  of  her 
well-fulfilled  duties  are  all  that  now  indicate  her  many  years  of 
faithful  labor  among  us. 

The  duties  of  the  Matron  during  the  past  year  have  been 
unusually  heavy,  but  she  has  performed  them  all,  and  merits 
the  approbation  which  she  has  won,  for  her  energy,  ability  and 
conscientious  zeal. 

And  now,  in  summing  up  our  blessings,  in  thanking  God  and 
his  instruments  for  a  safe,  swift  passage  through  the  despond- 
ency and  difficulty  which  threatened  to  engulf  us,  we  would 
not  give  the  impression  that  we  are  rich,  that  we  do  not  want 
aid.  Far  from  it.  Poverty  has  been  so  long  our  master,  that 
we  forget  that  during  the  past  year  she  has  also  been  our 
teacher,  suggesting  numerous  economies  that  have  helped  to 
take  us  comfortably  through  the  year.  Then  too  the  elation 
of  feeling  produced  by  having  conquered  the  great  trials  by 
which  Ave  were  surrounded,  makes  us  frankly,  freely,  thank- 
fully, perhaps  proudly,  acknowledge  all  that  our  kind  friends 
have  done  for  us,  all  the  unexpected  blessings  that  have  fallen 
upon  us,  giving  the  seeming  of  independence.  But  the  Treas- 
urer's account  will  tell  a  t.ale  of  coming  want,  and  although 
free  just  now,  we,  and  you,  the  public  whom  we  address,  must 
remember  that  our  monthly  expenses  are  always  and  inevitably 
$200  in  advance  of  our  receipts.  The  present  immense  prices 
of  the  absolute  necessaries  of  life  push  our  daily  expenses  still 
farther  beyond  our  means.  We  can  not  ask  the  poor  mothers 
to  pay  more  board  for  their  children,  struggling  as  they  are 
with  the  same  hard  circumstances  which  fetter  us  ;  but  wre  do 
ask  you  who  have  still  something  to  spare  to  increase  your 
subscriptions  and  donations,  if  only  by  one  mite,  in  order  to 
enable  us  to  support  this  Institution,  which  has  proved  itself, 
spite  of  opposition  and  contumely,  a  charity. 

Earnestly,  pleadingly  we  say  to  you,  on  our  behalf:  "  Con- 
tinue in  well-doing."

The  Medical  Board  of  the  Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital 
are  glad  to  avail  themselves  of  this  the  9th  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Managers  of  this  Institution  to  offer  their  report 
of  the  department  that  lias  fallen  more  particularly  under  their 
observation,  and  they  do  so  with  the  more  pleasure  because 
they  are  able  to  congratulate  the  ladies  on  the  remarkably 
favorable  condition  of  health  that  has  prevailed  during  the 
past  year.  Since  they  last  had  the  honor  of  reporting  to  you 
only  400  children  have  fallen  under  their  care,  and  of  these 
only  40  have  died  —  or  1  child  out  of  every  10  sick  children. 
Statistics  demonstrate  that  out  of  every  5  children  born,  1  dies 
before  the  completion  of  the  1st  year;  and  1  only  of  every  5 
before  the  completion  of  the  3d  year.  Judged  by  this  stand- 
ard our  rate  is  wonderfully  favorable.  Two  things  have  con- 
tributed to  this  result :  the  first  is,  that  the  more  serious  epi- 
demic diseases  of  children  have  not  prevailed  with  us  to  any 
great  extent;  and  the  other  is,  that  the  intelligent  improve- 
ment of  the  diet  of  the  nurses  has  had  its  natural  effect  in  im- 
proving the  health  of  the  children,  and  in  thus  enabling  them 
to  escape  a  tendency  to  disease,  and  to  rally  from  it  if  they  fall 
under  its  influence.  It  is  to  be  expected,  from  the  nature  of  the 
Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital,  that  infantile  disease  should  pre- 
vail to  a  great  extent,  and  that,  too,  at  an  age  that  would  make 
its  occurrence  fearfully  fatal.  One  half  of  the  children  in 
entering  the  Institution  are  subjected  to  a  change  of  diet; 
their  constitutions  are  generally  impaired  by  previous  disease, 
either  hereditary  or  acquired,  and  they  are  obliged  to  go 
through  the  perilous  period  of  teething  with  a  strange  form 
of  nourishment.    If  under  these  circumstances  the  infant  is 
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fed  innutritiously,  cholera  infantum  develops  itself  and  the 
child  readily  succumbs  to  its  attack.  By  improving  the  diet 
of  the  nurse,  you  prevent  this  disease,  as  can  be  proven  by 
the  history  of  this  Institution,  where  cholera  infantum  was  at 
one  time  so  prevalent  and  so  fatal,  and  where  it  has  subsided, 
pari  passu,  with  the  improvement  of  the  nurse's  food,  till  now 
its  occurrence  is  scarcely  recognized.  This  happy  result  stimu- 
lates us  to  a  continued  prosecution  of  the  work  of  intelligently 
studying  the  subject  of  the  diet-list  and  suggesting  modifica- 
tions in  it  where  they  may  be  necessary ;  as  by  thus  im- 
proving the  health  of  the  children  we  not  only  prevent  the 
occurrence  of  any  of  those  diseases  having  their  origin  in  mal- 
nutrition, but  we  enable  our  patients  to  contend  more  suc- 
cessfully against  the  attacks  of  those  epidemic  diseases  of 
childhood  which  we  can  not  always  expect  to  escape,  and  which 
are  so  fatal  to  feeble  children. 

A  careful  attention  to  vaccination,  which  confined  to  such 
small  limits  the  epidemics  of  small-pox  with  which  we  were 
visited  in  the  fall  midwinter  of  1861,  has  been  as  rigorously 
enforced  during  the  past  year,  and  fortunately  with  better 
results. 

Dr.  Robert  Watts,  who  has  done  good  service  as  one  of  the 
attending  Physicians  of  the  Institution  for  some  years,  has 
been  compelled  to  resign,  and  the  Medical  Board  has  filled  the 
vacancy  thus  created  by  electing  Dr.  Jacobi  to  that  office,  a 
gentleman  who  has  made  the  diseases  of  infancy  a  special  study 
for  some  years,  both  in  Europe  and  in  this  country ;  his  ex- 
perience has  already  been  of  value  to  the  Institution.  The 
Medical  Board  desire  to  express  their  sense  of  obligation  to 
the  House  Physician,  Dr.  Hadden,  for  his  zealous  attention  to 
the  sick  children  as  well  as  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
nurses  of  the  Hospital  Department,  and,  in  conclusion,  they 
wish  to  offer  their  warmest  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Managers 
for  the  prompt  and  earnest  manner  with  which  every  sug- 
gestion of  the  Medical  Board  has  been  met,  and  to  pledge 
themselves  heartily  to  the  support  and  development  of  the 
Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital.

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CONSTITUTION. 


Article  L 

This  Iustitution  shall  be  called  "  The  Nursery  and  Child's 
Hospital. 

Article  II. 

This  Society  shall  consist  of  persons  of  all  denominations, 
who  shall  annually  contribute  to  its  funds. 

Article  III. 

Its  objects  are  the  maintenance  and  care  of  the  children  of 
wet-nurses,  and  the  daily  charge  of  iufants  whose  parents  labor 
away  from  home. 

Article  IY. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  consist  of  thirty-five  ladies, 
who  shall  contribute  annually  at  least  five  dollars  to  the  funds 
of  the  Society. 

Article  V. 

They  shall  hold  their  stated  meetings  on  the  last  Thursday 
of  each  month,  at  11  o'clock  A.M. ;  and  their  annual  meeting 
on  the  first  day  of  March,  at  the  same  hour. 

Article  YI. 

At  the  annual  meeting  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  fill  all 
vacancies  in  their  number  by  ballot,  and  shall  receive  the 
annual  report  of  the  officers. 
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Aeticle  VII. 

Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  request  of  any  five  Man- 
agers. 

Aeticle  VJJJL. 

The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  First,  Second,  and  Third 
Directress,  a  Treasurer,  and  a  Secretary,  who  shall  be  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  annually  elected  by  the 
same. 

Aeticle  IX. 

Seven  members  of  the  Board,  including  one  of  the  officers, 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Aeticle  X.  • 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  alter  and 
amend  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Society,  provided 
two  months'  notice  shall  be  given  of  any  contemplated  amend- 
ment. They  shall  have  power  to  transact  all  business  of  the 
Xnrsery,  saving  the  investment  or  sale  of  any  property  be- 
longing to  the  same,  for  which  purpose  the  presence  of  thir- 
teen Managers,  including  one  Directress  and  the  Treasurer, 
shall  be  necessary,  as  well  as  the  assent  in  writing  of  the  "  Ad- 
visory Committee." 

Aeticle  XI. 

Three  gentlemen  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  to 
act  as  an  Advisory  Committee.  They  shall  be  consulted  in  all 
matters  of  finance,  especially  in  the  investment  of  funds,  and 
shall  audit  the  Treasurer's  yearly  report. 

Aeticle  XII. 

The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  eight  Consulting 
and  Visiting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  office  until  displaced 
by  the  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 
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Article  I. — Officers. 

The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  perform  the  duties  di- 
rected by  the  Constitution,  By-Laws,  and  Resolutions  of  the 
Society. 

Article  II. — Directresses. 

Sec.  1.  The  First  Directress  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of 
the  Board  of  Managers,  and  shall  appoint  all  committees,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  special  resolution  of  the  Board. 

See.  2.  The  First  Directress  shall  possess  the  power  of 
voting  on  all  questions  before  the  Board,  and  shall,  in  addition, 
have  the  casting  vote  whenever  one  may  be  necessary. 

Sec.  3.  Two  of  the  Directresses  shall  visit  the  Nursery  at 
least  once  in  every  month,  to  inspect  its  condition  and  man- 
agement, and  shall  report  their  observations  at  the  monthly 
meetings. 

Sec.  4.  The  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  or  in  her 
absence  a  Manager  elected  at  the  time,  shall  preside  at  the 
meetings  of  the  Society,  whether  special  or  stated. 

Article  III. — Secretary. 

Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Managers  to  give  such  public  notice  of  the  annual  meetings 
as  may  be  specially  resolved  upon.  She  shall  furnish  each 
Manager  with  due  notice  of  each  special  meeting,  and  shall 
inform  them  of  their  election.  She  shall  attend  the  meetings 
of  the  Board,  and  shall  keep  a  written  record  of  their  pro- 
ceedings, and  shall  have  charge  of  such  papers  and  documents 
as  may  be  intrusted  to  her  by  the  Directress. 
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Sec.  2.  At  each  meeting  she  shall  present  for  approval,  or 
correction,  the  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting.  She  shall,  in 
addition,  at  her  option,  share  in  all  duties  devolving  on  her  as 
Manager. 

Sec.  3.  She  shall  receive  all  donations  and  subscriptions,  as 
well  as  all  moneys  that  may  be  paid  towards  the  funds  of  the 
Nursery,  and  having  taken  an  account  of  the  amounts,  as  well 
as  of  the  names  of  the  donors  and  subscribers,  pay  the  same  to 
the  Treasurer,  taking  her  receipt  therefor. 

Sec.  4.  She  shall  prepare  an  annual  report  of  the  condition, 
progress,  and  prospects  of  the  Nursery. 

Article  IV. — Treasurer. 

Sec.  1.  The  Treasurer  shall  perform  at  her  option,  all  her 
duties  as  Manager,  in  addition  to  the  duties  of  her  office. 

Sec.  2.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  written  account  of  all  her 
receipts  and  expenditures,  and  shall  pay  out  such  moneys  as 
she  may  be  authorized  to  do,  by  order  from  the  Committee  on 
Supplies,  or  by  resolution  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  3.  She  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  funds  belonging  to 
the  Nursery,  together  with  all  papers  and  documents  relating 
to  its  property. 

Sec.  4.  In  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer,  the  Secretary  shall 
sign  such  drafts  on  the  Treasury  as  maybe  authorized  by  order 
of  the  Committee  on  Supplies,  or  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of 
Managers. 

Sec.  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  audit  and  enter  on  her  books, 
once  a  month,  the  account  of  the  Matron's  receipts  for  board  of 
children.  She  shall  also  pay  all  wages  on  the  first  of  every 
month,  taking  receipts  for  the  same. 

Article  V. — Physicians. 

Sec.  1.  The  Physicians  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
occurring  in  their  Board,  and  shall  make  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations for  the  health  of  the  infants  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

Sec.  2.  One  of  their  number  shall  visit  the  House  daily,  and 
shall  inspect  the  children  carefully,  excluding  all  suffering  from 
contagious  disease,  vaccinating  such  as  require  it,  and  giving 
such  advice  and  assistance  as  may  tend  to  insure  the  health  of 
the  infants  and  nurses. 
2* 
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Sec.  3.  They  shall  furnish  a  written  report  of  the  health  of 
the  Xursery  during  the  year,  at  each  annual  meeting,  and  shall 
communicate  with  the  Board  of  Managers  at  such  stated  or 
special  meetings  as  they  may  deem  advisable. 

Sec.  4.  They  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  Resident  Physi- 
cian, to  hold  office  during  four  months,  and  subject  to  a  reap- 
pointment or  dismissal  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  VI.  COMMITTEES. 

Sec.  1.  The  First  Directress,  or,  in  her  absence,  the  presiding 
officer,  shall  appoint,  at  each  stated  meeting,  the  following  and 
all  such  other  standing  committees  as  may  hereafter  be  deemed 
necessary. 

Sec.  2.  All  committees  to  be  composed  of  three  members 
each,  with  the  exception  of  the  Committee  of  Admissions  and 
Inspection,  which  said  Committee  shall  consist  of  four  members. 

Article  VII. — Committee  ox  SurPLiES. 

Sec.  1.  This  Committee  shall  inquire  into  the  condition  and 
amount  of  all  stores  of  provisions,  medicines,  furniture,  and 
necessaries  of  the  Xursery,  and  shall  give  a  written  order  on 
the  Treasury  for  the  purchase  of  whatsoever  maybe  necessary. 

Sec.  2.  They  shall  meet  twice  during  each  month,  and  shall 
jointly  examine  and  certify  all  bills  presented  against  the 
Nursery,  comparing  these  bills  with  the  housekeeper's  accounts. 
These  bills  must  be  indorsed  by  said  Committee  before  they 
are  paid  by  the  Treasurer. 

Sec.  3.  They  shall  preserve  a  written  record  of  their  proceed- 
ings, and  report  the  same  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Article  VIII. — Co:\nnTTEE  of  Ad^iissioxs  axd  Inspection. 

Sec.  1.  This  Committee  shall  decide  upon  the  character  and 
need  of  parents  applying  for  the  benefits  of  the,  Xursery,  and 
shall  be  entitled  to  grant  permits  for  the  deserving. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  they  shall  suspect  that  an  infant  applying 
for  admission  is  the  snbjeet  of  contagious  disease,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  this  Committee  to  consult  the  Resident  Physician  before 
issuing  a  permit. 
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Sec.  3.  They  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  names  and  residences 
of  the  beneficiaries  of  this  Institution  ;  also,  of  the  period  of 
time  during  which  the  children  shall  have  enjoyed  the  benefits 
of  the  charity. 

Sec.  4.  They  shall  visit  all  the  wards,  shall  inquire  into  and 
observe  the  conduct  of  the  Matron,  nurses,  and  servants  of  the 
Nursery ;  they  shall  inspect  the  condition  of  the  beds,  clothing, 
and  persons  of  the  infants  ;  the  quality  of  the  food,  and  the 
cleanliness  of  the  cooking  and  other  utensils,  and  shall  use  every 
endeavor  to  enforce  the  sanitary  and  police  regulations  of  the 
House. 

See.  5.  They  shall  report  at  each  stated  meeting  such  defi- 
ciencies, neglect  and  misconduct  as  they  may  deem  worthy  of 
disapproval. 

Sec.  6.  They  shall  have  power  to  engage  or  dismiss  the  nurses 
and  servants  of  the  Nursery. 

Article  IX. — Separate  Departments. 

Sec.  1.  One  lady  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  four  months, 
to  visit  the  Nursery  at  least  once  in  each  week,  to  inspect  and 
regulate  the  lower  department  of  the  household,  namely  :  the 
kitchen,  laundry,  cellar,  and  bakery.  She  will  enforce  the  rules 
for  the  general  cleanliness  of  the  servants  and  oversee  the  house- 
keeper. 

•  Sec.  2.  One  lady  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  four  months, 
to  visit  the  Nursery  at  least  once  in  each  week,  to  superintend 
the  wardrobe  and  laundry  of  the  Institution.  She  shall  report 
at  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  the  number 
of  garments  made,  also  those  required,  and  shall,  in  connection 
with  the  Committee  on  Supplies,  make  the  necessary  purchases 
for  the  department.  She  shall  report  any  misconduct  on  the 
part  of  the  seamstress  or  the  laundresses. 

Sec.  3.  One  lady  shall  be  appointed  to  have  the  care  of  the 
school  department  during  a  term  of  four  months.  She  shall 
visit  the  Nursery  at  least  once  in  each  week.  She  shall  have 
entire  control  over  the  Resident  Teacher,  and  inquire  into  the 
progress  of  the  children,  making  such  changes  in  the  studies 
and  plan  of  discipline  as  she  may  deem  necessary.  She  shall 
also  be  present  each  Saturday  afternoon,  to  see  that  the  sewing- 
school  is  provided  with  work,  and  assist  in  the  instruction  of 
the  childreif. 
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Article  X. — Fixes  for  Non-Attendance,  etc. 

Sec.  1.  Any  Manager  absenting  herself  from  a  stated  meeting 
of  the  Board,  from  any  other  cause  than  sickness  or  absence 
from  the  city  shall  be  required  to  pay  a  fine  of  twenty-five 
cents  into  the  treasury. 

See.  2.  Any  Manager  absenting  herself  from  three  consecutive 
stated  meetings,  except  from  the  above-mentioned  causes,  shall 
no  longer  continue  to  be  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Sec.  3.  When  the  Board  shall  have  been  called  to  order,  all 
conversation  shall  cease. 

Sec.  4.  One  member  only  of  the  Board  shall  be  allowed  to 
speak  at  a  time,  and  then  only  on  the  business  before  the  meet- 
ing. The  Manager  having  the  floor  shall  rise  and  address  her- 
self to  the  chair. 

Sec.  5.  In  the  event  of  more  than  one  Manager  rising  to 
speak,  the  chair  shall  always  decide  between  the  claimants. 

Sec.  6.  Any  Manager  infringing  one  of  these  regulations  shall 
be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  oifense. 

DUTIES  OF   THE  MATRON. 

The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Matron  who  shall  hold  office  during  the  plea- 
sure of  the  Board. 

She  shall  receive  the  applicants  and  place  them  in  their  respective  wards, 
after  their  admission  by  Managers  or  physician,  and  shall  report  to  the  Com- 
mittee of  Admissions  and  Inspection  any  misconduct  on  the  part  of  the  nurses. 

She  shall  carry  into  effect  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Institution,  and 
carefully  inspect  the  condition  of  the  infants  many  times  during  the  day. 

She  will  take  charge  of  the  board  paid,  and  of  premiums  received,  comparing 
her  accounts  with  the  housekeeper's  debit  and  credit  entries. 

She  shall  render  her  accounts  to  the  Treasurer  once  a  month. 

She  will  accompany  visitors  around  the  house  in  the  absence  of  the  Mana- 
gers. 

She  shall  have  power  to  allow  any  daily  child  to  remain  in  the  Nursery  dur- 
ing" the  night,  when  suffering  from  illness  or  from  any  other  causes  which  may, 
in  her  judgment,  render  the  permission  advisable. 

DUTIES   OF   THE  TEACHER. 

The  Teacher  shall  call  her  scholars  together  every  morning,  at  nine  o'clock. 
The  school  is  to  be  opened  by  prayer,  and  is  to  continue  until  twelve  o'clock. 

The  afternoon  school  will  commence  at  two  o'clock,  and  will  continue  until 
four  o'clock. 

The  Teacher  will  be  responsible  at  all  hours  for  the  good  conduct  of  her 
scholars,  and  have  them  under  her  constant  supervision. 
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On  Saturday,  a  sewing-school  shall  be  held  for  two  hours. 
The  Teacher  shall  take  the  children  to  church  every  Sunday  morning. 
She  must  also  walk  out  with  her  scholars  whenever  the  weather  is  suitable, 
having  the  assistance  of  one  of  the  dormitory  nurses. 

DUTIES  OP  THE  HOUSEKEEPER. 

She  is  responsible  for  the  cleanliness  and  order  of  the  establishment,  irre- 
spective of  the  children. 

She  is  to  go  to  market,  and  purchase  the  meat,  taking  the  boy  with  her  to 
bring  it  home. 

She  is  to  weigh  out  and  distribute  all  the  provisions  daily,  keeping  a  strict 
account  of  the  same. 

She  will  keep  the  debit  and  credit  account  of  the  board  of  the  children,  and 
submit  her  accounts  weekly  to  the  Treasurer. 

She  will  see  that  the  laundresses  perform  their  duties. 

She  will  keep  the  keys  of  the  store-room.  She  is  to  remain  in  the  refectory 
while  the  nurses  and  children  are  at  their  meals,  and  prevent  any  food  being 
taken  from  the  table. 

She  is  to  see  that  no  sewing  is  done  by  the  nurses,  except  for  the  Institu- 
tion, but  the  clothes  must  all  be  kept  mended. 

She,  with  the  Matron,  will  see  that  the  nurses  are  sent  out  to  exercise  in  the 
open  air  with  the  children  twice  a  day. 

Any  nurse  who  refuses  to  go  out  when  ordered,  is  to  be  reported,  and  if  a 
second  time  she  is  complained  of,  she  is  to  be  dismissed. 

DUTIES  OP  THE  SEAMSTRESS. 

She  shall  have  the  entire  charge  of  the.  clothes-room,  and  keep  an  inventory 
of  every  thing  that  is  made  in  the  Institution. 

She  shall  mend,  cut,  and  make  all  that  is  required.  She  shall  keep  a  list  of 
the  articles  sent  to  the  laundry,  comparing  them  with  the  same  when  returned. 

She  shall  give  out  the  clothes  belonging  to  the  nurses  and  children,  and 
shall  also  have  in  charge  the  necessary  garments  used  for  walking,  such  as 
shawls,  hats,  cloaks,  etc. 

She  shall  attend  to  her  own  room. 

DUTIES  OP  THE  HEAD-NURSES. 

DAY  AXD  NIGHT  WATCH. 

The  Head-Nurses  will  receive  from  the  Housekeeper,  three  times  a  day,  the 
food  required  for  their  respective  wards. 

They  are  responsible  for  the  order  and  cleanliness  of  their  wards,  and  of 
their  children,  and  are  accountable  to  the  housekeeper  for  any  disorder. 

They  are  to  walk  out  with  the  nurses  and  children,  one  nurse  going  in  the 
morning,  and  the  other  in  the  afternoon. 

After  dinner,  the  night-watch  must  go  to  bed  and  rest  seven  hours,  so  as  to 
be  ready  for  her  duties  during  the  night. 
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They  will  receive  from  the  Matron  the  clean  clothes,  and  see  them  dis- 
tributed properly,  never  giving  the  clean  ones  until  they  receive  the  soiled  in 
return. 

The  Head-Nurses  are  to  see  that  only  one  half  of  the  women  in  each  ward 
go  to  their  meals  at  once. 

They  will  see  that  nurses  as  well  as  children  use  the  bath  constantly. 

They  will  report  to  the  resident  physician  any  change  in  the  health  of  a 
child  as  soon  as  noticed. 

They  will  see  that  every  bed  has  the  tickets  with  the  names  of  the  occupants 
properly  affixed.    They  will  attend  to  the  constant  ventilation  of  their  wards. 

They  will  diligently  attend  to  the  doctor's  orders,  and  see  them  thoroughly 
carried  out. 

RULES 

IN  RELATION  TO   THE  ADMISSION  OF  "WET-NURSES  EMPLOYED  IN  "  THE 
NURSERY  AND  CHILD'S  HOSPITAL." 

Women  who  are  desirous  of  securing  situations  as  wet-nurses  in  private 
families,  will  be  received  and  provided  for  at  the  Institution  until  they  are 
supplied  with  places,  on  the  following  terms  :

Each  applicant  must  present  a  certificate  of  good  character,  and  also  her 
marriage-certificate. 

n 

Her  health,  that  of  her  child,  and  her  qualities  as  a  nurse,  must  be  examined 
into  by  the  physician  in  attendance. 

III. 

She  must  nurse  a  child  whilst  at  the  Institution,  in  addition  to  her  own,  or, 
if  she  has  lost  her  child,  she  must  nurse  two  children. 

IY. 

She  must  conform  strictly  to  all  the  rules  of  the  Institution,  and  yield  im- 
plicit obedience  to  the  authority  of  the  Matron. 

V. 

Her  good  conduct  during  her  residence  at  "  The  Nursery  and  Child's  Hos- 
pital," will  secure  her  the  assistance  and  recommendation  of  the  ladies  of  the 
Institution  in  obtaining  a  desirable  situation  as  wet-nurse,  and  she  will  also  be 
entitled  to  the  recommendation  of  the  physician  in  attendance. 

VI. 

Persons  obtaining  wet-nurses  from  this  Institution,  shall  pay  five  dollars 
premium.  In  case  the  nurse  selected  should  not  give  satisfaction  within  ten 
days,  another  can  be  substituted  without  additional  charge. 
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RULES 

IN  RELATION  TO  THE  ADMISSION  OF  CHILDREN  INTO  "  THE  NURSERY  AND 
child's  HOSPITAL." 

I. 

Every  child  presented  for  admission  must  be  perfectly  clean. 

II. 

A  marriage-certificate,  and  a  certificate  of  good  character,  always  required. 

III. 

No  child  will  be  admitted  over  six  years  of  age,  unless  by  special  permission 
of  the  First  Directress. 

IV. 

No  child  admitted  with  contagious  disease. 

V. 

Every  child  must  be  vaccinated,  unless  it  has  been  done  previously. 

VI. 

Infants  who  can  not  walk  pay  §5  per  month ;  children  who  can  walk  pay 
$4  per  month ;  hospital  or  sick  children  pay  $6  per  month. 

VII. 

The  charge  of  each  child  admitted  by  the  day  shall  be  six  per  cent  on  the 
mother's  daily  wages,  five  per  cent  for  the  second  child,  and  four  per  cent  for 
the  third. 

VIII. 

In  case  the  board  is  not  paid  punctually,  the  child  must  be  sent  to  the  Alms- 
house. 

IX. 

In  case  a  daily  child  is  not  called  for,  it  will  be  sent  to  the  Almshouse  on 
the  second  day. 

'  X. 

Every  child  admitted  must  be  examined  by  the  physician. 

XI. 

The  parent  or  guardian  must  always  provide  shoes  for  the  child. 

XII. 

Clothing  will  be  provided,  as  far  as  possible,  by  the  Institution,  Boys  over 
two  years  must  bring  their  own  clothes. 
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XIII. 

One  complete  suit  and  six  diapers  must  be  left  with  the  child.  Ou  removal, 
another  suit  must  be  brought. 

XIY. 

In  case  of  the  adoption  of  a  child  out  of  "  The  Nursery  and  Child's  Hos- 
pital," the  arrangement  must  be  made  entirely  between  the  party  adopting  it 
and  the  parents  or  guardian  of  the  child,  "  the  Institution  n  assuming  no  re- 
sponsibility in  the  premises  whatever.

Board  is  always  to  be  paid  in  advance.

No  money  to  be  returned.

They  shall  then  hold  themselves  in  readiness  to  receive  the  daily  children  as 
they  are  brought  in.  Each  nurse  shall  undress  her  child  as  soon  as  received 
bathe  it  if  necessary,  and  always  wash  its  face  and  hands,  and  brush  its  hair 
and  then  dress  it  in  the  clothing  of  the  house,  and  put  around  its  neck  the 
number  of  its  crib,  hanging  up  the  child's  own  clothes  upon  the  hook  bearing 
the  same  number  as  the  crib.

Each  nurse  will  be  held  strictly  responsible  for  the  neat  and  cleanly  appear 
ance  of  the  children  under  her  charge.

Each  nurse  shall  have  twelve  daily  children  under  her  immediate  carer  In 
addition  to  the  duties  already  prescribed,  she  shall  keep  them  constantly  under 
her  eye,  and  attend  promptly  to  their  wants  in  every  particular.

Children  who  have  been  weaned,  will  have  bread  and  milk  twice  a  day, 
ind  a  bowl  of  soup  or  broth.

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SECRETARY'S  REPORT,  1864. 


The  Managers  of  the  "  Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital"  would  feel 
that  the  effort  of  the  past  year  to  maintain  the  efficiency  and  to 
extend  the  scope  of  the  unpretending  charity  which  it  is  their 
privilege  to  administer,  had  been  more  than  repaid,  if  it  were  in 
their  power  to  present  this  institution  to  the  public  as  self- 
sustaining.  That  causes  quite  beyond  their  control  have  made 
this  impossible,  they  feel  assured  that  every  candid  mind  will  per- 
ceive, after  a  perusal  of  the  Report  which  they  now  have  the  honor 
to  submit;  and  they  have  sufficient  confidence  in  the  good  sense 
and  practical  humanity  of  the  community  to  believe  that  "the 
plain  unvarnished  tale  n  of  their  labors  and  their  trials,  during  the 
past  twelve  mouths,  will  command  for  them  sincere  sympathy  and 
active  cooperation  in  a  work  of  mercy,  the  blessed  influences  of 
which  may  not  unaptly  be  likened  to  the  dews  of  heaven. 

To  temper  the  wind  to  the  shorn  lamb;  to  surround  the  helpless 
infancy  of  the  children  of  toil  and  penury  with  something  at  least 
of  the  tender  love  and  care  with  which  the  happier  offspring  of  the 
prosperous  are  born,  is  the  simple  object  of  the  "Nursery  and 
Child's  Hospital."  Years  have  tested  and  proved  its  usefulness, 
and  successfully  answered  the  objections  made  at  its  commence- 
ment. The  spirit  and  purposes  of  our  institution  have  already 
been  set  forth  with  adequate  ability  in  our  previous  Reports.  It 
is  not  now  needful  to  declare  that  spirit,  nor  to  indicate  those  pur- 
poses. 

The  war  has  imp6sed  upon  "The  Nursery,"  as  upon  all  other 
public  or  charitable  institutions,  new  and  unusual  trials.  While 
the  burdens  of  the  war  have  diminished  our  income,  by  compelling 
many  persons  to  retrench,  all  their  expenditures,  including  their 
usual  annual  outlay  in  the  way  of  charity,  it  has  seriously  enhanced 
the  price  of  all  the  supplies  necessary  to  maintain  our  institution. 
But  while  it  has  thus  curtailed  our  powers  for  good,  the  war  has 
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also  multiplied  the  calls  upon  us  for  succor.  By  withdrawing  the 
men  of  the  laboring  classes  from  civil  life  into  the  army,  it  has  in- 
creased the  number  of  women  of  those  classes  who  are  compelled 
to  seek  our  sheltering  wards,  or  leave  with  us  their  helpless  chil- 
dren, while  they  devote  themselves  with  unremitting  toil  to  procure 
a  bare  subsistence  from  day  to  day. 

The  appropriations  from  the  State  Hospital  Fund  and  the 
Common  Council  of  the  city,  which  from  time  to  time  have  been 
made  in  aid  of  our  institution,  we  cannot  include  in  our  estimate  of 
this  year.  We  do  not  by  any  means  despair,  however,  of  this 
source  of  revenue ;  but  we  should  be  unfaithful  to  our  sacred  trust, 
and  to  the  mute  appeals  of  the  helplessness  which  looks  to  us  alone 
for  aid  under  heaven,  if  we  forbore  to  press  upon  individual  benev- 
olence the  necessity  of  putting  beyond  all  chance  or  change  our 
ability  to  discharge  this  trust. 

Mothers!  fathers!  come  with  us  to  our  Hospital  wards,  lean 
with  us  over  the  cribs  of  our  patient  little  sufferers — 

* '  Think  what  pain 
Makes  a  young  child  patient.'' 

Remember  the  happy  homes  left  behind  us;  remember  the  joyous, 
healthful  faces  there,  and  let  us  endeavor,  with  God's  help,  to  bring 
to  these  poor  wTaifs  on  life's  shore  something  of  life's  sunshine. 

During  the  summer,  extensive  repairs  of  plumbing  and  furnaces 
became  absolutely  necessary.  To  meet  these  additional  expenses, 
an  appeal  to  the  public  w-as  needful.  A  concert  at  the  Academy 
of  Music  was  consequently  decided  upon.  It  is  our  duty  and  our 
pleasure  to  acknowledge  most  heartily  the  cooperation  on  that 
occasion  of  many  distinguished  artists,  the  unwearied  efforts  of  our 
Managers  in  the  disposal  of  tickets,  as  well  as  the  kindness  with 
which  our  friends  and  a  generous  public  came  forward  to  make  our 
effort  successful. 

We  acknowledge,  with  exceeding  gratitude,  the  receipt  of  the 
further  sum  of  $5,000  from  the  estate  of  Mr.  John  Rose.  This, 
like  the  previous  donations  from  the  same  source,  under  the  counsel 
of  our  Advisory  Committee,  was  added  to  our  Permanent  Fund, 
and  invested  in  good  securities. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  unusual  trials  and  difficulties  with  us. 
We  have  seen  ourselves  reluctantly  compelled,  by  causes  previously 
touched  upon,  to  increase  the  price  of  the  board  of  the  children

confided  to  our  care,  and  while  the  exertions  of  many  of  our  Man- 
agers, in  raising  funds,  have  been  most  strenuous  and  most  success- 
ful, we  earnestly  beg  them  not  to  weary  in  well  doing. 

We  have  to  mention,  with  regret,  the  temporary  absence  of  Mrs. 
Bininger,  First  Directress,  who,  feeling  the  necessity  of  recruiting 
exhausted  health  and  energies,  is  now  in  Europe,  leaving  with  us 
but  her  bright  example  and  the  cheering  hope  of  her  return.  In 
her  absence,  our  Second  Directress,  with  the  unselfish  kindness  so 
eminently  characteristic,  consented  to  take  upon  herself  the  ardu- 
ous duties  of  the  First  Directress.  Sensible  of  the  value  of  the 
services  rendered  by  Dr.  E.  Lambert,  the  Board  of  Managers  re- 
ceived his  resignation  with  great  regret,  but  deem  themselves  for- 
tunate in  having;  been  able  to  supply  his  place  by  the  appointment 
of  Dr.  J.  J.  Hull. 

Since  the  foundation  of  the  institution,  no  epidemic  has  ever 
raged  with  such  fearful  virulence  as  the  measles,  during  the  month 
of  January,  complicated  in  most  cases  by  diptheria,  pneumonia  and 
scarlet  fever,  l^otwithstanding  strict  care  and  unabating  vigil- 
ance in  isolating  the  cases,  disease  spread  with  great  rapidity,  and 
many  of  our  little  ones  became  its  victims.  To  our  Matron,  Teacher 
and  head  Nurses  we  owe  a  large  debt  of  gratitude  for  the  conscien- 
tious and  unwearied  discharge  of  their  duties  during  this  trying 
period.  To  Mrs.  Polman's  patient  and  faithful  industry,  in  the 
Wardrobe  Department,  too  much  praise  cannot  be  given,  as  the 
fact  that  over  1,000  garments  have  been  made  and  326  repaired, 
under  her  supervision,  will  show;  and  to  her  strict  economy  and  ju- 
dicious management  are  mainly  due  the  prudent  expenditure  of  our 
household  during  the  past  year.

It  is  always  with  great  reluctance  and  regret  that  "  The  Nursery  n 
is  brought  before  the  public,  and  it  is  not  until  14  every  head  and 
brain  among  us  is  overtaxed"  to  prevent  it,  or  until  that  horror  to 
every  Manager's  mind — debt — stares  us  in  the  face,  that  any  appeal 
is  made.  Such  was  our  condition,  when,  remembering  the  success  of 
our  former  practice,  it  was  decided  to  call  upon  the  more  fortunate 
classes  of  society  to  unite  in  a  Ball,  in  aid  of  our  institution.  For 
several  years  the  "Nursery  Balls77  were  recognized  as  one  of  the 
most  agreeable  features  of  "  the  season,77  and  we  ventured  to  hope 
that  a  repetition  of  an  entertainment  of  this  kind  would  prove  not 
less  delightful  to  those  who  shared  in  it,  nor  less  prolific  of  good  to 
hundreds  who  are  ready  to  perish.  Owing  to  the  very  recent  date 
of  this  Ball,  we  are  not  able  to  lay  its  results  with  exactness  be- 
fore our  readers.  We  can,  however,  congratulate  ourselves,  and  all, 
interested  in  "The  Nursery,"  on  its  great  success.  It  has  replen- 
ished our  treasury,  enabled  us  to  again  open  our  doors,  and  given 
us  the  cheering  hope  of  being  able  to  offer  to  our  many  applicants 
the  happy,  comfortable  home,  which  it  is  the  highest  ambition  of 
every  Manager  to  provide. 

Those  who  shall  most  closely  scrutinize  the  facts  contained  in  this 
Report,  we  are  sure,  of  all  our  readers,  least  need  to  be  reminded 
of  the  solemn  benediction  shining  through  the  simple  words  of  our 
Saviour: 

"Inasmuch  as  ye  did  it  unto  the  least  of  these,  ye  did  it  unto  me." 

Such  have  been  the  labors  of  the  year  that  has  just  closed, 
and  such  are  the  prospects  of  the  year  that  has  opened.  On 
both  we  ask  the  blessing  of  Him  who  bade  little  children  come 
unto  him,  and  who  folded  the  lost  and  wretched  of  the  world  in 
the  arms  of  his  encompassing  tenderness  and  love.  May  we  not 
leave,  then,  these  simple  facts  to  command  their  own  response  from 
just  and  generous  hearts  in  a  world 

<;  Where  the  young  children,  O!  my  brothers, 
Are  weeping  bitterly; 
They  are  weeping  in  the  playtime  of  the  others, 
In  the  country  of  the  Free."

Ladies — The  Medical  Board  of  the  Xursery  and  Child's  Hos- 
pital, beg  'leave  to  offer  the  following  report  to  the  Board  of 
Managers. 

During  the  past  year  501  children  have  been  under  their  care. 
A  great  many  of  these  were  cases  of  a  mild  character — but  the 
Institution  has  been  visited  with  a  severe  epidemic  of  measles,  which 
showed  itself  about  the  first  of  November,  and  prevailed  to  a  great 
extent  till  about  the  first  of  January.  The  epidemic  was  charac- 
terized by  a  violence  of  attack  and  by  a  tendency  toward  complica- 
tion with  diphtheria,  that  are  unusual  in  the  history  of  the  dis- 
ease; acting  on  such  patients  as  are  brought  under  our  care, 
infants  of  a  very  tender  age,  with  constitutions  impaired  by  here- 
ditary taint,  and  enfeebled  by  exposure  and  insufficient  food  before 
they  were  admitted  into  the  Institution.  Among  such  subjects  it 
it  is  to  be  supposed  that  measles  and  diphtheria  combined  would 
make  sad  havoc,  but  only  one  case  out  of  five  was  lost;  and  no 
deaths  occurred  where  the  disease  was  uncomplicated. 

Scarlet  fever,  too,  has  prevailed  at  times  throughout  the  summer 
and  fall.  Fortunately  it  was  of  a  mild  type,  and  by  promptly  sepa- 
rating the  cases  from  the  other  children,  no  epidemic  occurred. 

The  vast  bulk  of  the  illness  of  the  past  year  has  been  of  a  kind 
liable  to  occur  to  treating  children,  partially  deprived  of  their  natural 
nourishment,  disturbances  of  their  digestive  apparatus,  which,  as  a 
general  rule,  have  proved  amenable  to  treatment. 
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The  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  Institution  during  the  past 
year  has  been  good,  better  than  heretofore,  owing  in  some  measure 
to  some  changes  in  ventilation  that  have  been  inaugurated.  The 
Medical  Board  feel  that  they  can  congratulate  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers on  this  fact,  which,  but  for  the  unfortunate  prevalence  of  the 
epidemic  alluded  to,  would  have  been  more  marked. 

The  Nursery  has  lost  by  resignation  the  services  of  Dr.  Lambert, 
and  has  filled  the  vacancy  thus  made  by  electing  Dr.  Hull. 

In  conclusion,  the  Medical  Board  earnestly  hope  that  the  Man- 
agers will  prosecute  the  good  work  in  which  they  are  engaged  as 
zealously  as  heretofore.  As  medical  men,  they  see  in  the  design  a 
public  convenience  that  is  growing  yearly  into  an  imperative  neces- 
sity, and  a.  charity  that  in  its  scope  and  character  should  endear 
itself  to  all  humane  parents.

CONSTITUTION. 


Article  I. 

This  Institution  shall  be  called  "  The  Nursery  and  Child's 
Hospital." 

Article  II. 

This  Society  shall  consist  of  persons  of  all  denominations,  who 
shall  annually  contribute  to  its  funds. 

Article  III. 

Its  objects  are  the  maintenance  and  care  of  the  children  of  wet- 
nurses,  and  the  daily  charge  of  infants  whose  parents  labor  away! 
from  home. 

Article  IV. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  consist  of  thirty-five  ladies,  who 
shall  contribute  annually  at  least  five  dollars  to  the  funds  of  the 
Society. 

Article  V. 

They  shall  hold  their  stated  meetings  on  the  last  Thursday  of 
each  month,  at  11  o'clock,  a.  m.;  and  their  annual  meeting  on  thS 
first  day  of  March,  at  the  same  hour. 

Article  VI. 

At  the  annual  meeting  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  fill  all  va- 
cancies in  their  number  by  ballot,  and  shall  receive  the  annual  re- ! 
port  of  the  officers. 
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Article  VII. 

Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  request  of  First  Directress  or 
any  five  Managers. 

Article  YIII. 

The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  First,  Second  and  Third 
Directress,  a  Treasurer,  and  a  Secretary,  who  shall  be  members  of 
the  Board  of  Managers,  and  annually  elected  by  the  same. 

Article  IX. 

Seven  members  of  the  Board,  including  one  of  the  officers,  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

Article  X. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  alter  and  amend  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Society,  provided  two  months' 
notice  shall  be  given  of  any  contemplated  amendment.  They  shall 
have  power  to  transact  all  business  of  the  Nursery,  saving  the  in- 
vestment or  sale  of  any  property  belonging  to  the  same,  for  which 
purpose  the  presence  of  thirteen  Managers,  including  one  Directress 
and  the  Treasurer,  shall  be  necessary,  as  well  as  the  assent  in 
writing  of  the  "  Advisory  Committee." 

Article  XI. 

Three  gentlemen  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  to  act  as 
an  Advisory  Committee.  They  shall  be  consulted  in  all  matters  of 
finance,  especially  in  the  investment  of  funds,  and  shall  audit  the 
Treasurer's  yearly  report. 

Article  XII. 

The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  eight  Consulting  and 
Yisiting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  office  until  displaced  by  the 
unanimous  vote  of  their  associates.

BY-LAWS. 


Article  I. — Officers. 

The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  perform  the  duties  directed  by 
the  Constitution,  By-Laws,  and  Resolutions  of  the  Society. 

Article  II. — Directresses. 

Sec.  1.  The  First  Directress  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  and  shall  appoint  all  committees,  unless  other- 
wise ordered  by  special  resolution  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  2.  The  First  Directress  shall  possess  the  power  of  voting  on 
all  questions  before  the  Board,  and  shall,  in  addition,  have  the  cast- 
ing vote  whenever  one  may  be  necessary. 

Sec.  3.  Two  of  the  Directresses  shall  visit  the  Nursery  at  least 
once  in  every  month,  to  inspect  its  condition  and  management,  and. 
shall  report  their  observations  at  the  monthly  meetings. 

Sec.  4.  The  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  or  in  her  absence  a 
Manager  elected  at  the  time,  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Society,  whether  special  or  stated. 

Article  III. — Secretary. 

Sec.  L  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  | 
Managers  to  give  such  public  notice  of  the  annual  meetings  as  may( 
be  specially  resolved  upon.  She  shall  furnish  each  Manager  with 
due  notice  of  each  special  meeting,  and  shall  inform  them  of  their 
election.  She  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  shall 
keep  a  written  record  of  their  proceedings,  and  shall  have  charge  of 
such  papers  and  documents  as  may  be  intrusted  to  her  by  the 
Directress. 
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Sec.  2.  At  each  meeting  she  shall  present  for  approval,  or 
correction,  the  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting.  She  shall,  in 
addition,  at  her  option,  share  in  all  duties  devolving  on  her  as 
Manager. 

Sec.  3.  She  shall  receive  all  donations  and  subscriptions,  as  well 
as  all  moneys  that  may  be  paid  toward  the  funds  of  the  Nursery, 
and  having  taken  an  account  of  the  amounts,  as  well  as  of  the 
names  of  the  donors  and  subscribers,  pay  the  same  to  the  Treas- 
urer, taking  her  receipt  therefor. 

Sec.  4.  She  shall  prepare  an  annual  report  of  the  condition, 
progress  and  prospects  of  the  Nursery. 

Article  IV. — Treasurer. 

Sec.  1.  The  Treasurer  shall  perform,  at  her  option,  all  her  du- 
ties as  Manager,  in  addition  to  the  duties  of  her  office. 

Sec.  2.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  written  account  of  all  her  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures,  and  shall  pay  out  such  moneys  as  she  may 
be  authorized  to  do,  by  order  from  the  Committee  on  Supplies,  or 
by  resolution  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  3.  She  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  funds  belonging  to  the 
Nursery,  together  with  all  papers  and  documents  relating  to  its 
property. 

Sec  4.  In  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer,  the  Secretary  shall 
sign  such  drafts  on  the  Treasury  as  may  be  authorized  by  order  of 
the  Committee  on  Supplies,  or  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers. 

Sec.  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  audit  and  enter  on  her  books,  once  a 
month,  the  account  of  the  Matron's  receipts  for  board  of  children. 
She  shall  also  pay  all  wages  on  the  first  of  every  month,  taking  re- 
ceipts for  the  same. 

Article  V. — Physicians. 

Sec.  1.  The  Physicians  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  oc- 
curring in  their  Board,  and  shall  make  such  rules  and  regulations  for 
the  health  of  the  infants  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

Sec.  2.  One  of  their  number  shall  visit  the  House  daily,  and 
shall  inspect  the  children  carefully,  excluding  all  suffering  from  con- 
tagious disease,  vaccinating  such  as  require  it,  and  giving  such  ad- 
vice and  assistance  as  may  tend  to  insure  the  health  of  the  infants 
and  nurses. 
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Sec.  3.  They  shall  furnish  a  written  report  of  the  health  of  the 
Nursery  during  the  year,  at  each  annual  meeting,  and  shall  com- 
municate with  the  Board  of  Managers  at  such  stated  or  special 
meetings  as  they  may  deem  advisable. 

Sec.  4.  They  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  Resident  Physician, 
to  hold  office  during  four  months,  and  subject  to  a  re-appointment 
or  dismissal,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  "Board. 

Article  VI. — Committees. 

Sec.  1.  The  First  Directress,  or,  in  her  absence,  the  presiding 
officer,  shall  appoint,  at  each  stated  meeting,  the  following  and  all 
such  other  Standing  Committees  as  may  hereafter  be  deemed  neces- 
sary. 

Sec.  2.  All  committees  to  be  composed  of  three  members  each, 
with  the  exception  of  the  Committee  of  Admissions  and  Inspection, 
which  said  Committee  shall  consist  of  four  members. 

Article  VII. — Committee  on  Supplies. 

Sec.  1.  This  Committee  shall  inquire  into  the  condition  and 
amount  of  all  stores  of  provisions,  medicines,  furniture  and  necessa- 
ries of  the  Nursery,  and  shall  give  a  written  order  on  the  Treasury 
for  the  purchase  of  whatsoever  may  be  necessary. 

Sec.  2.  They  shall  meet  twice  during  each  month,  and  sTiall 
jointly  examine  and  certify  all  bills  presented  against  the  Nursery, 
comparing  these  bills  with  the  housekeeper's  accounts.  These  bills 
must  be  indorsed  by  said  Committee  before  they  are  paid  by  the 
Treasurer. 

Sec.  3.  They  shall  preserve  a  written  record  of  their  proceed- 
ings, and  report  the  same  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Article  VIII. — Committee  on  Admissions  and  Inspection. 

Sec.  1.  This  Committee  shall  decide  upon  the  character  and  need 
of  parents  applying  for  the  benefits  of  the  Nursery,  and  shall  be  en- 
titled to  grant  permits  for  the  deserving. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  they  shall  suspect  that  an  infant  applying 
for  admission  is  the  subject  of  contagious  disease,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  this  Committee  to  consult  the  Resident  Physician  before 
issuing  a  permit. 
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Sec.  3.  They  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  names  and  residences  of  the 
beneficiaries  of  this  Institution;  also,  of  the  period  of  time  during 
which  the  children  shall  have  enjoyed  the  benefits  of  the  charity. 

Sec.  4.  They  shall  visit  all  the  wards,  shall  inquire  into  and  ob- 
serve the  conduct  of  the  Matron,  nurses,  and  servants  of  the  Nur- 
sery; they  shall  inspect  the  condition  of  the  beds,  clothing,  and 
persons  of  the  infants;  the  quality  of  the  food,  and  the  cleanliness 
of  the  cooking  and  other  utensils,  and  shall  use  every  endeavor  to 
enforce  the  sanitary  and  police  regulations  of  the  House. 

Sec.  5.  They  shall  report  at  each  stated  meeting  such  deficiencies, 
neglect,  and  misconduct  as  they  may  deem  worthy  of  disapproval. 

Sec.  6.  They  shall  have  power  to  engage  or  dismiss  the  nurses 
and  servants  of  the  Nursery. 

Article  IX. — Separate  Departments. 

Sec:  1.  One  lady  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  four  months,  to 
visit  the  Nursery  at  least  once  in  each  week,  to  inspect  and  regulate 
the  lower  department  of  the  household,  namely,  the  kitchen,  laun- 
dry, cellar  and  bakery.  She  will  enforce  the  rules  for  the  general 
cleanliness  of  the  servants  and  oversee  the  housekeeper. 

Sec.  2.  One  lady  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  four  months, 
to  visit  the  Nursery  at  least  once  in  each  week,  to  superintend  the 
wardrobe  and  laundry  of  the  Institution.  She  shall  report  at  the 
monthly  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  the  number  of  garments 
made,  also  those  required,  and  shall,  in  connection  with  the  Com- 
mittee on  Supplies,  make  the  necessary  purchases  for  the  depart- 
ment. She  shall  report  any  misconduct  on  the  part  of  the  seam- 
stress or  the  laundresses. 

Sec.  3.  One  lady  shall  be  appointed  to  have  care  of  the  school 
department  during  a  term  of  four  months.  She  shall  visit  the 
Nursery  at  least  once  in  each  week.  She  shall  have  entire  control 
over  the  Resident  Teacher,  and  inquire  into  the  progress  of  the 
children,  making  such  changes  in  the  studies  and  plan  of  discipline 
as  she  may  deem  necessary.  She  shall  also  be  present  each  Satur- 
day afternoon,  to  see  that  the  sewing-school  is  provided  with  work, 
and  assist  in  the  instruction  of  the  children. 
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Article  X. — Fines  for  Non- Attendance,  etc. 

Sec.  1.  Any  Manager  absenting  herself  from  a  stated  meeting 
of  the  Board,  from  any  other  cause  than  sickness  or  absence  from 
the  city,  shall  be  required  to  pay  a  fine  of  twenty-five  cents  into  the 
treasury. 

Sec.  2.  Any  Manager  absenting  herself  from  three  consecutive 
stated  meetings,  except  from  the  above  mentioned  causes,  shall  no 
longer  continue  to  be  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Sec.  3.  When  the  Board  shall  have  been  called  to  order,  all  con- 
versation shall  cease. 

Sec.  4.  One  member  only  of  the  Board  shall  be  allowed  to  speak 
at  a  time,  and  then  only  on  the  business  before  the  meeting. 
The  Manager  having  the  floor  shall  rise  and  address  herself  to  the 
chair. 

Sec.  5.  In  the  event  of  more  than  one  Manager  rising  to  speak, 
the  chair  shall  always  decide  between  the  claimants. 

Sec.  G.  Any  Manager  infringing  one  of  these  regulations  shall  be 
subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  offense. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  MATRON. 

The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Matron  who  shall  hold  office  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  Board. 

She  shall  receive  the  applicants  and  place  them  in  their  respective 
wards,  after  their  admission  by  Managers  or  Physician,  and  shall  report  to 
the  Committee  of  Admissions  and  Inspection  any  misconduct  on  the  part 
of  the  nurses. 

She  shall  carry  into  effect  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Institution, 
and  carefully  inspect  the  condition  of  the  infants  many  times  during  the 
day. 

She  will  take  charge  of  the  board  paid,  and  of  premiums  received,  and 
render  her  accounts  to  the  Treasurer  once  a  month. 

She  will  accompany  visitors  around  the  house  in  the  absence  of  the 
Managers. 

She  shall  have  power  to  allow  any  daily  child  to  remain  in  the  Nursery 
during  the  night,  when  suffering  from  illness  or  from  any  other  causes 
which  may,  in  her  judgment,  render  the*  permission  advisable. 

She  shall  have  the  entire  charge  of  the  clothes-room,  and  keep  an  in- 
ventory of  every  thing  that  is  made  in  the  Institution. 

She  shall  mend,  cut,  and  make  all  that  is  required.  She  shall  keep 
a  list  of  the  articles  sent  to  the  laundry,  comparing  them  with  the  same 
when  returned. 

She  shall  give  out  the  clothes  belonging  to  the  nurses  and  children,  and 
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shall  also  have  in  charge  the  necessary  garments  used  for  walking,  such  as 
shawls,  hats,  cloaks,  etc. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  HOUSEKEEPER. 

The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Housekeeper,  who  shall  hold  office  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

She  is  responsible  for  the  cleanliness  and  order  of  the  establishment. 

She  shall  go  to  market  and  make  the  daily  purchases. 

She  is  to  weigh  out  and  distribute  all  the  provisions  daily,  keeping  a 
strict  account  of  the  same. 

She  will  keep  a  debit  and  credit  account  of  incidental  expenses,  and  sub- 
mit the  same  once  a  month  to  the  Treasurer. 

She  will  see  that  the  Laundresses  perform  their  duties. 

She  will  keep  the  keys  of  the  Store-room.  She  is  to  remain  in  the  re- 
fectory while  the  nurses  and  children  are  at  their  meals,  and  prevent  any 
food  being  taken  from  the  table. 

She  will  see  that  the  head-nurses  receive  the  proper  food  for  the  Infants 
in  accordance  with  the  Physician's  directions. 

She,  with  the  Matron,  will  see  that  the  nurses  are  sent  out  to  exercise 
in  the  open  air  twice  a  day. 

Any  nurse  who  refuses  to  go  out  when  ordered,  is  to  be  reported,  and  if 
a  second  time  complained  of,  she  is  to  be  dismissed. 

The  Housekeeper  shall  perform  all  the  duties  of  Teacher,  as  follow: 

She  shall  call  her  scholars  together  every  morning  at  nine  o'clock.  The 
school  is  to  be  opened  by  prayer,  and  is  to  continue  until  twelve  o'clock. 

The  afternoon  school  will  commence  at  two  o'clock,  and  continue  until 
four  o'clock.  She  will  be  responsible  for  the  good  conduct  of  her  scholars, 
and  have  them  under  her  constant  supervision.  On  Saturday  a  Sewing 
School  shall  be  held  for  two  hours. 

She  shall  take  the  children  to  Church  every  Sunday  morning. 

She  must  also  walk  out  with  her  scholars,  having  the  assistance  of  one 
of  the  dormitory  nurses. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  HEAD-NURSES. 

DAY  AND  NIGHT  WATCH. 

The  Head-Nurses  will  receive  from  the  Housekeeper,  three  times  a  day, 
the  food  required  for  their  respective  wards. 

They  are  responsible  for  the  order  and  cleanliness  of  their  wards,  and 
of  their  children,  and  are  accountable  to  the  Housekeeper  for  any  disorder. 

They  are  to  walk  out  with  the  nurses  and  children — one  nurse  going  in 
the  morning,  and  the  other  in  the  afternoon. 

After  dinner,  the  night-watch  must  go  to  bed  and  rest  seven  hours,  so 
as  to  be  ready  for  her  duties  during  the  night. 

They  will  receive  from  the  Matron  the  clean  clothes,  and  see  them  dis- 
tributed properly,  never  giving  the  clean  ones  until  they  receive  the  soiled 
in  return. 
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,  The  Head-Nurses  are  to  see  that  only  one-half  of  the  women  in  each 
ward  go  to  their  meals  at  once. 

They  will  see  that  nurses  as  well  as  children  use  the  bath  constantly. 

They  will  report  to  the  Kesident  Physician  any  change  in  the  health  of 
a  child  as  soon  as  noticed. 

They  will  see  that  every  bed  has  the  tickets  with  the  names  of  the  occu- 
pants properly  affixed.  They  will  attend  to  the  constant  ventilation  of  their 
wards. 

They  will  diligently  attend  to  the  doctor's  orders,  and  see  them  thorough- 
ly Carried  out. 


RULES 

IN  RELATION  TO  THE  ADMISSION  OF  WET-NURSES  EMPLOYED  IN 
u  THE   NURSERY  AND  CHILD'S  HOSPITAL." 

I. 

Each  applicant  must  present  a  certificate  of  good  character,  and  also 
her  marriage  certificate. 

II. 

Her  health,  that  of  her  child,  and  her  qualities  as  a  nurse,  must  be  ex- 
amined into  by  the  physician  in  attendance. 

III. 

She  must  nurse  a  child  whilst  at  the  Institution,  in  addition  to  her  own, 
or,  if  she  has  lost  her  child,  she  must  nurse  two  children. 

IV. 

She  must  conform  strictly  to  all  the  rules  of  the  Institution,  and  yield 
implicit  obedience  to  the  authority  of  the  Matron. 

y. 

Her  good  character  during  her  residence  at  "  The  Nursery  and  Child's 
Hospital,"  will  secure  her  the  assistance  and  recommendation  of  the  ladies 
of  the  Institution  in  obtaining  a  desirable  situation  as  wet-nurse,  and  she 
will  also  be  entitled  to  the  recommendation  of  the  physician  in  attendance. 

YL 

Persons  obtaining  wet-nurses  from  this  Institution,  shall  pay  five  dol- 
lars premium.  In  case  the  nurse  selected  should  not  give  satisfaction 
within  ten  days,  another  can  be  substituted  without  additional  charge. 
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RULES 

IN  RELATION  TO  THE  ADMISSION  OF   CHILDREN  INTO  , 
u  THE  NURSERY  AND  CHILD'S  HOSPITAL." 

I. 

Every  child  presented  for  admission  must  be  perfectly  clean. 

II. 

A'marriage  certificate,  and  a  certificate  of  good  character,  always  required. 

in. 

No  child  will  be  admitted  over  six  years  of  age,  unless  by  special 
permission  of  the  First  Directress. 

IV. 

No  child  admitted  with  contagious  disease. 

V. 

Every  child  must  be  vaccinated,  unless  it  has  been  done  previously. 

VI. 

Infants  who  cannot  walk  pay  $5  per  month;  children  who  can  walk  pay 
$4  per  month;  hospital  or  sick  children  pay  S6  per  month. 

VII. 

The  charge  of  each  child  admitted  by  the  day  shall  be  six  per  cent,  on 
the  mother's  daily  wages,  five  per  cent,  for  the  second  child,  and  four  per 
cent,  for  the  third. 

vin. 

Every  child  admitted  must  be  examined  by  the  physician. 

IX. 

The  parent  or  guardian  must  always  provide  shoes  for  the  child. 

X. 

Clothing  will  be  provided,  as  far  as  possible,  by  the  Institution.  Boys 
over  two  years  must  bring  their  own  clothes. 

XI. 

One  complete  suit  and  six  diapers  must  be  left  with  the  child.  On 
removal,  another  suit  must  be  brought.

XII. 

In  case  of  the  adoption  of  a  child  out  of  "  The  Nursery  and  Child's 
Hospital,"  the  arrangement  must  be  made  entirely  between  the  party 
adopting  it  and  the  parents  or  guardian  of  the  child.  "  The  Institution" 
assuming  no  responsibility  in  the  premises  whatever, 

xin. 

Board  is  always  to  be  paid  in  advance. 

XIV. 

No  money  to  be  returned. 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

FOR  NURSES  AND  PERSONS  EMPLOYED  IN  "THE  NURSERY  AND  CHELD's 
HOSPITAL.' 1 

L 

Nurses  shall  be  ready  for  duty  at  five  o'clock  in  the  morning  in  summer, 
and  at  half-past  five  o'clock  in  winter,  and  proceed  at  once  to  ventilate 
and  clean  the  rooms,  halls,  staircases,  and  thoroughly  air  the  bedding. 

EL 

They  shall  then  hold  themselves  in  readiness  to  receive  the  daily  chil- 
dren as  they  are  brought  in.  Each  nurse  shall  undress  her  child  as  soon 
as  received,  bathe  it  if  necessary,  and  always  wash  its  face  and  hands,  and 
brush  its  hair,  and  then  dress  it  in  the  clothing  of  the  house,  and  put 
around  its  neck  the  number  of  its  crib,  hanging  up  the  child's  own  clothes 
upon  the  hook  bearing  the  same  number  as  the  crib. 

m. 

Each  nurse  will  be  held  strictly  responsible  for  the  neat  and  cleanly  ap- 
pearance of  the  children  under  her  charge. 

IV. 

The  covering  of  each  child  is  to  be  carefully  attended  to,  and  suited  to  the 
temperature  of  the  apartment.  No  child  shall  be  allowed  in  a  current  of  air. 

V. 

In  lifting  an  infant,  the  nurse  must  use  both  hands  to  support  its  body; 
lifting  a  child  by  the  arms  is  expressly  forbidden;  a  nurse  should  never 
allow  towels,  or  other  linen  which  may  have  been  used  about  the  children, 
to  remain  in  the  apartment. 
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VI. 

No  preference  shall  be  shown  by  nurses  under  any  circumstances. 

VII. 

Nurses  are  strictly  forbidden  to  receive  remuneration  of  any  kind  from 
the  mothers  or  friends  of  the  children. 

vni. 

No  cakes  or  candies  allowed. 

IX. 

Any  woman  introducing  liquor  in  any  way  into  the  Institution,  must  be 
instantly  dismissed. 

.  X. 

No  nurse  can  leave  the  house  without  permission  from  the  Matron. 

XI. 

On  Sunday  they  will  be  allowed  to  go,  in  their  turn,  to  church,  always 
with  the  permission  and  approval  of  the  Matron. 

XII. 

No  male  visitors  will  be  admitted,  at  any  time,  to  visit  the  nurses 
or  servants  employed  in  the  house. 

XIII. 

No  visitors  will  be  allowed  to  go  up-stairs  unattended  by  the  Matron. 

XIV. 

The  children  will  be  fed  at  regular  intervals  during  the  day,  according 
to  their  ages  and  the  directions  of  the  physicians. 

XV. 

Children  who  have  been  weaned  will  have  bread  and  milk  twice  a  day, 
and  a  bowl  of  soup  or  broth.  The  children  should  have,  as  regularly  as 
possible,  their  hours  for  meals,  sleep  and  play. 

XVI. 

All  sponges,  basins,  mugs  and  nursing-bottles,  are  to  be  kept  perfectly 
clean  and  in  their  appropriate  places;  for  this,  the  head-nurse  in  charge  is 
responsible.

XVII. 

Nurses  are  expressly  instructed  to  use  invariably  to  the  children  the  most 
gentle  and  kind  expressions;  no  coarse  or  harsh  language  shall  ever  be 
uttered  in  the  establishment.  All  questions  to  be  answered  politely  and 
courteously,  and  perfect  submission  and  respect  will  be  uniformly  exacted 
by  the  Managers  of  the  Nursery  from  all  nurses  and  servants  in  its  employ. 

XVHI. 

All  servants  are  to  conform  to  the  rules  of  the  Institution,  and  yield 
implicit  obedience  to  the  Matron. 

Any  infringement  of  the  above  rules,  or  any  want  of  respect  and  obedi- 
ence to  those  placed  in  authority  over  them,  will  deprive  them  at  once  of 
the  privilege  of  remaining  in  the  emplo37meat  of  the  establishment. 

XIX. 

No  nurse,  servant,  Matron,  or  persons  employed  in  the  Institution,  will 
be  allowed  to  strike  or  whip  a  child  as  a  punishment. 

XX. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Matron  to  report  to  the  ladies  of  the  Inspecting 
Committee,  every  instance  of  the  infringement  of  the  above  rules.  Those 
who  fulfill  their  duties  faithfully  shall  be  always  entitled  to  a  written  cer- 
tificate of  good  character  from  the  ladies. 

XXI. 

No  visitors  shall  be  allowed  on  Sunday,  except  in  cases  of  sickness. 
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THE  SECRETARY'S  REPORT  FOR  1865. 


The  year  that  has  elapsed  since  our  last  report  has  been 
o  eventful,  and  so  rich  in  promise  for  the  future,  that  our 
earts  are  animated  with  the  warmest  gratitude  to  the 
"ather  of  Mercies,  while  we  attempt  briefly  to  record  its 
istory.  It  is  unnecessary  to  enumerate  all  the  various 
leans  vouchsafed  by  a  kind  Providence  through  which  the 
esults  here  presented  have  been  attained.  We  all  know 
hat  such  have  only  been  reached  by  earnest  and  persever- 
ng  labor,  much  self-sacrifice,  and  repeated  and  liberal 
enefactions  from  those  interested  in  behalf  of  the  good 
■rork  we  have  had  in  charge.  But  we  would  rather  recur 
^  the  fact  that  the  charity  begun  twelve  years  ago  has 

>t  been  without  the  most  convincing  proof  not  only  of  the 
»d  then  existing,  but  of  the  willingness  of  a  liberal  com- 
iu  lity  to  aid  such  an  institution.

It  will  be  readily  seen  that  adequate  food,  raiment,  an) 
shelter  cannot  be  provided  for  so  large  a  household  witb 
out  great  expenditures,  to  meet  which  we  have  no  rid 
endowments.    We  are  peculiarly  a  private  and  voluntar; 
charity,  with  no  certain  income  on  which  to  rely.  Th 
necessity  of  returning  to  our  former  practice  of  an  annua 
ball,  on  which  we  had  mainly  depended,  we  desired  t 
avoid  if  possible.     We   applied  for  assistance   to  ou 
churches,  and  clearly  showed  that  three  hundred  dollar 
per  annum  from  each  one  of  them  would  carry  forward  ouj 
enterprise  without  the  laborious,  and,  to  some  person.1 
objectionable  task  of  catering  to  the  amusement  of  tb 
public.    We  proposed  to  receive  twelve  women  from  eac 
church.    We  were  encouraged  by  the  unanimous  acknow 
edgment  of  the  clergy  that  our  work  was  fruitful  of  goo< 
and  merited  success  and  support.    So  far,  howrever,  \* 
have  been  cheered  by  promises  alone,  save  in  two  instance,' 
the  one  a  donation  for  the  Christmas  dinner  from  a  revere 
clergyman,  and  from  another  whose  kind  heart  symp 
thizes  with  every  charity,  twenty-five  dollars  obtaine 
from  a  friend.*    Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  no  availab 
resource  was  open  to  us  except  the  Charity  Ball  and  tlj 
generosity  of  the  public.    Our  efforts  in  this  direction  th 
year  were  successful  beyond  our  most  sanguine  hopes,  aii 
to  Messrs.  Leary,  Clews,  Kingsland,  Oakley  and  oth 
members  of  the  Ball  Committee,  we  desire  here  to  expre 
our  deep  sense  of  obligation. 

Notwithstanding,  however,  the  success  of  this  pla 
justice  compels  us  to  state  that  only  by  the  most  carei 
economy  and  fortunate  management  are  we  enabled  to  me 


*  Rev.  H.  E,  Montgomery,  Rev.  Francis  Vinton,  Rev.  W.  D.  Walker. 
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the  large  outlay  necessary  to  the  successful  maintenance  of 
pur  work.  And  while  we  must  ever  recognize  with  hearty 
thankfulness  the  many  blessings  and  bounties  so  gener- 
ously accorded  to  us  in  the  past,  a  solemn  sense  of  the  per- 
petual wants  surrounding  us  urges  upon  us  the  more 
strongly  the  necessity  of  begging  earnestly  that  these 
benefactions  may  be  largely  increased  in  the  future. 

It  is  a  bitter  trial  to  every  tender  and  earnest  hearted 
woman  to  restrict  the  work  of  any  house  of  charity.  To 
turn  from  our  doors  and  refuse  for  want  of  room,  as  was 
oftentimes  the  case  during  tbe  last  spring  and  autumn, 
[twelve  applicants  per  day,  was  a  sorrow  indeed  to  our 
Board  of  Managers.  And  now  our  necessities  demand 
'further  accommodations  ;  our  wards  are  filled  to  over-flow- 
jing  ;  we  need  a  connecting  building  between  the  Nursery 
'and  the  Foundling  departments,  affording  a  proper  Refec- 
tory and  Chapel.  Indeed,  increased  accommodations  are 
'imperatively  demanded  in  order  to  carry  out  certain  im- 
provements essential  to  the  convenience  of  our  institution 
and  the  health  of  its  inmates. 

The  influence  of  circumstances,  wisely  directed,  must 
necessarily  affect  all  new  schemes  of  benevolence,  and, 
as  time  advances,  so  shape  and  mold  their  growth 
and  development  as  to  adapt  them  to  wider  spheres 
of  usefulness.  This  has  been  peculiarly  the  case 
with  us.  The  building  at  the  corner  of  Fifty-first 
street  and  Lexington  avenue,  designed  for  a  Foundling 
Hospital,  and  erected  through  the  untiring  exertions  of 
Mrs.  DuBois,  aided  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city,  and 
by  them  placed  under  the  permanent  supervision  of  the 
Mayor  and  the  First  Directress  of  the  Nursery  and  Child's 
Hospital,  had  just  reached  completion  at  the  breaking  out 
of  the  war.  The  necessities  of  our  wounded  soldiers  was 
the  first  duty  of  all,  and  for  four  years  the  building  in  ques- 
tion was  resigned  to  their  use,  and  recognized  as  the 
"  Soldiers'  Home."  When  peace  again  smiled  upon  us,  it 
was  restored  to  the  hands  of  its  founders,  and  in  December 
last  was  leased  to  the  Nursery  as  a  Lying-in  Asylum,  and 
for  the  reception  of  illegitimate  children     It  will  be  seen 
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that  its  original  object  was  in  a  measure  relinquished 
as  a  Foundling  Hospital  had,  in  the  meantime,  been  organ 
ized  by  a  benevolent  lady,  since  deceased.  This  enabled  us 
to  strike  still  deeper  at  the  root  of  the  evil,  and  to  open  our 
wards  as  an  asylum  for  the  reception  of  foundlings  ;  our 
earnest  hope  and  endeavor  being  to  save  women  from  the 
ghastly  crimes  of  infanticide  and  suicide,  by  first  bringing 
them  succor,  comfort,  and  hope  in  their  hour  of  agony  and 
trial,  and  then  to  commence  the  work  of  reformation. 

It  is  only  a  careful  reader  of  the  journals  of  this  great 
city  who  can  form  an  adequate  idea  of  the  frequency  of 
child  murder  ;  a  crime,  unfortunately,  as  statistics  prove,  of 
more  common  occurrence  in  this  country  than  in  any  other  ; 
and,  we  are  constrained  to  believe,  mainly  in  consequence 
of  the  total  absence  of  such  places  of  refuge  as  are  afforded 
by  the  lying-in  wards  of  the  Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital. 
Our  police  reports  are  filled  with  accounts  of  bodies  of  new- 
born infants  found  in  open  lots,  the  public  docks,  and,  not 
unfrequently,  in  the  most  thickly  populated  streets  of  our 
city.  We  cannot  doubt  that,  had  the  wretched  mothers 
known  that  under  our  roof  was  a  refuge  to  them  from  the 
world's  eye,  a  shelter  for  them  and  their  children,  despair 
and  shame  would  not  have  driven  them  to  add  to  their 
already  heavy  burden  of  guilt,  the  terrible  crime  of  murder. 
To  those  whose  attention  has  been  directed  to  this  harrow- 
ing subject,  it  is  well  known  that  it  is  not  by  the  lowest  or 
most  degraded  that  the  crime  of  infanticide  is  oftenest  com- 
mitted :  it  is  those  in  whose  breasts  the  sense  of  shame  is 
not  only  not  wholly  dead,  but  on  whom  it  inflicts  its  keenest 
pangs,  that  this  temptation  so  often  haunts  and  finally  over- 
powers. Had  we  space  in  this  report,  and  were  it  proper 
to  give  a  recital  of  individual  experiences,  pages  might  be 
filled  with  details  which  would  sadden  and  appall  the  most 
thoughtless  and  indifferent. 

We  might  draw  from  our  vivid  memories  dismal  pictures 
of  scenes  that  we  have  witnessed,  and  show  how  thin  is  the 
vail  which  hides  from  our  view  the  misery  that  surrounds 
us.  We  do  not  desire  to  extenuate  the  guilt  of  these  erring 
souls  ;  we  only  humbly  and  meekly  ask  to  follow  afar  off

in  the  footsteps  of  our  Saviour,  who  said  to  a  fallen  one, 
"  Neither  do  I  condemn  thee  :  go,  and  sin  no  more*" 

Five  of  our  inmates,  who  were  mothers  before  their 
fifteenth  birthday,  are  restored  to  their  parents,  who  pos- 
sibly by  their  own  negligence  were  the  primary  cause  of 
their  daughters'  lapse  from  the  path  of  virtue.  To  such  as 
these  shall  we  hold  out  no  helping  hand?  For  the  young 
girl — the  victim  of  a  snare — of  a  drugged  cup  ;  for  the  for- 
saken wife,  houseless  and  alone  ;  for  the  unfortunate  whose 
natural  protector  occupies  a  cell  which  he  has  reached 
through  no  fault  of  hers,  but  in  spite  of  her  remonstrances, 
prayers,  and  tears,  shall  we  not  provide  ?  Shall  we  not  say 
to  them,  14  Enter  ye  in,  with  us  find  rest  and  peace  ?  "  Here 
they  are  taught  that  the  past  is  not  utterly  irretrievable  ; 
that  they  may  yet  become  useful  and  respectable.  They 
have  the  spiritual  guidance  of  a  devout  and  judicious  clergy- 
man, whose  earnest  labors  we  fervently  pray  may  be 
crowned  with  those  blessings  that  this  world  cannot  give. 

For  these  little  ones  born  in  sin,  and  shame,  and  sorrow, 
how  can  we  most  effectually  plead?  These  little  waifs, 
f  fresh  from  their  maker,  spilt  like  blots  about  the  city," 
come  to  us  from  the  desolate  hovel,  from  the  street,  even 
from  the  gutter,  bringing  no  mother's  love,  no  means  of  sup- 
port. To  these  our  doors  are  ever  open.  Some  may  say  that, 
because  they  were  the  offspring  of  guilty  parents,  it  were 
better  that  their  existence  in  this  world  should  be  extin- 
guished at  its  dawn  ;  but  we  humbly  submit  that  we  have 
no  right  thus  to  pronounce  judgment  upon  God's  creatures, 
> under  whatever  circumstances  they  may  have  been  ushered 
into  this  world  of  sin  and  sorrow.  There  is  something 
sacred  and  beautiful  in  the  helplessness  and  dependence  of 
infancy.  Shall  we  not,  then,  the  more  throw  open  the  win- 
dows of  our  sheltering  ark,  and  take  the  little  wanderers  in. 
Christ  blessed  little  children,  and  made  their  simplicity, 
virtue,  and  truth  an  example  for  the  mature  in  years.  Our 
duty  toward  them  is  plain,  and  the  more  desolate  and  help- 
less their  condition,  the  more  earnestly  should  we  labor  in 
this  practical  field  of  benevolence,  and  thus  feebly  imitate 
the  infinite  tenderness  and  love  of  our  Saviour,  who  came 
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down  from  heaven  to  save  those  who  were  lost.  Surely  no 
one  will  ever  look  back  with  regret  to  one  prayer  offered 
up  for  little  cast-off  children,  or  to  a  hand  stretched  forth  to 
save  them  from  suffering  and  premature  graves  : 

1 1  The  best  love  man  can  offer 
To  the  God  of  love,  be  sure, 
Is  kindness  to  His  little  ones, 
And  bounty  to  His  poor. ' ' 

Each  year  one  branch  of  our  institution,  the  Child's  Hos- 
pital, assumes  wider  proportions,  and  while  we  sadly 
acknowledge  that  the  sufferings  of  many  of  the  children 
under  our  care  may  only  be  alleviated  by  solicitude  and  ten- 
derness, we  wish,  in  a  spirit  of  profound  thankfulness,  to  call 
particular  attention  to  our  Medical  Report.  It  will  be  seen 
that  while  our  doors  are  ever  open  widely  to  disease,  we 
have  been  singularly  exempt  from  contagious  distempers. 
Scarlet  fever  and  measles,  those  scourges  of  infancy,  have 
been  mercifully  kept  from  us.  The  sanitary  condition  of 
the  Nursery  has  been  greatly  improved  during  the  past 
year  by  the  new  method  employed  in  ventilating  both  build- 
ings. We  call  the  attention  of  our  friends  to  this  improve- 
ment, which  was  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  John 
Hyslop,  the  successful  ventilating  engineer,  and  manufac- 
turer of  patent  double-current  and  other  ventilators.  We 
feel  that  he  has  been  a  public  benefactor.  His  plans  are 
explained  more  fully  in  the  Physician's  Report. 

We  desire  to  express  our  grateful  sense  of  the  valuable 
services  of  the  Board  of  Attending  Physicians  who,  from  the 
benevolent  impulses  of  their  hearts,  give  their  time  and 
skill  to  the  sick  within  our  wards.  Nor  do  we  feel  less 
satisfaction  with  the  labors  of  the  House  Physician,  who 
with  unfailing  patience  and  vigilance  watches  over  all  con- 
fided to  his  care. 

The  school,  where  the  children  of  proper  age  are  daily 
instructed,  under  the  care  of  the  resident  teacher,  and  the 
supervision  of  one  of  the  Managers,  has  much  improved,  and 
the  order  and  discipline  prevailing  throughout  the  institu- 
tion does  great  credit  to  our  painstaking  Matron,  whose 
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diligence  in  the  discharge  of  her  duties  is  btt  t  ♦  ,  * 
praise.  Hull! 

To  Mr.  Bierstadt,  the  eminent  artist,  we  offer  our  sine 
thanks  for  his  generous  contribution  of  the  proceeds  of  th 
first  exhibition  of  his  magnificent  picture,  "  A  Storm  in  the 
Eocky  Mountains."  We  also  gratefully  acknowledge  the 
receipt  of  $455.75  from  the  exhibition  of  Huntington's  fine 
historical  painting  of  "  Mrs.  Washington's  Eeception  Day," 
placed  at  our  disposal  for  a  month,  by  the  voluntary  kind- 
ness of  its  owner,  Mr.  A.  T.  Stewart.  Nor  are  we  willing 
to  pass  over  in  silence  the  numerous  kindnesses  received  at 
the  hands  of  Mr.  Marble,  editor  of  the  "  World,"  to  whom 
we  tender  our  hearty  thanks. 

A  third  donation  of  $500  from  the  estate  of  Mr.  Chauncey 
Eose  was  received  by  us  with  gratitude.  It  came  most 
opportunely,  enabling  us  to  pay  the  heavy  bills  incurred 
during  the  autumn  for  repairs  in  plumbing  and  painting  of 
the  Nursery  Department,  without  drawing  upon  our  fund, 
now  amounting  to  $20,000,  invested  in  good  securities. 

The  affectionate  labors  and  interest  of  our  First  Directress, 
although  herself  an  invalid,  has  encouraged  us  all.  The 
success  commanded  by  her  courage  and  judicious  energy 
affords  to  her  co-workers,  who  under  her  guidance  enjoy 
the  luxury  of  doing  good,  a  most  cheering  example. 

Our  hearts  glow  with  thankfulness  as  we  recall  the  mani- 
fold blessings  we  have  received.  In  every  such  undertaking 
there  must  be  anxieties  and  difficulties,  but  our  path  has 
been  smoothed  with  so  much  personal  kindness,  that,  as  we 
look  back,  we  see  only  the  bright  side  of  the  picture.  The 
past,  with  its  satisfactory  realities  affording  positive  means 
of  usefulness,  and  with,  we  may  hope,  its  fair  proportion  of 
good  done,  is  ours.  The  future  is  hidden.  We  can  only 
hope  that,  as  we  go  on,  the  hand  of  the  Lord  will  be  with 
us  to  bless  and  prosper  our  efforts  as  we  shall  try  more 
faithfully  to  do  His  service  in  the  cause  of  the  poor  and  suf- 
fering, and  that  the  charity  begun  twelve  years  ago  may 
long  stand  as  a  refuge  to  the  needy  and  the  homeless.

REPORT 

OF  THE 


FOR  THE 

YEAR  ENDING  MARCH  1,  1866. 


Ladies — The  Board  of  Physicians  of  the  "  Nursery  and 
Child's  Hospital77  beg  leave  to  present  the  following 
report  for  the  past  year  : 

In  consequence  of  the  important  addition  made  to  the 
Institution  by  the  incorporation  of  the  building  recently 
known  as  the  "Infants7  Home,77  their  sphere  of  duty  has 
been  greatly  enlarged,  and  in  a  most  interesting  manner. 
This  Board  would  cordially  congratulate  the  Managers  upon 
the  gratifying  result  of  their  earnest  and  untiring  efforts, 
made  in  the  face  of  great  difficulties,  in  not  only  being  able 
to  devote  this  building  to  the  purposes  for  which  it  was 
originally  designed,  but  also  in  extending  its  usefulness  in 
a  manner  so  praiseworthy  as  the  formation  of  a  lying-in 
department.  Thus,  many  foundlings,  who  would  otherwise 
be  destroyed,  by  being  born  here  will  be  saved,  and  the 
lives  of  their  mothers,  in  many  instances,  rendered  more 
secure.  A  great  want,  one  of  the  greatest  heretofore  expe- 
rienced by  the  medical  profession  of  this  city,  is  now  sup- 
plied— a  Foundling  Hospital — which,  judiciously  conducted, 
as  we  have  every  reason  to  suppose  will  be  the  case,  judg- 
ing from  the  enviable  record  the  "  Nursery77  has  made  for 
itself  during  the  twelve  years  of  its  existence,  must  prove 
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an  incalculable  blessing*.  The  horrible  crimes  of  abortion 
and  infanticide,  so  prevalent  in  large  cities,  will  become 
less  frequent  ;  and  many  unfortunate  women,  in?.' *  "Jq

charlatans,  will  in  their  hour  of  greatest  needrecei,-  •  10 
your  institution  the  care  and  comforts  their  necessities  4q 
urgently  demand. 

During  the  year  six  hundred  and  fifteen  children  have 
been  under  the  care  of  the  Medical  Board,  many  presenting 
diseases  of  a  mild  character,  generally  yielding  with  readi- 
ness to  treatment.  As  in  former  years,  the  large  majority 
of  patients  have  been  under  one  year  of  age,  and  the  prin- 
cipal affections  those  of  the  digestive  system,  so  common 
to  teething  children,  particularly  in  those  exposed  to  such 
deleterious  influences  as  is  the  case  with  many  before 
being  brought  here.  The  only  epidemic  that  has  prevailed 
in  the  institution  has  been  one  of  whooping-cough,  a  con- 
siderable number  of  cases  occurring  during  the  winter, 
many  becoming  complicated  with  pneumonia,  owing  to  the 
unusual  severity  of  the  season  and  sudden  changes  of 
temperature.  This  extreme  cold  weather  also  produced 
much  serious  intestinal  disorder  among  the  more  delicate 
children.  But  few  have  been  attacked  with  scarlet  fever, 
measles,  and  diphtheria,  and  these  generally  in  a  very  mild 
manner.  An  unusually  large  number  of  hopeless  cases 
have  been  received  within  a  few  months  past,  many  in  an 
advanced  stage  of  marasmus,  for  which,  of  course,  little 
corrid  be  done.  Notwithstanding  this  fact,  however,  the 
general  health  of  the  institution  and  the  rate  of  mortality 
will  compare  most  favorably  with  those  of  any  preceding 
year.  This  result  is  due  in  a  great  measure  to  the  excel- 
lent system  of  ventilation  recently  introduced,  and  the 
thorough  repairs,  painting,  &c,  throughout  the  buildings. 

Since  the  organization  of  the  lying-in  department,  but 
recently  completed,  thirty  women  have  been  confined,  and 
twenty-nine  children  have  been  born,  one  child  being  still- 
born. Instrumental  delivery  was  necessary  in  two  cases, 
and  of  the  number  confined  two  women  have  died  of  peri- 
tonitis, consequent  upon  unnatural  labor.

In  conclusion,  we  would  thank  the  Managers  for  the  ready 
attention  they  have  always  shown  to  our  suggestions  when- 
ce, and  for  their  earnest  co-operation  in  carrying 
iatever  we  believed  to  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
tution.    An  evidence  of  this  is  the  system  of  ventila- 
jn  above  alluded  to,  which  has  been  perfected  at  great 
expense,  and  which  will  now  be  described. 

The  principal  wards  of  the  smaller  building  in  Fifty-first 
street  are  each  of  them  provided  with  two  ventilating  pipes, 
which,  together,  have  an  area  of  about  three  feet  six  inches. 
The  rapidity  of  the  current  through  these  pipes  has  been 
measured  at  various  times  since  they  were  put  in,  and  has 
been  found  to  range  between  two  hundred  and  four  hun- 
dred feet  per  minute,  taking  the  minimum  rate  and  multi- 
plying it  by  the  capacity  of  the  pipes,  and  it  gives  seven 
hundred  cubic  feet  per  minute  as  the  amount  of  impure  air 
taken  from  each  wrard,  or  an  allowance  of  about  thirty-five 
feet  per  minute  for  each  infant  and  adult,  under  the  least 
favorable  circumstances.  This  is  equal  to  the  best  venti- 
lated hospitals  in  Paris,  and  the  allowance  of  air  per  indi- 
vidual is  much  in  excess  of  what  is  commonly  provided. 
Gas-burners  are  arranged  inside  each  ventilator,  so  that, 
should  the  amount  of  air  carried  off  at  any  time  fall  below 
what  might  be  considered  desirable,  the  gas  may  be  lit,  and 
the  air  in  the  pipes  by  this  means  being  rarefied,  a  consid- 
erable increase  in  the  quantity  of  outgoing  air  would 
result.  To  avoid  the  necessity  of  opening  the  windows  of 
the  wards  in  winter  weather,  the  cold  air  is  first  introduced 
into  the  passages  of  the  House,  and  admitted  thence  into 
the  wards  in  a  tempered  condition  ;  this  is  effected  by  a 
simple  and  inexpensive  arrangement  over  each  ward  door. 
With  the  object  of  benefiting  the  lying-in  wards  and  the 
main  house  generally,  and  improving  the  quality  of  the  air 
which  gains  access  to  the  wards  from  the  stairway,  a  large 
ventilator  has  been  fixed  through  the  roof,  at  the  head  of 
the  stairs,  which  acts  upon  the  principle  of  throwing  in 
fresh  air,  and  at  the  same  time  taking  foul  air  out.  It  also 
answers  the  purpose  of  a  skylight.

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CONSTITUTION. 


Article  I. 

This  Institution  shall  be  called  "The  Nursery  and  Child's 
Hospital." 

•    Article  II. 

This  Society  shall  consist  of  persons  of  all  denomina- 
tions, who  shall  annually  contribute  to  its  funds. 

Article  III. 

Its  objects  are  the  maintenance  and  care  of  the  children 
of  wet-nurses,  and  the  daily  charge  ot  infants  whose 
parents  labor  away  from  home.  Also  the  care  of  lying'-in 
women  and  foundlings. 

Article  IV. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  consist  of  forty  ladies, 
who  shall  contribute  annually  at  least  five  dollars  to  the 
funds  of  the  Society. 

Article  V. 

They  shall  hold  their  stated  meetings  on  the  last  Thurs- 
day of  each  month,  at  11  o'clock,  A..  M.,  and  their  annual 
meeting  on  the  first  day  of  March,  at  the  same  hour. 

Article  VI. 

At  the  annual  meeting  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  fill 
all  vacancies  in  their  number  by  ballot,  and  shall  receive 
the  annual  report  of  the  officers. 
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Article  VII. 

Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  request  of*  First 
Directress  or  any  five  Managers. 

Article  VIII. 

The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  First,  Second,  and 
Third  Directress,  a  Treasurer,  and  a  Secretary,  who  shall 
be  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  annually  elected 
by  the  same. 

Article  IX. 

Seven  members  of  the  Board,  including  one  of  the 
officers,  shall  constitute  a  quorum 

Article  X. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  alter  and 
amend  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  of  the  Society,  pro- 
vided two  months'  notice  shall  be  given  of  any  contem- 
plated amendment.  They  shall  have  power  to  transact  all 
business  of  the  Nursery,  saving  the  investment  or  sale  of 
any  property  belonging  to  the  same,  for  which  purpose  the 
presence  of  thirteen  Managers,  including  one  Directress 
and  the  Treasurer,  shall  be  necessary,  as  well  as  the  assent 
in  writing  of  the  "  Advisory  Committee." 

Article  XL 

Three  gentlemen  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting 
to  act  as  an  Advisory  Committee.  They  shall  be  consulted 
in  all  matters  of  finance,  especially  in  the  investment  of 
funds,  and  shall  audit  the  Treasurer's  yearly  report. 

Article  XII. 

The  Marageis  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  eight  Consulting 
and  Visiting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  office  until  dis- 
placed by  the  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 
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Article  I. — Officers. 

The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  perform  the  duties 
directed  by  the  Constitution,  By-laws,  and  Resolutions  of 
the  Society. 

Article  II. — Directresses. 

Sec.  1.  The  First  Directress  shall  preside  at  all  meetings 
of.  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  shall  appoint  all  commit- 
tees, unless  otherwise  ordered  by  special  resolution  of  the 
Board. 

Sec.  2.  The  First  Directress  shall  possess  the  power  of 
voting  on  all  questions  before  the  Board,  and  shall,  in 
addition,  have  the  casting  vote  whenever  one  may  be 
necessary. 

Sec.  3.  Two  of  the  Directresses  shall  visit  the  Nursery  at 
least  once  in  every  month,  to  inspect  its  condition  and  man- 
agement, and  shall  report  their  observations  at  the  monthly 
meetings. 

Sec.  4.  The  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  or  in  her 
absence  a  Manager  elected  at  the  time,  shall  preside  at  the 
meetings  of  the  Society,  whether  special  or  stated. 

Article  III. — Secretary. 

Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Managers  to  give  such  public  notice  of  the  annual  meet- 
ings as  may  be  specially  resolved  upon.  She  shall  furnish 
each  Manager  with  due  notice  of  each  special  meeting,  and 
shall  inform  them  of  their  election.    She  shall  attend  the 
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meetings  of  the  Board,  and  shall  keep  a  written  record  of 
their  proceedings,  and  shall  have  charge  of  such  papers  and 
documents  as  may  be  intrusted  to  her  by  the  Directress. 

Sec.  2.  At  each  meeting  she  shall  present  for  approval, 
|or  correction,  the  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting.  She 
shall,  in  addition,  at  her  option,  share  in  all  duties  devolv- 
ing on  her  as  Manager. 

Sec.  3.  She  shall  receive  all  donations  and  subscriptions, 
as  well  as  all  moneys  that  may  be  paid  toward  the  funds 
of  the  Nursery,  and  having  taken  an  account  of  the 
amounts,  as  well  as  of  the  names  of  the  donors  and  sub- 
scribers, pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer,  taking  her  receipt 
therefor. 

Sec.  4.  She  shall  prepare  an  annual  report  of  the  condi- 
tion, progress,  and  prospects  of  the  Nursery. 

Article  IV. — Treasurer. 

Sec.  1.  The  Treasurer  shall  perform,  at  her  option,  all  her 
duties  as  Manager,  in  addition  to  the  duties  of  her  office. 

Sec.  2.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  written  account  of  all 
her  receipts  and  expenditures,  and  shall  pay  out  such 
moneys  as  she  may  be  authorized  to  do,  by  order  from  the 
Committee  on  Supplies,  or  by  resolution  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  3.  She  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  funds  belong- 
ing to  the  Nursery,  together  with  all  papers  and  documents 
relating  to  its  property. 

Sec.  4.  In  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer,  the  Secretary 
shall  sign  such  drafts  on  the  Treasury  as  may  be  authorized 
by  order  of  the  Committee  on  Supplies,  or  by  resolution  of 
the  Board  of  Managers. 

Sec.  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  audit  and  enter  on  her  books, 
once  a  month,  the  account  of  the  Matron's  receipts  for 
board  of  children.  She  shall  also  pay  all  wages  on  the 
first  of  every  month,  taking  receipts  for  the  same, 

Article  V.— Physicians. 

Sec.  1.  The  Physicians  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacan 
cies  occurring  in  their-  Board,  and  shall  make  such  rules 
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and  regulations  for  the  health  of  the  infants  as  they  may 
deem  necessary. 

Sec.  2.  One  of  their  number  shall  visit  the  House  daily, 
and  shall  inspect  the  children  carefully,  excluding  all  suf- 
fering from  contagious  disease,  vaccinating  such  as  require 
it,  and  giving  such  advice  and  assistance  as  may  tend  to 
insure  the  health  of  the  infants  and  nurses. 

Sec.  3.  They  shall  furnish  a  written  report  of  the  health 
of  the  Nursery  during  the  year,  at  each  annual  meeting, 
and  shall  communicate  with  the  Board  of  Managers  at  such 
stated  or  special  meetings  as  they  may  deem  advisable. 

See.  4.  They  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  Resident  Phy- 
sician, to  hold  office  during  four  months,  and  subject  to  a 
reappointment  or  dismissal,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

Article  VI. — Committees. 

Sec.  1.  The  First  Directress,  or,  in  her  absence,  the  pre- 
siding officer,  shall  appoint,  at  each  stated  meeting,  the 
following  and  all  such  other  Standing  Committees  as  may 
hereafter  be  deemed  necessary. 

Article  VII. — Committee  on  Supplies. 

Sec.  1.  This  Committee  shall  inquire  into  the  condition 
and  amount  of  all  stores  of  provisions,  medicines,  furniture, 
and  necessaries  of  the  Nursery,  and  shall  give  a  written 
order  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  purchase  of  whatsoever  may 
be  necessary. 

Sec.  2.  They  shall  meet  twice  during  each  month,  and 
shall  jointly  examine  and  certify  all  bills  presented  against 
the  Nursery,  comparing  these  bills  with  the  housekeeper's 
accounts.  These  bills  must  be  indorsed  by  said  Committee 
before  they  are  paid  by  the  Treasurer. 

Sec.  3.  They  shall  preserve  a  written  record  of  their 
proceedings,  and  report  the  same  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Article  VIII. — Committee  ox  Admissions  and  Inspection. 

Sec.  h  This  Committee  shall  decide  upon  the  character 
and  need  of  parents  applying  for  the  benefits  of  the 
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Nursery,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  grant  permits  for  the 
deserving. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  they  shall  suspect  that  an  infant  apply- 
jing  for  admission  is  the  subject  of  contagious  disease,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  consult  the  Resident 
(Physician  before  issuing  a  permit. 

Sec.  3.  They  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  names  and 
residences  of  the  beneficiaries#of  this  Institution  ;  also,  of 
the  period  of  time  during  which  the  children  shall  have 
enjoyed  the  benefits  of  the  charity. 

Sec.  4.  They  shall  visit  all  the  wards,  shall  inquire  into 
and  observe  the  conduct  of  the  Matron,  nurses,  and  servants 
of  the  Nursery  ;  they  shall  inspect  the  condition  of  the 
ibeds,  clothing,  and  persons  of  the  infants  ;  the  quality  of 
the  food,  and  the  cleanliness  of  the  cooking  and  other  uten- 
Isils,  and  shall  use  every  endeavor  to  enforce  the  sanitary 
and  police  regulations  of  the  House. 

Sec.  5.  They  shall  report  at  each  stated  meeting  such 
deficiencies,  neglect,  and  misconduct  as  they  may  deem 
worthy  of  disapproval. 

Sec.  6.  They  shall  have  power  to  engage  or  dismiss  the 
nurses  and  servants  of  the  Nursery. 

Article  IX. — Separate  Departments. 

Sec.  1.  One  lady  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  four 
months,  to  visit  the  Nursery  at  least  once  in  each  week,  to 
I  inspect  and  regulate  the  lower  department  of  the  household, 
i  namely,  the  kitchen,  laundry,  cellar,  and  bakery.    irhe  will 
enforce  the  rules  for  the  general  cleanliness  oi  the  servants 
and  oversee  the  housekeeper. 

Sec.  2.  One  lady  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  four 
months  to  visit  the  Nursery  at  least  once  in  each  week,  to 
superintend  the  wardrobe  and  laundry  of  the  Institution. 
She  shall  report  at  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  ihe  number  of  garments  made,  also  those 
required,  and  shall,  in  connection  with  the  Committee  on 
Supplies,  make  the  necessary  purchases  for  the  department. 
She  shall  report  any  misconduct  on  the  part  of  the  seam- 
stress or  the  laundresses. 
2** 
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Sec.  3.  One  lady  shall  be  appointed  to  have  care  of  the 
school  department  during  a  term  of  four  months.  She  shall 
visit  the  Nursery  at  Jeast  once  in  each  week.  She  shall 
have  entire  control  over  the  Resident  Teacher,  and  inquire 
into  the  progress  of  the  children,  making  such  changes  in 
the  studies  and  plans  of  discipline  as  she  may  deem  neces- 
sary. She  shall  also  be  present  each  Saturday  afternoon, 
to  sec  that  the  sewing-school  is  provided  with  work,  and 
assist  in  the  instruction  of  the  children. 

Article  X. — Fines  for  Nox- Attendance,  etc. 

Sec.  1.  Any  Manager  absenting  herself  from  a  stated 
meeting  of  the  Board,  from  any  other  cause  than  sickness' 
or  absence  from  the  city,  shall  be  required  to  pay  a  fine  of 
fifty  cents  into  the  treasury. 

Sec.  2.  Any  Manager  absenting  herself  from  three  con- 
secutive stated  meetings,  except  from  the  above-mentioned 
causes,  shall  no  longer  continue  to  be  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Managers. 

S  c.  3.  When  the  Board  shall  have  been  called  to  order, 
all  conversation  shall  cease. 

Sec.  4.  One  member  only  of  the  Board  shall  be  allowed  to 
speak  at  a  time,  and  then  only  on  the  business  before  the 
meeting.  The  Manager  having  the  floor  shall  rise  and 
address  herself  to  the  Chair. 

Sec.  5.  In  the  event  of  more  than  one  Manager  rising  to 
speak,  the  chair  shall  always  decide  between  the  claimants. 

Sec.  6.  Any  Manager  infringing  one  of  these  regulations 
ehail  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty-five  cents  lor  each 
offjnse. 

Sec.  7.  Any  Manager  absenting  herself  from  the  duties 
of  the  Committees  on  Admissions  and  Inspection,  Without 
obtaining  a  substitute,  shali  be  required  to  pay  a  fine  of 
twenty-five  cents  for  every  day  she  i»  absent.

DUTIES  OP  THE  MATRON. 

Tub  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Matron  who  shall  hold  office  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  Board. 

She  shall  receive  the  applicants  and  place  them  in  their  respective 
wards,  alter  their  admission  by  the  Managers  or  Physician,  and  shall 
report  to  the  Committee  of  Admissions  and  Inspection  jury  misconduct 
on  the  part  of  the  nurses. 

She  shall  carry  iuto  effect  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Institution, 
and  carefully  inspect  the  condition  of  the  infants  and  wards  during  the 
day. 

She  will  take  charge  of  the  board  paid,  and  of  premiums  received,  and 
render  her  accounts  to  the  Treasurer  once  a  month. 

She  will  accompany  visitors  around  the  house  in  the  absence  of  the 
Managers. 

-Sue  shall  have  power  to  allow  any  daily  child  to  remain  in  the  Nursery 
during  the  night,  when  suffering  from  illness  or  from  any  other  causes 
which  may,  in  her  judgment,  reuier  the  permission  aa1  visible. 

She  will  keep  a  debit  and  credit  ace  >unt  of  incidental  expenses,  and 
submit  the  same  once  a  month  tj  the  Treasurer. 

She  will  see  that  the  nurses  are  sent  out  to  exercise  in  the  open  air 
twice  a  day,  when  the  weather  permits.  Any  nurse  who  refuses  to  go 
out  when  ordered  is  to  be  reported,  and  if  a  second  time  complained  of, 
she  shall  be  dismissed. 

DUTIES  OF  SEAMSTRESS. 

She  shall  have  the  entire  charge  of  the  clothes-room,  and  keep  an  in* 
ventory  of  everything  that  is  m  ide  in  the  Institution. 

She  shall  mend,  cut,  and  make  all  that  is  required.  She  shall  keep  a 
list  of  the  articles  sent  to  the  laundry,  comparing  them  with  the  same 
when  returned. 

She  shall  give  out  the  clothes  belonging  to  the  nurses  and  children, 
and  snail  also  have  in  charge  the  necessary  garments  used  fjx  Walking, 
such  as  shawls,  hats,  cloaks,  &c. 

DUTIES  OF  TH^  HOUSEKEEPER. 

The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Housekeeper,  wlio  shall  hold  cuice 
during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

She  is  responsible  for  the  cleanliness  and  order  of  the  house,  with  tl;o 
exception  of  the  wards. 

She  shall  go  to  market  and  make  the  daily  purchases. 

She  is  to  weigh  out  and  distribute  all  the  provisions  daily,  keeping  a 
strict  account  of  the  same. 

She  will  see  that  the  laundresses  perform  their  duties. 

She  will  keep  the  keys  of  the  Store-room.  She  is  to  remain  in  the 
western  refectory  while  the  nurses  and  children  are  at  their  meals;  and 
prevent  any  food  being  taken  from  the  table. 
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She  will  see  that  the  head-nurses  receive  the  proper  food  for  the  infants 
in  accordance  with  the  Physician's  directions. 

DUTIES  OF  TEACHER. 

She  shall  call  her  scholars  together  every  morning  at  nine  o'clock.  The 
school  is  to  be  opened  by  prayer,  and  is  to  continue  until  twelve  o'clock 

The  afternoon  school  will  commence  at  two  o'clock,  and  continue 
until  four  o'clock.  She  will  bo  responsible  for  the  good  conduct  of  her 
scholars,  and  have  them  under  her  constant  supervision.  On  Saturday  a 
be  wing  school  shall  be  held  for  two  hours. 

She  shall  take  the  children  to  church  every  Sunday  morning. 

She  must  also  walk  out  with  her  scholars,  having  the  assistance  of  one 
of  the  dormitory  nurses. 

She  is  to  remain  in  the  eastern  refectory  while  the  inmites  are  at 
meals,  and  prevent  any  food  being  taken  from  the  table. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  HE  AD-NURSE 3. 

DAY  AND  NIGHT  WATCH. 

The  Head-Nurses  will  receive  from  the  Housekeeper,  three  times  a  day, 
the  food  required  for  their  respective  wards. 

They  are  responsible  for  the  order  and  cleanliness  of  their  wards,  and 
of  their  children,  and  are  accountable  to  the  Matron  for  any  disorder. 

They  are  to  walk  out  with  the  nurses  and  children — one  nurse  going  in 
the  morning,  and  the  other  in  the  afternoon. 

After  dinner,  the  night-watch  must  go  to  bed  and  rest  seven  hours,  so 
as  to  be  ready  for  her  duties  during  the  night. 

They  will  receive  from  the  Seamstress  the  clean  clothes,  and  seo  them 
distributed  properly,  never  giving  the  cleaned  ones  until  they  receive  the 
soiled  in  return. 

The  Head-Nurses  are  to  see  that  only  one-half  of  the  women  in  each 
ward  go  to  their  meals  at  once. 

They  will  see  that  nurses  as  well  as  children  use  the  bath  constantly. 

They  will  report  to  the  Resident  Physician  any  change  in  the  health  of 
a  child  as  soon  as  noticed. 

They  will  see  that  every  bed  has  the  tickets  with  the  name3  of  the  occu- 
pants properly  amxed.  They  will  atten  1  to  the  constant  ventilation  of 
their  wards. 

They  will  diligently  attend  to  the  doctor's  orders,  and  see  them  thor- 
oughly carried  out. 
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RULES 

IN  RELATION  TO  THE  ADMISSION  OF  WET-NURSES   EMPLOYED  IN  11  THE  NURSERY 
AND  CHILD'S  HOSPITAL." 

I. 

Each  applicant  must  present  a  certificate  of  good  character. 

EL 

Her  health,  that  of  her  child,  and  her  qualities  as  a  nurse,  must  be 
examined  into  by  the  physician  in  attendance. 

DDL 

She  must  nurse  a  child  while  at  the  Institution  in  addition  to  her  own, 
or,  if  she  has  lost  her  child,  she  must  nurse  and  feed  two  children,  and 
conform  strictly  to  all  the  rules  of  the  Institution,  and  yield  implicit 
obedience  to  the  authority  of  the  Matron. 

IV. 

Her  good  character  during  her  residence  at  "  The  Nursery  and  Child's 
Hospital  "  will  secure  her  the  assistance  and  recommendation  of  the  ladies 
of  the  Institution  in  obtaining  a  desirable  situation  as  wet-nurse  or  other- 
wise, and  she  will  also  be  entitled  to  the  recommendation  of  the  Physi- 
cian in  attendance. 

V. 

Persons  obt  aining  wet-nurses  frcm  this  Institution  shall  pay  five  dol" 
lars  premium.  In  case  the  nurse  selected  should  not  give  satisfaction 
within  ten  days,  another  can  be  substituted  without  additional  charge. 


RULES 

FOR  THE  LYING-IN  WARDS  OF  "  THE  NURSERY  AND  CHILD'S  HOSPITAL." 

I. 

Each  applicant  must  be  perfectly  clean,  and  free  from  contagious 
disease. 

EL 

She  must  nurse  a  child  while  in  the  Institution,  in  addition  to  her  own  ; 
or  if  she  has  lost  her  child,  she  must  nurse  and  feed  two  children. 
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III. 

Her  good  conduct,  during  her  residence  at  the  Institution,  will  secure 
her  the  assistance  and  recommendation  of  the  ladies  of  the  Board  in 
obt  aining  a  desirable  situation  as  wet-nurse  or  otherwise. 


IV. 

Any  woman-paying  board  will  be  allowed  to  leave  the  Institution  as 
soon  after  the  birth  of  her  child  as  is  deemed  prudent  by  the  Physician  in 
attendance. 

V. 

Any  woman  unable  to  pay  board  must  give  her  services  for  three 
months  to  the  Institution,  nursing  and  feeding  two  infants,  unless  other- 
wise ordered  by  the  Physician. 

VI. 

Women  'able  to  pay  board  for  their  infants  will  be  allowed  to  leave 
them  at  the  Nursery  and  pay  ten  dollars  a  month. 


VII. 

Every  woman  must  provide  sufficient  clothing  for  her  own  use  while  in 
the  Institution. 

VIII. 

Every  mother  must  provide  four  suits  of  clothes  and  twelve  diapers  for 
her  child. 

IX. 

Every  woman  must  conform  strictly  to  all  the  rules  of  the  Establish- 
ment, and  yield  implicit  obedience  to  the  authority  of  the  Matron  and 
Physician. 

X. 

Each  applicant,  whether  child  or  nurse,  who  shall  have  received  a  per 
mit  to  enter  the  Institution,  shall  be  referred  to  the  Kesident  Physician, 
who,  if  he  concur  in  the  admission,  shall  enter  the  name,  age,  condition, 
&c,  of  the  applicant  on  his  record  book  ;  the  applicant  shall  then  be  sent 
to  the  Matron,  and  registered  as  an  inmate. 
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RULES 

IN  RELATION  TO  TIIE  ADMISSION  OF  CHILDREN  INTO  "  THE  NURSERY  AND 
CHILD'S  HOSPITAL." 

L 

Every  child  presented  for  admission  must  be  perfectly  clean  and  free 
from  contagious  diseases. 

IT. 

Every  child  must  be  vaccinated,  unless  it  has  been  done  previously. 

in. 

No  child  will  be  admitted  over  six  years  of  age,  unless  by  special  per- 
mission of  First  Directress. 

IV. 

Infants  who  cannot  walk  pay  $8  per  month  ;  children  who  can  walk 
pay  67  per  month  ;  hospital  or  sick  children  pay  $9  per  month.  All  ille- 
gitimate children  boarded  here  by  parents  or  friends  are  to  pay  $10  a 
month. 

V. 

Every  child  admitted  must  be  examined  by  the  physician. 

VL 

The  parent  or  guardian  must  always  provide  shoes  and  clothing  for  the 
child. 

vn. 

Four  complete  suits  and  twelve  diapers  must  be  left  with  the  child. 
On  removal,  another  suit  must  be  brought,  if  the  child  has  been  more 
than  three  months  in  the  Institution. 

vni. 

In  case  of  the  adoption  of  a  child  out  of  "  The  Nursery  and  Child's 
Hospital,"  the  arrangement  must  be  made  entirely  between  the  party  m 
adopting  it  and  the  parents  or  guardian  of  the  child.  14  The  Institution"  * 
assuming  no  responsibility  in  the  premises  whatever. 

IX. 

Board  is  always  to  be  paid  in  advance. 
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X. 

No  money  or  clothing  returned,  unless  by  permission  of  a  Manager. 

XI. T 

Parents  can  visit  their  children  once  a  fortnight,  between  10  and  3. 

XII. 

Admissions  daily  between  the  hours  of  11  and  1. 

RULE  3  AND  REGULATIONS 

FOR  NURSES  AND  PERSONS  EMPLOYED  IN  11  THE  NURSERY  AND  CHILD'S 
HOSPITAL." 

I. 

Nurses  shall  be  ready  for  duty  at  six  o'clock  in  the  morning  in 
summer,  and  at  six  o'clock  in  winter,  and  proceed  at  once  to  ventilate 
and  clean  the  rooms,  halls,  staircases,  and  thoroughly  air  the  bedding. 

II. 

They  shall  then  hold  themselves  in  readiness  to  receive  the  daily 
children  as  they  are  brought  in.  Each  nurse  shall  undress  her  child  as 
soon  as  received,  bathe  it,  if  necessary,  and  always  wash  its  face  and 
hands,  and  brush  its  hair,  and  then  dress  it  in  the  clothing  of  the  house, 
and  put  around  its  neck  the  number  of  its  crib,  hanging  up  the  child's 
own  clothes  upon  the  hook  bearing  the  same  number  as  the  crib. 

III. 

Each  nurse  will  be  held  strictly  responsible  for  the  neat  and  cleanly 
appearance  of  the  children  under  her  charge. 

IV. 

The  covering  of  each  child  is  to  be  carefully  attended  to,  and  suited  to 
the  temperature  of  the  apartment.  No  child  shall  be  allowed  in  a 
current  cf  air. 

V. 

In  lifting  an  infant,  the  nurse  must  use  both  hands  to  support  its 
body  ;  lifting  a  child  by  the  arms  is  expressly  forbidden  ;  a  nurse  should 
never  allow  towel?*,  or  other  linens  which  may  have  been  used  about 
the  children,  to  remain  in  the  apartment. 
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VI. 

I   No  preference  shall  be  shown  by  nurses  under  any  circumstances. 

VII. 

Nurses  are  strictly  forbidden  to  receive  remuneration  of  any  kind  from 
;he  mothers  or  friends  of  the  children. 

VIII. 

No  cakes  or  candies  allowed. 

IX. 

1  Any  woman  introducing  liquor  in  any  way  into  the  Institution  must 
be  instantly  dismissed. 

X. 

No  nurse  can  leave  the  house  without  permission  from  the  Matron. 

XI. 

On  Sunday  they  will  be  allowed  to  go,  in  their  turn,  to  church,  always 
with  the  permission  and  approval  of  the  Matron. 

xn. 

No  male  visitors  will  be  admitted,  at  any  time,  to  visit  the  nurses  or 
servants  employed  in  the  house,  except  in  the  presence  of  either  a  Man- 
ager or  the  Matron. 

XIII. 

No  "visitors  will  be  allowed  to  go  up-stairs  unattended  by  the  Matron. 

XIV. 

The  children  will  be  fed  at  regular  intervals  during  the  day,  according 
to  their  ages  and  the  directions  of  the  physicians . 

XV. 

Children  who  have  been  weaned  will  have  bread  and  milk  twice  a  day, 
and  a  bowl  of  soup  or  broth.  The  children  should  have,  as  regularly 
as  possible,  their  hours  for  meals,  sleep  and  play. 

XVI. 

All  sponges,  basins,  mugs,  and  nursing- bottles  are  to  be  kept  perfectly 
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clean  and  in  their  appropriate  places  ;  for  this,  the  head-nurse  in  charge 
is  responsible. 

XVII. 

Nurses  are  expressly  instructed  to  use  invariably  to  the  children  tho 
most  gentle  and  kind  expressions  ;  no  coarse  or  harsh  language  shall 
ever  be  uttered  in  the  establishment.  All  questions  to  be  answered 
politely  and  courteously,  and  perfect  submission  and  respect  will  be  uni- 
formly exacted  by  the  Managers  of  the  Nursery  from  all  nurses  and  ser- 
vants in  its  employ. 

XVIII. 

All  servants  are  to  conform  to  the  rules  of  the  Institution,  and  yield 
implicit  obedience  to  the  Matron. 

Any  infringement  of  the  above  rules,  or  any  want  of  respect  and 
obedience  to  those  placed  in  authority  over  them,  will  deprive  them  at 
once  of  the  privilege  of  remaining  in  the  employment  of  the  establish- 
ment. 

XIX. 

No  nurse  or  person  employed  in  the  Institution,  will  be  allowed  to 
strike  or  whip  a  child  as  a  punishment. 

XX. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Matron  to  report  to  the  ladies  of  the  Inspecting 
Committee  every  instance  of  the  infringement  of  the  above  rules. 
Those  who  fulfill  their  duties  faithfully  shall  be  always  entitled  to  a 
written  certificate  of  good  character  from  the  ladies. 

XXI. 

No  visitors  shall  be  allowed  on  Sunday,  except  in  cases  of  sickness. 
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The  Thirteenth  Anniversary  of  the  Nursery  and  Child's 
Hospital  was  held  March  1st,  at  11  o'clock  A.  M.,  the  Rev. 
John  Cotton  Smith  presiding. 

After  reading  the  Scriptures  and  prayer,  the  report  of 
the  Secretary  was  read  as  follows  :

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Of  the  women  admitted  for  confinement  twenty  remain, 
thirty-eight  have  returned  to  their  homes,  and  twenty-two 
have  been  provided  situations  as  wet-nurses,  eighteen  with 
other  situations  ;  four  have  died. 

The  first  expression  of  every  heart  in  any  way  connected 
with  this  charity  must  be  one  of  devout  gratitude  to 
Almighty  God  for  the  blessings  He  has  so  abundantly  be- 
stowed upon  them,  and  a  fervent  prayer  that  His  smile  may 
attend  their  offorts  during  the  year  to  come. 

The  Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital  needs  no  words  of  ex- 
planation ;  it  stands  to-day  where  its  patrons  and  friends 
have  always  felt  it  eventually  would,  upon  a  secure  foun- 
dation. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  will  show  our  receipts  to 
have  been  large,  but  our  expenditures  keep  pace  with  them. 

It  is  perhaps  the  most  expensive  institution  in  the  city. 
We  are  guilty  of  no  extravagance,  yet  we  provide  liber- 
ally. Good  food,  and  plenty  of  it,  is  needed  by  children 
whose  antecedents  have  laid  the  foundation  for  scrofulous 
diseases.  Good  beef,  mutton,  and  butter,  we  think  better 
than  medicines. 

Another  great  expense,  our  wet-nurses,  who  have  two 
infants  to  take  care  of  though  obliged  also  to  feed  them, 
require  an  extra  amount  of  nourishing  food.  It  must  also 
be  remembered  that  very  many  of  the  women  who  come  to 
our  asylum  are  entirely  destitute  of  means,  and  most  of 
them  of  clothing,  either  for  themselves  or  their  children. 
We  often  keep  the  mothers  and  their  children  with  them  for 
a  year  or  more. 

The  collection  of  ten  thousand  dollars  having  been  made 
towards  the  building  fund,  we  were  authorized  to  claim 
from  the  State  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  more,  appropriated 
by  the  Legislature  to  the  Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital 
under  that  condition. 

We  have  thirty  thousand  dollars  invested.  The  building 
which  we  hope  to  erect  will  cost  twenty-seven  thousand, 
and  that  sum  will  not  carry  it  up  so  high  as  we  need,  but 
it  will  be  so  arranged  as  to  be  raised  higher  when  our 
funds  will  allow. 
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Our  subscription  list  is  comparatively  small,  owing  in  a 
great  measure  to  the  absence  of  a  large  number  of  our 
annual  subscribers  from  this  country.  When  we  take 
'  twenty-seven  thousand  dollars  from  our  invested  funds,  we 
have  a  very  small  sum  drawing  interest.  We  must  still 
be  exerting  ourselves,  ever  needy,  even  as  the  beautiful 
earth  ever  needs  showers  and  sunshine  to  perpetuate  its 
harvests. 

The  Board  would  most  gratefully  express  their  thanks 
for  the  generous  benefactions  received  during  the  year,  also 
for  the  kind  and  universal  sentiments  of  sympathy  and 
good- will  bestowed  upon  them  by  their  many  advisers  and 
friends.  To  the  Kev.  Dr.  Washburn  the}7  owe  many  thanks, 
whose  stirring  and  eloquent  appeal  in  their  behalf  procured 
the  sum  of  six  hundred  and  forty-two  dollars  ;  also  to  Mrs. 
Clark  for  her  generous  donation  of  two  thousand  dollars. 

We  feel  that  if  our  charity  were  understood  as  well  as 
our  need  our  treasury  would  be  full. 

The  practical  working  and  detail  of  the  Institution  lias 
been  the  same  as  in  years  past.  Each  department  has  its 
respective  duties,  and  these  have  been  most  faithfully  per- 
formed by  all  connected  with  it. 

They  must  here  be  allowed  to  repeat  their  appreciation 
of  the  devoted  and  untiring  manner  in  which  the  matron- 
has  so  cheerfully  filled  her  important  and  perplexing  sta- 
tion. 

The  energy  and  self  sacrificing  example  of  their  First  Di- 
rectress must  ever  be  a  bond  of  strength  between  the 
hearts  and  hands  of  those  who  labor  with  her  in  carrying 
ion  this  extensive  and  interesting  work. 

To  the  Medical  Board  also,  they  would  express  most  heart- 
felt thanks  ;  under  the  blessing  of  a  merciful  Providence,  a 
great  measure  of  health  has  been  vouchsafed  us.  By  the 
efficient  and  unceasing  devotion  of  attending  Physicians, 
some  most  fatal  and  contagious  diseases  have  been  arrested 
and  checked.  The  report  of  their  Board  will  present  a  full 
account  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  institution. 

Our  school  for  the  larger  children  has  been  made  as 
pleasant  and  instructive  as  the  capabilities  of  the  children 
will  allow. 
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Upon  coming'  to  the  end  of  another  year,  we  find  many 
vacancies  in  our  Board  of  Managers  which  must  now  be 
filled.  We  earnestly  call  upon  the  christian  women  among 
us  to  come  and  join  in  this  blessed  work.  It  is  not  a  work 
of  ease,  it  is  a  self-sacrifice,  which  the  Master  calls  us  to 
make  for  Him.  "  A  life  of  service,  must  be  a  life  of  love. 
Any  opportunity  of  sacrifice  is  a  direct  personal  good  to 
ourselves. 

We  do  not  disguise  the  fact,  it  is  laborious.  The  daily 
watching  of  so  many  suffering  ones,  is  not  a  pleasant  duty. 
It  only  gives  its  own  reward,  in  the  secret  assurance  that 
"  inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  theleast,  ye  have 
done  it  unto  me." 

Solace  and  solitude  for  the  weary  and  suffering  is  the 
noblest  occupation  of  every  human  heart.  "  If  we  would 
but  each  of  us  gather  the  flowers  in  our  path  as  diligently 
as  we  sometimes  do  the  thorns,  our  hands  would  be  more 
fitted  for  our  work  and  our  hearts  more  full  of  fragrance 
than  they  are." 

To  a  careful  and  serious  observer,  there  has  been  quietly 
going  on  a  marked  change  in  the  sentiments  and  character 
of  those  who  offer  themselves  as  Managers  of  this  Board. 
It  is  a  work  which  calls  for  earnest  working  hearts. 

No  thoughtful  mind  can  labor  among  the  classes  which 
we  strive  to  assist  and  cheer  without  serious  thoughts  of 
responsibility  and  earnest  desires  doing  more  than  the 
improving  of  bodily  necessities,  if  only  to  one  soul.  To 
snatch  one  from  the  grasp  of  sin  ought  to  be  a  richer 
reward  and  a  truer  happiness  than  can  be  compared. 

There  have  been  some  most  touching  cases  of  sin  and  its 
own  misery  brought  under  our  care.  Of  these  different 
branches  of  our  charity  others  will  speak. 

There  are  few  situations  in  life  where  the  soul  is  brought 
nearer  its  God  than  in  the  solitude  of  a  sick  room,  and 
where  a  sense  of  humiliation  works  so  powerfully  upon  the 
heart. 

The  kind  attentions  of  those  who  minister  to  them,  and 
the  sacrifices  of  rest  which  they  make,  must  bring  a  keen 
sense  of  unworthiness,  which,  though  silently  endured, 
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works  its  own  results.  May  we  not  hope  that  some  souls 
thus  chastened  have  gone  out  from  our  wards  with  true  and 
earnest  purposes  for  a  better  life.  No  one  can  tell  the 
power  of  such  a  remembrance,  or  its  effect  upon  the  future. 

Of  the  little  children  committed  to  our  charge  we  rejoice 
in  being  able  to  tell  of  so  large  a  number  cared  for,  and  of 
their  generally  good  condition. 

Many  fall  by  the  way  during  the  long  months  of  the  year, 
but  our  faithfulness  and  care  is  fully  tested  by  the  constant 
applications  we  leceive,  and  the  coming  again  for  the 
second  and  third  time  of  the  same  parents  entreating  us  to 
take  their  children. 

A  stranger,  on  coming  into  our  halls,  would  be  pained 
to  hear  the  constant  cries  and  worrying  of  little  voices 
and  think  we  had  little  else  than  annoyance  and  confusion. 
Far  from  it  ! 

The  shadows  of  evening  close  as  quietly  about  our 
wards,  and  the  little  forms  sleep  as  peacefully  in  their 
simple  cots,  as  in  the  dwellings  of  the  children  of  fortune. 

The  name  of  each  little  homeless,  suffering  child  under 
mr  sheltering  roofs  is  written  upon  another  register  than 
)urs  ;  and  the  destiny  of  each  little  soul  is  the  object  of 
mceasing  care  in  that  better  home,  where  sickness  and 
vvant  are  unknown  and  where  every  tear  shall  be  forever 
viped  away.

fants of  the  rich  the  nourishment  which  rightly  belongs  to 
their  own  offspring,  hired  a  room  and  laid  the  foundation 
for  the  Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital,  whose  history  and 
prosperity  we  to-day  celebrate . 

The  children  of  the  institution  were  then  marched  into 
the  hall,  and  went  through  a  variety  of  exercises,  including 
singing,  recitations,  and  questions  in  arithmetic.  Their 
efforts  reflected  great  credit  upon  their  teachers,  and  the 
patrons  of  the  Institution. 

The  proceedings  were  closed  with  the  Benediction.  The 
election  of  officers  for  the  following  year  was  then  made.

YEAR  ENDING  MARCH  1,  1867. 


Ladies  — The  Board  of  Physicians  of  the  "  Nursery  and 
Child's  Hospital'7  have  the  honor  to  present  the  following 
Report  for  the  year  iust  ended  : 

Since  the  last  meeting  the  Lying-in  Department,  then  but 
in  its  incipiency,  has  become  thoroughly  organized  as  an 
established  branch  of  the  institution.  The  results  attained 
in  the  obstetrical  wards  have  been  such  as  to  gratify  in  all 
respects  the  Medical  Board,  and  we  are  sure  the  lady  man- 
agers must  feel  rewarded  for  the  persevering  and  courageous 
efforts  made  by  them  in  adding  this  asylum  for  so  unfortu- 
nate a  class  to  their  already  noble  and  useful  charity. 

Ninety-seven  women  have  been  confined  during  the  year, 
givino-  birth  to  one  hundred  and  one  children,  four  of  the 
cases°  being  twin  labors.      Instrumental  delivering  has 
been  required  in  seven  cases,  and  a  number  of  ailments 
incident  to  the  puerperal  state  have  occurred  ;  but  few 
however,  of  a  serious  nature.    Three  women  have  died,  all. 
from  puerperal  fever.    This  small  proportion  of  deaths  is  * 
particularly  satisfactory  in  this  hospital,  as,  from  the  char- 
acter of  its  inmates,  numerous  and  grave  accidents  may  be. 
reasonably  expected.    The  majority  of  these  females  ari3 
youno*  girls— some  almost  children  who  come  to  us  suner- 
incr  great  mental  trouble,  and  generally  after  incurring 
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serious  injury  to  themselves  and  offspring  by  attempts  to 
produce  abortion,  our  wards  thus  being  filled  by  that  class 
well  known  as  furnishing  the  most  severe  and  unpromising 
cases  in  all  lying-in  asylums. 

The  novelty  of  this  branch  of  the  institution  has  in  no- 
wise detracted  from  the  interest  of  the  children's  depart- 
ment, which  continues  to  effect  its  fall  share  of  good. 
During  the  year  we  have  had  under  our  care  five  hundred 
and  seventy-eight  sick  children  ;  of  these  four  hundred  and 
forty-one  have  recovered  and  one  hundred  and  twenty-five 
have  died,  leaving  under  treatment  at  present  twelve,  all  of 
I  whom  are  doing  well.    Even  this  gratifying  result  would 
have  been  better  but  for  several  adverse  causes  impossible 
to  prevent.  Early  in  the  year  a  large  number  of  foundlings  in 
a  hopeless  state  of  disease  were  received  under  circumstan- 
ces which  prevented  the  kind-hearted  ladies  from  denying 
them  admittance,  though  the  fact  was  obvious  that  by  such 
a  course  the  rate  of  mortality  would  be  largely  increased.  It 
may  be  here  remarked  that  the  policy  of  this  institution  has 
always  been  most  liberal,  it  never  closing  its  doors  to  those 
offering  no  hope  of  recovery.    During  April  and  May  we 
I  had  a  severe  epidemic  of  measles,  all  the  cases  being  com- 
plicated with  other  more  serious  disorders,  such  as  Pneu- 
monia, Diphtheria,  Bright's  disease  of  the   kidneys,  &c. 
Considerable  whooping-cough  also  prevailed,  but  only  one 
case,  slight,  of  scarlet  fever  occurred.     Among  the  one 
hundred  and  one  children  born  here,  eight  were  still-born, 
land  seventeen  died  within  variable  periods  after  birth,  and 
■when  the  facts  regarding  their  mothers  are  remembered, 
■this  result  is  certainly  a  good  one.    The  most  noticeable 
land  a  very  agreeable  feature  in  the  children's  wards  has 
■been  the  great  diminution  in  intestinal  disorders,  especially 
pithat  one  known  as  cholera  infantum,  the  diseases  which  so 
l  argely  increase  the  infant  mortality  in  cities.    These  cases 
liave  not  only  been  less  numerous  than  in  previous  years, 
|put  more  manageable.    This  can  without  doubt  be  attrib- 
uted to  the  improved  ventilation  of  the  buildings  and  the 
Ipther  excellent  hygienic  conditions  observed.     To  this 
B'ause  may  also  be  ascribed  our  almost  complete  immunity 
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from  cholera  during  its  prevalence  in  the  city  last  summer, 
only  one  case  occurring,  a  nurse  but  shortly  before  admitted 
being,  the  subject.    This,  unfortunately,  terminated  fatally. 

Before  concluding  this  report,  the  Medical  Board  would 
again  strongly  urge  the  great  necessity  of  a  country  place 
to  be  connected  with  the  institution,  where  the  more  delicate 
children  and  those  suffering  with  cholera  infantum  and 
similar  diseases  could  be  sent  during  the  summer  months. 
This  would  cause  a  still  greater  reduction  in  our  mortality, 
and  such  a  result  would  surely  amply  compensate  for  the 
labor  and  expense  entailed  by  the  undertaking.

Every  child  must  be  vaccinated,  unless  it  has  been  done  previously. 

ELL 

No  child  will  be  admitted  over  six  years  of  age,  unless  by  special  per- 
mission of  First  Directors. 

IV. 

Infants  who  cannot  walk  pay  $10  per  month  ;  children  who  can  walk 
pay  $7  per  month  ;  hospital  or  sick  children  pay  $9  per  month.  All 
illegitimate  children  boarded  here  by  parents  or  friends  are  to  pay  $10  a 
month. 

V. 

Every  child  admitted  must  be  examined  by  the  physician. 

VI. 

The  parent  or  guardian  must  always  provide  shoes  and  clothing  for 
the  child. 

VII. 

Four  complete  suits  and  twelve  diapers  must  be  left  with  the  child. 
On  removal,  another  suit  must  be  brought,  if  the  child  has  been  more 
than  three  months  in  the  Institution. 

VIII. 

In  case  of  the  adoption  of  a  child  out  of  "  The  Nursery  and  Child's 
Hospital,"  the  arrangement  must  be  made  entirely  between  the  party 
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vdopting  it  and  the  parents  or  guardian  of  the  child,  M  the  Institu- 
ion  "  assuming  no  responsibility  in  the  premises  whatever.

THE  SECRETARY'S  REPORT  FOR  1867. 


Ix  presenting  this,  their  Fourteenth  Annual  Report,  the 
Managers  of  %%  The  Xuksery  and  Child's  Hospital"  are 
bonfident  they  have  nothing  startling,  or  even  novel,  in  its 
character  to  offer  to  those  interested  in  their  work.  They 
feel,  however,  that  they  would  be  omitting  a  great  duty, 
Did  they  not,  at  this  time,  give  expression  to  their  gratitude 
For  the  many  blessings  with  which  a  kiud  Father  has  erowned 
fheir  efforts  during  the  past  year,  and  for  the  assistance 
ntel  them  by  those  in  whose  hearts  IK*  hath  planted  da- 
ire  to  aid  them. 

The  experience  of  these  many  years  has  so  thoroughly 
ted  the  efficacy  of  their  work,  as  well  as  the  method  and 
lans  of  executing  it,  that  the  Managers,  while  hoping  they 
re  making  some  advance  in  the  way  of  improvement,  from 
~  e  to  time,  are  fully  aware  that  the  report  of  one  year's 
csurrences  can  be  little  else  than  a  repetition  of  the  one 
•receding,  with  which  detail  they  would  not  tax  their 
"ends. 

Would  that  these  friends  might  be  induced  to  visit  the 
stitntion  more  frequently  !  that  by  personal  observation 
in  the  Hospital,  the  Nursery,  the  School — they  might 
ore  fully  understand  and  appreciate  the  good  work  which 
heing  done,  and  consequently  become  more  interested  in 
he  class  there  receiving  benefit. 
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To  mothers  would  the  ladies  particularly  appeal ;  those 
whose  loved  ones  now  seem  elevated  beyond  all  temptation 
and  want,  but  to  whom,  in  "  this  world  of  changes,"  they 
know  not  what  may  occur.  "  Do  unto  others  as  ye  would 
they  should  do  unto  you"  and  yours,  and  by  lending  a  kind 
and  lenient  ear,  with  a  generous  heart,  to  the  faults  of  the 
erring  and  the  needs  of  those  whose  wants  can  be  alleviated 
only  by  their  kindness,  to  whom  "  God  hath  given  of  His 
abundance."  The  ladies  are  confident  that  the  aid  rendered 
by  their  charitable  donors,  would  be  much  more  voluntary 
and  satisfactory,  were  these  visits  more  frequent  in  their  oc- 
currence; and  those  who  feel  sufficiently  interested  so  to 
do,  will  ever  find  a  warm  welcome  awaiting  them. 

The  Managers  are  greatly  in  want  of  an  addition  of 
earnest  workers  to  their  board — the  present  number  being 
inadequate  to  the  increasing  demands  of  an  Institution  so 
large  as  this  has  become. 

In  this  connection  they  would  also  make  mention  of 
another  important  need — the  absolute  necessity  of  an  "  in- 
crease of  their  borders,"  by  the  addition  of  a  third  building, 
which  was  foreshadowed  in  the  report  of  the  previous  year. 

Since  the  establishment,  some  two  years  since,  of  the 
new  branch  of  their  charity,  consisting  of  a  "  Hospital  for 
Foundlings,"  the  Managers  have  frequently  been  greatly 
inconvenienced  by  the  want  of  sufficient  and  suitable  room. 
Their  quarters  have  been  too  contracted  to  afford  accom- 
modation commensurate  with  their  increased  demands. 
The  space  between  the  two  buildings  now  in  use,  furnishes 
the  ground,  and  when  erected,  the  new  building,  besides 
giving  the  desired  room,  will  possess  the  additional  merit 
of  forming  a  connection  between  these  two  houses,  the  sep- 
aration of  which,  heretofore,  has  been  inconvenient  for  all. 

In  this  building  it  is  proposed  to  have  a  School-room, 
larger  and  more  fitly  arranged  for  the  purpose  ;  a  Play-room 
for  the  children,  when  the  weather  will  not  permit  of  out- 
door exercise  ;  and,  eventually,  a  Chapel.  In  this  Chapel 
there  wfil  be  regular  religious  exercises,  upon  which  all  the 
inmates  can  attend,  with  one  for  their  counselor  and  guide

who  will,  by  daily  cognizance  of  their  spiritual  wants,  be 
peculiarly  adapted  to  lead  each  soul  committed  to  his  care. 

The  building  will  also  be  so  arranged  that,  during  the 
existence  of  contagious  disease  in  the  Institution,  a  portion 
of  it  can  be  completely  quarantined,  thereby  supplying  a 
deficiency  which  has  been  painfully  felt  by  the  Managers, 
when  such  visitations  have  occurred. 

With  this  call  for  additional  room,  the  ladies,  with  the 
full  and  entire  concurrence  of  the  gentlemen  of  their  "  Ad- 
visory Board,"  have  decided  to  commence  the  building  at 
once. 

Although,  in  now  appropriating  the  fund  donated  ex- 
pressly for  the  construction  of  this  building,  the  Managers 
deprive  themselves  of  the  interest  of  said  fund  for  their  cur- 
rent expenses,  they  confidently  hope  that  a  generous  public 
will  make  good  this  deficiency,  as  well  as  enable  them  to 
meet  the  additional  draft  on  their  treasury  attendant  upon 
the  maintenance  of  another  building. 

The  list  of  annual  subscribers  has  been  much  reduced 
{  during  the  past  two  years,  by  the  absence  of  so  many  for- 
mer contributors  in  Europe.  Strenuous  efforts  must  be 
made,  the  coming  year,  to  restore  it  to  its  former  numbers. 

This  Institution  has  made  no  special  call  for  aid  during 
the  past  year,  save  through  their  annual  Ball.  This  has 
become,  by  common  consent,  the  favorite  mode  of  obtain- 
ing funds,  to  enable  the  Managers  to  defray  a  part  of  their 
yearly  expenses.  The  results  of  the  Ball  of  1867  were 
most  satisfactory,  and  grateful  indeed  are  the  ladies  towards 
all  who  so  kindly  and  generously  manifested  their  interest 
in  its  success.  It  is  impossible,  at  this  early  time,  to  report 
the  financial  success  of  the  Ball  just  given,  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  not  having  been  yet  fully  ascertained. 

For  the  liberal  donation  from  Mr.  Ciiauxcey  Rose,  in 
the  past  year,  the  ladies  feel  greatly  indebted — adding 
$5,000  to  their  permanent  fund. 

In  the  Treasurer's  Report  will  be  found  the  items  of  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures  for  the  year. 

The  Managers,  in  reviewing  the  favorable  circumstances 
of  the  past  year,  would  mention  as  a  prominent  cause  for 
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gratulation,  the  fact  that  their  earnest  and  efficient  First 
I)irectress  has  been  enabled,  by  improved  health,  to  retain 
her  responsible  and  laborious  post ;  and  that  her  ability  to 
carry  out  this  noble  work,  which  has  ever  interested  her  so 
warmly,  may  be  continued,  is  the  earnest  desire  of  every 
one  connected  with  the  Institution. 

Of  the  Matron,  whose  adaptation  to  her  peculiar  duties 
is  truly  wonderful,  the  ladies  would  make  particular  mention. 
Not  only  in  the  physical  care  of  the  inmates  is  she  untir- 
ing, but  their  spiritual  needs  enlist  and  receive  her  most 
faithful  attention.  She  proves  herself  a  missionary  indeed 
for  her  Master's  work,  among  those  gathered  into  this  shel- 
tering home.  "  A  word  fitly  spoken,"  by  one  whose  heart 
is  interested  in  their  earthly  "  weal  and  woe,"  must  produce 
an  effect  extending  beyond  this  present  life,  the  results  of 
which  Eternity  alone  may  reveal ! 

To  the  Physicians,  with  services  entirely  gratuitous, 
the  ladies  desire  to  express  their  gratitude,  and  congratulate 
them  upon  the  success  which  has  attended  their  treatment 
of  cases  which  have  come  under  their  care.  With  the 
blessing  of  God,  to  their  watchfulness,  combined  with  faith- 
ful nursing,  may  be  attributed  the  improvement  of  the  gen- 
eral health  of  the  inmates  of  both  houses  for  the  past  year. 1 
Their  Report  will  give  the  extent  and  results  of  their  labors. 1 

Under  the  influence  of  the  faithful  and  patient  efforts  of 
the  Teachers  employed  in  the  school,  it  has  been  unusually 
prosperous  the  past  year.  The  average  attendance  has  been 
about  70. 

The  Managers  would  here  remind  the  public  of  the  fact 
that  these  children,  in  addition  to  being  taught,  are  pro- 
vided with  a  home,  thereby  enabling  their  parents  to  seekj 
employment,  which  they  could  not  obtain  were  they  en- 
cumbered with  these  little  ones. 

The  ladies  wish  to  bear  witness  to  the  faithfulness  of  1 
those  employed  in  the  various  departments  of  the  Institu-i 
tion,  many  of  whom  have  been  retained  for  years  in  differ-1 
ent  positions,  to  the  satisfaction  of  all.

REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  BOARD 

or  THE 

NURSERY  AND  CHILD'S  HOSPITAL, 

TOR  THE 

YEAR  ENDING  MARCH  1,  1868. 


Ladies — The  Board  of  Physicians  of  the  "  Nursery 
and  Child's  Hospital"  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 
report  for<he  past  year  : 

Six  hundred  and  forty-four  patients  have  been  under 
treatment ;  of  these  four  hundred  and  eighty-two  have  re- 
covered, thirty-three  remain  under  treatment  at  present, 
and  one  hundred  and  twenty-nine  have  died — showing  a 
very  favorable  percentage  of  cures.  Owing,  in  a  great 
measure,  to  the  severity  of  the  winter,  pulmonary  affections 
have  been  very  prevalent,  pneumonia  and  bronchitis  occur- 
ring more  frequently  than  any  other  diseases.  We  have 
been  remarkably  free  from  contagious  disease ;  there  have 
been  no  cases  of  measles,  none  of  diphtheria,  and  none  of 
whooping-cough,  and  but  one  case  of  scarlet  fever.  The 
great  diminution  in  frequency  and  severity  of  intestinal  dis- 
ease— the  scourge  of  the  infants  of  large  cities — has  been 
commented  upon  in  recent  reports,  and  it  is  pleasant  to  no- 
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tice  still  iurther  improvement  in  this  respect.  Cholera 
infantum,  so  frequent  in  the  early  years  of  the  Nursery, 
proved  fatal  in  but  one  case  during  the  year.  These  facts 
speak  eloquently  in  favor  of  the  excellent  sanitary  condition 
we  have  attained,  and  we  feel  confident  that  the  "  Nursery 
and  Child's  Hospital"  will  compare  most  favorably  in  its 
workings  with  any  other  Institution  of  its  kind  in  the  world. 
The  Lying-in  Department  maintains  its  interest ;  eighty- 
eight  women  have  been  confined,  giving  birth  to  eighty-six 
children — two  being  still-born.  Instrumental  delivery  has 
been  less  frequent  than  in  the  previous  year,  and  the  accidents 
after  parturition  less  numerous  and  less  serious  in  character. 
Four  women  have  died — two  from  puerperal  fever,  one  from 
puerperal  mania,  and  one  from  pyemia. 

Since  the  last  annual  meeting  we  have  lost,  by  resigna- 
tion, the  valuable  services  of  Dr.  Swift,  and  the  vacancy" 
thus  created  has  been  filled  by  the  election  of  Dr.  Rey- 
nolds, who  brings  to  the  position  an  extensive  knowledge 
of  children's  diseases. 

The  Medical  Board  have  learned  with  pleasure  that  the 
Lady  Managers  will  soon  erect  an  additional  building,  and 
feel  assured  that  it  will  increase  greatly  the  usefulness  off 
the  Institution. 

The  fidelity  with  which  our  resident  physicians,  Drs. 
Farxswoktii  and  Pbeston,  have  discharged  their  duties, 
merit  our  thanks. 

In  conclusion,  we  gratefully  acknowledge  the  kindness 
of  the  Lady  Managers — our  labors  having  been  materially* 
lightened  by  the  ready  aid  they  have  ever  given  us,  and 
by  their  approval  of  our  endeavors  to  benefit  the  Institution 
which  it  gives  its  so  much  pleasure  to  serve.

The  undersigned,  first  directress  of  the  Nursery  ail 
Child's  Hospital,  seeing  the  interest  manifested  by  the  Sta1 
Convention  in  regard  to  the  charities  of  the  State,  and 
seeming  purpose  to  limit  and  restrict  appropriations  by  tl 
State  for  its  necessary  charities,  begs  leave  to  present  tl 
following  reasons  why  a  Foundling  Hospital  should  be  e1 
tablished  by  the  State  authorities : 

The  undersigned,  with  a  Board  of  Managers,  has  bail 
for  the  past  thirteen  years  connected  with  the  Nursery  art 
Child's  Hospital  in  the  city  of  New  York.  The  result! 
the  experience  there  obtained,  has  been  not  only  to  diminj 
infant  mortality,  but  has  been  the  means  of  preventm 
crime.  Many  cases  of  suicide  and  infanticide  have  bm 
saved  since  their  extension  of  charity  for  the  preventio 
of  foundlings.  The  nursery  was  originally  intended  1! 
check  the  immense  mortality  among  the  children  of  mt 
nurses.  The  necessity  for  a  Child's  Hospital  induced  grea; 
er  and  more  enlarged  efforts.  No  illegitimate  child  wi! 
then  admitted.  But  the  numbers  they  were  forced  to  I 
fuse,  induced  a  deeper  study  into  the  necessities  of  the* 
most  wretched  of  all  infants.  The  late  Isaac  Townsen 
was  then  one  of  the  Governors  of  the  Alms  House,  an1 
prosecuted  his  search  after  truth  at  the  same  time  as  tl 
undersigned.  The  results  were  the  same,  and  his  repoil 
was  published  by  the  Board  of  Alms  House  Governor  [ 
showing  the  great  need  of  a  Foundling  Hospital  in  Nen 
York.  1 
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The  statistics  of  foreign  Foundling  Hospitals  have  been 
llected  with  great  care.    Although  St.  Vincent  de  Paul 
is  not  the  founder  of  the  first  Hospital  in  France,  which 
is -in  1070,  he  seems  to  have  been  the  first  to  influence 
3  public  authorities  to  acknowledge  the  civil  existence  of 
mdlings.    This  was  in  the  17th  century.    By  an  edict  of 
uis  XIV.,  dated  1670,  the  Foundling  Hospital  was  placed 
the  same  footing  as  the  other  Hospitals  of  Paris.    "  Con- 
ering  it,"  he  says,  "  as  a  Christian  duty  to  care  for  these 
ildren,  whose  feebleness  and  misfortune  make  them  wor- 
f  of  compassion ;  and,  further  than  this,  their  preservation 
m  advantage,  because  they  may  be  useful  in  the  country's 
vice."    In  1778  a  Lying-in  Asylum  was  established  un- 
r  the  auspices  of  Marie  Antoinette.    In  a  report  made  to 
i  King  in  1837,  Mons.  de  Gasparin  considers  this  as  one 
ithe  best  instruments  for  the  diminution  of  the  number 
abandoned  children.    Monsieur  Dupin  also  bears  testi- 
fy to  its  utility,  and  says  :  u  When  a  child  has  lived  a 
ir,  and  its  mother  has  enjoyed  its  first  smile,  there  is  no 
iger  that  she  will  abandon  it."    The  London  Foundling 
[spital  was  founded  in  1739,  by  Thomas  Coram,  and  is 
v  recognized  as  one  of  the  best  and  most  useful  of  Eno'- 
d's  charities.    Governor  Townsend,  after  alluding  to  the 
glish  system  of  education  of  foundlings,  adds  :  "  Should 
w  York  decide  to  provide  for  and  foster  the  helpless 
-casts,  who,  but  for  such  kindness,  might  have  augmented 
list  of  her  felons,  and  have  required  the  outlay  of  the 
ction  of  prisons,  she  will  be  guided  by  no  narrow  con- 
erations,  knowing  that  in  proportion  as  she  furnishes  the 
lparatively  meanest  and  most  despicable  of  her  children 
;h  the  light  of  intellectual  and  moral  truth,  she  furnishes 
)d  subjects  for  the  government,  the  material  of  an  effec- 
3  army  or  marine,  men  destined  to  carry  down  her 
cent  glory  and  greatness  to  the  latest  generation." 
A  select  committee  of  the  Board  of  Councilmen  was  ap- 
nted  in  New  York  in  1858,  to  examine  and  report  on  the 
>ediency  of  establishing  a  Foundling  Hospital.  After 
ing  the  subject  careful  attention,  and  having  conferred 
h  eminent  physicians  (who,  from  the  opportunities  of 
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observation  of  the  evils  arising  from  the  want  of  a  Fonn 
ling  Hospital,  were  well  calculated  to  afford  informati<| 
and  counsel),  reported  that  "the  records  of  our  coronen 
inquests  and  our  criminal  courts  show  to  what  an  exte 
the  crime  of  infanticide  is  practiced,  that  the  evil  shod 
therefore  be  met  face  to  face  by  the  law-making  and  \dA 
keeping  classes,  for  it  intrudes  everywhere,  and  will  no  lonj 
er  be  named  in  whispers,  or  elbowed  or  frowned  out 
sight;  it  is  as  open  and  patent  as  drunkenness  or  pauperisi 
and  should  challenge  the  serious  attention  of  all  who  ha^ 
the  general  good  at  heart.  They  report  that  in  one  wee 
out  of  503  deaths,  no  less  than  107,  or  the  enormous  pr| 
portion  of  35  per  cent.,  were  under  one  year  of  age,  I 
being  returned  as  still  or  premature  births.  If  this  staij 
ling  proportion  -gets  into  the  bills  of  mortality,  who  wi| 
dare  even  to  guess  at  the  hundreds  and  thousands  of  casJ 
occurring  every  year,  which  are  known  only  to  the  womsi 
and  her  physician  ;  occurring,  not  only  in  squalid  haunts=i 
poverty,  but  among  the  so-called  better  classes,  where  ei 
posure  would  be  infamy  ?"  u  In  Paris,  where  the  wd 
endowed  Foundling  Hospital  exists,  infanticide  occurs  vei 
rarely,  and  the  vile  occupation  of  the  abortionist,  so  oft< 
practiced  with  impunity  here,  is  almost  unknown.  Whi 
vice  rears  its  Hydra  head,  not  only  in  the  side  streets,  b' 
in  the  Fifth  Avenue  in  New  York,  with  its  palace  waffl 
raised  from  proceeds  of  infants'  deaths  (and  perhaps  J 
many  adults),  is  it  not  time  for  legislators  to  secure  soui 
prevention  to  these  crimes  ?"  In  speaking  of  the  evil  not 
suggested,  an  officer  in  the  police  department  write i 
"  These  evils  are  so  widely  spread,  and  deeply  rooted,  as  J 
appal  the  heart  of  every  philanthropist  and  Christian  wl: 
has  given  the  subject  the  least  attention.  For  the  yei 
ending  October  31,  1864,  the  number  of  foundlings  receive 
by  police  was  211  ;  for  the  year  1865,  234  ;  1866,  241. 

The  present  Hospital  for  Foundlings  has  been  in  exit 
ence  less  than  two  years,  yet  its  results  are  extremely  e 
couraging.  Strict  discrimination  is  used  on  the  admissi( 
of  children.  This  was  found  necessary  in  England, ' 
prevent  the  evils  arising  from  the  too  great  facilities  of  tl 
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Paris  or  Dublin  method.    "  The  mother  must  produce  evi- 
lence  of  having  borne  a  good  character  until  the  dark 
hadow  of  him  who  ruined  her  fell  across  her  path,  and 
here  must  be  a  strong  probability  that  the  reception  of  the 
ffiild  will  be  the  means  of  rescuing  the  mother  from  that 
bourse  of  sin  and  shame  on  the  brink  of  which  she  stands.'7 
3ut  the  Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital  not  only  aims  to 
escue  the  child  but  the  mother  also,  for  which  purpose  a 
jying-in  Asylum  belongs  to  it,  and  here  are  sheltered  the 
roung  women,  many  from  14  to  18  years  of  age,  who  have 
">een  thrust  from  their  parents'  houses  on  discovery  of  their 
ondition.    What  becomes  of  these,  if  no  door  but  that 
eading  to  further  sin  or  to  death,  is  open  to  them  ?  The 
coroner  often  answers  when  describing  the  lifeless  forms 
Irawn  from  the  water.    Our  records,  but  for  their  strict 
privacy,  would  convince  the  most  skeptical  of  the  crimes 
ve  have  prevented.    In  one  case,  the  father  owned  his  de- 
ire  to  kill  his  daughter  before  her  infant  saw  the  light,  and 
shat  he  had  ordered  his  son  "to  put  a  bullet  through  the 
lead  of  her  seducer,"  yet  that  girl,  only  16,  was  pardoned 
>y  her  father  through  our  influence,  and  now  leads  a  virtu- 
bus  life,  safely  guarded  in  her  parents'  home.    But  for  our 
foundling  Hospital,  this  would  have  been  a  triple  murder. 
?he  Alms  House  can  receive  women  who  have  no  shame 
r  modesty  left  which  would  prevent  their  seeking  refuge 
u  a  public  charity.    These  are  not  the  mothers  of  the  waifs 
[nd  strays  of  our  city.    It  is  those  whose  dread  of  discov- 
ery is  greater  than  their  love  of  life,  and  these  come  from 
he  villages  and  towns  near  Xew  York,  or  in  other  parts  of 
he  State.    Out  of  195  cases,  only  37  belonged  to  the  city 
bself.    In  villages  where  every  one  is  known,  infanticide  is 
are.    In  the  vortex  of  the  city  they  are  unknown,  and  on 
■retense  of  a  visit,  or  an  offered  situation,  they  hide  them- 
elves  till  the  crime  of  child-murder  has  further  blackened 
heir  souls.    The  Alms  House  has  given  its  report  of  num- 
>ers  received  and  deaths.    It  is  probably  impossible  for 
hem  to  do  more  than  is  done  to  diminish  their  mortality. 
?hey  cannot  induce  women  to  live  in  the  Alms  House  to 
rarse  these  infants,  when,  if  they  have  all  the  nourishment

required,  they  can  obtain  from  25  to  30  dollars  a  month  in 
luxurious  private  families.  The  Nursery  can  offer  them 
great  advantages,  and  our  success  proves  how  much  more 
can  be  done  by  the  vigilance  of  unpaid  labor  of  Christian! 
ladies,  devoting  time,  energy,  and  means  to  this  most  diffi- 
cult problem — the  saving  of  infant  lives.  To  olfer  in  an 
Alms  House  such  a  home  as  we  provide  would  be  impolitic, 
as  it  would  encourage  pauperism. 

The  undersigned  believes  that  the  Nursery  and  Child's 
Hospital  is  the  first  and  only  Foundling  Hospital  in  the 
United  States.  It  is  not  sectarian,  as  Protestant,  Roman] 
Catholic,  and  Jewish  children  are  received  on  equal  termslj 

The  undersigned  believes — 

That  it  has  been  the  means  of  saving  many  lives: 
That  it  has  prevented  the  commission  of  many  crimes :  I 
That  we  have  been  far  behind  every  other  country  in  thm 
care  of  such  infants,  and  thus  many  valuable  lives  have,  been  j 
lost  to  our  State  : 

That  the  immense  number  of  children  now  left  at  oui 
doors,  and  in  our  docks,  sewers,  and  open  lots,  call  piteouslj 
for  legislative  action : 

And  that  the  Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital  is  better  prel 
pared  than  any  known  institution,  to  administer  through  itl 
lady  managers  aid  and  comfort  to  the  helpless  infant  and 
the  unfortunate  mother. 

They  are  prepared  to  support  many  children  even  now 
but  the  number  who,  for  want  of  room,  must  die  if  refused 
induces  a  strong  desire  on  the  part  of  the  undersigned,  in 
the  name  of  the  managers,  to  apply  to  your  honorable  body 
to  provide  that  the  Legislature  shall  not  be  restricted  in 
making  appropriations  for  foundlings,  and  that  they  may  be 
considered  the  children  of  the  State,  as  they  are  in  England 
France,  Russia,  Italy.  Austria,  Sweden,  Ireland  and  South; 
America,  Spain  and  Portugal.

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As  the  year  again  rolls  round,  and  the  Fifteenth 
Annual  Report  of  the  "  Xuksery  and  Child's  Hospital  m 
becomes  due,  the  Managers,  with  the  success  which  has 
crowned  the  efforts  of  the  twelve  months  past,  feel  renewed 
confidence  in  the  merits  of  their  work,  as  well  as  in  the 
assurance  that  the  smiles  of  an  approving  God  have  attend- 
ed upon  these  labors  of  love. 

When  it  was  decided,  at  the  commencement  of  the 
year,  that  an  additional  building  should  be  erected,  and  that 
to  accomplish  this  we  should  be  obliged  to  appropriate  a 
fund,  the  interest  of  which  was  assisting  largely  to  defray 
our  current  expenses,  many  doubts  arose  as  to  the  expedien- 
cy of  our  plan — mcreasing  our  expenditures  and  6fecreasin(g 
our  revenue  did  not  offer  very  bright  prospects  for  tlie 
future. 

But  our  building  is  completed  ;  and,  thanks  to  our 
kind  donors,  and,  above  all^  to  Him  who  hath  planted  in  the 
hearts  of  His  children  the  Heavenly  seed  of  Charity,  we 
have  been  enabled  to  meet  every  demand  on  our  treasury, 
and  are  before  you  this  day  free  from  debt. 
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But  for  the  munificent  bequest  of  $10,000  from  our 
late  townsman,  Mr.  Thomas  Garner,  which  the  Managers 
acknowledge  with  the  deepest  gratitude,  we  should  have 
been  obliged  either  to  curtail  our  charities,  or  trespass 
more  than  was  desirable  on  the  receipts  of  the  Hall  recently 
given,  to  meet  our  bills  as  they  became  due. 

Only  a  portion  of  this  generous  legacy  has  been  thus 
appropriated,  while  the  remainder  will  be  added  to  our 
permanent  fund,  now  much  reduced  in  amount,  from  the 
recent  drafts  upon  it  for  the  new  building. 

The  Lying-in-Asylum,  occupying  a  large  portion  of  our 
new  House,  we  would  commend  to  the  special  notice  of 
our  friends  at  this  time.  The  needs  for  the  provision  which 
this  offers  to  a  particular  class  are  strongly  urged  in  the 
last  very  able  report  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  our  city,  in 
words  like  these  : — "Direct  infanticide,  and  a  cruel  neglect 
of  children  born  out  of  wedlock,  no  less  criminal  than  in- 
fanticide, are  growing  sins  of  our  times,  which  demand  the 
most  serious  consideration  of  public  charities  and  benevolent 
organizations." 

In  our  enlarged  accommodations  for  this  and  its  kin- 
dred, branch  of  our  charity — the  "Home  for  Foundlings" — 
we  feel  that  we  have,  as  it  were,  anticipated  the  suggestions 
of  that  Board,  and  by  affording  shelter  and  aid  to  these 
poor,  erring  ones,  we  trust,  in  the  language  of  the  same 
report,  "  not  only  to  do  much  to  prevent  infanticide,  but  to 
relieve  much  of  the  mental  anguish  of  the  victims  of  seduc- 
tion, and  save  them  from  violent  self-destruction  and  other 
crimes. 

The  late  notices  of  our  Institution  in  the  daily  city 
papers,  evincing  an  appreciation  of  the  work  it  is  accomplish- 
ing, have  given  great  satisfaction  to  the  Managers,  and  we 
must  hope  that  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  all  will  join 
with  us  in  the  blessed  mission  of  seeking  to  turn  these  un- 
fortunate ones  "  from  the  error  of  their  way,"  and,  it  may 
be,  "thereby  save  their  souls  from  death." 

Many  will — do  say — "  are  you  not  encouraging  the  sin, 
while  shielding  the  offender  ?  "     To  such  we  would  give 
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reply,  by  reminding  them  of  the  simple  and  touching  nar- 
rative in  the  Gospel  of  our  blessed  Master's  leniency,  when 
3alled  upon  to  pronounce  judgment  on  one  of  these  erring 
ones,  and  can  we  offer  higher  example  than  His  ?  He  who 
iseeth  the  inmost  heart,  looking  with  pitying  eye  on  the 
Maddened  offender,  did  not  "  cast  her  out,"  but,  addressing  to 
|ier  the  mild  rebuke,  "  go  and  sin  no  more ! "  gave  to  her 
iceusers  the  implied  reproof  that  rendered  powerless  the 
land  which  would  have  inflicted  the  penalty  of  death, 
i' allowed  by  their  law*" 

Should  we  not  first  establish  our  claim  to  the  liberty  of 
'  casting  the  first  stone,"  by  proving  our  lives  in  accordance 
vith  the  Saviour's  stipulated  requirement,  "  without  sin,  " 
pre  we  mete  out  judgment  to  these  deluded  and  oftentimes 
cruelly  deceived  applicants  for  our  mercy  and  aid. 

Were  this  the  proper  place,  we  could  narrate  many  in- 
cidents of  great  interest  in  the  mournful  histories  of  some 
)f  our  inmates,  and  were  the  happy  results  which  have  at- 
tended the  efforts  in  their  behalf  made  known,  doubts  as  to 
he  efficacy  of  an  Asylum  for  this  class  would  be  entirely 
lispelled. 

Many  of  those  who  have  been  thus  sheltered  from  the 
i.corn  and  contumely  even  of  family  friends,  were  the  vic- 
ims  of  vice  in  others  only;  and  shall  such  receive  no  en- 
couragement for  their  desponding  hopes !  no  assistance  to 
rise  above  their  blighted  prospects  !  "lis  for  these  and  other 
nore  sinning  ones  we  ask  your  prayers,  your  efforts  and 
tout  benefactions,  that  we  may  shield  them  in  their  sor- 
row—surround them  with  purifying  and  elevating  influences, 
jind  by  thus  doing,  furnish  them  a  stimulus  to  overcome,  by 
heir  future  lives,  the  effects  of  their  previous  misfortune 
md  crime. 

Appeals  for  the  little  foundlings  were  so  touchingly 
endered  in  a  previous  report,  and  their  needs  so  fully  por- 
; rayed,  we  deem  it  necessary  in  this  place  merely  to  remind 
>ur  subscribers  of  their  claims,  as  an  additional  demand  on 
heir  benevolence,  and  one  to  which,  we  trust,  they  will  give 
cheerful  and  liberal  response. 
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While  enlarging  on  these  branches  of  our  Institution 
established  within  the  past  three  years,  we  would  not  omit 
due  mention  of  those  for  whose  maintenance  and  care  this 
charity  was  originated — "  the  children  of  wet-nurses,  and 
the  charge  of  infants  Avhose  parents  labor  away  from 
home."  These  departments  are  still  freely  sustained^ 
have  a  large  number  of  participants  in  their  many  comforts 
and  privileges,  and  receive  no  less  attention  than  when  they 
were  the  sole  claimants  to  the  efforts  of  the  Managers. 
Twenty-three  of  these  children  are  deserted  by  their  natu* 
ral  guardians,  leaving  them  dependent  solely  on  us  for 
their  support.  The  parents  of  some  of  these  visited  them 
for  a  time,  then  absenting  themselves  entirely,  have  left  no 
clue  whereby  they  might  be  found. 

The  school  in  which  these  children  of  sufficient  age  receive 
daily  instruction  reflects  great  credit  upon  the  Teachers, 
who  have  most  faithfully  discharged  the  duties  attendant 
upon  their  vocation. 

We  are  happy  to  say  that  the  Matron,  Mrs.  Polman, 
continues  her  devotion  to  the  work  in  which  she  enlisted  so 
many  years  since,  for  every  Manager  feels  that  the  warm- 
hearted interest,  untiring  energy  and  christian  influence  she 
exerts  would  be  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  combine  in 
any  other  person.

Through  the  kindness  and  generosity  of  the  Managers 
and  their  friends,  a  bountiful  dinner  was  provided  for  all, 
and  at  holiday-time  a  "  Christmas  tree,"  laden  with  gifts, 
greeted  the  delighted  vision  of  every  child,  the  Managers 
being  present  to  witness  the  joyous  scene. 

Notwithstanding  there  has  been  an  unusual  amount  of 
contagious  disease  among  the  children,  in  different  forms, 
during  the  past  three  months,  we  would  record,  with  grati- 
tude, the  generally  healthful  condition  throughout  the  In- 
stitution during  the  greater  part  of  the  year. 

In  this  connection  we  would  mention,  as  a  source  of 
regret,  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Jones,  of  the  Medical  Board, 
who,  by  his  devotion  to  our  interests,  had  rendered  effective 
service  to  the  Managers.  In  the  faithful  attentions  of  his 
successor,  Dr.  Reynolds,  we  must,  however,  congratulate 
ourselves  in  securing  one  so  well  adapted  to  fill  the  vacancy, 
to  whom,  as  well  as  to  those  associated  with  him,  we  would 
tender  our  cordial  thanks. 

It  was  with  sincere  sorrow  that  the  mournful  announce- 
ment was  received,  a  few  weeks  since,  of  the  sudden  death 
of  Mrs.  Effingham  Townsend,  one  of  the  most  earnest  and 
efficient  members  in  our  Board.  In  alluding  to  the  sad 
occurrence  at  a  subsequent  meeting  of  the  Managers,  the 
First  Directress  paid  beautiful  tribute  to  the  estimable 
character  of  the  deceased,  and  spoke  with  much  feeling  of 
the  great  loss  we  had  sustained  in  the  removal  of  Mrs. 
Townsend  from  our  midst.    May  we  who  remain,  following 
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in  her  footsteps,  "  work  with  our  might,  what  our  hands  find 
to  do,"  in  the  good  cause  we  have  espoused,  and  God  will 
add  His  blessing  ! 

Before  closing  our  report,  we  cannot  refrain  from  allu- 
ding to  the  indefatigable  efforts  of  our  First  Directress,  who 
ever  maintains  her  warm  interest  in  this,  her  "  foster  child." 
To  her  great  executive  ability,  her  humble  trust  in  a 
Higher  Power,  and  the  influence  of  her  example  on  those 
associated  with  her,  may  be  attributed  the  extension  of  our 
charity  and  much  of  the  favor  it  has  received. 

The  Lord  hath,  indeed,  "  prospered  the  work  of  her 
hands !  "

NURSERY  AND  CHILD'S  HOSPITAL 


FOR  THE 

YEAR   ENDING   MARCH   I,  1869. 


The  Board  of  Physicians  are  glad  of  the  opportunity 
presented  by  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Managers  of  the 
"  Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital,"  to  congratulate  the  ladies 
on  the  increasing  magnitude  of  the  good  work  in  which 
they  are  engaged. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  under  treatment 
1,030  patients,  exclusive  of  many  cases  of  slight  ailment 
common  to  infancy.  Of  these,  798  have  recovered,  54 
remain  under  our  care,  and  178  have  died.  The  most  pre- 
valent diseases  have  been  those  of  the  respiratory  organs 
and  of  the  alimentary  canal.  There  have  been  12  cases  oi 
Scarlet  Fever,  and  11  of  Diphtheria  (two  of  each  proving 
fatal),  and  considerable  Whooping  Cough  and  Varicella, 
but  no  Measles.  The  number  of  cases  of  contagious  disease 
would  undoubtedly  have  been  greater  but  for  the  improved 
quarantine  arrangements,  the  need  of  which  to  the  extent 
now  afforded  by  the  erection  of  the  new  building  having 
been  greatly  felt  by  the  Physicians  in  former  years. 
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The  greatest  number  of  deaths  must  of  course  always 
be  expected  among  infants  under  two  years  of  age.  In  this 
Institution  but  ten  of  the  children  dying  during  the  year 
have  been  over  two,  and  only  one  of  these  over  four  yef 
of  age ;  this  latter  case  being  one  of  Scarlet  Fever  cr 
cated  by  Diphtheria.  Cholera  Infantum,  the  scourge  . 
infancy  in  large  cities,  has  been  successfully  treated  in  most 
cases,  the  mortality  being  small  as  compared  with  that  of 
former  years.  But  even  this  can  be  still  further  reduced  if 
the  advice  yearly  given  by  the  Physicians  be  followed. 
The  home  here  provided  in  the  Nursery,  as  compared  with 
the  badly  ventilated  and  often  filthy  houses  from  which  the 
children  are  brought,  is  certainly  vastly  superior,  but  is 
there  not  something  better  still  needed  for  the  preservation 
of  the  lives  of  many  of  our  wretched  little  sufferers.  Why 
do  you  consider  it  an  absolute  necessity  to  remove  your 
own  children  to  the  country  as  soon  as  the  heat  of  summer 
causes  them  to  droop  in  the  city  ?  Will  the  air  of  this  Hos- 
pital, so  much  better  as  it  is  than  that  of  the  tenement 
nouses  of  the  poor,  compare  with  the  pure  air  which  the 
Managers  could  provide  at  a  small  additional  expense  ? 
We,  as  physicians,  can  give  medicines  which  may  check  the 
disease  and  prolong  the  lives  of  some  of  these  little  ones  for 
a  few  months,  with  the  chance  of  their  wasting  away  at 
last  with  Marasemus,  but  a  change  of  air,  removing  the 
necessity  for  drugs,  is  what  the  Medical  Board  have  before 
advised,  and  which  is  again  strongly  urged  upon  the  Man- 
agers. 

In  the  Lying-in  department  67  women  have  been  con- 
fined, giving  birth  to  67  living  children.  Instrumental 
delivery  has  been  required  in  but  one  case.  One  woman 
has  died  of  Puerperal  Peritonitis,  the  only  adult  death  that 
has  occurred  during  the  year.  It  is  fervently  hoped  that 
with  the  increased  and  improved  accommodation  for  puer- 
peral women,  the  number  of  cases  of  confinement  may  in 
future  be  much  larger.  The  liberal  aid  which  this  branch  of 
the  Institution  is  intended  to  render  an  unfortunate  class, 
against  which  a  former  prejudice  on  the  part  of  many  is 
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being  removed,  should  keep  our  Lying-in  wards  filled,  and 
thus  the  Nursery,  in  addition  to  being  one  of  the  finest 
Children's  Hospitals  in  the  world,  will  take  the  same  rank 
a  Lying-in -Asylum. 

Durino-  the  year,  the  resignation  of  Dr.  W.  W.  Jones, 
rpo  "many  years  a  valuable  member  of  our  Board,  was  ac- 
-o^pted  with  much  regret,  and  the  vacancy  thus  created  fille7 
by  the  election  of  Dr.  R.  F.  Weir. 

The  Medical  Board,  appreciating  the  importance  of 
having  the  diseases  of  the  eye  occurring  among  our  patients 
treated  in  the  most  approved  manner,  created  the  office  of 
Ophthalmic  Surgeon,  and  Dr.  C.  R.  Agnew  has  been  elected 
to  said  office. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  of  Physicians  gratefully 
acknowledge  the  ready  alacrity  with  which  the  Lady  Mana- 
gers have  assisted  them  in  their  earnest  endeavors  to  serve 
the  Institution,  in  being  connected  with  which  they  are 
justly  proud,  and  which  they  feel  can  no  longer  be  regarded 
as  an  experiment,  but  must  be  acknowledged  a  success.

THE  SIXTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

NURSERY  AND  CHILD'S  HOSPITAL. 


The  Sixteenth  Anniversary  of  the  "  Xursery  axd 
Child's  Hospital  "  was  held  March  1st,  1870,  at  12  m., 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Xewton  presiding. 

After  reading  the  scriptures,  and  prayer,  the  report  of 
the  Secretary  was  read,  as  follows:

Situations  have  been  provided  for  47  wet  nurses. 

Our  first  duty,  as  well  as  our  highest  privilege,  must  be 
to  offer  our  humble  and  heartfelt  thanks  to  God,  as  our"  jri 
Father  and  Bountiful  Benefactor. 

By  His  kind  providence  and  watchful  care,  this  Institu- 
tion, the  object  of  our  tenderest  solicitude  and  labor,  has 
been  protected,  blessed,  and  thus  far  carried  on. 

For  all  the  mercies  we  have  received,  for  all  the  happi- 
ness we  have  been  able  to  confer,  we  beg  to  render  our 
devoted  and  grateful  love. 

The  present  Board  of  Officers  has  been  unbroken  during 
the  year.  Harmony  and  kindly  sentiment  have  ordered 
all  its  deliberations,  and  the  results,  which  their  combined 
and  earnest  efforts  show,  are  most  gratifying.  The  report 
of  the  Treasurer  will  give  the  details  of  our  large  receipts- 
and  our  large  expenditures. 

There  is  little  outside  of  our  own  immediate  duties  and 
daily  routine  to  interest  others.  The  working  of  such  an 
institution  becomes  so  systematic  and  so  well  organized,  that 
the  report  of  one  year  differs  little  from  the  preceding  one.  T 

All  the  separate  branches  of  our  charity  have  been  care- 
fully and  promptly  attended  to,  and  the  heads  of  these  dif- 
ferent departments  deserve  and  receive  our  thanks  and  our 
just  appreciation.  To  the  Matron,  Mrs.  Polman,  we  are 
under  deep  and  lasting  obligations.    Her  untiring  faithM- 
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ness,  and  her  capabilities  for  executing  so  many  and  ardu- 
ous duties,  call  forth  our  warmest  commendations  and  grati- 
tude ;  also  to  the  Housekeepers,  and  each  responsible  per- 
son, would  we  speak  a  kindly  word  of  thanks. 

To  our  Medical  Board,  the  Resident  Physicians,  we  ten- 
der our  most  sincere  gratitude.  Their  attentions  have  been 
unremitting,  and  the  general  good  condition  of  the  Institu- 
tion must  be  its  own  pleasant  reward.  During  the  sum- 
mier  months  a  fearful  epidemic  broke  out,  carrying  away 
many  of  our  children ;  it  was  measles  in  its  most  malig- 
nant form,  and  for  weeks  it  baffled  the  united  efforts  and 
skill  of  our  Physicians.  For  six  years  no  such  epidemic 
I  has  raged  among  us.  At  this  time  we  fully  realized  the  \ 
great  benefit  of  our  Country  Home  and  Hospital,  which  | 
was  put  in  operation  on  Staten  Island  May  1st,  1869. 
Cases  of  cholera  infantum  and  various  other  diseases  were 
sent  there,  and  many  lives  were  thus  saved.  This  Home 
was  under  the  personal  charge  of  our  first  Directress,  Mrs. 
Du  Bois,  and  was  another  illustration  of  her  devotion  and 
self-sacrifice  in  striving  to  alleviate  the  sufferings  of  those 
to  whom  the  green  fields  and  bright  sky  were  almost  un- 
known. Through  those  long  and  trying  months  it  received 
her  devoted  and  faithful  care.  So  highly  was  this  Country 
Home  appreciated,  that  our  Board  of  Physicians  expressed 
to  us  in  the  autumn  their  approbation  and  desire  that  it 
should  be  continued. 

We  cannot  afford  to  maintain  this  Hospital  longer ;  we 
must  now  arrange  a  quarantine  in  these  buildings  which 
shall  be  safe  and  suitable.  It  is  imperative  !  Our  Physi- 
cians desire  it,  and,  in  justice  to  our  healthy  inmates,  all 
contagious  cases  must  be  entirely  removed.  In  this  con- 
nection we  would  mention,  as  among  our  most  valued 
friends,  Dr.  J.  G.  Clark,  of  West  Brighton,  Staten  Island, 
who  gratuitously  gave  his  valuable  services  to  our  sick  in 
the  Country  Home,  and  whose  skill  as  a  physician,  as  well 
as  benevolence  as  a  man,  entitles  him  to  our  earnest  grati- 
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tude.  Our  school  has  beeri  carried  on,  and  the  advance- 1 
ment  which  the  children  have  made  reflects  great  credit  up- 
on their  teacher  as  well  as  themselves. 

When  our  Nursery  Was  first  organized,  we  appealed  to 
the  public  in  every  way  that  could  be  devised  for  aid  to 
carry  on  our  work  ; — personal  applications,  fairs,  concerts^ 
exhibitions  of  paintings,  etc.,  fatiguing  alike  to  the  indefatp 
gable  managers  and  the  public.  Since  the  Annual  Charity 
Ball  filled  our  treasury  and  paid  our  debts,  we  have  made" 
no  other  calls  upon  our  friends.  The  brilliant  success  always1 
attendant  on  the  ball  enables  us  not  only  to  be  free  frotn 
debt  but  to  extend  our  labors  of  love.  But  we  Would 
gladly  be  relieved  of  this  method  of  raising  funds.  The  con- 
trast between  our  daily  labors  among  wailing  infants  andj 
sorrowing  mothers  and  the  brilliant  and  merry  ball-room 
is  too  startling;  and  our  constant  hope  is  that  some  benevo- 
lent individuals  may  endow  our  Institution,  so  that  our 
energies  may  be  confined  to  our  work  exclusively,  without 
the  necessity  of  providing  amusement  for  our  wealthy 
friends  in  order  to  find  food  for  our  necessitous  cases.  We! 
have  "  increased  and  multiplied  "  not  only  in  our  children 
but  in  our  buildings.  Again,  we  are  called  upon  to  provide 
a  quarantine  establishment  for  contagious  diseases.  This 
will  take  all  the  proceeds  of  our  last  ball,  after  paying  our 
debts.  We  earnestly  appeal  to  the  public  to  increase  our 
list  of  subscriptions  and  donations,  so  that  we  will  not  be 
obliged  to  curtail  our  numbers,  or  have  recourse  next  year 
to  another  ball. 

The  next  need  for  our  charity  is  so  great  that  although 
345  are  receiving  our  care,  besides  those  in  the  country,  we! 
are  obliged  daily  to  send  away  applicants  for  admission,  for! 
want  of  room.    For  every  wet  nurse  received  here  we  lose 
eighty  four  dollars  a  year,  and  we  have  fifty-four  now  in  the1  j 
house.    Our  supply  of  good  food  must  be  very  liberal  to  I 
ensure  good  nurses  and  healthy  infants  ;  our  success  attests  1 
the  supply. 


The  necessary  salaries  of  Matron,  Assistant  Matron, 
teachers,  Sick  Nurses,  and  Ward  Nurses  make  our  ex- 
enses  very  kvrge ;  but  the  public  can  see  for  themselves  the 
insults,  and  be  satisfied  that  our  money  is  well  expended. 
[  he  success  of  our  Lying-in-Wards  is  beyond  our  sanguine 
opes  ;  they  are  always  full  of  women,  whose  temporal  and 
piritual  welfare  require  and  receive  unwearied  care  from 
physicians  and  Managers.  The  histories  which  could  make 
ur  annual  report  intensely  interesting  musi  oe  as  silent  as 
hey  are  sad.  But  we  often  feel  that  it  is  not  alone  the 
•rayers  of  our  Managers  which  have  brought  God's  favor 
in  our  work,  but  the  sighs  and  prayers  of  penitent  sufferers 
ave  been  answered  by  the  constant  stream  of  heavenly 
•lessing. 

The  application  to  the  Legislature  made  last  year  by  the 
Soard  of  Officers  has  given  us  the  power  to  take  in  many 
pho,  in  their  poverty  and.  despair,  would  have  been  driven 
o  suicide  or  infanticide  ;  and  our  gratitude  to  our  worthy 
aembers  of  the  Legislature  is  very  great. 

Our  work  is  large  !  Our  hands  and  our  hearts  are  full! 
.\Te  cannot  willingly  curtail  our  charity.  No  !  We  would 
ather  be  able  to  open  wider  our  arms  and  take  in  hundreds 
»f  the  poor  homeless  little  children  that  throng  our  streets. 

An  earnest  writer  speaks  thus  of  Asylums  for  Children  : 

"  Of  all  our  benevolent  institutions,  those  which  regard 
children  seem  to  me  to  hold  the  first  rank.  Let  charity  ex- 
end  itself  to  every  variety  of  human  want ;  let  its  channels 
>e  everywhere  widened  and  deepened ;  let  it  erect  hos- 
>itals,  dispensaries,  open  receptacles  for  the  reformation  of 
he  vicious  of  all  ages  and  classes  ;  but  the  child  has  just 
)egan  to  live,  its  mind  is  pliant  and  tender,  and  its  habits 
ire  not  now  rigid  and  unyielding — abandon  it  in  these 
iarly  years,  and  who  can  answer  for  its  final  issue? 

"  W  ho  can  think  without  an  aching  heart  of  the  child 
mrsed  at  the  breast  of  an  intemperate  mother,  and  subjected 
:o  the  tyranny  of  an  intoxicated  father,  and  at  length  cast 
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out  upon  the  world  without  one  moral  or  religious  princi- 
ple or  honest  method  of  acquiring  a  subsistence  ? 

"  Take  him  under  your  protection,  nurture  his  tender; 
years,  and  you  may  hope  to  form  him  to  intelligence  and 
industry  and  a  life  of  honest  labor,  and  the  blessings  of  a 
better  world.    Do  not !  do  not  let  him  perish." 

In  looking  back  upon  the  past  history  of  this  Nursery-, 
and  in  calling  up  before  us  the  many  little  hearts  we  have 
gladdened,  and  many  weary  hours  we  have  lightened,  shall 
we  not  forget  all  our  toils,  our  discouragements,  and  be 
stimulated  and  impelled  to  yet  greater  efforts  ?  We  love 
more  ardently  what  we  have  striven  to  attain,  and  any  diffi- 
culty or  disappointment  only  binds  more  closely  together 
those  who  have  a  common  end  in  view,  especially  if  that 
end  is  of  a  benevolent  character.  Never  does  our  nature 
seem  so  uplifted  as  when  we  devote  ourselves  to  the  inter- 
ests of  our  poorer  fellow-beings,  and,  undismayed,  un- 
wearied, press  forward  with  energy  to  the  ends  we  have 
proposed.  The  kindly  friendships  which  grow  out  of  such 
united  labors,  and  the  consciousness  of  acting  in  unison  with 
our  Blessed  Master,  and  all  the  good  who  have  passed  away, 
are  blessings  that  canuot  be  too  highly  prized. 

Charity  is  a  duty  that  comes  to  us  from  the  lips,  the  life, 
the  cross  of  our  Master,  and  to  us  are  recommended  th€ 
poor  with  an  infinite  power.  Let  us  never  then  grow  weary 
or  falter  in  our  faith.  Like  the  beautiful  legend,  may  each 
one  of  us  find  that,  for  every  morsel  of  bread  given,  there 
shall  wave  fields  of  golden  grain  in  Paradise,  and  for  every 
cup  of  cold  water,  living  streams  of  peace  and  content,  fill 
ing  our  hearts  with  joy  and  gladness

REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  BOARD 

OF  THE 

NURSERY  AND  CHILD'S  HOSPITAL, 

FOB  THE 

YEAR  ENDING  MARCH  I,  1870. 


i  The  Board  of  Physicians  have  the  honor  of  submitting  the 
following  Annual  Report  to  the  Managers  of  the  Nursery 
A.ND  Child's  Hospital  for  the  year  that  has  just  passed. 

The  whole  number  of  cases  of  disease  treated  within  the 
Hospital  from  March  1st,  1869,  to  March  1st,  1870,  has  been 
2,000,  not  including  inlants  suffering  from  those  slight  ail- 
nents  which  last  but  a  day  or  two.  Of  this  number,  173 
lave  died,  1,740  recovered,  and  87  remain  now  under  treat- 
nent. 

The  increased  accommodation  for  the  Lying-in  Depart- 
nent  has  not  only  allowed  of  the  reception  of  more  cases, 
nit  lias  also  had  a  beir  ficial  effect  upon  the  health  of  the 
nmates  of  this  department.  There  have  been  100  women 
:onfined,  33  more  than  last  year.  Instrument  delivery  has 
>een  resorted  to  in  three  cases. 

The  ratio  of  mortality  of  the  Nursery  and  Child's  Hos 
•ital  has  been,  during  the  past  three  or  four  years,  surpris- 
Qgly  small  in  comparison  with  that  of  similar  institutions 
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devoted  to  the  care  of  infants ;  which  pleasing  fact  is  due 
to  the  general  good  management  and  excellent  diet  of  the 
children.  We  confidently  hope  that,  by  placing  the 
ventilation  of  all  the  wards  under  the  sole  control  of  the 
resident  staff,  we  can  still  more  diminish  the  rate  of  mor- 
tality. 

During  the  summer  the  Institution  was  visited  by  an 
epidemic  of  measles,  which  was  fearful  in  its  results,  on  ac- 
count of  pulmonary  complications.  In  those  that  died  in- 
flammation attacked  both  lungs.  There  was  also  a  slight 
epidemic  of  scarlet  fever,  but  severe  in  its  results. 

In  providing  the  new  quarantine  department,  the  Mana- 
gers will  afford  the  Medical  staff  the  means  of  lessening  the 
spread  of  these  fearful  epidemics,  and  consequently  of  stiUj 
further  decreasing  the  ratio  of  mortality. 

During  the  past  summer  the  idea  of  a  Country  Hospital, 
so  long  cherished  by  some  of  the  Managers,  and  so  often  adl 
vocated  by  the  Medical  Board,  has  been  put  to  a  practica 
test ;  it  was  well  tried,  and  we  are  most  happy  to  state, 
proved  a  great  success.  The  treatment  of  cholera  infantun 
within  the  walls  of  an  hospital  in  a  crowded  city  is  no; 
attended  with  much  hope. 

It  is  universally  conceded  that  change  of  air  from  city  to 
country  is  our  best  means  of  combating  tins  grave  disease 
There  were  sent  to  the  Country  Hospital  upon  Staten  Is 
land  during  the  summer,  79  sick  children,  nearly  all  of  then 
considered  hopeless  in  town ;  of  these,  only  six  died  upoi 
the  island,  and  several  after  their  return  to  the  city,  but  th 
great  majority  were  saved.  As  the  little  ones  improved  awi 
became  comparatively  strong  from  constant  exposure  t 
pure  country  air,  they  were  returned  to  the  city,  and  thei 
places  occupied  by  fresh  arrivals  of  pale  faces.  The  Boar< 
ot  Physicians  fee)  it  their  duty  to  congratulate  the  Lad 
Managers  upon  saving  many  lives  by  means  of  their  Cow 
try  Hospital. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  Medical  Board  a< 
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cepted  with  regret  the  resignation  of  Dr.  C.  K.  Agness, 
our  ophthalmic  surgeon.  Dr.  Henry  C.  Eno,  who  is  also 
devoting  special  attention  to  disease**  of  the  eye,  was 
elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

The  increasing  duties  of  the  Hospital,  partly  incident  to 
the  enlargement  of  the  Lying-in  Department,  as  well  as  the 
more  thorough  attention  to  the  sick,  necessitating  an  in- 
crease in  the  resident  house-staff. 

Three  physicians  are  constantly  occupied  within  the  In- 
stitution ;  and  to  their  devotion  to  its  interests  we  must 
attribute  most  of  the  happy  results  attained  in  the  treat- 
ment of  the  patients. 

Before  concluding,  the  Medical  Board  must  heartily  thank 
the  Lady  Managers  for  so  readily  listening  to  and  carrying 
out  the  suggestions  regarding  the  welfare  of  the  Institu- 
tion.

IN  RELATION  TO  THE  ADMISSION  OF  WET-NURSES  EMPLOYED  IN  TBI, 
"  NURSERY  AND  CHILD'S  HOSPITAL." 

I. 

Each  applicant  must  present  a  certificate  of  good  character. 

II. 

Her  health,  that  of  her  child,  and  her  qualities  as  a  nurse,  must  b« 
examined  by  the  physician  in  attendance. 

III. 

She  must  nurse  a  child  while  at  the  Institution  in  addition  to  hex 
own,  or.  if  she  has  lost  her  child,  she  must  nurse  and  feed  two  child- 
ren, and  conform  strictly  to  all  the  rules  of  the  Institution,  and  yield 
implicit  obedience  to  the  authority  of  the  Matron. 

IV. 

Her  good  character  during  her  residence  at  the  "Nursery  and 
Child's  Hospital  "  will  secure  her  the  assistance  and  recommendation! 
of  the  ladies  of  the  Institution  in  obtaining  a  desirable  situation  as 
wet-nurse  or  otherwise,  and  she  will  also  be  entitled  to  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Physician  in  attendance. 

V. 

Persons  obtaining  wet-nurses  from  this  Institution  shall  pay  five 
dollars  premium.  In  case  the  nurse  selected  should  not  give  satisfac- 
tion within  ten  days,  another  can  be  substituted  without  additional 
charge. 
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RULES 

N*  RELATION  TO  THE  ADMISSION  OF  CHILDREN  INTO  THE  "  NURSE11Y 
AND  CHILD'S  HOSPITAL." 


Every  child  presented  for  admission  must  be  perfectly  clean  and 
ree  from  contagions  diseases 

II. 

Every  child  must  he  vaccinated,  unless  it  has  been  done  previously. 

Ill 

No  child  will  be  admitted  over  six  years  of  age,  unless  by  special 
jermission  of  First  Directress. 

IV. 

Infants  pay  $10  per  month  ;  children  who  can  walk  pay  $7  per 
oaonth  ;  hospital  or  sick  children  pay  $9  per  month. 

V. 

Every  child  admitted  must  be  examined  by  the  Physician. 

VI. 

The  parent  or  guardian  must  always  provide  shoes  and  clothing 
for  the  child. 

VII. 

Four  complete  suits  of  under  clothing  and  twelve  diapers  must  bo 
left  with  the  child.  On  removal,  another  suit  must  be  brought,  if 
the  child  has  been  more  than  three  months  in  the  Institution. 
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VIII. 

In  case  of  the  adoption  of  a  child  out  of  the  "  Nursery  and  Child 
Hospital,"  the  arrangement  must  be  made  entirely  with  the  pan 
adopting  it  and  the  parents  or  guardians  of  the  child,  the  "  Instit 
tion"  assuming  no  responsibility  in  the  premises  whatever. 

IX. 

Board  is  always  to  be  paid  in  advance. 

X. 

No  money  or  clothing  returned,  unless  by  permission  of  a  M  mage

CONSTITUTION. 


Article  I. 

This  Institution  shall  be  called  "The  Nursery  and  Child's 
Hospital." 

Article  II. 

This  Society  shall  consist  of  persons  of  all  denominations,  who 
shall  annually  contribute  to  its  funds. 

Article  III. 

Its  objects  are  the  maintenance  and  care  of  the  children  of 
wet-nurses;  the  daily  charge  of  infants  whose  parents  labor  away 
from  home,  and  the  care  of  Lying-in-women  and  their  infants. 

Article  IV. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  consist  of  forty  ladies,  who  shall 
contribute  annually  at  least  five  dollars  to  the  funds  of  tht1 
Society. 

Article  V. 

They  shall  hold  their  stated  meetings  on  the  last  Thursday  of 
each  month,  at  12  o'clock  m.  ;  and  their  annual  meeting  on  the 
first  day  of  March,  at  the  same  hour. 

Article  VI. 

At  the  annual  meeting,  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  till  all 
vacancies  in  their  number  by  ballot,  and  shall  receive  the  annual 
report  of  the  onicers. 

Article  VII. 

Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  request  of  the  Fir>t 
Directress  or  any  five  Managers. 
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AjtTICLE  VIII. 

The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  First,  Second,  and  Third 
Directress,  a  Treasurer,  and  a  Secretary,  who  shall  be  members 
of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  annually  elected  by  the  same. 

Article  IX. 

Seven  members  of  the  Board,  including  one  of  the  officers,  shall 
constitute  a  quorum, 

Article  X. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  alter  and  amend 
the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Society,  provided  two 
months'  notice  shall  be  given  of  any  contemplated  amendment. 
They  shall  have  power  to  transact  all  business  of  the  Nursery, 
saving  the  investment  or  sale  of  any  property  belonging  to  the 
same,  for  which  purpose  the  presence  of  thirteen  Managers, 
Including  one  Directress  and  the  Treasurer,  shall  be  necessary,  as 
well  as  the  assent  in  writing  of  the  il  Advisory  Committee." 

Article  XI. 

Three  gentlemen  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  to  act 
as  an  Advisory  Committee.  They  shall  be  consulted  in  all 
matters  of  finance,  especially  in  the  investment  of  funds,  and  shall 
audit  the  Treasurers  yearly  report. 

Article  XII. 

The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Eight  Consulting  and 
Visiting  Physicians,  each  of  whom  shall  hold  office  until 
displaced  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates,  or  by  that  of 
the  Board  of  Managers  at  any  meeting  called  for  that  purpose  on 
two  weeks'  notice. 

This  regulation  shall  prevail  also  in  the  government  of  the 
Country  Branch  of  the  Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital  on  Staten 
Island,  wmere  there  shall  be  a  Board  of  Consulting  and  Visiting 
Physicians. 


BY-LAWS. 


Article  I. — Officers. 
The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  perform  the  duties  directed  by 
the  Constitution,  By-Laws,  and  Resolutions  of  the  Society. 

Article  II. — Directresses. 

See.  1.  The  First  Directress  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  and  shall  appoint  all  committees,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  special  resolution  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  2.  The  First  Directress  shall  possess  the  power  of  voting 
on  all  questions  before  the  Board,  and  shall,  in  addition,  have  the 
casting  vote  whenever  one  may  be  necessary. 

Se<\  3.  Two  o(  the  Directresses  shall  visit  the  Nursery  at  least 
once  in  every  month,  to  inspect  its  condition  and  management, 
and  shall  report  their  observations  at  the  monthly  meetings. 

Sec.  4.  The  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  or  in  her  absence, 
a  Manager  elected  at  the  time,  shall  preside  at  the  meetings-  of 
the  Society,  whether  special  or  stated. 

Article  III. — Secretary. 

Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  to  give  such  public  notice  of  the  annual  meetings  as 
may  be  specially  resolved  upon.  She  shall  furnish  each  Manager 
with  due  notice  of  each  special  meeting,  and  shall  inform  them 
of  their  election.  She  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Board, 
and  shall  keep  a  written  record  of  their  proceedings,  and  shall 
have  charge  of  such  papers  and  documents  as  may  be  intrusted 
to  her  by  the  Directress. 

See.  2.  At  each  meeting  she  shall  present  for  approval  or 
correction,  the  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting.    She  shall,  in 
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addition,  at  her  option,  share  in  all  duties  devolving  on  her  as 
Manager. 

Sec.  3.  She  shall  receive  all  donations  and  subscriptions,  as  well 
as  all  moneys  that  may  be  paid  toward  the  funds  of  the  Nursery, 
and  having  taken  an  account  of  the  amounts,  as  well  as  of  the 
names  of  the  donors  and  subscribers,  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer, 
taking  her  receipt  therefor. 

Sec.  4.  She  shall  prepare  an  annual  report  of  the  condition* 
progress  and  prospects  of  the  Nursery. 

Article  IV. — Treasurer. 

Sec.  1.  The  Treasurer  shall  perform,  at  her  option,  all  her  duties 
as  Manager,  in  addition  to  the  duties  of  her  office. 

Sec.  2.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  written  account  of  all  her 
receipts  and  expenditures,  and  shall  pay  out  such  moneys  as  she 
may  be  authorized  to  do,  by  order  from  the  Committee  on 
Supplies,  or  by  resolution  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  3.  She  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  funds  belonging  to  the 
Nursery,  together  with  all  papers  and  documents  relating  to  its 
property. 

Sec.  4.  In  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer,  the  Secretary  shall  sign 
such  drafts  on  the  Treasury  as  may  be  authorized  by  order  of  the 
Committee  on  Supplies,  or  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Sec.  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  audit  and  enter  on  her  books,  once 
a  month,  the  account  of  the  Matron's  receipts  for  board  of 
children.  She  shall  also  pay  all  wages  on  the  first  of  every  month » 
taking  receipts  for  the  same. 

Article  V. — Physicians. 

Sec.  1.  The  Physicians  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
occurring  in  their  Board,  and  shall  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  health  of  the  inmates  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

Sec.  2.  One  of  their  number  shall  visit  the  House  daily,  and 
shall  inspect  the  children  carefully,  excluding  all  suffering  from 
contagious  disease,  vaccinating  such  as  require  it,  and  giving 
such  advice  and  assistance  as  may  tend  to  insure  the  health  of 
the  infants  and  nurses. 


Sec.  3.  They  shall  furnish  a  written  report  of  the  health  of  the 
Nursery  during  the  year,  at  each  annual  meeting,  and  shall 
communicate  with  the  Board  of  Managers  at  such  stated  or  special 
meetings  as  they  may  deem  advisable. 

i  Sec.  4.  They  shall  have  power  to  appoint  Resident  Physicians, 
to  hold  office  during  four  months,  and  subject  to  a  re-appointment 
or  dismissal,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board  of  Physicians,  or  of 
the  Board  of  Managers. 

Article  VI. — Committees. 
Sec.  1.  The  First  Directress,  or,  in  her  absence,  the  presiding 
officer,  shall  appoint,  at  each  stated  meeting,  the  following  and 
all  such  other  Standing  Committees  as  may  hereafter  be  deemed 
necessary. 

Sec.  2.  All  Committees  to  be  composed  of  four  members  each, 
with  the  exception  of  the  Committee  of  Admissions  and  Inspection, 
whicli  said  Committee  shall  consist  of  eight  members. 

Article  VII. — Committee  on  Supplies. 
!  Sec.  1.  This  Committee  shall  inquire  into  the  condition  and 
amount  of  all  stores  of  provisions,  medicines,  furniture  and 
necessaries  of  the  Nurser}^,  and  shall  give  a  written  order  on 
the  Treasury  for  the  purchase  of  whatsoever  may  be  necessary. 

Sec.  2.  They  shall  meet  twice  during  each  month,  and  shall 
jiointly  examine  and  certify  all  bills  presented  against  the 
['Nursery,  comparing  these  bills  with  the  housekeeper's  accounts, 
llrhese  bills  must  be  endorsed  by  said  Committee  before  they  are 
loaid  by  the  Treasurer. 

I  Sec.  3.  They  shall  preserve  a  written  record  of  their  proceedings, 
liiiid  report  the  same  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

I!  Article  VIII. — Committee  on  Admissions  and  Inspection. 
B  Sec  1.  This  Committee  shall  decide  upon  the  character  and 
leed  of  parents  applying  for  the  benefits  of  the  Nursery,  and 
[  ihall  be  entitled  to  grant  permits  for  the  deserving. 
I  Sec.  2.  To  prevent  the  introduction  of  contagious  disease,  it 
Khali  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee,  to  have  each  applicant 
luxamined  by  a  Resident  Physician,  before  giving  a  permit  of 
f  idmission. 
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Sec.  3.  They  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  names  and  residences  of 
the  beneficiaries  of  this  Institution ;  also,  of  the  period  of  time 
during  which  the  children  shall  have  enjoyed  the  benefits  of  the 
Charity. 

Sec.  4.  They  shall  visit  all  the  wards,  shall  inquire  into,  an  1 
observe  the  conduct  of  the  Matrons,  nurses,  and  servants  of  the 
Nursery;  they  shall  inspect  the  condition  of  the  beds,  clothing, 
and  persons  of  the  infants ;  the  quality  of  the  food,  and  the 
cleanliness  of  the  cooking  and  other  utensils,  and  shall  use  every 
endeavor  to  enforce  the  sanitary  and  police  regulations  of  the 
House. 

Sec.  5.  They  shall  report  at  each  stated  meeting  such  deficiencies, 
oeglect,  and  misconduct  as  they  may  deem  worthy  of  disapproval. 

Sec.  6.  They  shall  have  powTer  to  engage  and  to  dismiss  the 
nurses  and  servants  of  the  Nursery. 

Article  IX. — Separate  Departments. 

Sec.  1.  One  Committee  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  four 
months,  to  visit  the  Nursery  at  least  once  in  each  week,  to  inspect 
and  regulate  the  lower  department  of  the  household,  namely,  the 
kitchen,  laundry,  cellar,  and  bakery.  They  will  enforce  the  rules 
for  the  general  cleanliness  of  the  servants,  and  oversee  the 
housekeeper. 

Sec.  2.  One  Committee  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  four 
months,  to  visit  the  Nursery  at  least  once  in  each  week,  to 
superintend  the  wardrobe  and  laundry  of  the  Institution.  They 
shall  report  at  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  the 
number  of  garments  made,  also  those  required,  and  shall,  in 
connection  with  the  Committeee  on  Supplies,  make  the  necessary 
I  urchases  for  the  department.  They  shall  report  any  misconduct 
on  the  part  of  the  seamstress  or  the  laundresses. 

Sec,  3.  One  Committee  shall  be  appointed  to  have  care  of  the 
school  department  during  a  term  of  four  months.  They  shall 
visit  the  Nursery  at  least  once  in  each  week.  They  shall  have 
entire  control  over  the  Resident  Teacher,  and  inquire  into  the 
progress  of  the  children,  making  such  changes  in  the  studies  and 
plan  of  discipline  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 
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Article  X. — Fines  for  Non-Attendance,  etc. 
Sec.  1.  Any  Manager  absenting  herself  from  a  stated  meeting 
of  the  Board,  for  any  other  cause  than  sickness  or  absence  from 
the  city,  shall  be  required  to  pay  a  fine  of  fifty  cents  into  the 
treasury. 

Sec.  2.  Any  Manager  absenting  herself  from  three  consecutive 
stated  meetings,  except  for  the  above  mentioned  causes,  shall 
no  longer  continue  to  be  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Sec.  3.  When  the  Board  shall  have  been  called  to  order,  all 
conversation  shall  cease. 

Sec.  4.  One  member  only  of  the  Board  shall  be  allowed  to  speak 
at  a  time,  and  then  only  on  the  business  before  the  meeting.  The 
Manager  having  the  floor,  shall  address  herself  to  the  Chair. 
^  Sec.  5.  In  the  event  of  more  than  one  Manager  speaking,  the 
Chair  shall  always  decide  between  the  claimants. 

See.  6.  Any  Manager  infringing  one  of  these  regulations,  shall 
be  subject  to  a  fine  of  fifty  cents  for  each  offense. 
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DUTIES  OF  THE  MATRON. 


The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Matron  who  shall  hold  office 
during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

She  shall  receive  the  applicants  and  place  them  in  their  respective 
wards,  after  their  admission  by  Managers  or  Physician,  and 
shall  report  to  the  Committee  of  Admissions  and  Inspection  any 
misconduct  on  the  part  of  the  nurses. 

She  shall  carry  into  effect  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Institution,  and  carefully  inspect  the  condition  of  the  infants  many 
times  during  the  day. 

She  will  accompany  visitors  around  the  house  in  the  absence  of 
the  Managers. 

She  shall  have  power  to  allow  any  daily  child  to  remain  in  the 
Nursery  during  the  night,  when  suffering  from  illness  or  from  any 
other  causes  which  may,  in  her  judgment,  render  the  permission 
advisable. 

She  shall  have  the  entire  charge  of  the  clothes-room,  and  keep 
an  inventory  of  everything  that  is  made  in  the  Institution. 

She  shall  supervise  the  mending,  cutting  and  making  of  all 
that  is  required. 

She  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  articles  sent  to  the  laundry,  com- 
paring them  with  the  same  when  returned. 

She  shall  engage  all  the  servants  of  the  house,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Committee  on  Admissions  and  Inspection.  She 
shall  valso  have  the  power  to  dismiss  the  servants,  assigning 
reasons,  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  said  Committee. 

She  will  see  that  the  nurses  are  sent  out  to  exercise  in  the  open 
air  daily. 

Any  nurse  who  refuses  to  go  out  when  ordered  is  to  be  reported' 
and  if  a  second  time  complained  of  is  to  be  dismissed. 
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DUTIES  OP  THE  HOUSEKEEPER. 


The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Housekeeper,  who  shall  hold 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

She  is  responsible  for  the  cleanliness  and  order  of  the 
establishment,  except  in  the  wards. 

She  shall  go  to  market  and  make  the  daily  purchases. 

She  is  to  weigh  out  and  distribute  all  the  provisions  dailjn 
keeping  a  strict  account  of  the  same. 

She  will  keep  a  debit  and  credit  account  of  incidental  expenses, 
and  submit  the  same  once  a  month  to  the  Treasurer. 

She  will  see  that  the  Laundresses  perform  their  duties. 

She  will  keep  the  keys  of  the  Store-room.  She  is  to  remain  in 
the  refectory  while  the  nurses  and  children  are  at  their  men  Is, 
and  prevent  any  food  from  being  taken  from  the  table. 

She  will  see  that  the  head-nurses  receive  the  proper  food  for  the 
Infants  in  accordance  with  the  Physician's  directions. 


DUTIES  OF  THE  HEAD-NURSES. 

DAY  AND  NIGHT  WATCH. 


The  Head-Nurses  will  receive  from  the  Housekeeper,  three 
times  a  day,  the  food  required  for  their  respective  wards. 

They  are  responsible  lor  the  order  and  cleanliness  of  their 
wards,  and  of  their  children,  and  are  accountable  to  the  Matron 
for  any  disorder. 

They  are  to  walk  out  with  the  nurses  and  children — one  nurse 
going  in  the  morning,  and  the  other  in  the  afternoon. 
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After  dinner,  the  night-watch  must  go  to  bed  and  rest  seven 
hours,  so  as  to  be  ready  for  her  duties  during  the  night. 

They  will  receive  from  the  Seamstress  the  clean  clothes,  and 
see  them  distributed  properly,  never  giving  the  clean  ones  until 
they  receive  the  soiled  in  return. 

The  Head-Nurses  are  to  see  that  only  one-half  of  the  women 
in  each  ward  go  to  their  meals  at  once. 

They  will  Bee  thai  nurses  as  well  as  children  use  the  bath 
constantly. 

They  will  report  to  the  Resident  Physicians  any  change  in  the 
health  of  a  child  as  soon  as  noticed. 

They  will  see  that  every  bed  has  the  tickets  with  the  names  of 
the  occupants  properly  affixed.  They  will  attend  to  the  constant 
ventilation  of  their  wards. 

They  will  diligently  attend  to  the  doctors  orders,  and  see  them 
thoroughly  carried  out. 


HOUSE  SECRETARY. 


The  House  Secre  tary  shall  take  charge  of  the  money  received 
for  premiums  and  for  boarding. 

She  shall  render  her  accounts  to  the  Treasurer  once  a  month. 
She  shall  keep  strictly  the  accounts  of  the  business  under  her  1 
care  in  the  Institution,  in  such  books  as  are  entrusted  to  her.  i 
She  shall  make  such  Quarterly  and  Yearly  Reports  as  directed.  | 

She  shall  learn  from  the  Matron,  each  day,  what  vacancies  are 
in  the  wards,  and  in  the  absence  (during  visiting  hours)  of  the 
Committee  on  Admissions  and  Inspection  she  shall  receive  the 
applicants  for  admission,  and  admit  them,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  said  Committee. 

She  shall  receive  and  reply  to  all  letters  of  inquiry,  which  need 
not  be  laid  before  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  make  a  report  of 
the  same  daily  to  the  Committee  on  Admissions  and  Inspection. 
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RULES 


IX  RELATION  TO  THE  ADMISSION  OF  CHILDREN  INTO  THE 
"NURSERY  AND  CHILD'S  HOSPITAL." 


Every  child  presented  for  admission  mnst  be  perfectly  clean 
and  free  from  contagious  diseases. 

II. 

Every  child  must  be  vaccinated,  unless  it  has  been  done 
previously. 

III. 

No  child  will  be  admitted  over  six  years  of  age;  unless  by 
special  permission  of  the  First  Directress. 

IV. 

Infants  pay  $10  per  month :  children  who  can  walk  pay  $7  per 
month  ;  hospital  or  sick  children  pay  $9  per  month. 

V. 

Every  child  admitted  must  be  examined  by  the  physician. 
VI. 

The  parent  or  guardian  must  always  provide  shoes  for  the 
child. 

YII. 

With  infants  twelve  diapers  must  be  left,  and  the  parent  shall 
bring  a  suit  of  clothes  in  which  to  remove  the  child. 
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VIII. 

In  case  of  the  adoption  of  a  child  out  of  the  "  Nursery  and 
Child's  Hospital,"  the  arrangement  must  be  made  entirely  with 
the  party  adopting  it  and  the  parents  or  guardian  of  the  child, 
the  "Institution"  assuming  no  responsibility  in  the  premises 
whatever. 

IX. 

Board  is  always  to  be  paid  in  advance. 

X. 

No  money  returned,  unless  by  permission  of  a  Manager. 
XI. 

Parents  can  visit  their  children  once  a  fortnight,  between  10 
A.M.  and  3  P.M. 

XII. 

Admission  dailv  between  the  hours  of  11  and  1. 


RULES  FOR  MANAGERS. 


1. 

The  Managers  must  be  very  particular  in  seeing  that  no  child 
is  allowed  to  be  in  a  room  where  the  floors  are  at  all  damp.  Sore 
eyes  are  invariably  the  result  of  any  infringement  of  this  rule. 


Pass  the  hand  between  the  diapers  to  be  sure  they  are  not 
damp. 

3. 


Examine  the  beds,  that  nothing  is  concealed. 


4. 

Allow  no  sacks  or  shawls  on  infants,  unless  specially  ordered 
by  the  Physician.  Long-sleeved,  high-necked  dresses  are 
provided  for  all.  If  there  is  any  deficiency,  report  it  at  once  to  the 
Matron. 

5. 

See  that  the  children  have  nothing  tight  about  them,  either 
around  the  arm-hole  or  body. 

6. 

See  that  they  are  not  chafed. 

7. 

Examine  their  food ;  also,  the  bowls  and  cups.  India  rubber 
nipples  should  be  kept  in  cold  water  and  examined  daily. 

8. 

No  cakes  or  candies  allowed.    This  rule  must  be  en  forced. 
9. 

No  food  to  be  taken  by  the  nurses  from  their  table  to  the 
Wards. 

10. 

No  nurses  or  children  allowed  in  the  kitchen. 

11. 

The  Physician  will  see  to  the  ventilation  of  the  rooms,  and  the 
Ladies  will  please  not  open  the  windows. 

12. 

Watch  the  gas — it  is  too  often  left  burning  after  heating  food. 
13. 

Enquire  into  the  open  air  exercise  both  of  women  and  children. 
14. 

See  that  the  bathing  rooms  are  dry  and  ventilated. 

15. 

The  nurses  sometimes  hold  their  infants  uncomfortably  while 
feeding  and  pour  the  food  down  too  rapidly.  They  pile  too  much 
clothing  on  the  children  while  asleep. 

16. 

Do  not  let  the  nurses  sit  with  their  backs  to  the  registers.

l. 

Admissions  Daily,  between  the  hours  of  11  and  1  o'clock. 
2. 

Each  applicant  must  present  a  Certificate  of  former  good 
character. 

3. 

She  must  be  perfectly  clean,  and  free  from  all  contagious 
disease. 

4. 

She  must  nurse  a  child  while  in  the  Institution,  in  addition  to 
her  own,  or  if  she  has  lost  her  child,  she  must  nurse  and  feed  two 
children. 

Her  good  conduct  during  her  residence  at  the  Nursery,  will 
secure  her  the  assistance  and  recommendation  of  the  Ladies  of  the 
Institution,  in  obtaining  a  desirable  situation  as  Wet-nurse  or 
otherwise. 

6. 

Any  woman  paying  $25  board  will  be  allowred  to  leave  the 
Institution  as  soon  after  the  birth  of  her  child  as  is  deemed 
prudent  by  the  Physician  in  attendance.  If  she  enters  before  she 
is  ill,  the  board  is  $5  a  week  in  advance. 
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7. 

Any  woman  unable  to  pay  board  must  give  her  services  for 
three  months  to  the  Institution,  nursing  and  feeding  two  infants, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Physician. 

8. 

Women  able  to  pay  board  for  their  infants,  will  be  allowed  to 
leave  them  at  the  Nursery,  otherwise  they  will  be  sent  to  the 
Country  Branch. 

9. 

Every  woman  must  provide  sufficient  clothing  for  her  own  use 
while  in  the  Institution. 

10. 

Every  woman  must  provide  for  her  infant  twelve 'diapers. 
11. 

Every  woman  must  strictly  conform  to  all  the  rules  of  the 
Establishment,  and  yield  implicit  obedience  to  the  authority  of 
the  Matron  and  Physician. 

12. 

Each  applicant,  (whether  child  or  nurse,)  who  shall  have 
received  a  permit  to  enter  the  Institution,  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Resident  Physician,  who,  if  he  concur  in  the  admission,  shall 
enter  the  name,  age,  condition,  etc.  of  the  applicant  on  his  record 
book;  the  applicant  shall  then  be  sent  to  the  Matron,  and 
registered  as  an  inmate. 

13. 

Visitors  admitted  on  THURSDAYS,  between  11  and  1  o'clock 
14. 

Parents  visit  once  in  two  weeks,  on  MONDAYS,  from  10  to  3, 
paying  the  board  due  at  that  time.

NURSERY  AND  CHILD'S  HOSPITAL: 


The  Seventeenth  Anniversary  of  the  Mana 
"Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital"  was  held 
at  12  m.,  at  the  Institution  corner  of  Fifty-first 
Lexington  avenue. 

The  Rev.  John  Hall,  D.D.,  was  appointed  to  A 
He  opened  the  meeting  with  reading  from  the  Holy 
tures,  and  with  prayer. 

The  reports  of  the  Secretary,  of  the  Treasurer,  of 
Medical  Board  of  the  Nursery,  and  of  the  Physician  1 
charge  of  the  Country  Branch  on  Staten  Island,  were  pre- 
sented, accepted,  and  approved. 

Dr.  Hall  addressed  the  meeting,  and  from  his  impressive 
remarks  upon  the  importance  of  the  work  of  this  associa- 
tion, we  quote  the  following  :  "  If  I  apprehended  correctly 
the  items  of  the  Treasurer's  report,  your  subscriptions  fall 
below  last  year's.  Having  regard  to  the  good  obtained  by 
those  who  sustain  a  charity  like  this,  and  to  the  moral 

ower  exercised  upon  those  who  come  under  its  influence, 

should  think  it  well  to  increase  as  much  as  possible  the 
amount  of  subscriptions,  and  to  keep  down  as  much  as  pos- 
sible the  demands  upon  the  Legislature,  State,  or  City.  Be- 
muse, (rood  as  it  is,  that  society  in  its  organized  form  should 
aid  those  institutions,  the  contributor  feels  more  interest  and 
gets  more  reflex  benefit  when  he  gives  directly  than  Avhen 
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ne  gives  through  the  tax  collector,  and  on  the  part  of  those 
who  enjoy  your  care,  the  influence  felt  is  greater  when  the 
donors  and  recipients  come  directly  together.  Unhappily' 
most  people  do  not  feel  grateful  to  governments.  They  can 
not  come  as  you  do,  here,  and  lay  a  kindly  hand  on  the 
arm  of  a  struggling  sufferer.    No  tear  of  sympathy  is  seetfc 
in  t  lie  eye  of  the  State  Legislature,  or  even  of  the  City 
Government,  and  no  power  can  be  employed  such  as  you 
and  your  subscribing  friends  can  exercise,  when  you  come 
into  direct  contact  with  persons  who  know  that  you  giv$ 
ur  sympathy  to  cheer  and  your  money  to  help  them."

SECRETARY'S  REPORT  FOR  1870.

In  preparing  the  Annual  Report  required  in  the  l^y-law3, 
tit  is  appropriate  to  make  a  statement  of  the  object  of  our 
charity.     This  is  so  well  known  to  ourselves,  that  the  pub 
lication  would  be  superfluous,  but  for  the  fact  that  many 
who  are  strangers  to  our  work  are  continually  looking  to  our 
(report  for  it.    The  Society  was  orga  lized  in  185  i,  and  is  now 
Completing  the  seventeenth  year  of  its  existence.    The  scope 
of  its  benevolent  work  has  been  steadily  enlarging.   At  the 
beginning  the  purpose  was  to  limit  our  work'  to  the  main- 
tenance and  care  of  children  of  wet  nurses  and  of  other 
children  whose  parents  labor  away  from  home.    Many  of 
the  children  offered  to  our  care  were  sick,  and  the  hospital 
department  became  a  necessity  and  was  established.  It 
soon  became  apparent  we  were  expected  to  receive  found- 
ing children  ;  every  motive  of  charity  and  duty  concurred 
o  induce  the  Society  to  respond  to  that  expectation,  and  our 
^oundlings'  Home  was  opened.    Then  it  was  realized  the 
ivork  we  had  entered  upon  embiaced  within  its  compass 
nother  useful  and  needed  charity,  namely,  a  Lying-in  Asy- 
utn,  to  be  conducted  with  more  privacy  than  is  practicable 
n  large  public  hospitals.  Accordingly,  lying-in  wards  were 
pened  and  with  the  best  practical  results,  confirming  us 
ik  the  opinion  that  an  institution  which  affords  shelter  to 
he  mother  in  her  trying  hour,  and  proper  care  to  the  infant, 
invakuble.    Here  we  reeeive  m my  respeetable  married 
omen,  whose  poverty  prevents  their  having  the  necessary 
are  and  comfort  in  their  own  homes. 

In  giving  a  statement  of  the  present  condition  of  the  In- 
vitation, mention  mast  be  mad  3  of  the  fact  that,  during  the 
usiness  year  now  about  to  close,  we  have  established,  on 
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iten  Island,  a  country  branch  of  our  Nursery.  Our  Medi- 
al Board  strongly  recommended  this,  and  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  March  1,  1870,  one  of, 
our  consulting  physicians,  the  late  Dr.  G.  T.  Elliott,  offered 
a  resolution  that  request  be  made  to  the  State  for  a  dona- 
tion for  the  purchase  of  a  Country  Nursery.  We  all  re- 
member how  earnestly  he  supported  the  resolution,  drawing 
attention  to  the  great  good  to  be  secured  to  our  sickly  or 
diseased  children,  by  a  residence,  for  part  of  a  year  at  least, 
where  they  would  have  pure  country  air.  In  accordance 
with  this  resolution,  application  was  made,  and  the  State 
Legislature  appropriated  the  sum  of  $25,000  to  aid  us  in  the 
purchase.  In  order  to  procure  and  fit  out  this  Country  Nur- 
sery, we  needed  $50,000,  and  we  confidently  hope  to  receive 
from  the  State  an  additional  appropriation  this  spring. 

The  Country  Nursery  was  purchased  last  summer  and  was 
opened  on  the  4th  of  July,  and  was  directly  filled  with  sick 
and  delicate  children  from  our  City  Nursery.  The  whole  care 
of  preparing  and  conducting  the  Country  Nursery  devolved 
upon  Mrs.  Du  Bois,  our  first  Directress,  and  she  devoted 
herself  to  it  with  her  accustomed  energy  and  fidelity.  More  I 
recently,  by  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  Mrs. 
M.  F.  Reading,  of  Staten  Island,  one  of  their  number,  as-  | 
sumed  the  position  of  Superintendent  of  this  Country 
Branch.    The  Medical  attendants  report  the  Country  Nur- 
sery proves  to  be  highly  beneficial  in  preserving  and  re-  i 
storing  health  to  the  children.    Dr.  Walser  is  the  physician  j 
at  present  in  charge  of  the  Country  Nursery,  and  we  grate- 
fully acknowledge  his  services,  which  are  entirely  gratuitous. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Nursery  is  fully  set  forth  in 
the  report  of  the  Medical  Board.  We  feel  we  owe  generous  I 
acknowledgments  to  the  physicians  of  the  Board  for  their 
services.  Three  vacancies  on  that  Board  occurred  during 
the  year,  and  they  have  been  filled  by  the  appointment  of 
Dr.  W.  T.  Lusk,  Dr.  J.  W.  McLane,  and  Dr.  T.  G.  Thomas, 
the  latter  taking  the  place  so  many  years  filled  by  our  stead- 
fast friend  and  faithful  helper,  now  deceased,  Di\  G.  T 
Elliott. 
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It  would  give  us  much  pleasure  to  record,  that  we  had 
been  enabled  during  the  year  to  accede  to  the  frequent  and 
strongly  urged  request  of  our  Medical  Board  to  erect  a 
Quarantine  addition;  this  our  want  of  money  has  prevent- 
ed, but  is  an  improvement  we  earnestly  desire  to  accom- 
plish. 

The  general  good  conduct  of  the  house  bears  witness 
to  the  constant  and  watchful  supervision  of  the  Matron, 
who  has  filled  her  responsible  post  for  years  and  retains  the 
confidence  of  the  Board  of  Managers.

Situations  have  been  provided  for  43  wet  nurses. 
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We  derive  the  income  to  support  our  establishment,  witfl 
this  large  number  of  inmates,  from  our  Annual  Ball,  an 
allowance  from  the  State  and  City  for  destitute  women  and 
children,  oar  subscriptions,  donations,  and  house  income, 
(the  last  being  the  board  paid  for  children  by  those  parents 
who  are  in  condition  to  do  so).  Only  a  few  of  the  women 
in  our  lying-in  wards  pay  for  their  board.  It  is  but  neces- 
sary to  compare  the  house  income  from  the  last-mentioned 
source,  in  the  Treasurer's  Report,  with  expenses  of  the  Insti- 
tution, to  realize  how  large  a  number  of  our  inmates  are 
beneficiaries.  Many  of  them  are  entirely  clothed  by  us 
during  their  residence  in  the  Institution. 

We  regret  it  is  impossible  to  report  positively  our  full 
receipts  from  the  Charity  Ball  of  this  year.  The  Treasurer 
gives  the  amount  received  to  this  time. 

This  is  not  a  richly  endowed  institution,  and  most  of  the 
money  given  us  lias  been  used  to  add  to  our  buildings  and 
so  enlarge  our  capacity  for  usefulness.  This  has  been  done 
with  the  conviction  that,  witli  each  addition,  we  would  meet 
with  the  needed  support,  for  we  believe  every  thoughtful  | 
mind  must  allow  that  each  year  will  add  to  our  task,  be- 1 
cause  of  the  developments  seemingly  inseparable  from  the | 
liie  of  a  great  city  presenting  every  extreme  of  luxury,! 
poverty,  and  vice. 

We  receive  foundlings,  but  the  great  effort  of  our  work 
has  been  to  lessen  the  number  of  this,  the  most  pitiable  class 
of  human  beings,  by  offering  an  Asylum  to  both  mother' 
and  child,  and,  as  far  as  we  know,  this  is  the  only  institution 
in  the  city  that  does  so. 

We  hope  that  she,  who  has  taken  one  step  aside  from  a 
virtuous  life,  and  who  holds  in  her  arms  a  child  not  born 
in  lawful  marriage,  will  find  association  with  her  child  a 
great  aid  in  retracing  her  steps,  and  an  incentive  to  a  pure 
and  stainless  future.  Its  dependence  upon  her  must  arouse 
a  sense  of  duty  towards  the  child.  Her  soul  may  still  enfol 
the  flower  of  purity  that  requires  a  little  generous  sympathl 
and  nourishing  to  develop  it  into  bright  bloom.  Wewoulj 
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reverse  the  order  of  nature,  ior  we  would  make  tTJJ^g  *nd 
the  protector  of  the  mother  against  herself — against  a  liu'evay 
vice,  against  that  inclination  — having  taken  one  downwaru* 
step — to  go  on,  on,  into  the  abyss  of  degradation.  These  are 
peculiarly  God's  pensioners.  For  them  there  is  no  city  of 
refuge,  and  is  not  the  hand  of  society  against  them?  We 
will  not  despair  of  their  future.  ''Happily,  God  knows 
wnere  to  find  the  soul,"  and  for  them  as  His  pensioners  we 
present  a  claim.  How  willingly  is  the  hand  of  charity  opened 
for  the  orphan,  and  cannot  foundlings  put  forth  that  plea? 
Are  they  not  orphans  indeed, by  the  loss  of  parental  love  and 
jcare,  as  well  as  by  being  deprived  of  the  family  love  that 
jlightens  every  burden  in  the  home  where  it  dwells?  We 
I  rest  our  claim  upon  all  humane  and  charitable  hearts,  here, 
iwith  full  reliance  on  the  divine  promise,  "  As  thy  days,  so 
.shall  thy  strength  be,"  believing,  as  long  as  this  is  a  needed 
jcharity,  and  is  administered  in  a  generous  and  catholic  spirit, 
it  will  be  sustained.

REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  BOARD 

OF  THE 

NURSERY  AND  CHILD'S  HOSPITAL, 

FOR  THE 

YEAR  ENDING  MARCH  I,  1371. 


The  Medical  Board  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  follow- 
ing Annual  Report  to  the  Managers  of  the  Nursery  and 
Child's  Hospital  for  the  year  ending  March  1,  1871. 

This  Report  does  not  include  that  from  the  Country  Hos- 
pital upon  Staten  Island. 

From  March  1,  1870,  to  March  1,  1871,  there  have 
been  treated  1 ,750  cases.  Of  this  number  1,415  were  among 
infants  and  335  among  adults .  There  have  been  115  deaths 
among  infants  and  8  among  adults. 

There  remain  in  the  Institution  194  infants  and  103 
adults  as  nurses,  and  14  women  awaiting  confinement. 

There  have  been  114  women  confined,  and  of  this  number 
7  required  instrumental  interference  Seven  out  of  the 
eight  deaths  among  the  adults  occurred  in  the  Lying-in 
Department.  At  one  time  there  were  serious  apprehensions 
of  an  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever,  but  by  immediate  isolation 
the  spread  of  the  disease  was  checked. 

During  the  year  we  have  had  but  three  cases  of  measles, 
with  an  interval  of  several  months  between  each  case ;  but 
by  promptly  quarantining  the  infected  cases  there  was  no 
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tension  of  the  disease.  The  Medical  Board  confidently 
ope  that  during  the  coming  season  the  new  quarantine 
Bpartment  to  be  added  to  the  Institution  will  still  further 
crease  their  facilities  for  preventing  the  spread  of  epidemics 
cident  to  large  hospitals. 

The  Country  Hospital  has  been  a  great  boon,  affording 
i  the  opportunity  of  giving  desperate  cases  of  cholera  in- 
Qtum  the  chances  of  change  of  air;  and  also  of  sending 
to  the  country  delicate  infants  withering  under  the  inhV 
ce  pf  confined  city  air.  The  lessening  the  number  of 
ds  m  the  different  wards,  and  certain  improvements  in  the 
ntilation  of  these  wards,  has  had  a  very  beneficial  indu- 
ce upon  the  general  health  of  the  occupants. 
During  the  past  year  there  have  beeu  several  changes  in 
3  Medical  Board.

nform  strictly  to  all  the  rules  of  the  Institution,  and  yield  implicit  obe- 
3nce  to  the  authority  of  the  Matron.

Her  good  character  during  her  residence  at  the  "  Nursery  and  Child's 
ispital  "  will  procure  her  the  assistance  and  recommendation  of  the 
lies  of  the  Institution  in  obtaining  a  desirable  situation  as  wet-nurse  or 
lerwise,  and  she  will  also  be  entitled  to  the  recommendation  of  the 
ysician  in  attendance.

OF  THE 

Nursery   and   Child's  Hospital. 


The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of 
the  "  Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital  "  was  held  at 
the  Institution,  corner  of  Fifty-first  street  and  Lexing- 
ton avenue,  March  I,  m. 

The  Rev.  John  Cotton  Smith,  on  invitation,  presided, 
land  opened  the  meeting  with  reading  from  the  Holy 
Scriptures  and  with  prayer. 

The  meeting  was  well  attended. 

Reports  were  read  in  the  following  order  : 

1st.  The  Secretary's  report,  by  Mrs.  Algernon  S. 
Sullivan. 

2d.    The  Treasurer's  report,  by  the  chairman. 

3d.  The  report  of  the  Medical  Board  of  the  Nursery 
and  Child's  Hospital,  by  J.  B.  Reynolds,  M.  D. 

4th.  The  report  of  the  Physician  of  the  Country 
Branch  of  the  Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital,  by  the 
chairman. 

These  reports  were  respectively  approved  by  the 
Board . 
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The  Rev.  John  C.  Smith  then  made  a  brief  address,! 
in  which  he  was  highly  eulogistic  as  to  the  objects  of  thej 
society.    He  commended  the  method-adopted  in  conduct-l 
ing  the  institution  ;  he  also  drew  attention  to  the  sadlyl 
neglected  condition  of  many  of  the  mothers  and  infants 
when  brought  to  the  Nursery,  and  expressed  the  opinion, 
in  view  of  this  and  like  facts,  that  the  mortality  wai 
surprisingly  small,  and  he  felt  every  one  who  regardec 
dispassionately  the  operations  of  the  institution  would 
admit  this  to  be  the  case.     He  sincerely  hoped  the 
Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital  would  he  more  successfu 
in  the  future  than  in  the  past,  as  admirable  as  tin 
record  of  that  past  had  been. 

After  the  exercises  by  the  children,  the  officers  an< 
managers  for  the  ensuing  year  were  elected  ;  the  dox 
ology  was  sung,  the  benediction  pronounced  by  Di| 
Smith,  and  the  meeting  adjourned. 


SECRETARY'S  REPORT  FOR  1871. 


In  making  a  retrospect  of  our  labour  and  its  results 
of  the  past  year,  we  are  happy  to  find  so  many  evi- 
dences that  our  efforts  have  been  blessed  with  success.. 
In  all  that  has  been  good,  we  gratefully  acknowledge 
the  guidance  .of  Divine  Providence,  whose  blessing  on 
our  undertaking  we  ever  humbly  seek.  It  is  in  har- 
mony with  His  Spirit  of  abounding  lqve  and  mercy, 
that  we  have  established  and  conducted  (as  we  trust) 
this  Nursery  and  Hospital  for  infants  and  children — 
this  shelter  for  lying-in- women — this  home  for  helpless 
foundlings.  The  experience  of  each  succeeding  year 
deepens  our  conviction  that  institutions  like  ours  are 
needed. 

Ours  was  a  pioneer  institution,  and  we  rejoice  that 
its  usefulness  increases  with  time.  Experience  has 
taught  us  many  valuable  lessons.  At  first,  our  meas- 
ures were  of  necessity,  to  a  great  extent,  experimental. 
We  had  no  model. 

The  object  of  our  charity  was  to  ameliorate  the  con- 
dition of  certain  classes,  and  with  singleness  of  purpose 
to  promote  that  object,  we  have  sought  and  listened  to 
advice  and  information  from  all  persons  who  seemed 
competent  to  give  either.  The  criticism  of  those  who 
thought  they  saw  defects  in  our  system,  was  considered 
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carefully,  with  a  view  to  ascertain  how  just  it  might  be. 
and  whether,  if  defects  existed,  they  were  remediable. 

Wherever  a  suggestion  of  improvement  was  feasible, 
we  Eave  adopted  it,  but  often  have  been  obliged  to  re- 
ject theories,  which,  though  plausible,  we  knew,  were  to 
us,  or  possibly  in  themselves,  impracticable. 

Of  course,  the  indispensable  adjunct  to  our  institution 
must  be  skillful  medical  aid,  and  from  the  start  of  our 
project,  we  have  been  fortunate  in  the  character  of  our 
medical  board.  Many  of  the  most  eminent  and  success- 
ful physicians  of  this  city  have  been  our  co-workers. 
We  have  had,  not  only  their  faithful  professional  aid,  but 
.their  interest  in  our  humane  work.  They  attended  not 
only  personally  on  the  sick,  but  they  regulated  the  whole 
establishment,  in  respect  of  its  sanitary  .management. 
They  gave  us  the  benefit  of  their  observation  in  other 
hospitals,  and  ,  of  their  information  from  all  other 
sources.  Some  of  these  gentlemen  continued  on  the 
Medical  Board  until  the  day  of  their  death.  Among 
these  were  the  late  lamented  Dr.  Bulkley,  and  Dr.  Gr. 
T.  Elliot,  who  was  President  of  the  distinguished 
Medical  Society  of  the  County  of  New  York.  During 
the  entire  period  of  the  history  of  our  institution,  Dr. 
Elliot  was  connected  with  it  in  active  labors.  He  was 
a  practical  man,  and  knew  well  what  difficulties  ob- 
structed our  work,  not  only  from  the  lack  of  means,  but 
also  those  which  were  intrinsic  to  the  very  work  itself, 
namely — the  protection  of,  and  help  to,  poor  and  dis- 
tressed women,  deserted  and  sickly  children.  He  helped 
us  to  make  a  great  advance  in  our  work,  as  soon  as  he 
saw  we  could  consistently  undertake  it,  by  offering  the 
resolution  at  our  annual  meeting  in  1870,  which  re- 
sulted in  the  establishment  of  a  Country  Branch  Hos- 
pital, on  Staten  Island,  for  our  children,  and  encouraged 
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US  to  prosecute  our  plans  for  constructing  a  Sanitarium 
for  delicate  infants, 

It  will  not  be  out  of  place  here  to  mention  two  sub- 
jects which  have  caused  us  much  anxious  reflection. 

In  our  desire  to  adopt  the  system  which  shall  be 
most  favorable  to  the  preservation  of  the  lives  of  the 
infants  under  our  care,  we  have  at  different  times  con- 
sidered whether  we  should  erect  cottages  in  the  country, 
and  maintain  a  few  children  in  each,  as  some  well- 
informed  persons  are  of  the  opinion,  that  the  mortality 
among  children  cared  for  in  this  way  will  be  much 
less  than  where  a  great  number  of  children  are  oc- 
cupants of  one  large  building.  However  strongly  recom- 
mended, this  system  could  not  be  carried  out  by  us. 
because  the  expense  would  greatly  exceed  the  resources 
at  our  command. 

Another  system  has  been  urged  upon  our  attention  as 
having  been  tested  with  favorable  results  in  European 
countries,  It  is  that  of  putting  children  to  board  in 
private  families.  Several  reasons  have  concurred  to 
prevent  us,  hitherto,  from  adopting  that  system.  A  great 
number  of  infants  who  had  been  " boarded  out"  have 
been  subsequently  brought  to  our  institution.  We  have 
to  record  as  a  matter  of  fact,  that  very  many  of  these 
children  appeared  to  have  been  sadly  neglected.  Be- 
sides, we  learned  that  the  Commissioners  of  Charities 
and  Corrections  of  this  city  formerly  gave  this  system  a 
full  and  fair  trial,  and  the  results  as  to  the  health  and 
comfort  of  the  children,  proved  so  unsatisfactory  that 
the  Commissioners  felt  constrained,  as  matter  of  duty, 
to  abandon  it.  An  institution,  with  a  large  and  com- 
modious building,  seems  to  be  the  only  practicable  pro- 
vision which  we  can  make  for  the  children's  residence. 
If  we  sought  country  homes  in  which  the  infants  would 
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be  received  as  boarders,  we  could  hardly  find  those  that 
would  be  suitable  in  sufficient  numbers.    In  Europe 
there  is  a  peasantry  class,  the  members  of  which,  in 
their  farm-houses,  will   assume  the   care  of  infants. 
But  we  have  no  such  class  here.     Almost  the  only 
country  residents  who  we  hear  would  take  infant  board- 
ers are  very  poor,  and  destitute  of  the  means  and  dwell- 
ings which  are  needful  to  the  proper  care  of  infants. 
With  these  facts  before  us,  the  best  resource  at  our 
command  seemed  to  be  to  institute  a  general  establish- 
ment in  the  country  under  our  own  management.  Ac- 
cordingly, we  purchased,  as  we  mentioned  in  our  last 
report,  ground  and  houses  on  Staten  Island,  where  we 
have  conducted  a  Country  Home  and  Branch  Nursery. 
This  has  had  the  great  advantage  of  personal  super-  J 
vision  by  our  esteemed  First  Directress,  Mrs.  Du  Bois,  I 
efficiently  aided  by  the  Lady  Superintendent,  Mrs.  M.  F.  1 
Reading,  and  the  results  have  been  highly  beneficial  to  1 
the  delicate  infants  under  our  charge  sent  to  that  home.  J 
It  is  in  the  summer  season,  especially,  that  we  remove  I 
to  Stat  en  Island  our  delicate  and  invalid  children,  and  I 
in  many  cases  the  country  air  has  soon  changed  our 
pale-faced  city  nurslings  into  ruddy,  healthy  children. 

The  last  Legislature  appropriated  $18,750  to  complete 
our  country  establishment,  and  it  will  find  by  inspection  j 
this  charity  was  well  disposed.    We  stated  above,  that  j 
we  did  not  deem  it  wise  to  put  our  infants  out  at  board. 
We  are,  however,  now,  in  a  limited  way,  testing  the  feas-  \ 
ibility  of  putting  to  board  some  of  our  children  w^ho 
are  over  four  years  of  age.    To  that  end  we  selected  a 
few  families  who  reside  near  our  country  home,  where 
they  and  the  children  can  be  frequently  seen,  and  with 
them  we  have  placed  about  twenty  children,  all  over  the 
age  last  mentioned.    Down  to  the  present  time  the  chil- 
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dren  have  been  well  cared  for,  and  so  long  as  the  results 
continue  to  be  favorable  we  shall  maintain  this  system. 

Our  houses  are  generally  full  to  their  capacity  for 
comfort.  To  protect  our  inmates  Ave  are  compelled  to 
refuse  admittance  to  any  child  having  a  contagious  dis- 
ease. But  we  do  receive  (and  it  would  be  wrong  to 
reject  them,)  many  sick  children.  Indeed,  very  often  at 
the  time  we  admit  them,  they  are  too  sick  to  recover,  as 
our  physicians  tell  us.  But  they  are  suffering,  and  we 
can  at  least  administer  to  their  comfort  in  their  last 
hours.  By  this  course  we  swell  the  list  and  proportion 
of  deaths  in  our  hospital,  but  no  considerations  of  policy, 
in  view  of  that  fact,  have  ever  found  place  with  us,  or 
caused  us  to  hesitate  for  one  moment  in  opening  our 
hospital  wards  to  the  needy.  A  large  proportion  of  the 
children  brought  to  us  have  sickly  constitutions,  but 
with  them  we  will  try  what  benefit  can  be  derived  from 
good  care,  good  regimen,  and  skillful  medical  aid.  Our 
attention,  as  that  of  the  public  generally,  has  been  di- 
rected during  the  past  year  to  the  fearful  hold  the  trade 
of  the  abortionists  has  taken  on  this  city. 

We  are  assured  that  many  who,  in  a  moment  of  des- 
pair, resorted  to  them  to  conceal  their  impending  shame, 
had  they  known  of  some  quiet  place  of  shelter  for  them- 
selves, in  their  hour  of  trial,  would  not  have  stained 
their  souls  with  the  crime  of  infanticide.    With  the 
hope  that  we  might  effect  some  good  in  this  direction, 
j  we  enlarged,  as  the  size  of  our  building  permitted,  our 
i  Lying-in  Department.    We  know  that  many  honest  and 
conscientious  minds  hesitate  in  giving  active  sympathy 
to  this  branch  of  our  charity,  because  we  receive  un- 
married women.    We  have  been  constrained  to  this  by 
,  the  belief  that  it  is  a  bounden  duty  to  shelter  these  un- 
;  fortunate  and  erring  ones,  and  to  afford  them  every  help 
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in  their  struggle  to  retrieve  the  past.      The  unwed 
mother  is  the  leper  of  our  social  life.    She  is  thrown  off 
by  her  family — disowned  by  kindred  and  friends — all 
shrink  from  her,  as  the  Jew  of  olden  time  did  from  the 
leper,  and  sadder  still,  the  taint  clings  to  the  innocent 
child.    To  such  as  these  we  do  not  close  our  doors.  Let 
not  those  whose  pathway  has  been  protected  from  the 
very  cradle,  from  all  that  could  familiarize  them  with 
vice,  wrap  themselves  in  the  garments  of  self-apprecia- 
tion and  pass  by,  when  such  a  one  approaches  with  her 
cry  of  Unclean  !  Unclean!    No,  a  thousand  times  no; 
for  a  woman  must  be  in  her  true  sphere,  and  doing  a 
good  work,  when  she  extends  her  hand  to  her  erring  sis- 
ter in  a  spirit  of  charity  and  love.    She  will  not  unsex 
herself  bj  making  efforts  to  elevate  the  mind  and  lighten 
the  burden  of  a  sorrowful  sister.    Help  her  then  to  lead 
a  different  life,  condone  not  the  sin — but  crush  not 
hope  from  the  heart  of  the  sinner — the  day  may  come, 
when  we  may  know  the  sin  of  omission  in  this  regard, 
to  have  been  so  great,  that  there  will  be  no  answer  to 
the  charge  that  a  sister's  blood  cries  out  against  us — not 
that  we  raised  a  hand  against  her,  but  that  we  failed  to 
extend  the  hand  to  lead  her  from  the  sin  that  was  death 
to  her  soul.    We  offer  shelter  to  both  mother  and  child. 
Our  hearts  yearn  over  both.    We  would  draw  them  close 
together  with  the  bonds  of  love.    There  must  be  a  re- 
generative influence  in  the  love  she  will  feel  for  her  child. 
It  is  her  own — in  many  cases  it  is  her  all.    Make  her 
realize  how  sad  the  fate  of  a  child  who  is  deserted  by  its 
mother — who  becomes  a  foundling.    To  our  minds  one 
of  the  saddest  conditions  possible  to  human  life.  The 
orphan  attributes  to  his  mother  endearing  and  touching 
qualities,  he  has  dreams  even  of  her  manner  of  express- 
ing her  tenderness  towards  him.    But  the  heart  and  sou 
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of  the  foundling  are  outraged  in  the  relations  held  most 
dear  by  all.  How  sad  the  contrast — he  can  only  think 
of  his  mother  to  curse  the  day  and  hour  of  his  birth. 
He  has  no  dreams  of  tenderness.  Deserted  at  his  birth, 
he  has  never  been  loved.  The  very  desolation  of  their 
condition  makes  it  more  obligatory  upon  society  to  pro- 
tect and  shelter  foundlings. 

During  the  many  years  in  which  ours  has  been  the 
only  fouudling  asylum  in  New  York,  we  have  realized 
so  deeply  the  pitiable  condition  of  the  foundlings,  and 
have  so  painfully  felt  the  inadequacy  of  our  means  to 
receive  and  care  for  all  of  them,  that  we  have  witnessed 
with  pleasure  the  opening  of  other  institutions  to  take 
part  in  this  charitable  work. 

We  are  often  asked  as  to  our  hope  of  reform  in  the 
lives  of  the  women  who  come  to  us  to  be  sheltered  from 
the  scorn  of  their  associates  before  and  after  their  ma- 
ternal duties  begin.  G-od  alone  knows  the  heart  and  the 
sincerity  of  repentance.  But  we  feel  that,  although  our 
hopes  in  some  cases  are  not  realized,  in  the  majority 
we  can  rejoice  in  the  fruits  of  our  labors.  Several  have 
been  married,  and  are  leading  virtuous  lives ;  many 
have  been  restored  to  their  parents  or  friends.  Some 
there  are  who,  having  nursed  two  infants  until  they 
were  weaned,  have  left  us  and  gone  out  to  earn  their 
living ;  but  they  have  returned  to  us  discouraged,  for 
their  former  sin  had  been  known,  and  they  were  either 
repulsed  or  tempted  to  turn  to  a  life  of  vice.  They  re- 
turned to  us  and  begged  to  become  members  of  our 
family.  Our  funds  do  not  allow  us  to  give  such  wages 
as  to  enable  them  to  lay  by  a  sum  for  the  future,  and 
but  for  the  liberality  of  a  few  friends,  we  should  be  un- 
able to  advance  their  interests.  A  system  of  reward 
has  been  inaugurated,  which  offers  not  only  additional

inducements  to  remain  and  nurse  two  infants  the  proper 
time,  but  enables  them  to  lay  by  in  the  Savings  Bank 
five  dollars  a  month.  The  wages  they  receive  clothe 
them,  and  this  sum  of  sixty  dollars  is  to  enable  them, 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  to  go  to  the  West,  or  to  some 
place  where  their  history  is  not  known,  and  where  they 
can  begin  life  anew.  To  accomplish  this  end,  the  fol- 
lowing subscriptions  have  been  obtained :

In  this 
way,  every  year,  ten  to  twelve  women  can  be  started  in 
life,  with  recommendations  earned  by  two  years'  proba- 
tion, and  with  the  prospect  of  a  useful  and  virtuous 
life.  This  has  been  one  of  the  bright  spots  on  which 
we  love  to  look  as  we  review  the  labors  of  the  past  year. 
Hoping  that  others  will  add  to  this  reward  fund, 
as  soon  as  its  practical  benefit  is  thus  published,  we 
trust  in  time  to  realize  enough  to  reward  all  who  really 
deserve  it.  This  subscription  having  been  commenced 
by  persons  more  especially  interested  in  the  working  of 
the  Country  Branch  on  Staten  Island,  the  funds  have 
been  deposited  in  the  Metropolitan  Savings  Bank  by  the 
Trustee,  Mrs.  M.  F.  Reading. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  we  record  the  death  of  H.  D. 
Bulkley,  M.D.,  who  was  long  a  member  of  the  Medical 
Board,  both  as  attending  and  consulting  physician. 
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In  him  we  feel  the  Nursery  has  lost  a  tried  friend.  W.W. 
Jones,  M.D.,  has  been  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy,  and 
has  gratified  us  by  accepting  the  appointment. 

We  regret  also  that  we  have  lost  the  valuable  ser- 
vices of  W.  T.  Lusk,  M.D.,  by  resignation,  and  we  must 
congratulate  ourselves  that  wehave  supplied  this  vacancy 
with  a  practitioner  so  well  known  to  us  all  as  H.  F. 
Walker,  M.D. 

In  this  connection  we  record  in  most  emphatic  terms 
our  high  appreciation  of  our  medical  co-laborers,  each 
of  whom  deserves  an  honorable  personal  tribute  for 
valuable  and  efficient  services.  To  the  report  of  J.  B. 
Reynolds,  M.D.,  the  Secretary  of  the  Medical  Board,  we 
refer  for  information  as  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
institution. 

The  improvement  in  the  health  of  the  children  at  our 
Country  Nursery,  we  believe  to  be  greatly  owTing  to  the 
daily  supervision  they  receive  from  their  benevolent  and 
skilful  attendant,  T.  Walser,  M.  D.,  whose  service  is 
entirely  gratuitous. 

This  report  could  not  be  considered  complete,  did  we 
fail  to  express  the  regret  with  which  we  received  the  re- 
signation, as  Treasurer,  of  Mrs.  E.  W.  Stoughton,  who 
for  seven  years  held  that  arduous  position,  and  gave  to 
the  Nursery  most  efficient  aid  by  her  devoted  attention 
to,  and  unwearied  energy  in  the  discharge  of  its  duties.

REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  BOARD 


OF  THE 

J^URSEF^Y    AND    j^HILD's  j^OSPITAL 

FOR  THE 

YEAR  ENDING  MARCH  I,  (872. 


In  behalf  of  the  Medical  Board,  I  have  the  honor  to 
submit  to  the  Board  of  Managers,  the  following  annual 
report  of  the  Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital,  in  the  City 
of  New  York,  for  the  year  ending  March  1st,  1872.  At 
the  date  of  our  last  report,  March  1st,  1871,  there  were 
in  the  Institution  194  infants  and  103  nurses,  and  14 
women  awaiting  confinement. 

From  March  1st,  1871,  to  March  1st,  1872,  there  have 
been  admitted  271  infants  and  children,  and  209  women 
for  confinement. 

There  have  been  167  confinements  and  168  infants, 
(one  pair  being  twins,)  born  in  the  Institution.  There 
are,  consequently,  633  infants  and  children  to  be  ac- 
counted for.  Of  these  633  infants  and  children,  280 
have  been  discharged,  146,  including  11  still-births,  have 
died,  or  135  deaths,  or  21.32  per  cent.,  and  207  still  re- 
main in  the  building.  Of  the  271  infants  and  children 
admitted  during  the  year,  124  have  been  discharged,  58, 
or  21.4  per  cent.,  have  died,  and  89  remain. 


It  is  not  a  rule  of  the  Institution  that  a  child  must  be 
healthy  to  gain  admittance,  but  contagious  diseases  only 
are  excluded. 

Among  the  admissions  during  the  past  year,  122  child- 
ren were  from  1  year  to  10  years  old,  that  is,  78  from  1 
to  3  years,  28  from  3  to  5  years,  12  from  5  to  7  years, 
and  4  from  7  to  10  years  old.  Of  these  122  children 
admitted  at  the  age  of  1  year  and  upwards,  16,  or  13.11 
per  cent.,  have  died,  and  from  the  following  diseases: 

Tuberculosis  2  1  Membranous  Croup  8

The  case  of  Peritonitis  entered  the  Nursery  with  well 
marked  symptoms  of  the  disease. 

There  were  168  infants  born  in  the  Institution,  and  of 
these  <S7  were  discharged,  11  were  still-born,  38,  or  22.61 
per  cent.,  have  died,  and  32  remain  in  the  building.  If 
this  mortality  seems  high,  it  is  but  fair  that  the  social 
and  physical  conditions  of  the  mothers  be  considered,  for 
fully  90  per  cent,  of  these  infants  are  illegitimate,  and 
the  mortality  of  this  class  is  notoriously  great.  It 
is  a  sad  fact  that  not  infrequently  the  mother  is  not 
only  indifferent  to  the  life  of  her  infant,  but  she  often 
shows  considerable  anxiety  that  it  should  die.  With 
such  feeble  hold  on  life,  a  slight  and  sometimes  inten- 
tional neglect  during  the  first  few  days  of  infantile  ex- 
istence, proves  eventually  fatal.  With  the  exception  of 
a  large  public  hospital,  there  is  no  other  place  where 
these  unfortunate  women  can  go  and  remain  for  confine- 
ment. With  the  14  women  waiting  at  the  commence- 
mem  ^  ^.]ie  year,  and  209  admissions  since,  in  the 
Lymg-in  department  we  have  had  167  confinements,  39 
were  discharge  before  confinement?  and  17  are  still; 
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waiting.  In  5  cases  only  was  instrumental  interference 
required. 

Among  our  adults  we  hare  had  10  deaths,  and  all  in 
the  Lying-in  Department,  and  from  the  following 
causes:

It  seems  proper  here  to  suggest  a  change  in  one  of  our 
old  established  customs,  and  one  too,  that  has  been  a 
great  convenience  to,  and  duly  appreciated  by  the  pub- 
lic. I  refer  to  the  custom  of  supplying  wet-nurses  to 
parties  outside  the  Nursery.  Such  has  been  the  demand 
upon  the  Institution,  that  the  great  majority  of  our 
good  wet-nurtes  are  immediately  taken  from  us,  leaving 
only  the  poor  ones.  These  latter  we  find  are  not- 
sufficient,  and  our  infants  do  not  thrive  as  they  would  if 
the  poor  nurses  were  discharged,  and  the  good  ones  re- 
tained. 

In  April  there  was  a  mild  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever, 
and  in  June  measles  broke  out  and  continued  until  Sep- 
tember, and  during  the  latter  part  of  that  month  whoop- 
ing cough  made  its  appearance  and  still  continues. 
These  epidemics,  though  mild  in  character,  remind  us  of 
the  long  wished  for  quarantine  accommodation,  and  es- 
pecially so  at  this  present  time,  with  a  strong  tendency 
to  puerperal  complications  hovering  about  us. 

I  have  again  this  year  to  announce  the  death  of  one 
of  our  consulting  board.  Last  year  we  mourned  the 
death  of  Dr.  George  T.  Elliot.  This  year  we  mourn  the 
death  of  Dr.  Henry  D.  Bulkley. 
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Increasing  duties  in  a  sister  hospital  obliged  Dr.  W, 
T.  Lusk  to  resign  from  your  Attending  Board.  The 
vacancy  in  the  Consulting  Staff  has  been  filled  by  the 
appointment  of  Dr.  Wm.  W.  Jones,  who  served  the 
Nursery  faithfully  for  many  years  as  Attending  Phy- 
sician, and  Dr.  H.  F.  Walker  has  been  elected  Attend- 
ing Physician. 

The  new  law  requiring  all  drugs  to  be  compounded 
and  dispensed  by  regularly  qualified  apothecaries,  obliged 
the  Medical  Board  to  request  the  Lady  Managers  to  em- 
ploy a  competent  apothecary,  and  they  have  willingly 
complied  with  the  request. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  should  be  neglecting  a  pleas- 
ing duty  did  I  not  heartily,  in  the  name  of  the  Medical 
Board,  thank  the  Lady  Managers  for  their  willing  and 
eager  co-operation  in  all  the  work  connected  with  the 
Nursery*

The  percentage  of  deaths  among  the  inmates  waa 
15:5.  Among  children,  23:7.  Among  the  number 
treated,  less  than  3  per  cent.,  for  not  only  have  a  num- 
ber of  children  passed  through  the  various  diseases  inci- 
dental to  large  institutions,  but  there  were  very  few  of 
the  adults  who  have  not  been  one  or  more  times  on  the 
sick  list. 

Early  last  year,  an  epidemic  of  a  combination  of 
measles  and  scarlatina  prevailed,  from  which  only  three 
children  remained  exempt,  and  as  shown  above,  ten  died. 
The  prevalence  of  epidemic  diseases  suggest  the  separa 
tion  of  numbers  in  smaller  buildings,  a  consideratioi 
which  I  would  respectfully  submit  to  the  Managers  as 
one  of  the  most  efficient  methods  to  improve  the  sani- 
tary condition  of  the  inmates. 

Properly  drained  and  ventilated,  the  large  mansion 
may  be  most  appropriately  used  as  a  maternity  hospital. 
Six  women  were  confined  during  the  past  year,  and  a 
much  larger  number  would  have  availed  themselves  of 
th(j  privacy  and  isolation  of  the  institution,  if  its  ad  van- 
tanged  had  been  better  known  and  admission  facilitated. 
Of  course  a  resident  physician  would  in  this  case  be  in- 
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dispensable,  but  the  best  interests  of  the  institution  re- 
quire this  change  in  the  mode  of  medical  service. 

Permit  me,  in  conclusion,  to  offer  the  Managers  my 
thanks  for  the  kindness  and  promptitude  with  which 
every  requisition  for  the  sanitary  care  of  the  inmates 
has  been  complied  with,  and  my  full  approbation  of  the 
devotion  and  christian  sympathy  of  the  respected 
Matron.

Every  child  admitted  must  be  examined  by  the  physician.

The  parent  or  guardian  must  always  provide  shoes  for  :the 
child. 

VII. 

With  infants  twelve  diapers  must  be  left,  and  the  parent  shall 
bring  a  suit  of  clothes  in  which  to  remove  the  child.

In  case  of  the  adoption  of  a  child  out  of  the  "Nursery  and 
Child's  Hospital,"  the  arrangement  must  be  made  entirely  with 
the  party  adopting  it  and  the  parents  or  guardian  of  the  child, 
the  Institution 91  assuming  no  responsibility  in  the  premises 
whatever.

She  must  nurse  a  child  while  in  the  Institution,  in  addition  to 
her  own,  or  if  she  has  lost  her  child,  she  must  nurse  and  feed 
two  children. 


Her  good  conduct  during  her  residence  at  the  Nursery,  will 
secure  her  the  assistance  and  recommendation  of  the  Ladies  of 
the  Institution,  in  obtaining  a  desirable  situation  as  Wet-nurse 
or  otherwise. 

6. 

Any  woman  paying  $25  board,  will  be  allowed  to  leave  the 
Institution  as  soon  after  the  birth  of  her  child  as  is  deemed 
prudent  by  the  Physician  in  attendance.  If  she  enters  before 
she  is  ill,  the  board  is  $5  a  week  in  advance. 
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Any  woman  unable  to  pay  board  must  give  her  services  for 
three  months  to  the  Institution,  nursing  and  feeding  two  infants 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Physician.

The  Nineteenth  Anniversary  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers of  the  Ci  Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital''  was 
held  at  the  Institution  on  Saturday.  March  1st,  1873, 
at  12  m. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Henry  C.  Potter,  by  invitation,  pre- 
sided.

Board  of  Managers,  &c,  for  the  Nursery  and  Child's 
Hospital  were  elected  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Rev.  Dr.  Potter  then  most  ably  and  satisfactorily 
addressed  the  meeting,  giving  much  useful  advice  and 
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words  of  encouragement  in  the  work,  to  which  all  list- 
ened most  attentively.  Rev.  Mr.  Osgood  also  addressed 
the  meeting,  and  Eev.  Mr.  Bush,  of  Ascension  Church, 
West  New  Brighton,  made  a  short  address  in  favor  of 
the  Institution,  which  lias  been  growing  and  improving 
yearly,  and  in  its  progress  doing  much  valuable  service. 

After  the  addresses  the  following  resolution  wad 
offered  by  Rev.  Mr.  Bush,  with  appropriate  remarks,  and 
unanimously  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Managers  of  the  ISlursery  and  Child's  Hospital 
have  heard  with  alarm  of  the  proposition  introduced  in  the  Consti- 
tutional Commission,  now  in  session  in  Albany,  forbidding  all 
cities,  towns  and  villages  from  making  any  appropriation  of  money 
toward  the  support  of  incorporated  charities. 

The  Advisory  Committee  and  Dr.  S.  Oakley  Van- 
derpoel  were  appointed  a  committee  to  protest  against 
the  same.  * 

After  singing  the  Doxology,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Potter 
pronounced  the  Benediction,

SECRETARY'S  REPORT  FOR  1872. 


In  reviewing  the  reports  of  the  "Nursery  and  Child's 
Hospital"  for  many  years,  one  is  surprised  to  find  how 
great  a  charity  has  arisen  from  a  small  beginning,  and 
can  but  faintly  imagine  the  immense  amount  of  care, 
labor  and  anxiety  it  must  have  cost  the  beneficent  origi- 
nators to  produce  the  results  which  surround  us. 

In  the  early  days  the  Treasurer's  receipts  and  balance 
were  so  meagre  that  we  wonder  how  it  was  sustained, 
to-day  the  Treasurer's  report  will  show  how  the  good 
work  has  prospered. 

From  the  medical  reports  we  learn  of  the  great  care 
and  ability  with  which  our  Resident  Physician  and  our 
Visiting  Board  of  Physicians  have  performed  their  du- 
ties, and  the  average  of  disease  and  death  is  less  than 
one  might  expect  in  an  institution  which  embraces  so 
wide-spread  a  field  of  usefulness. 

We  know  of  none  other  in  our  country  where  women 
are  more  comfortably  maintained  and  watched  over  than 
here.  Every  day  in  each  week  of  the  year  our  rules  re- 
quire the  attendance  of  two  Managers  on  visiting  duty, 
superintending  and  inspecting  every  department.  The 
visits  of  several  devoted  Christians  have  contributed  to 
the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  house.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Heath 
|  is  here  every  Friday  to  baptize  all  children  who  have 
ibeen   received   or   born   during   the  week,  and  Mr. 
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White  comes  every  Sunday  afternoon  to  hold  religious 
services  in  the  Chapel.  Those  who  die  in  the  insti- 
tution never  pass  away  without  such  spiritual  aid  as 
can  be  given  them.  A  Roman  Priest  can  offer  pray- 
ers for  the  dying,  and  minister  the  last  offices  to  those 
who  so  desire — a  Methodist  can  be  comforted  according 
to  the  rules  of  the  faith  in  which  she  may  have  been 
reared. 

The  arrangement  of  Committees  for  Housekeeping 
and  Clothing  enables  us  to  provide  such  material  that 
all  are  well   fed  and   properly  clad,  clothing  being 
supplied  to  all  women,  unless  receiving  wages,  and  J 
all  children  who  may  find  their  home  under  this  roof,- 
if  only  for  a  few  months.    Many  of  these  little  children  i 
have  been  with  us  from  their  birth  to  the  ages  of  six 
and  seven  years,  and  it  has  become  a  somewhat  difficult  , 
matter  as  to  our  duty  to  them,  consistently  with  the 
claims  of  those  infants  whose  needs  are  more  imperative. 
Many  asylums  are  open  for  children  over  four  years 
of  age, — until  recently  ours  has  been  the  only  refuge  for 
infants,  and  we  find  difficulty  in  meeting  the  constant 
demand  for  places  for  the  babies  of  wet  nurses,  for  whose 
benefit  we  were  originally  established.    We  have  there- 
fore decided  not  to  retain  or  receive  any  children  over  four 
v    years  of  age.    They  will  be  sent  to  Orphan  Asylums, 
I    or  boarded  in  country  homes;  a  few  will  remain  at  the 
I    aCountry  Branch  Hospital/'    Thus  we  can  receive  those 

whose  helplessness  requires  the  more  tender  care. 
\      We  have  improved,  and  are  constantly  improving, 
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every  department  as  necessity  requires  and  our  finances 
permit.  The  interior  of  our  large  building,  which 
has  sheltered  during  the  past  year  1,194  uimates 
— 500  adults  and  694  infants — has  been  lately  put 
in  thorough  order  and  painted  throughout.  We  have 
enlarged  our  Lying-in-wards,  the  entire  building,  fronting 
on  Lexington  Avenue,  being  reserved  for  this  purpose, 
A  hot  water  apparatus  has  been  constructed  in  the 
east  wing,  adding  much  to  the  comfort  of  the  house; 
the  lower  staircases  have  been  enclosed,  so  that  there  is 
no  rush  of  cold  air,  and  we  hope  to  take  part  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  Charity  Ball  to  build  a  laundry  in  the 
adjoining  lot,  all  tending  to  promote  the  healthfulness 
of  the  house. 

The  "Country  Branch  Hospital"  has  developed  most 
successfully,  under  the  untiring  supervision  and  earnest 
labors  of  our  First  Directress.  A  Besident  Physician 
adds  greatly  to  the  usefulness  of  this  Home.  A  u  Social 
-  Meeting"  held  there  in  October  was  very  gratifying  to 
all  visitors. 

Thus,  we  can  exhibit  to  our  Board  of  Managers 
and  our  Subscribers,  who  have  so  lung  and  gener- 
ously contributed  to  the  support  of  the  Nursery,  and 
are  instrumental  in  its  maintenance,  ihe  prosperity  of 
the  work.  It  speaks  for  itself.  "  He  that  runs  may 
read." 

The  failure  of  the  State  appropriations  for  charities 
in  the  Legislature  of  last  year  has  somewhat  curtailed 
the  resources  upon  which  we  relied,  having  received 
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from  the  State  Asylum  and  Hospital  funds,  in  previous 
years,  upwards  of  $3,000. 

The  proceeds  of  the  late  Charity  Ball  assure  us  that 
we  have  been  successful  as  of  yore;  and  we  would  here 
express  our  thanks  to  our  kind  friends  who  aided  us  so 
efficiently.  We  wish  all  could  know  how  much  good  is 
done  by  these  our  annual  Balls ;  how  the  proceeds  of  a 
few  hours  of  pleasure  to  the  wealthy,  bring  comfort,  if 
not  happiness,  to  many  weary  hours  of  the  suffering  poor, 
and  assist  us  in  sheltering  the  innocence  of  childhood, 
and  the  destitution — sometimes  the  despair — of  such 
maternity,  as  we  daily  see.  The  Committee,  to  whom 
alone  are  confided  these  sad  tales  of  woe  and  shame, 
report  the  prevention  of  many  cases  of  suicide  and 
infanticide. 

We  acknowledge  most  gratefully  the  receipt  of  a 
legacy  from  the  late  Mr.  Abrams,  of  $1,230. 

Thus  far  God  has  blessed  us,  and  we  enter  upon 
another  year  of  our  work  with  renewed  energy  and 
hope,  believing  that  He  will  be  with  us  as  always,  for 
He  hath  said  to  us,  through  His  beloved  Son,  "  Inas- 
much as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these 
my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  Me/'  And  His 
blessing  was  upon  her  who  "  hath  done  what  she 
could/'

TO  THE 


MANAGERS 


Ladies  : 

On  the  commencement  of  a  new  year  of  labor,  it 
is  a  duty  as  well  as  a  pleasure  to  look  back  and  see 
what  work  has  been  accomplished,  what  encouragement 
received,  and  what  improvement  has  been  made.  Our 
Secretary's  report  gives  you  interesting  numbers  and 
facts.  As  we  have  welcomed  several  new  managers  to 
our  Board,  it  is  considered  best  on  this  occasion  to  give 
a  review  of  that  portion  of  our  charity  which  escapes 
.the  notice  of  all  except  the  Committee  on  Admissions. 
Our  plan,  we  fear,  is  not  as  thoroughly  understood  as  it 
ought  to  be. 

The  objects  of  the  Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital,  as 
defined  in  our  charter,  are  "The  maintenance  and  care  of 
children  of  wet  nurses,  the  daily  charge  of  infants  whose 
parents  labor  away  from  home,  and  the  care  of  lying-in 
women  and  their  infants/'  and  since  extended  to  the  care 
of  destitute  or  abandoned  children.  The  high  prices 
demanded,  outside,  for  the  board  of  wet  nurses'  infants, 
the  neglect  or  ignorance  of  such  as  take  them  into  the 


poor  tenement  houses,  etc.,  cause  such  a  demand  for 
places,  that  no  vacancy  is  allowed  for  an  hour,  and 
many  names  are  registered  in  advance,  for  places  here. 
To  take  proper  care  of  wet  nurses'  children,  we  are 
obliged  to  give  their  babies  to  such  women  as  desire  to 
remain  here  with  their  own — a  sure  evidence  of  some 
tender  maternal  feeling.  Both  children  must  be  nursed, 
but  both  must  be  fed.  This  is  the  best  we  can  do — the 
best  that  any  one  can  do.  But  mortality  would  be  les- 
sened materially  if  every  woman  could  be  induced  to  give 
up  the  idea  of  the  pecuniary  gain  of  being  a  wet  nurse, 
and  as  a  matter  of  duty  remain  to  nurse  her  own  and  take 
care  of  older  weaned  children.  It  would  be  a  loss  to  the 
wealthy  classes,  but  a  gain  to  the  poorer.  Our  experience 
has  proved  that  very  few  women  in  the  Lying-in  Wards 
have  strength  to  take  charge  of  two  infants.  Our  mortal- 
ity among  this  youngest  class  has  lessened  since  the  rule 
was  made  by  our  Medical  Board  that  no  woman  shall 
nurse  two  infants  till  her  own  is  four  weeks  old.  Our 
aim  is  to  keep  the  tie  between  mother  and  child  un- 
severed.  We  wish  to  prevent  foundlings.  If  a  woman 
has  sinned,  the  best  evidence  of  her  repentance  is  her  de- 
sire to  do  her  duty  to  the  poor  little  immortal  she  has 
brought  into  the  world.  We  give  them  this  opportu- 
nity, and  many  have  been  with  us  till  their  infants  were 
weaned.  Having  earned  good  characters,  they  have  re- 
ceived from  the  Keward  Fund  an  outfit,  enabling  them  to 
leave  us  for  lives  of  usefulness  outside,  and  we  then  keep 
their  children.  But  there  are  cases  where  parents,  who  have 
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thrust  out  their  daughters  when  their  shame  was  dis- 
covered, have,  through  the  kind  pleadings  of  our  man- 
agers, consented  to  receive  them  again  if  their  infants 
remain  with  us.  Where  our  duty  is  plain,  w^e  have  the 
satisfaction  of  being  peace-makers,  and  the  infant  is  in 
many  cases  adopted,  or  it  remains  our  owrn.  The  in- 
fants of  respectable  women,  above  the  rank  of  paupers, 
whose  mothers  have  died  or  become  insane,  are  considered 
as  foundlings  under  our  care.  But  our  aim  to  save  life 
precludes  the  admission  of  any,  unless  we  have  a  wet 
nurse  for  it.  As  a  rule,  with  rare  exceptions,  no  baby, 
bottle-fed  during  the  first  months  of  infancy, will  live  in  an 
Institution.  Our  East  House  is  full  of  women,  each 
having  two  infants.  Our  West  House  is  for  Lvino'-in 
women,  either  awaiting  their  confinement  or  having  one 
infant.  Our  centre  building  is  for  children  after  having 
been  weaned,  up  to  the  age  of  four  years.  We  have  pri- 
vate rooms  as  well  as  large  wards,  and  quarantine 
rooms  in  case  of  contagious  disease.  We  have  found 
that  if  a  woman  remains  three  months  nursing  her  own 
child,  she  becomes  attached  to  it,  and  that  maternal  in- 
stinct being  fostered,  the  child  becomes,  as  it  were,  guar- 
dian of  the  soul  of  the  mother.  This,  then,  is  our  strong 
desire — to  retain  the  mother  with  the  child.  The  fact 
that  there  are  two  Foundling  Hospitals,  whose  duty  re- 
quires them  to  take  all  foundlings,  prevents  the  suffer- 
ing we  would  have  in  refusing  admission  for  want  of 
room  or  of  wet  nurses.  A  very  curious  state  of  things 
has  been  developed  within  a  few  years  in  our  city.  We 
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have  all  known  that  boarding-houses  are  forbidden 
homes  for  children.  An  application  for  board  is  at  once 
met  with  the  question,  "Have  you  any  children  ?"  If  an- 
swered affirmatively,  the  answer,  is  "No  children  admit- 
ted here/'  Still  more  remarkable  is  the  new  phase.  If 
a  child  is  expected,  the  boarding-house  keeper  politely 
answers,  "  We  cannot  have  it  here ;  we  have  no  con- 
venience for  such  sort  of  things" — and  the  parents, 
though  able  to  pay  a  suitable  board,  find  few  places 
open  to  them,  and  the  Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital 
has  been  obliged  to  shelter  the  wives  of  captains  of  ves- 
sels owned  by  our  wealthy  merchants  who,  being  sub- 
scribers, have  urged  us  to  befriend  their  captains;  and 
the  wives  of  clerks,  of  singers  in  opera  or  concert  have 
also  been  received  here.  This  is  an  expensive  institu- 
tion in  one  sense.  It  is  an  unwise  economy  to  reduce 
subsistence  to  its  minimum  cost.  Our  experience  shows 
that  we  have  reduced  the  rate  of  mortality  since  we 
adopted  a  fuller,  though  more  expensive  dietary.  We 
seek  to  elevate  our  race,  both  physically  and  morally. 
By  retaining  the  mother  with  the  infant,  the  chances  of 
death  are  lessened.  By  giving  the  best  anti-scorbutic 
food  both  to  mother  and  child  we  try  to  uproot  the 
bane  of  the  poor — viz..  scrofula.  We  raise  healthy  and 
sturdy  children  to  make  good  citizens  in  the  future.  In 
the  same  way  with  moral  influences.  We  open  our 
doors  to  the  sinner,  in  no  way  extenuating  her  crime; 
but,  reversing  the  sentence  the  world  has  hitherto 
passed  on  her,  we  show  that  she  is  not  lost  unless 
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impenitent — that  Christ  has  offered  forgiveness  of  sin, 
and  that  we  proclaim  it  to  them.  The  effect  on  the 
mother  reacts  on  the  child,  and  the  peevishness  and 
irritability  otherwise  inherited  (which,  if  not  prevented, 
degenerates  into  brutality)  is  changed,  and  those  who 
are  governed  by  love  and  charity  are  elevated  in  soul, 
as  our  inmates  are  elevated  in  body. 

The  city  aids  us  to  a  certain  extent.  Our  own  efforts 
must  supply  the  deficiencies/  Our  object  being  to  save  life, 
we  point  with  pleasure  to  our  little  runabouts  who  have 
been  born  and  raised  here  or  at  the  country  branch  :  and 
for  the  saving  of  the  souls  of  our  unfortunate  women  we 
pray  for  the  assistance  of  God's  Holy  Spirit  to  cleanse 
their  hearts  and  purify  their  lives.  For  God  has  the 
power,  and  to  Him  be  all  the  glory.

Report  of  the  Medical  Board 


OF  THE 

|JURSERY     AND         H  I  L  d's    ji  O  S  P  I  T  A  L 

FOR  THE 
YEAR  ENDING  MARCH  I  ,  1873. 


In  behalf  of  the  Medical  Board,  the  undersigned  has 
the  honor  to  submit  to  the  Board  of  Managers  the 
following  Annual  Report  of  the  Nursery  and  Child's 
Hospital,  in  the  Uity  of  New  York,  for  the  year  ending 
March  1st,  1873. 

Upon  the  1st  of  March,  1872,  the  date  of  the  last 
Annual  Report,  there  were  in  the  Institution  207 
infants  and  children,  83  nurses,  and  17  pregnant 
women. 

From  March  1st,  1872,  to  March  1st,  1873,  279  in- 
fants and  children  and  251  pregnant  women  were 
admitted.  During  the  year,  there  were  205  confine- 
ments., and  208  infants  born,  three  women  having  given 
birth  to  twins.  The  total  number  of  infants  and 
^a'ddren  in  the  institution  during  the  year  1872,  there- 
i6re,  was  694.  Of  the  694,  372  were  discharged,  124 
died,  10  were  still-born,  and  188  remain. 

The  death  rate  among  these  694  children  was  there- 
fore 17.9  per  cent.  Of  the  633  children  in  the  Institu- 
tion during  the  year  1871,  135  died,  a  per  cent,  of  21.32 

Of  the  279  infants  and  children  admitted  during  the 
year  1872,  135  were  discharged,  47  died,  and  79  remain. 
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The  death  rate  among  these  279  children  was,  therefore, 
16.86  per  cent. 

Of  the  271  children  admitted  during  the  year  1871, 
58  died,  a  per  cent,  of  21.4.  Of  these  279  children  ad- 
mitted during  the  year,  80  were  sick  and  17  in  a  hope- 
less condition.  , 

118  of  the  279  were  nursing  infants,  and  161  weaned. 

Children  sick  with  any  except  a  contagious  disease 
are  admitted,  subject  to  same  rules  as  healthy  children. 

Of  the  208  infants  born  during  the  year,  94  were 
discharged,  36  died,  10  were  still-born,  and  68  remain. 
The  death  rate  among  these  208  infants  was  therefore 
17.33  per  cent.  Of  the  168  infants  born  during  the 
year  1871,  38  died,  a  per  cent,  of  22.61.  90  per  cent, 
of  the  208  were  illegitimate.  All  were  small;  6|  lbs. 
in  weight  was  the  average.  Many  of  the  mothers  were 
anaemic  and  sick  before  confinement  ;  many  neglected 
their  infants.  Therefore  it  is  not  strange  that  17.33 
per  cent.  died. 

During  the  year,  109  nurses  were  admitted.  Of  these 
79  were  discharged  and  30  remain.  There  were  in  the 
institution  during  the  year  268  pregnant  women;  251 
admitted  during  the  year,  and  17  in  the  institution 
March  1st,  1872.  Of  these  268  women,  48  were  dis- 
charged before  confinement,  205  were  confined,  20  died, 
and  15  are  unconfined. 

The  number  of  births  during  each  month  was — 
March,  14:  April.  15;  May,  J 4:  June,  10;  July  12; 
August,  29;  September,  15;  October,  19;  November, 
15;  December,  15;  January,  30,  and  February,  20. 
During  the  first  six  months  of  the  year,  94;  during  the 
last  six,  114. 

During  the  months  of  May,  June  and  July,  the 
wards  generally  used  for  the  lying-in  service  were 
vacated,  and  thoroughly  painted  throughout.  During 
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those  three  months,  only  36  women  were  confined,  as 
the  above  list  indicates. 

In  the  nn >ntlis  of  June  and  July.  9  children  died  of 
prostration  and  congestion  of  the  brain,  caused  by  the 
intense  heat  of  those  months.  Although  healthy  when 
the  first  symptoms  of  illness  presented  themselves,  they 
died  within  seventy-two  hours.  An  epidemic  of  measles 
began  in  the  month  of  March  and  continued  until  Au- 
gust. Of  this  disease  and  its  complications,  11  children 
died.  The  epidemic  of  measles  in  the  year  1871  con- 
tinued three  months.  The  duration  and  severity  of 
these  epidemics  indicate  the  need  of  quarantine  accom- 
modations which  at  present  we  do  not  possess. 

In  regard  to  the  children  sent  during  the  year  to  the 
Country  Branch  upon  Staten  Island,  nothing  is  said, 
for  the  reason  that  the  report  of  that  institution  gives 
full  statistics  concerning  them.

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Since  the  last  Annual  Report  was  presented,  all 
children  over  four  years  of  age  have  been  sent  to  the 
Country- Branch  upon  Staten  Island,  or  to  other  homes. 
No  children  over  four  years  of  age  are  now  admitted. 
The  Lying-in  Department  has  been  enlarged  by  the 
addition  of  two  wards. 

Many  improvements  added  during  the  year  in  all 
parts  of  the  institution  have  improved  the  sanitary  con- 
dition and  reduced  the  death  rate  for  this  year,  and  will 
•  still  further  diminish  it,  we  trust. 

In  closing,  the  Medical  Board  earnestly  thanks  all 
the  resident  officials  of  the  institution,  and  gratefully 
and  heartily  acknowledges  the  willing  and  generous 
sympathy  and  co-operation  of  the  Lady  Managers. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Mrs.  M.  A.  Du  Bois,  First  Directress  of  the  Nursery 
and  Child's  Hospital : 

Madam — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  second 
annual  medical  report  for  the  country  branch  of  your 
Nursery. 

The  last  Report  records  28  adults  and  63  children 
remaining  March  1st,  1872;  since  which  time  300  per- 
sons  were  admitted — 120  adults  and  180  children.  Of 
these  180  children,  78  were  under  one  year  of  age,  31 
between  one  and  two  years,  37  between  two  and  four 
years,  and  34  were  over  four  years. 

Of  these  243  children  cared  for  during  the  year,  24 
died,  or  9.87  per  cent. 

185  persons  were  discharged — 89  adults  and  96 
children. 

Remaining  March  1st  1873,  182  persons — 59  adults 
and  123  children. 

48  persons  were  admitted  to  the  Lying-in  Department; 
31  children  born  and  one  still-birth. 

The  growth  of  the  "Branch"  during  the  past  year 
has  been  very  marked,  and  to  the  original  building 
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is  now  added  a  Maternity  Cottage,  and  three  smaller 
cottages,  more  or  less  remote  from  the  main  building. 
The  number  of  inmates  is  also  double  that  recorded 
March  1st,  1872. 

The  year  has  not  been  marked  by  any  serious  out- 
break of  epidemic  disease.  Measles  manifested  itself  in 
one  cottage  in  July.  Five  persons  were  attacked,  two 
cases  proving  fatal.  Two  cases  of  scarlet  fever  developed, 
one  in  the  main  building  in  October,  the  second  in  the 
Reception  Cottage  in  November.  Both  recovered,  and 
no  subsequent  cases  developed. 

The  cottage  system  here  adopted  afforded  complete 
isolation  in  both  these  outbreaks,  and  the  much-dreaded 
"  pests"  were  easily  stamped  out. 

During  the  winter  months  influenza  has  been  very 
prevalent  among  all  classes  of  inmates,  and  proved 
especially  trying  to  delicate  infants. 

I  regret,  with  the  close  of  this  year  to  announce  the 
sudden  death  of  Dr.  Satterthwait,  one  of  the  Consulting 
Board  of  this  Branch  Nursery.  The  vacancy  has  not 
yet  been  filled  by  the  Board. 

In  the  accompanying  table  of  the  diseases  causing 
death  it  is  gratifying  to  note  the  diminution  of  mortal- 
ity to  a  percentage  never  equalled  by  any  asylum  for 
infants. 

It  is  with  a  deep  sense  of  gratitude  I  close  this  report, 
heartily  thanking  the  Board  of  Lady  Managers  for 
every  assistance  afforded  me,  and  for  their  indomitable 
perseverance  to  afford  the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest 
possible  number.

Every  child  admitted  must  be  examined  by  the  physician.

The  parent  or  guardian  must  always  provide  shoes  for  the  child. 

VII. 

With  infants,  twelve  diapers  must  be  left,  and  the  parent  shall 
bring  a  suit  of  clothes  in  which  to  remove  the  child. 
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vni. 

In  case  of  the  adoption  of  a  child  out  of  the  "  Nursery  and  Child's 
Hospital,"  the  arrangement  must  be  made  entirely  with  the  party 
adopting  it  and  the  parents  or  guardian  of  the  child,  the  u  Institu- 
tion" assuming  no  responsibility  in  the  premises  whatever. 

IX. 

Board  is  always  to  be  paid  in  advance. 

X. 

No  money  returned,  unless  by  permission  of  a  Manager. 

XI. 

Parents  can  visit  their  children  once  a  fortnight,  between  10  A.M. 
and  3  P.M.

1. 

Admissions  daily,  between  the  hours  of  11  and  1  o'cloch. 

2. 

Each  applicant  must  present  a  certificate  of  former  good  cha- 
racter. 

3. 

She  must  be  perfectly  clean,  and  free  from  all  contagious  disease. 

4. 

She  must  nurse  a  child  while  in  the  Institution,  in  addition  to 
her  own  ;  or,  if  she  has  lost  her  child,  she  must  nurse  and  feed  two 
children. 

5. 

Her  good  conduct  during  her  residence  at  the  Nursery  will 
secure  her  the  assistance  and  recommendation  of  the  Ladies  of  the 
Institution,  in  obtaining  a  desirable  situation  as  wet  nurse  or 
otherwise. 

6. 

Any  person  payiug  $25  board,  will  be  allowed  to  leave  the  Insti- 
tution as  soon  after  the  birth  of  her  child  as  is  deemed  prudent  by 
the  physician  in  attendance.  If  she  enters  before  she  is  ill,  the 
board  is  $5  a  week  in  advance. 
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7. 

Any  Woman  unable  to  pay  board  must  give  her  services  for  three 
months  to  the  Institution,  nursing  and  feeding  two  infants,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  physician. 

8. 

Women  able  to  pay  board  for  their  infants  Will  be  allowed  to 
leave  them  at  the  Nursery,  otherwise  they  will  be  sent  to  the 
Country  Branch. 

0. 

Every  woman  must  provide  sufficient  clothing  for  her  own  use 
While  in  the  Institution,  if  receiving  wages. 

10. 

Every  woman  must  provide  for  her  infant  twelve  diapers. 

11. 

Every  Woman  must  strictly  conform  to  all  the  rules  of  the 
Establishment,  and  yield  implicit  obedience  to  the  authority  of  the 
matron  and  physician. 

12. 

Every  applicant  (whether  child  or  nurse)  who  shall  have  re 
ceived  a  permit  to  enter  the  Institution,  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Resident  Physician,  who,  if  he  concur  in  the  admission,  shall  enter 
the  name,  age,  condition,  etc.,  of  the  applicant  on  his  record  book 

13. 

Visitors  admitted  on  THURSDAYS,  between  11  and  1  o'clock, 

14. 

Parents  visit  once  in  two  weeks,  on  MONDAYS,  from  10  to  3 
paying  the  board  due  at  that  time.

Protest  of  Hon.  Erastus  Brooks, 


IN  THE   CONSTITUTIONAL  COMMISSION",  AGAINST  DENYING  TO 
THE  STATE,  IN    THE    ORGANIC    LAW,   AND   TO  THE 
CITIES,  TOWNS  AND  VILLAGES  OF  THE  STATE, 
THE  RIGHT  TO  GRANT  AID  BY  MONEY, 
PROPERTY  OR  LAND. 


In  Commission,  March  12,  1873- 

Mr.  President — 

"We  are  in  the  last  week  of  our  deliberations,  and  propose,  in 
the  amendment  before  us,  to  strike  clown  ever}'  incorporated  charity 
and  private  benevolence  to  the  extent  of  refusing  to  the  coirmon- 
wealth,  and  to  every  county,  city,  town  and  village  in  it,  all  aid, 
either  from  the  Legislature,  or  from  any  municipal  or  other  local 
authority.  This  it  is  proposed  shall  be  our  organic  law  for  twenty 
years  at  least,  or  as  long  as  our  work  shall  endure. 

This  is  the  first  time,  sir,  in  a  civilized  and  Christian  govern- 
ment where  an  attempt  has  been  made  thus  to  interpose  State  power 
against  all  possible  grants  of  money  for  the  relief  of  the  poor.  If 
the  amendment  prevails,  only  what  are  called  our  State  charities, 
and  as  the  provision  reads— not  all  ot  these— can  come  to  the  State 
even  for  the  smallest  possible  support.  This  is  to  be  the  organic 
law  in  a  State  that  writes  Excelsior  on  her  escutcheon  and  claims  to 
lead  the  Commonwealths  of  the  Union.  I  aver  there  is  nothing 
like  it  in  all  Christendom.  My  friends,  whose  hearts  are  as  warm, 
and  generous,  and  open  to  charity  as  my  own,  but  who  seem  to 
have  shut  their  eyes  and  closed  their  ears  to  the  effect  of  their  work, 
fail  to  comprehend  the  consequences  of  this  new  and  strange  meas- 
ure— a  measure  neither  called  for  by  the  people  anywhere,  nor  by 
the  Legislature  which  is  to  act  upon  our  work,  nor  by  the  Legisla- 
ture which  gave  us  an  existence,  nor  by  the  Governor  and  Senators 
who  made  or  confirmed  us  in  our  plares,  nor  by  any  form  of  appeal 
which  has  come  to  this  body  from  the  people.  This  sweeping  meas- 
ure reminds  me  in  its  thoughtlessness,  as  to  consequences,  of  the 
lady  who,  in  Paris,  expressed  her  profound  astonishment  that  there 
was  so  much  clamor  about  bread  wLen  cake  was  so  plenty  and  so 
cheap  in  every  bake-shop  of  the  city.  In  a  word,  Mr.  Chairman, 
this  is  an  innovation  upon  all  the  long  tried  and  established  powers 
and  duties  of  the  Commonwealth.  Lord  Bacon  has  well  said  that 
it  is  good  not  to  experiment  in  States  except  the  necessity  be  urgent, 
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or  the  utility  evident,  that  it  was  well  also  to  bo  aware  that  it  be 
the  reformation  that  draweth  on  the  change  and  not  the  desire  of 
change  that  pretendeth  the  innovation;  and,  further,  that  when 
these  innovations  are  made,  they  should  be  gradual  as  we  see  them 
in  nature,  and  not  violent  as  we  often  see  them  in  men.  In  the 
same  spirit  another  British  statesman,  at  a  later  day,  declared  that 
to  innovate  was  not  to  reform.  Least  of  all,  in  my  judgment,  does 
the  innovation  now  proposed  in  any  manner  reform  in  a  proper 
manner  any  existing  abuse.  We  have  in  Xew  York  the  following 
property  in  the  charities  of  the  State,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Board  of  State  Charities,  and  I  present  them  as  showing,  in  part, 
the  magnitude  of  the  great  interests  which  it  is  proposed  to  reach 
in  so  many  ways. 

The  whole  valuation  of  the  property  held  by  the  various  institu- 
tions coming  under  supervision,  with  the  receipts  and  expenditures 
for  charitable  purposes  for  1871,  with  the  kind  of  aid  rendered,  fur- 
nishes the  following  results:

The  whole  number  of  persons  in  these  institutions  during  the 
year  1871  was  92,741  ;  the  number  temporarily  relieved,  98,368 ;  re- 
ceiving outside  free  medical  and  surgical  aid,  294,3rJ4;  and  the  num- 
ber under  gratuitous  educational  training,  90,339. 

And  in  addition  to  the  institutions  embraced  herein,  there  are  a 
large  number  of  similar  charities  in  the  St:ite  maintained  wholly 
by  individual  benefactions,  which  do  not  come  under  supervision, 
nor  are  they  required  to  furnish  statistical  returns. 

The  State  has  all  it  ought  to  do,  or  can  do  well,  in  the  care  of 
State  charities,  and  the  cities,  towns,  villages  and  counties,  as  cor- 
porations, more  than  they  can  well  do,  without  private  co-operation, 
in  taking  care  of  the  poor.    We  now  propose,  in  the  name  of  refcrm, 
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to  cripple  the  hands  of  all  private  benevolence  in  the  amendment 
before  us,  and  in  a  way  most  offensive  to  thousands  of  people. 

Already  in  other  articles  we  have  gone  to  the  extent  of  denying 
to  the  Legislature  control  over  all  subjects  of  private,  local  and 
special  legislation;  compelled  general  laws  to  reach  all  general 
subjects  in  a  great  variety  of  specified  subjects;  given  the  Gov- 
ernor the  power  to  veto  one  or  more  items  of  any  single  bill; 
aimed  to  purify  the  ballot  box  and  elective  officers;  laid  the  strong 
hand  of  the  proposed  constitu'ion  upou  official  corruption,  and  to 
this  we  seek  to  add,  wholly  uncalled  for,  the  ungracious  work  of 
closing  forever,  not  only  the  State  treasury  but  all  forms  of  local 
grants  to  every  agent  of  private  benevolence.  Sir,  if  such  a  pro- 
vision could  become  the  law  of  the  land,  I  should  blush  to  own 
myself  a  citizen  of  the  Empire  State. 

The  claims  of  this  State,  and  especially  of  its  great  com- 
mercial metropolis,  are  in  many  ways  peculiar.  The  State  is 
bounded  by  the  sea  in  one  direction  and  by  foreign  territory 
in  another.  It  receives  by  sea  250,000  immigrants  yearly,  and 
in  the  past,  millions  have  landed  upon  our  shores  from  the  old 
world.  From  all  parts  of  the  country  and  the  world  come  the 
good  and  the  bad,  and  more  frequently  the  bad  than  the  good. 
The  city  at  times  has  been  made  the  Botany  Bay  of  the  old  world 
and  the  focus  of  the  new.  Nowhere  else  is  there  such  a  variety  of 
population  of  such  classes  and  masses  of  people,  and  if  the  pro- 
vision before  us  becomes  the  law  of  the  land,  only  two  places  are 
open  for  the  unfortunate — the  Slate  prisons  and  the  institution  up- 
on the  island.  It  closes  the  door  against  1,800  infants  now  cared 
for  in  three  private  institutions;  against  hospitals  and  orphan 
Asylums,  against  the  Sisters  of  Charity,  and  the  Homes  for  the 
Friendless ;~  against  all  the  Houses  of  Mercy,  and  of  the  Good 
Shepherd;  against  Midnight  Missions  and  Industrial  Schools; 
against  all  the  private  Protectorates  and  Reformatories  for  boys 
and  girls,  and  against  every  form  of  private,  social  and  incorpora 
ted  benevolence,  leaving  your  jails  and  poor  houses  in  the  country, 
and  your  alms  houses  and  kindred  institutions  in  the  city  as  the 
only  evidence  of  a  Christian  government. 

It  seems  to  be  forgotten  by  the  authors  of  this  measure  that 
charitable  institutions  are  an  outgrowth  of  civilization,  and  that 
before  the  days  of  Christianity,  in  the  time  of  serfdom  and  feudal 
slavery,  the  owners  of  men  provided  for  support  in  sickness 
and  for  all  the  costs  which  attended  them  as  a  dependent  class 
and  that  ever  since  then  the  poor  have  been  supported  by  the  State. 
There  was  then  little  or  nothing  known  of  private  destitution,  but 
just  as  the  power  and  oppression  of  the  few  over  the  many  closed, 
came  these  private  charities.  In  the  reign  of  Elizabeth  it  wa^  en- 
acted that  all  maimed  and  impotent  persons  should  receive  State 
support,  and  that  labor  should  be  found  for  all  unemployed  and 
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able-bodied  persons*  In  the  progress  of  events,  and  as  late  as  1816, 
England  became  convinced  by  examinations  made  in  the  House  of 
Commons  on  the  subject  of  pauperism  and  crime,  that  both  of 
these  depended  almost  entirely  on  the  habits  and  character  acquin  d 
by  the  young.  Later  came  a  body  of  economists,  founded  upon  the 
i^chools  of  Ricardo,  Malthus  unci  McCulloch,  who  reasoning  from 
false  principles,  and  circumscribed  by  views  not  extending  beyond 
the  territorial  limits  of  England,  Scot  and  and  Ireland,  came  to  the 
conclusion  that  too  many  people  might  be  bom  into  the  world, 
and  suggesting  the  worst  of  all  ways  of  getting  rid  of  them.  In 
our  more  Christian  times  and  land,  we  have  hitherto  been  guided 
by  this  plain  principle  and  in  direct  opposition  to  ihe  atrocious 
one  I  have  eited,that  the  proper  source  for  providing  means  for  (he 
support  of  the  poor  is  by  a  just  assessment  upon  property.  We 
have  come  to  the  conclusion,  also,  of  a  truth  d<  eh. red  many  years 
since  by  twro  such  economists  and  educators  as  Horace  Mann  and 
Alexander  Stephens,  that  there  was  a  money  value  of  $lf,0  in  every 
infant  life,  and  1  have  heard  the  average  money  value  of  every  im- 
migrant from  the  old  world  placed  at  $1,C00.  For  the  want  of 
proper  care  of  this  life  in  the  past,  both  on  the  part  of  adults  and 
infants,  thousands  have  been  lost  to  the  State. 

We  hear  of  a  mortality  in  some  of  the  low  tenement  dwellings 
of  New  York,  equal  to  forty  and  titty  per  cent.,  and  of  much  larger 
losses  in  the  old  and  ill-governed  poor-houses  of  Hie  common- 
Wealth.  We  have  seen,  until  recently,  hundreds  sacrificed  by  the 
barbarous  crime  of  infanticide.  J  remember  a  period  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  New  York  city  intitutions  for  the  care  of  infants,  win  n 
the  loss  of  life  was  over  ninety  per  cent,  and  oftenJt  has  been  from 
70  to  80  for  infants  without  their  mothers.  Thanks  to  the  Nuist  ry 
and  Child's  Hospital,  to  good  food,  good  shelter,  and  good  nursing; 
to  the  care  of  a  noble  band  of  women,  whose  lives  are  adorned  bj 
their  charitable  actions,  to  the  skill  of  a  generous  corps  ot  physic- 
ians, to  long  and  patient  study,  the  mortality  in  these  institutions 
Was  reduced  to  28  per  cent,  in  1871,  to  17  jrer  cent.  In  1872,  and  in 
the  branch  country  institution  to  less  than  ten  per  cent.— a  smaller 
mortality,  as  has  been  declared  by  one  of  the  best  physicians  in  the 
State  than  is  usually  seen  in  the  private  practice  of  the  country^ 
Under  this  inspiring  example,  also,  the  mortality  in  public  institu- 
tions has  been  reduced  about  one-half,  or  from  75  to  37  per  edit. 
And  this  is  the  work  of  those  whose  services  are  labors  of  love, 
rather  than  the  service  of  the  official  and  paid  'drelings  of  the  city 
and  commonwealth.  In  the  past,  at  times,  wTe  have  seen  f  ur-fifths 
of  this  mortality  confined  to  those  who  w7ere  in  the  morning  of 
life,  and  great  numbers  of  these  were  children  of  the  poor.  *  In 
their  humble  sphere  they  were  just  as  sacred  to  those  who  gave 
them  life  as  our  little  ones  are  to  us.  They,  like  us,  are  made  of 
flesh  and  blood.    They,  like  us,  just  as  they  have  seized  the  flower 
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have  seen  it  wither  in  their  hands;  passing  away,  as  do  so  many, 
of  our  hopes  and  pleasures. 

"  Like  a  snow  flako  on  the  river, 
A  moment  white,  then  gone  forever: 
Of  like  the  rainbow's  lovely  form, 
Evanishing  amidst  the  storm  ; 
Or  like  the  BoreaHs'  race, 
That  flits  ere  you  can  find  the  place." 

As  I  have  said  there  are  1,800  of  these  foundlings  in  New  York, 
and  there  is  no  room  for  them — no  proper  maintenance  for  them  in 
the  public  institutions  of  the  city,  and  even  if  there  were,  the  of- 
ficials of  State  or  city  are  not  their  proper  protectors. 

Let  me  siiow  yon  from  the  record  fo  the  physician-in-chief  on 
Randall's  Island,  both  as  to  the  class  of  persons  and  the  throngs 
always  in  attendance. 

One  of  Dr.  Dunster's  reasons  for  the  reduction  of  the  death-rate 
on  Randall's  Island  is:  "The  diminution  in  the  number  of  very 
young  bottle-fed  infants,  that  are  now  so  largely  provided  for  by 
the  (private)  newly  established  foundling  asylums  of  the  city.  He 
mentions,  also,  that  the  hindrances  that  stand  in  the  way  of  im- 
provements are:  1st,  Inadequate  size  of  the  building;  2d.  In- 
sufficient supply  of  wet  nurses;  and,  3d.  The  indifference,  negleet, 
and  sometimes  almost  criminal  carelessness  on  the  part  of  the  at- 
tendants  to  whose  direct  keeping  the  infants  are  assigned.  He 
adds:  u  It  must  be  remembered  that  all  these  attendants  come 
from  one  of  the  two  classes,  paupers  or  criminals;  and,  as  regards 
the  last-mentioned,  I  have  repeatedly  pleaded  for  the  abolition  of 
such  help  in  any  capacity  about  institutions  for  the  rearing  or  edu- 
cation of  children." 

In  an  institution  oF  a  different  character,  the  female  prison  of 
Kings  County,  I  read  the  following  from  a  letter  written  within  a 
month,  literally  complaining  that  the  miserable  jail  is  not  full,  be- 
cause of  the  provision  made  for  support  by  the  liberal  Christian 
women  in  charge  of  the  House  of  the  Good  Shepherd.  The  record 
makes  its  own  comment: 

"A  remarkable  falling  off  in  the  number  of  female  prisoners 
usually  confined  here  has  taken  place  The  number  now  in  the 
penitentiary  is  fully  fifty  per  cent,  less  than  last  year.  In  view  of 
the  fact  that  the  comity  is  at  present  constructing  a  female  prison, 
at  the  cost  of  $90,000,  this  falling  off  becomes  a  subject  of  moment. 
This  thiuning  out  of  female  prisoners  is  directly  traceable  to  the 
fact  that  numbers  are  bains:  sent  weekly  to  the  House  of  the  Good 
Shepherd,  an  institution  ichich,  I  am  forced  to  admit,  has  done  much 
for  fallen  women;  yet,  it  seems  to  me,  that  the  proper  place  for  these 
female  violators  of  the  law  is  the  penitentiary." 

Let  me  now  give  another  example  of  the  class  of  persons  pro- 
vided for  in  another  institution,  and  at  very  small  cost  to  the  city 
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and  none  to  the  State.  I  allude  to  the  young  mothers  whose  chil- 
dren are  born  in  the  asylum  of  the  Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital, 
an  institution  which  has  saved  scores  of  lives,  and  mothers  enough 
to  bring  down  upon  the  heads  of  its  managers  the  choicest  blessings 
of  heaven.  Of  those  born  there  in  1872,  twenty-three  were  of 
mothers  only  19  years  old  ;  twenty-one  of  mothers  of  18  years ;  six 
of  mothers  of  17  years ;  four  of  mothers  of  16  years ;  two  of  mothers 
of  15  years,  and  one  of  a  mother  at  the  age  of  13 !  Nor  was  last  year 
in  this  lespect  unlike  any  other. 

The  First  Directress  of  this  institution,  in  a  report  before  me, 
shows  that  in  one  year,ofl95  illegitimate'  children  born  in  this  insti- 
tution the  mothers  of  only  37  were  born  and  reared  in  the  city.  There 
Is  probably  not  a  member  of  this  Commission  or  in  the  Legislature 
who  has  not  some  representative  now  in  this  and  in  all  the  kindred 
institutions  of  the  great  city  !  They  visit  New  York,  as  men  often 
do,  either  to  commit  their  sins  or  to  hide  their  shame.  They  are 
rescued  as  brands  from  th  *  burning,  and  yet  your  metropolis  is 
indicted  as  the  nursery  of  all  the  vice,  crime  and  misery  in  the 
State,  when,  in  reality,  it  has  to  support  one-half  ot  all  the  crime 
and  poverty  in  the  commonwealth.  My  friends  around  me  wonder 
that  New  York  is  the  vicious  place  it  is,  when,  in  truth,  their  own 
constituents  and  the  world  abroad  furnish  more  than  a  full  moiety 
of  all  this  wickedness. 

Referring  to  the  foundlings  and  their  maintenance,  we  give  a 
record  sent  to  the  Senate  and  Assembly  of  1869: 

"The  social  and  moral  wrongs  of  illegitimacy,  great  as  they 
are,  are  fearfully  enhanced  by  the  degrading  and  inhuman  means 
resorted  to,  in  the  endeavor  to  conceal  the  shame  of  parentage. 
Direct  infanticide,  and  a  cruel  neg'ect  of  children  born  ont  of  wed- 
lock, uo  less  criminal  than  infanticide,  are  growing  sins  of  our  times 
which  demand  the  most  serious  consideration  of  public  authorities 
and  benevolent  organizations.  Though  these  crimes  against  infan- 
tile life  are  chiefly  perpetrated  in  large  cities,  yet  interior  towns, 
and  even  the  rural  districts,  send  their  helpless  victims  to  the  lying- 
in  house*  of  the  abortionfsts  and  private  asylums  of  sage  femmes  of 
the  cities." 

»•*  •#***•• 

M  Therefore  we  desire  to  save  from  destruction  and  further  crime 
the  young,  and  extend  a  kind  and  gentle  welcome  instead  of  casting 
them  off  with  loathing." 

The  history  of  every  foundling  hospital,  of  every  institution  for 
the  relief  of  the  fallen,  abound  in  just  such  conclusive  records  as 
these  to  which  the  Commission  is  now  asked  to  close  its  ears. 

We  believe  that  very  few  applicants  are  so  degraded  as  to  make 
it  proper  to  refuse  them.  Those  who  are  lost  to  shame  go  to  BelU 
evue  Hospital,  and  seek  no  privacy.   A  line  must  be  drawn,  to 
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prevent  indiscriminate  admission,  or  we  shall  encourage  vice  while 
endeavoring  to  prevent  further  crime.  While  we  show  our  ab- 
horrence or  evil,  we  should  have  mercy  on  the  repentant  sinner. 
To  receive  a  woman  living  a  continued  life  of  sin — to  take  her 
infant,  and  enable  her  to  return  to  her  vicious  life,  and  again 
receive  the  fresh  consequences  of  her  sin — would  be  disgraceful  to 
any  institution  under  private  management.  Those  who  stu<ly 
deeply  the  ways  of  the  poor  must  learn  to  judge  lenieutly  the  errors 
of  those  who  scarcely  know  the  meaning  of  the  word  14  happiness." 
They  are  born  and  brought  up  in  crowded  houses  and  rooms — who'e 
families,  including  both  sexes,  living  in  one  apartment.  Toil  and 
trouble  is  their  earliest  recoMection.  Even  a  mother  has  no  time 
for  affectionate  endearments,  and,  instead  of  the  smile  which  would 
be  sunshine  to  the  soul  of  the  infant,  it  is  looked  upon  as  an  incuin 
brance  and  a  consumer  of  already  limited  food,  and  that  alone  As 
soon  as  possible  the  child  is  driven  out  to  pick  up  rags,  and  then 
exposed  to  vice  in  every  shape.  Shall  we  wonder  and  shrink  fr.nn 
one  who,  for  the  first  time,  lias  heard  a  woid  of  kindness  or  fond- 
ness, and  is  thus  seduced  from  the  path  of  virtue?  Often  the  finest 
sensibilities,  which,  under  other  circumstances,  would  have  made 
homes  happy,  have  caused  ruin  before  the  age  when  virtue  nas 
been  inculcated  or  religion  heard  of.  There  is  another  class  of 
unfortunate  females  who  have  been  in  comfortable  homes,  well 
educated — even  some  professing  Christians — who,  in  an  unguarded 
hour,  have  fallen,  and  who,  to  escape  shame  and  degradation,  and 
driven  by  remorse,  rush  to  self-destruction  or  infanticide  to  avoid 
the  infamy  which  must  be  their  doom.  Were  I  permitted  to  nar- 
rate the  hi  stories  of  the  women  saved  from  suicide  and  murder, 
the  petition  for  aid  would  surely  be  ^ranted. 

The  victims  of  violence  and  of  drugged  potions  also  make  con- 
stant appeals.  3Iany  arc  brought  by  their  employers,  who  affirm 
their  belief  in  their  excellent  moral  character  "till  the  dark 
shadow  of  their  destroyer  crossed  their  path."  When  we  pray  to 
God  to  have  mercy  on  'hose  who  fall,  must  we  close  our  doors  to 
their  piteous  appeals? 

It  is  in  such  voyages  of  charity  that  some  of  the  noblest  women 
of  the  land  are  now  engaged.  We  have  seen  them  at  home,  in  the 
persons  of  those  who  have  devoted  the  best  years  of  their  lives  and 
given  freely  of  their  substance  to  do  what  the  great  Howard  did  in 
his  voyages  of  discovery  and  circumnavigations  of  charity,  by 
diving  into  the  depths  of  dungeons,  by  living  amidst  infections,  by 
struggling  with  disease,  and  by  comparing  aud  collating  the  mis- 
eries of  mankind.  Who,  indeed,  can  measure  or  estimate  the  good 
of  such  a  man;  or  of  a  woman  like  Elizabeth  Fry,  the  noble  daugh- 
ter of  tlie  philanthropist,  Gurney,  who  passed  so  many  years  of  her 
life  in  seeking  out  sorrow  and  suffering  aud  ministering  to  the 
relief  of  those  in  prison  ;  or  that  still  more  brilliant  and  gifted 
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woman,  Florence  Nightingale,  no  less  a  queen  in  her  sphere  than 
Victoria  in  hers.  Highly  educated,  blessed  with  worldly  goods,  at 
an  early  age,  of  her  own  free  will,  she  entered  upon  the  study 
necessary  to  perfect  her  in  the  work  of  being  a  skilled  nurse  of  the 
rich  and  poor.  There  was  hardly  a  leading  prison  in  Europe 
which  she  did  not  visit,  study  and  consider  in  all  its  relations. 
And  so  she  passed  teu  years  of  her  life,  and  returned  to  England  to 
engage  in  those  acts  o[  mercy  to  a  suffering  people  which  have 
given  her  a  nama  and  fame  throughout  the  world,  and  which  will 
embalm  her  memory  to  the  end  of  time.  The  Crimea  was  the 
scene  of  her  great  labors,  and  whenever  we  recall  the  battle-fields 
of  Iukerman  or  Balaklava,  or  the  hospitals  on  the  Bosphorus,  we 
shall  remember,  even  more  than  the  soldiers  victory,  the  soldiers 
nurse  and  friend.  A  class  of  women  like  Elizabeth  Fry  and  Flor- 
ence Nightingale  are  to-day  in  our  land  and  State — women,  if  not 
as  intellectual  and  experienced,  quite  as  devoted  and  patient  in  the 
noble  work  of  saving  the  lives  of  the  little  ones  of  earth,  removing 
the  stains  from  characters  lost  in  shame,  raising  the  fallen  women, 
seeking  to  keep  mother  and  child  together  in  one  home,  giving  eyes 
and  ears  to  the  morally  blind  and  deaf,  persuading  back  to  virtue 
and  usefulness  those  who  have  been  tempted  to  sin,  separating 
crime  and  ignor.nce  from  the  care  of  the  poor  and  unfortunate, 
aud  in  more  than  a  hundred  institutions  in  a  single  city  of  our 
great  State  doing  more  for  goodues<  and  for  God  th  n  is  witnessed 
in  half  the  public  institutions  of  the  country.  In  the  name  of 
these  women,  Sisters  of  Mercy  and  of*  Charity,  I  protest  agaiust 
the  most  unjust  and  ungracious  act  now  pressed  for  our  approval. 
You  have  patiently  heard  once  and  again,  in  yonr  hall,  other 
W->men  demand  the  ballot  and  the  right  to  hold  office.  In  the 
name  of  those  who  are  seen  more  among  the  poor  than  in  public, 
whose  labors  are  amidst  rags  and  vice,  who  encounter  disease  in 
all  its  forms,  vice  in  all  its  degradation,  infancy  in  ail  its  helpless- 
ness, old  age  in  all  its  infirmities,  I  ask  that  the  still,  small  voice  of 
ano'her  clnss  of  women  may  now  be  heard.  By  your  recommenda- 
tion you  have  created  a  widespread  alarm  and  inflicted  a  deep 
wound  in  many  hearts,  and  no  work  of  yours  can  fl  .ally  be  approved 
by  the  people  which  encounters  the  opposition  or'  such  women,  and 
the  light  of  free  and  full  discussion. 

And  now,  sir,  one  word  as  to  the  duty  of  the  State,  an. I  ihen  a 
word  as  to  State  policy.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  State  to  take  care  of 
its  poor,  and  it  is  the  policy  of  the  State  to  do  this  in  the  way  which 
will  be  most  conducive  to  the  public  aud  private  good.  In  some  coun- 
tries the  Church  is  the  almoner  ol  the  poor  ;  but  the  Chuich,  which 
is  self-supporting  and  which  embraces  Sunday  schools  and  missions, 
foreign  and  domestic,  in  almost  every  church,  has  its  own  work, 
While  beyond  this,  every  member  is  open  to  all  the  claims  of  private 
charity  which  belong  to  each  and  every  citizen  of  the  State.  Nor 
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is  it  possible  for  private  benevolence  alone,  nor  the  State  alone,  to 
do  the  work  which  belongs  to  both.  The  State  can  and  ought,  un- 
der wise  restrictions,  and  upon  the  approval  of  your  Board  of 
State  Charities,  aid  tho*e  who  are  seeking  to  relieve  the  State 
of  its  burdens.  There  is  no  ecDnomy  in  sending  man,  woman  or 
child  to  alms-houses  and  poor-houses  when  they  can  be  partially 
supported  elsewhere.  The  ton  of  coal  and  barrel  of  flour  given  to 
the  out-of-door  poor  may  carry  a  deserving  person  or  family  through 
the  inclement  winter.  The  town  supervisors  and  overseers  of  the 
poor  may  save  a  large  expense  in  every  locality  by  a  wise  encour- 
agement to  private  benevolence.  The  poor  house  and  alms-houses 
are  looked  upon  by  the  meritorious  poor  as  abodes  of  disgrace,  and 
not  deserving  the  name  of  home.  In  w«ll-regulated  private  insti- 
tutions the  hand  of  kindness  nurses  the  sick.  There  is  in  them 
better  ventilation,  better  attendance,  more  thrift  and  economy,  a 
higher  state  of  health,  superior  sanitary  government.  It  is  de- 
monstrated that  one  dollar  expended  to  prevent  crime  goes  as  far 
as  ten  dollars  expended  in  the  punishment  of  crime.  The  five  dol- 
lars a  months  for  the  city  infants  supported  in  private  city  institu- 
tions and  the  ten  dollars  a  month  for  those  boarded  in  the  coun- 
try, does  the  work  of  the  sixteen  dollars  a  month  when  the  city 
boards  out  its  infants  elsewhere,  and  as  I  could  show  in  facts  with- 
out limit,  even  the  reduced  expense  of  private  institutions  adds 
threefold  to  the  comfort  of  all  tho^e  in  these  private  establish- 
ments. 

This  branch  of  She  subject  presents  itself  in  the  twofold  aspect 
of  morals  and  economy.  As  a  question  of  morals,  public  institu- 
tions, especially  those  of  the  lower  grades,  always  inflict  deep  dis- 
grace upon  their  inmates.  It  is  not  necessary  to  state  how.  Visit 
your  poor-houses  and  you  will  see  how.  When  paupers  and  crimi- 
nals are  often  made  the  n  arses  and  educators  of  little  children,  and 
the  nurses  of  sick  persons,  the  evil  becomes  too  obvious  for  an 
argument.  Often,  too,  "  the  destruction  of  the  poor  is  their  pov- 
erty." 

Then,  again,  if  neither  dejure  nor  de  facto  the  poor  can  be  sup- 
ported by  the  State  nor  by  localities,  they  must  either  beg  or  steal. 
We  have  all  got  to  meet  the  question  put  in  Holy  Writ:  Who  is  my 
neighbor?  The  man  who  went  down  from  Jerusalem  to  Jericho  and 
fell  among  thieves,  who  was  beaten,  stripped,  and  left  half  dead  ; 
whom  the  priest  saw  and  left,  passing  on  the  other  side ;  whom  the 
Levite  looked  upon  and  left,  also  passing  by  on  the  other  side ;  whom 
the  Samaritan  visited,  pouring  in  oil  and  wine,  and  then  lifted  him 
upon  his  beast  and  took  him  to  an  inn,  and  there  provided  for  his 
necessities,  illustrates  the  common  course  of  practical  charity. 

The  State  is  now  asked  to  act  the  part  of  the  priest  and  the 
Levite,  to  pass  by  on  the  other  side,  and  not  only  this,  but  to  dis- 
courage and  defeat  the  labors  of  the  thousands  of  good  Samaritans 
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who  are  in  various  ways  seeking  to  relieve  the  moral  and  physical 
sufferings  of  mankind.  Our  private  hospitals,  orphan  asylums  and 
dispensaries,  so  far  as  the  State,  cities  or  towns  are  concerned,  are 
to  be  closed.  Last  year  the  Legislature  gave  §1,128,000  to  public 
charities,  and  not  one  dollar  for  hospitals,  asylums  or  dispensaries. 
We  are  to  expend  from  ten  to  fifteen  millions  of  dollars  upon  a  State 
Capitol,  when  for  twenty-one  years  all  the  State  has  expended  upon 
both  public  and  private  charities  amounts  to  but  $10,364,260!  In 
this  time  the  private  charities  have  received  from  the  State  $4,930,278. 
For  twenty  years  previous  to  1867  all  the  State  paid  for  private 
charities  was  one-sixteenth  of  a  mill,  and  for  public  and  private 
charities  one-fourth  of  a  mill!  Recently  the  charitable  tax,  but 
never  but  twice  until  recently,  readied,  upon  a  low  assessment  of 
property,  over  three-fourths  of  a  mill  for  public  and  private  chari- 
ties. One-third  of  a  mill  would  pay  lor  all  our  charities  for  twenty- 
one  years,  and  one  sixth  of  a  mill,  for  all  the  taxes  paid  by  the  State 
for  private  charities.  We  propose  a  splendid  Capitol  of  marble  and 
stone,  with  grand  and  spacious  hails.  It  is  to  rise  from  year  to  year 
regardless  of  cost,  with  all  the  taste  and  skill  that  art  and  inge- 
nuity can  devise,  and  in  this  gorgeous  edifice  there  is  to  assemble  a 
Senate  and  Assembly,  and  to  sit  State  Executives,  who  are  forever 
to  be  forbidden  to  give  one  cent  of  money,  one  inch  of  land,  or  a 
particle  of  property  to  any  private  or  incorporated  charity.  In 
public  decency  we  cannot  endorse  this  act,  and  public  justice  will 
condemn  it.  For  myself,  comparing  this  age,  so-cailed  Christian, 
with  the  past  heathen  times,  I  see  but  little  more  in  the  decree  of 
King  Heiod  to  go  forth  and  destroy  all  the  intant9  of  Judea  under 
the  age  of  two  years,  or  in  that  of  King  Ptolemy  to  destroy  the 
children  of  the  Jews,  or  in  the  decree  of  the  Tarquins  sparing  only 
the  eldest  daughter  and  the  male  children,  and  the  old  Roman  law 
permitting  children  to  be  put  to  death  at  pleasure,  or  the  Spartan 
law,  approved  even  by  men  like  Aristotle  and  Plato,  authorizing 
the  destruction  of  weakly  and  deformed  infants.  The  Chinese  for 
centuries  almost  exceeded  the  Roman  law  for  the  slaughter  of  the 
innocents  as  it  suited  their  convenience  or  purpose.  The  Green- 
landers,  Esquimaux  and  African  Bushmen  have  been  almost  as 
merciless  as  the  heathen  of  the  old  world.  The  Polynesians  have 
reversed  the  order  of  all  this,  and,  going  to  the  other  extreme,  pro- 
vided for  the  destruction  of  the  old  and  the  infirm.  How  much 
short  of  this,  considering  the  difference  of  time  and  people,  is  your 
proposed  decree  declaring  that  the  treasury  of  the  State,  and  of 
each  county  in  the  State,  shall  never  be  permitted  to  give  one  dollar 
for  the  relief  of  any  incorporated  charity  of  any  character  whatever. 

This  provision  goes  to  the  extent  of  requiring  all  the  localities 
of  the  State  to  support  their  own  poor — for  this  must  be  done — and 
then  refusing  permission  to  these  localities  to  regulate  their  own 
charitable  provisions  according  to  their  own  best  judgment.  These 
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localities  may  take  my  money  to  educate  other  people's  children, 
and  for  all  possible  local  and  material  improvements,  excepting  fir 
the  support  of  tho  poor,  who  are  to  be  conveyed  to  the  jails  and 
poor-houses  of  the  county. 

By  our  federal  laws,  we  make  laws  and  impose  taxes  for  their 
prosecution  at  the  expense  of  thousands  of  millions  of  dollars.  By 
our  federal  and  State  laws  we  traffic  in  $000,000,000  of  ardent  spirits 
yearly,  receive  $30,030, OM  for  revenue,  hundreds  of  thousands  for 
licenses,  and  this  traffic  makes  thousands  of  poor  in  the  State.  Shall 
we  dery  to  those;  who  grant  licenses  and  put  this  money  into  the 
treasury,  the  power  to  appropriate  even  this  income,  for  any  local 
tax,  as  they  may  think  best,  when  making  provision  lor  the  support 
of  the  poor? 

Again,  we  spend  millions  upon  our  5,000  miles  of  canals  and 
railroads,  for  our  armories  and  public  buildings,  for  colleges  and 
academies,  for  taxing  and  bonding  towns  for  railroads,  and  for 
almost  every  earthly  thing.  Ad  this  we  may  do,  while  we  must 
close  our  hearts  and  purses  to  whatever  may  relieve  the  bodies  ami 
souls  of  men.  In  all  this  I  cannot  but  regard  legal  interference  as 
impertinent  and  uncalled  for.  I  have  shown  in  part  to  what  extent 
the  city  has  to  support  the  wretched  and  poor  of  the  country,  and 
just  as  the  one  is  relieved  the  other  is  often  oppressed.  In  the  past, 
we  have  uiven  aid  to  Ireland,  abroad,  and  to  Kansas,  at  home,  dif- 
fusing relief  eyery where ;  and  at  home,  where  charity  is  usua'ly 
supposed  to  begin,  though  it  certainly  ought  not  to  end  there,  we 
tie  our  hands  and  close  our  hearts. 

Those  of  us,  Mr.  Chairman,  who  know  the  origin  of  reforma- 
tories, like  the  Juvenile  Delinquent  Asylum  of  New  York,  which 
has  saved  hundreds,  if  not  thousands  of  lives;  of  the  Nursery  and 
Child's  Hospital  of  New  York;  of  the  Woman's  Hospital,  and  of 
kindred  institutions,  will  never  consent  thus  to  act.  I  see  here 
an  increase  of  your  county  jails  and  your  State  prisons,  as  well 
as  of  your  poor-houses  and  alms-houses,  with  a  diminution  of  those 
great  charities  whose  mission  it  is  not  alone  to  clothe  the  naked  and 
feed  the  hungry,  but  to  minister  to  the  mind  diseased,  in  a  way 
beyond  the  reach  of  any  public  institution  in  the  State. 

I  come  now  to  the  origin  of  the  amendment.  As  in  the  conven- 
tion of  1807-8,  it  originates  in  a  great  prejudice,  and  in  a  state  of 
alleged  facts  wholly  unfounded  in  truth.  There  has  been  for  many 
years  a  clamor  in  the  State  against  what  are  called  sectarian  chari- 
ties. The  discreditable  talk  in  some  quarters  of  the  State  is  that 
some  sect  cannot  get  its  full  share  of  the  public  money,  compared 
with  some  other  sect.  Others,  like  the  rich  men  who  pay  nothing, 
because  they  need  nothing  themselves,  will  not  cousent  to  grant 
anything  to  others.  This  is  the  spirit  of  the  dog  in  the  manger, 
and  uncleserviug  of  respect.  It  is  asserted  and  believed,  and  is  per- 
haps true,  that  those  of  the  Roman  Catholic  faith  get  more  than 
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their  share  of  the  public  money;  but  this  is  not  true,  I  think,  if  you 
consider  numbers  as  well  as  sects,  with  appropriations  and  claims. 
But  in  this  case  the  wrong  is  that  because  there  is  more  poverty 
and  misfortune  in  one  sect  than  in  another,  you  are  to  act  not  in 
reference  to  what  is  rijjht  in  itself,  but  as  to  who  may  be  relieved. 

Now,  sir,  in  my  judgment  there  is  no  such  thing  as  a  sectarian 
charity.  If  there  is  a  really  deserving  poor  man,  woman  or  child, 
do  not  stop,  I  say  in  God's  name,  to  ask  as  to  their  religious  faith, 
nor  pause  to  ask  the  church  they  attend,  but  relieve  them.  u  Father 
Abraham,"  said  the  great  Whitfield  in  one  of  his  outbursts  of  elo- 
quence, '*  whom  have  you  in  heaven  ?  Are  there  any  Methodists 
there?  44  No,''  was  the  response  from  Father  Abraham.  M  Are 
there  any  Baptists  there?"  "No,"  was  the  continued  answer  from 
Father  Abraham.  uAre  there  any  Presbyterians  there,  Father 
Abraham  ?"  and  still  the  answer  was,  "No."  44  And  pray,  Father 
Abraham,  if  there  be  neither  Methodists,  Baptists,  Presbyterian 
nor  Episcopalians  in  heaven,  whom  have  you  there?"  And  the 
answer  came  from  heaven:  44  We  home  none  but  Christians  Jiere" 
And  so,  sir,  it  seems  to  me  that  it  does  not  become  us  to  be  seeking 
out  the  faith  of  any  man,  bu*,  to  do  all  in  our  power  to  secure  the 
proper  relief  for  every  form  of  affliction  within  the  reach  and  means 
of  the  State. 

I  lo(  k  over  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  commonwealth  to  see 
in  every  city  and  county  some  sort  of  relief  granted  in  the  past. 
Here,  at  the  State  capital,  to  your  Hospitals,  Asylums,  Sisters  of 
Charity,  Christian  Brothers  ;  further  on,  at  Rochester,  to  ten  dis- 
tinct charities,  all  no  doubt  deserving;  and  then  on  to  Buffalo,  to 
various  Asylums,  Hospitals  and  Orphan  Homes,  and  everywhere 
in  the  State  see  a  distribution  of  money  to  the  extent  of  at  most 
one-third  of  a  mill  tax  upon  the  real  and  personal  property  of  the 
State.  Surely  m  all  this  there  has  been  no  abuse  that  calls  for  this 
most  radical  measure. 

Finally,  Mr.  Chairman,  let  me  say  that  it  becomes  us,  as  a  body 
of  men  called  to  change  the  organic  law  of  the  State,  to  remember 
that  there  is  in  this  world  something  beyond  dollars  and  cents  and 
other  material  things.  The  State  is  not  alone  canals  and  railroads, 
dot  yet  mines  of  gold  and  silver,  nor  costly  towns  and  cities,  nor 
grand  and  imposing  parks,  nor  even  foreign  trade  and  domestic 
commerce;  not  alone  your  grand  State-house,  nor  your  towering 
Federal  Capitol,  nor  even  your  school-houses  and  churches,  nor 
your  colleges  and  universities  alone.  All  these  mean  moral  culture, 
power,  and  civilized  society.  But  there  remains  beyond  your  bays 
and  broad  armed  ports,  your  starred  and  spangled  courts,  your 
gorgeous  temples,  and  all  the  pomp,  show  and  material  power — 
men;  and  in  the  providence  ol  God,  which  we  cannot  alwTays 
fathom,  and  whose  ways  are  not  our  ways,  many  of  these  are  poor, 
feeble  and  helpless.    Some  are  in  the  morning  of  life,  and  some 
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just  ready  to  pass  beyond  the  river  which  divides  time  and  sense 
from  eternity  and  judgment.  Let  us  so  act  for  these,  both  as  pri- 
vate citizens  and  public  men,  that  it  may  be  said  of  us  in  the  end : 
11  Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these  my 
brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me."  This,  within  proper  bounds,  is 
both  the  duty  of  the  State  and  the  policy  of  the  State. 

[Mr.  Brooks,  in  closing  his  protest,  moved  an  amend- 
ment limiting  the  proposed  offensive  restriction  to  the 
State  Legislature,  and  freeing  it  from  all  application  to 
the  counties,  cities,  towns  and  villages  of  the  State. 
The  amendment,  after  debate,  prevailed,  without  a  di- 
vision in  the  Commission,  leaving  the  right  as  to  all 
localities  just  as  provided  for  in  existing  laws.]

The  Twentieth  Anniversary  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
of  the  u  Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital""  was  held  at  the 
Institution,  on  Monday  March  2d,  1874,  at  12  H, 
Mr.  Erastus  Brooks,  a  member  of  the  "  Advisory  Com- 
mittee^ presided.

A  Luncheon,  donated  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  de- 
liciously  and  abundantly  provided,  arranged  and  super- 
intended by  the  Committee  of  "  Housekeeping  and  Sup- 
plies" was  served  in  the  Matron's  Dining  Room,  and 
enjoyed  by  every  one. 


SECRETARY'S  REPORT, 

1873. 


When  the  Keport  of  the  "  Nursery  and  Child's  Hospi- 
tal" was  prepared  for  1872,  it  seemed  as  though  we 
should  find  nothing  new  to  say,  of  the  increase  of  the 
work  of  charity,  that  there  would  be  no  new  develope- 
ment  to  record,  when  another  year  had  rolled  away,  and 
another  Annual  Meeting  should  be  held.  But  it  is  with 
renewed  health  as  it  were,  that  the  Institution  to-day 
on  this  its  twentieth  anniversary,  submits  to  its  friends 
and  patrons  a  resume  of  the  year,  and  with  thankful 
hearts  we  may  say,  that  we  have  done  with  all  our 
might,  the  work  that  has  been  given  us  to  do. 

Last  year  we  were  rejoicing,  that  every  wheel  within 
the  wheel  was  revolving  in  the  perfection  of  its  order,  and 
to-day  we  announce  new  and  fresh  springs  of  gratitude, 
for  the  blessings  which  surround  us,  ever  progressing, 
ever  increasing,  in  the  tender  care  and  shelter,  which 
this  home  affords  to  the  weary  wanderer,  and  the  waifs 
of  sorrow.  It  is  the  same  old  story  with  but  few  changes 
or  additions  to  the  Board  of  Managers,  but  to  strangers 
who  might  be  induced  to  become  interested  in  it,  if  its 
objects  were  more  generally  known,  the  history  of  the 
work  accomplished  more  widely  spread,  we  are  obliged 
to  repeat  the  plan  of  our  operations.    "The  Society 
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consists  of  persons  of  all  denominations.  Its  objects  are 
the  maintenance  and  care  of  the  children  of  "  Wet- 
Nurses  " — for  whose  benefit  it  was  originally  organized  : 
"  the  care  of  lying-in  women  and  their  children  " — these 
wards  are  always  full — "  and  the  support  and  mainten- 
ance of  destitute  children  entrusted  to  their  care  or  ad- 
mitted therein."  In  its  operations  this  Institution 
knows  no  creed  or  color.  Its  benevolence  embraces 
alike  the  Roman  Catholic — the  greater  number  of  our  in- 
mates belong  to  them,  as  they  have  no  homes,  for  such 
as  we,  in  pity,  must  receive,  the  Hebrew  too, — and  the 
various  denominations  of  Protestantism  ;  German, 
French,  Irish,  all  nationalities,  and  colored  women  and 
children  may  be  admitted. 

The  officers  of  the  Society  consist  of  First,  Second 
and  Third  Directresses,  a  Treasurer,  Secretary  and 
Asst.  Secretary.  The  Board  of  Managers  consists  of 
forty  ladies,  who  shall  contribute  annually  five  dollars 
to  the  funds  of  the  Society. 

The  house  is  under  the  care  of  an  invaluable  resident 
physician,  who  combines  with  great  medical  skill,  all  the 
tenderness  oi  a  gentle  nurse,  thus  ameliorating  as  far  as 
possible,  the  suffering  by  which  he  is  surrounded.  We 
have  a  Matron,  Asst.  Matron  and  House  Secretary,  all 
admirable  in  cheir  positions.  A  druggist  comes  daily  to 
prepare  all  medicines.  The  subordinates,  a  House- 
keeper, Nurses,  Seamstresses,  Laundresses,  Cooks  and 
Waitresses,  are  selected  from  the  inmates  according  to 
thair  capacity  and  merit — some  are  receiving  wages,  pre- 
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ferring  to  remain  with  their  children  during  their  in- 
fancy  ;  this  we  always  encourage,  so  as  to  cultivate  and 
strengthen  the  sacred  tie  of  mother  and  child,  which  we 
often  sec  so  strong  and  tender,  even  when  created  under 
the  saddest  ordeal.  All,  who  enter  as  charity  patients, 
are  obliged  to  remain  three  months  and  give  their  ser- 
vices, without  wages,  in  whatever  work  may  be  assigned 
them  by  the  Matron,  whom  they  must  implicitly  obey, 
and  she  exerts  a  very  happy  influence  over  all.  Women 
not  on  wages  are  clothed  by  the  Institution.  All  cloth- 
ing is  supplied  for  the  children,  who  may  remain  here,  if 
their  mothers  wish,  until  four  years  of  age.  Board  is 
charged  for  infants  $10 — children  who  can  walk  $7 — 
hospital  or  sick  children  $9.  Mothers  who  are  able  to 
piy  for  their  children,  can  leave  them  at  the  "  Nursery," 
otherwise  they  can  be  sent  to  the  "  Country  Branch/' 
The  First  Directress  has  special  permission  to  admit  any 
child  over  four  years  of  age. 

We  are  often  obliged  to  receive  and  protect  very  young 
women,  where  parents  refuse  to  provide  for  them  when 
they  have  brought  disgrace  upon  them,  and  here  they 
inav  remain,  leading  useful,  tranquil  lives  as  they  often 
do.  We  offer  the  incentive  to  redeem  the  past,  by  en- 
couraging words  and  kindly  counsel,  and  find  good  re- 
sults from  the  efforts  made.  Among  the  children,  there 
are  very  seldom  any,  who  being  deserted  by  their  mothers 
may  be  called  foundlings. 

We  have  an  Engineer  who  is  employed  to  have  entire 
care  of  the  Steam  Laundry,  and  also  a  Porter,  who 
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attends  to  the  Furnaces  and  acts  as  general  messenger. 
The  Managers  are  formed  into  Committees  for  "  House- 
keeping and  Supplies  " — "  Repairs  " — "  Clothing  "~ 
"  Admissions  " — and  for  "  Religious  Services  " — all 
thoroughly  organized  and  conducted  ;  all  seem  to  realize 
the  fact  that  there  is  work  to  be  done,  and  that  they 
mean  to  work  earnestly. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  had  1080  inmates — 479 
women — 601  children.  We  have  extended  our  charity 
by  having  the  women  always  employed  in  sewing,  wash- 
ing or  nursing,  thus  forming  a  Training  School,  and 
preparing  them  by  such  training  to  earn  an  honest  liv- 
ing, when  they  leave  this  home.  Some  months  ago  the 
Matron,  among  the  other  good  things  she  has  done  in 
her  care  of  the  women,  organized  a  Sewing  Room,  where 
the  women  are  taught  the  use  of  the  Sewing  Machine, 
and  among  them  there  chanced  to  be  a  dressmaker,  who 
instructs  others,  in  this  tmjoortant  art.  Some  very  neat 
work  has  been  done  in  this  department,  which  might 
compete  with  other  and  well  known  establishments  in 
the  city.  The  Steam  Laundry,  which  has  been  recently 
arranged  has  in  addition  to  the  washing  done  lor  the  in- 
mates been  employed  in  doing  washing  for  families. 
The  money  accruing  from  this  has  been  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  Treasurer  for  the  payment  of  the  extra 
expense  of  Engineer,  Coal  &c,  any  overplus  to  be  ap- 
plied to  the  "Reward  Fund  of  the  Nursery  and  Child's 
Hospital/' 

The  Chapel,  in  which  we  hold  our  Annual  Meeting 
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is  opened  every  Sunday  afternoon  and  the  min- 
istrations of  a  holy  man.  Mr.  Charles  Trumbull  White, 
give  great  comfort  to  the  women  who  attend  the  services, 
they  all  speak  of  his  kind  words  to  them  and  prayers  for 
them,  and  we  thank  him  for  his  perseverance  in  the 
good  work.  The  City  Missionary,  the  Rev.  Mr.  H<  ath, 
visits  the  "  Nursery"  once  every  week.  Several 
of  the  ladies  belonging  to  the  City  Mission  ha*e  most 
kindly  volunteered  their  services,  and  are  here  (luring 
the  wreek,  reading  to  and  instructing  the  women.  Also, 
when  the  women  are  employed  in  the  Sewing  Room, 
some  one  ot  the  Managers  may  be  found  seated  among 
them,  reading  some  pleasant  book  to  while  away,  it" 
possible,  some  ot  the  weary  moments  which  must  fall  in 
such  sad  and  often  shadowed  lives  Some  ot  the  seeds 
thus  sown  may  bring  forth  good  fruit.  We  have  had 
several  cases  during  the  winter,  of  women,  who  have  been 
obliged  to  come  to  us,  owing  to  the  suspension  of  busi- 
ness, their  husbands  having  been  thrown  out  of  employ- 
ment, and  they  have  expressed  not  only  satisfaction,  but 
thankfulness  for  the  comforts  they  have  received  ;  women 
who  have  been  deserted  by  their  husbands  in  their  most 
trying  hour,  widows,  with  their  children  have  been  cared 
for — sometimes  whole  families  have  been  taken  in,  for 
in  the  city  "Nursery"  and  ••Country  Branch/'  there 
seems  always  room  for  more  ;  if  there  be  a  spare  corner, 
a  spare  bed,  no  one  is  turned  away,  but  sheltered, 
warmed,  clothed  and  fed.  Xo  woman,  w^ho  has  erred 
twice  can  be  received,  so  that  no  encouragement  is  given 
to  sin. 
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The  Country  Branch  Hospital"  has  been  always 
fall,  the  main  house  and  surrounding  cottages,  three 
new  cottages  have  been  lately  built.  Our  energetic 
First  Directress  continues  to  give  it  her  daily  supervision. 
It  is  also  the  summer  home  of  the  "  Nursery,"  and  when 
the  heat  of  summer  comes,  the  poor  little  children  who 
may  need  change  of  air,  are  sent  in  numbers  with  their 
nurses,  to  (he  boats  which  ply  between  New  York  and 
the  lovely  Staten  Island  shores,  that  they  may  gather 
strength  and  renewed  health  from  the  bracing  air,  as 
they  sail  across  the  bay,  and  then  rest  under  the  cooling 
shade  of  the  great  old  trees,  which  adorn  that  garden 
spot  ot  earth.  There  are  many  interesting  histories  of 
the  work  accomplished  there,  if  we  had  time  or  space  to 
weave  them  minutely  into  this  report,  they  are  only 
known  under  the  roof  that  covers  them. 

We  have  a.n  "Honorary  Board"  of  those  who  have  been 
the  friends  of  the  "  Nursery  "  during  long  years.  This 
year  we  mourn  the  loss  of  one  of  our  earliest,  most  effi- 
cient and  greatly  esteemed  members,  Mrs.  Bininger,  who 
perished  in  the  wreck  of  the  ill-fated  "  Ville  du  Havre." 

Our  "  Reserved  List,"  which  is  something  new  to  us, 
is  filled  with  the  names  of  those,  who  are  deeply  inter- 
ested in  our  work,  but  are  not  always  able  to  perform 
active  duty.  Some  are  absent  in  Europe  ;  we  keep 
their  names  upon  our  list  and  the  remembrance  in  our 
hearts  of  the  good  they  have  done,  wherever  they  may 
be,  and  hope  to  see  them  with  us  again. 

We  wish  to  return  our  grateful  thanks  to  the  Medical 
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Board,  of  Consulting  and  Attending  Physicians,  both  in 
the  city  and  at  the  "  Country  Branch  Hospital."  Their 
names  stand  out  ever  in  the  blessed  healing,  which  they 
so  freely  bestow,  and  the.r  labors  so  aid  us  in  the  charit- 
able work. 

Our  ''Advisory  Board  93  also  must  receive  our  thanks, 
they  are  unfailing  in  their  assistance,  and  we  find  our- 
selves gladly  leaning  on  this  staff  of  officers,  whenever 
there  is  any  change,  any  improvement  to  be  made  in  our 
work,  which  requires  the  deeper  thought,  the  clearer, 
cooler  brain  than  woman  can  bring  to  a  subject  under 
discussion,  and  we  know  that  we  must  be  right  when 
their  judgment  pronounces  a  verdict. 

When  another  year  shall  have  been  numbered  among 
the  past,  and  we  are  permitted  to  assemble  again,  for 
just  such  a  meeting  as  we  hold  to-day,  may  we  find  that 
greater  blessings  than  we  have  yet  known,  have  been 
graciously  given  to  the    Xursery  and  Child's  Hospital."

REPORT  OF  THE  COUNTRY  BRANCH, 


West  New  Brighton,  Stuten  Island. 


The  annual  Report  of  the  Country  Branch  is  only  a 
continued  enumeration  of  God's  blessings  and  loving 
kindness.  Many  of  the  sick  or  delicate  children  sent  to 
us  from  the  city  are  now  among  the  healthy  and  rosy 
little  ones.  Some  who  were  bo  wasted  that  the  power- 
less hands  and  closed  eyes  seemed  the  indications  of  ap- 
proaching death,  revived  when  they  came  to  the  pure, 
invigorating  country  air.  Were  it  not  for  the  fact  of 
our  taking  in  the  remains  of  a  broken-down  Institution, 
where  disease  had  already  done  its  work,  and  the  children 
were  taken  in  "  to  die,"  our  record  would  be  even  more 
gratifying  than  that  we  now  present.  The  little  blind 
girl,  who  interested  the  managers  so  much  last  October, 
is  healthy  and  has  recovered  her  sight.  Two  others  are 
well,  though  hopelessly  blind.  To  the  devotion  of 
Dr.  Eliza  13.  Phelps,  and  attention  of  our  Matron, 
Mrs.  Dundas.  we  owe  a  degree  of  health  never  before 
attained. 

In  our  maternity  department  we  receive  such  as  can- 
not be  kept  in  our  City  Nursery  for  want  of  room,  or  such 
as  do  not  require  medical  attendance  within  two  or  three 
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weeks,  or  such  married  women  as  already  have  a  child 
or  perhaps  two,  and  we  take  care  of  the  children  till  the 
mother  is  again  able  to  see  to. their  welfare  and  instruc- 
tion. We  also  have  an  Infant  School  for  all  able  to 
learn  even  the  alphabet,  or  who  can  join  in  the  manual 
exercises  which  amuse  as  well  as  strengthen  them. 

Our  City  Nursery  cannot  keep  children  over  4  years  of 
age,  and  if  their  parents  are  not  prepared  to  receive 
them,  we  then  transfer  them  to  the  country.  We  have 
met  with  a  serious  loss  in  the  city.  The  lots,  which  for 
years  we  have  rented  as  a  play-ground,  have  been  sold. 
We  could  not  afford  to  buy  them,  and,  as  already  build- 
ings have  been  erected  on  the  rear,  shutting  out  much  of 
the  light  and  ventilation  we  prized  so  highly,  it  became 
necessary  to  erect  more  cottages  on  Staten  Island,  and 
retain  only  such  children  in  our  City  Institution  as  are 
too  young  to  require  a  play-ground.  In  the  course  of 
the  year  we  have  erected  5  cottages. 

Twelve  acres  have  been  cleared  which  were  entirely 
unavailable,  and  are  now  prepared  for  pasture  or  garden  j 
ground.  Roads  have  been  made,  sewers  dug,  and  drains 
laid,  and  the  whole  place  made  more  beautiful  and 
healthy.  Its  natural  advantages  as  a  high  and  healthy 
location  cannot  be  surpassed.  A  barn-yard,  with  ten 
cows,  and  a  poultry  yard  with  150  fowls,  afford  the  food 
most  needed  for  the  delicate  children  sent  to  us. 

A  railroad  will  soon  be  finished,  which  will  make  it 
easy  for  our  friends  to  visit  us.  In  June  and  October 
we  enjoy  a  social  visit  from  our  managers,  and  extend  a 
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cordial  invitation  through  this,  our  annual  report,  to  all 
our  well-wishers,  to  come  and  see  what  has  been  done 
for  the  delicate  and  sickly  children  of  the  city,  or  for 
those  who,  stricken  suddenly  down  by  the  dreaded 
cholera  infantum,  here  have  afforded  them  the  best 
remedy,  viz.,  immediate  change  of  air. 

The  cottage  system  has  been  proved  such  a  success 
that  we  shall  extend  it  as  far  as  our  means  allow.  We 
owe  much  to  Eev.  Mr.  Bush  for  pastoral  visits  when  he 
baptized  our  infants,  and  we  should  be  ungrateful  indeed 
if  we  omitted  public  as  well  as  private  acknowledgments 
to  Mr.  Charles  Congdon  and  his  daughter.  Mr.  Congdon 
being  appointed  by  the  Bishop  a  lay  reader,  holds  ser- 
vices every  Sunday  afternoon,  and  his  visits  are  wel- 
comed by  a  large  number  of  our  women.  Miss  Congdon 
assists  us  in  the  music  of  the  service. 

Our  former  attending  physician,  Dr.  Wra.  Walser, 
was  obliged  to  resign,  owing  to  ill  health,  injured,  we 
fear,  by  his  untiring  devotion  to  the  good  of  our  hospital. 
Though  living  at  a  distance,  he  was  regardless  of  expo- 
sure by  night  or  by  day.  We  have  since  been  favored 
by  the  residence  of  a  lady  physician,  Dr.  Phelps  and  the 
exemption  from  disease,  and  the  constant  good  health, 
bear  testimony  to  her  carp  and  ability. 

Our  medical  Board  consists  of  Dr.  S.  0.  Vanderpoel, 
President  ;  Dr.  W.  C.  Anderson,  Dr.  Elisha  Harris, 
Dr.  Martindale,  Dr.  Theodore  Walser,  who  are  always 
ready  to  give  their  valuable  time  and  services  when 
required.

Report  of  the  Medical  Board 

OF  THE 

j^URSERY  AND   J^HILd's    j4  O  S  P  I  T  A  L 

FOR  THE 

YEAR   ENDING    MARCH    I,  1874. 


In  behalf  of  the  Medical  Board,  the  undersigned  lias 
the  honor  to  submit  to  the  Board  of  Managers  the 
following  Annual  Report  of  the  Nursery  and  Child's 
Hospital  for  the  year  eading  March  I,  1874. 

Upon  the  1st  of  March,  1873,  the  date  of  the  last 
Annual  Report,  there  were  in  the  Institution  188  chil- 
dren, 90  nurses  and  15  pregnant  women. 

From  the  1st  of  March,  1873,  to  the  1st  of  March, 
1874,  193  children  were  admitted  and  268  pregnant 
women. 

There  were  218  confinements  during  the  year  and  220 
children  born.    Two  women  gave  birth  to  twins. 

The  total  number  of  children  in  the  Institution  during 
the  year  was  601. 

292  of  these  were  discharged,  92  died,  9  were  still- 
born and  208  remain. 

The  death  rate  among  these  601  children  was  15.3  per 
cent.  In  1872  the  death  rate  was  17.9  per  cent.  In 
1871,  21.32  per  cent. 
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During  the  past  year,  1873,  the  number  of  admissions 
of  children  was  smaller  because  a  less  number  died  and 
were  discharged  than  in  1872.  This  decrease  in  the 
deaths  and  discharges  kept  the  Institution  full  of  chil- 
dren, who  remained  a  long  time. 

Prolonged  residence  in  the  Institution  did  not,  how- 
ever,  increase  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  Atrophic  dis- 
eases, as  a  reference  to  the  Table  of  Deaths  below 
indicates. 

Of  the  193  children  admitted  during  the  year,  85 
were  discharged,  28  died  and  80  remain. 

The  death  rate  in  this  class  was  14.5  per  cent.  In 
1872  the  death  rate  in  this  class  was  16.86  per  cent,  In 
1871,  21.4  per  cent. 

Sick  children  are  admitted  subject  to  same  rules  as 
healthy  ones. 

Children  sick  with  contagious  diseases  are  not  ad- 
mitted. 

No  children  over  4  years  of  age  are  admitted.  Children 
in  the  Institution  are  transferred  to  the  Country  Branch 
upon  Staten  Island  when  they  arrive  at  age  of  4. 

Cases  of  Atrophic  diseases  are  also  sent  to  the  Country 
Branch  to  receive  the  benefit  of  pure  air. 

The  statistics  of  all  sent  to  Staten  Island  are  contained 
in  the  Keport  of  Country  Branch. 

Of  the  220  children  born  during  the  year  90  were  dis- 
charged, 9  were  still-born,  35  died  and  86  remain.  The 
death  rate  in  this  class  was  15.9  per  cent.  In  1872  th? 
death  rate  in  this  class  was  17.33  per  cent.  In  1871, 
22.61  per  cent. 
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Of  the  220  children  born  80  per  cent  were  illegitimate. 
Some  of  the  mothers,  a  minority  however,  neglected 
their  children  during  the  first  two  weeks  after  confine- 
ment. This  temporary  neglect  slightly  increased  the 
mortality. 

76  nurses  were  admitted  during  the  year.  Of  these 
51  were  discharged  and  25  remain. 

283  pregnant  women  were  in  the  Institution  during 
the  year,  268  admitted  and  15  in  the  Institution  March 
1st,  1873. 

Of  the  283  pregnant  women  50  were  discharged  before 
confinement,  218  were  confined,  4  died  and  15  are  un- 
confined.  The  number  of  children  born  during  each 
month  was — March,  11  ;  April,  14  ;  May,  35  ;  June, 
11  ;  July,  26  ;  August.  18  ;  September,  11  ;  October, 
26;  November,  16  ;  December  17;  January,  17;  Feb- 
ruary, 18. 

115  during  first  six  months  of  the  year,  105  during 
the  last  six. 

During  the  intense  heat  of  the  summer  of  1872,  9 
children  died  suddenly  from  Prostration  and  Cerebral 
Congestion.  During  the  past  summer  only  4  such  cases 
occurred.  The  death  rate  during  June,  July  and  August, 
1873,  was  extremely  small. 

There  were  but  4  deaths  in  Lying-in  Wards  in  1873; 
20  in  1872.  One  of  the  four  was  due  purely  to  Pulmo- 
nary Tuberculosis. 

Seven  children  died  of  Scarlet  Fever.  The  epidemic 
though  short  was  very  severe  in  character. 
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The  improvements  made  during  the  year  in  the  Insti- 
tution are  described  in  detail  in  the  Report  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Board  of  Managers.

RULES 


IN   RELATION  TO  THE  ADMISSION  OF  CHILDREN  INTO  THE 
"  NURSERY  AND  CHILD'S  HOSPITAL." 


I. 

Every  child  presented  for  admission  must  be  perfectly  clean 
and  free  from  contagious  disease. 

II. 

Every  child  must  be  vaccinated,  unless  it  has  been  done 
previously. 

III. 

No  child  will  be  admitted  over  four  years  of  age,  unless  by 
special  permission  of  the  First  Directress. 

IV. 

Infants  pay  $10  per  month;  children  who  can  walk  pay  $7  per 
month ;  hospital  or  sick  children  pay  $9  per  month,  unless 
remitted  by  a  Directress  or  the  Committee  on  Admissions  and 
Inspection. 

V. 

Every  child  admitted  must  be  examined  by  the  physician. 
VI. 

The  parent  or  guardian  must  always  provide  shoes  for  the 
child. 

VII. 

With  infants  twelve  diapers  must  be  left.,  and  the  parent  shall 
bring  a  suit  of  clothes  in  which  to  remove  the  child. 
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VIII. 

In  case  of  the  adoption  of  a  child  out  cf  the  "  Nursery  and 
Child's  Hospital,"  the  arrangement  must  be  made  entirely  with 
the  party  adopting  it  and  the  parents  or  guardians  of  the  child, 
the  "Institution"  assuming  no  responsibility  in  the  premises 
whatever 

IX. 

Board  is  always  to  be  paid  in  advance. 

X. 

No  money  returned,  unless  by  permission  of  a  Manager. 
XI. 

Parents  can  visit  their  children  once  a  fortnight,  between  10 
A.M.  and  3  P.M» 

XII. 


Admission  daily  between  the  hours  of  1  and  11. 


RULES 


FOR     THE     LYING-IN  WARDS 

OF  THE 

j^URSERY     AND     pHILD's  ^OSPITAL, 
Cor.  of  Lexington  Av.  and  5  I  st  St. 


Admission  Daily,  between  the  hoars  of  11  and  I  o'clock. 

2. 

Each  applicant  must  present  a  Certificate  of  former  good 
character. 

3. 

She  must  be  perfectly  clean,  and  free  from  all  contagious 
disease. 

4. 

She  must  nurse  a  child  while  in  the  Institution,  in  addition  to 
her  own,  or  if  she  has  lost  her  child,  she  must  nurse  and  feed  two 
children. 

5. 

Her  good  conduct  during  her  residence  at  the  Xursery,  will 
secure  her  the  assistance  and  recommendation  of  the  Ladies  o: 
the  Iustitutiou,  in  obtaining  a  desirable  situation  as  Wet-nurse 
or  otherwise. 

6. 

Any  woman  paying  $25  board  will  be  allowed  to  leave  the 
Institution  as  soon  after  the  birth  of  her  child  as  is  deemed 
prudent  by  the  Physician  in  attendance.  If  she  enters  before  she 
is  ill,  the  board  is  $5  a  week  in  advance. 
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7. 

Any  woraan  unable  to  pay  board  must  give  her  services  for 
three  mouths  to  the  Institution,  nursing  and  feeding  two  infants, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Physician. 


8. 

Women  able  to  pay  board  for  their  infants,  will  be  allowed  to 
leave  them  at  the  Nursery,  otherwise  they  will  be  sent  to  the 
Country  Branch. 

9. 

Every  woman  must  provide  sufficient  clothing  for  her  own  use 
while  in  the  Institution. 

10. 

Every  woman  must  provide  for  her  infant  twelve  diapers. 


11. 

Every  woman  must  strictly  conform  to  all  the  rules  of  the 
Establishment,  and  yield  implicit  obedience  to  the  authority,  of 
the  Matron  and  Physican. 

12. 

Each  applicant,  (whether  child  or  nurse,)  who  shall  have 
received  a  permit  to  enter  the  Institution,  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Resident  Physician,  who,  if  he  concur  in  the  admission,  shall 
enter  the  name,  age,  condition,  etc.  of  the  applicant  on  his  record 
book;  the  applicant  shall  then  be  sent  to  the  Matron,  and 
registered  as  an  inmate. 

13. 

Visitors  admitted  on  THURSDAYS,  between  11  and  1  o'clcok 


14. 

Parents  visit  once  in  two  weeks,  on  MOXDAYS,  from  10  to  3, 
paying  the  board  at  that  time. 
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
